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ANNUAL ADDRESS OF MAYOR JAMES M. 
CURLEY TO THE HONORABLE THE 
CITY COUNCIL JANUARY 3, 1949. 


One year ago, America and the world were fear- 
ful as to the possibility of war with Russia, due 
to the growth of Communism in the countries of 
Europe and the alliance made by many of those 
countries through the instrumentality of the Russian 
Government. 

The courageous manner in which the national 
administration, under the leadership of President 
Harry 8. Truman, has met the challenge,’ through 
the providing of funds and food in the countries 
of Europe subject to sabotage by the forces of Russia, 
has checked for the present the possibility of war. 
The election by the people of the United States of 
President Truman gives assurance that international 
differences will ultimately be settled without re- 
course to arms and the shedding of innocent blood. 
Let us pray God that permanent peace be estab- 
lished in the world. 

The pronouncement of President Truman at the 
American Legion Convention in Florida, during the 
year that has passed, that he proposed to dedicate 
his life to the establishment of permanent peace, 
and that he would prefer to see peace in the world 
than win the Presidency, has restored the faith and 
the confidence of the people of America, and fur- 
nished assurance that permanent peace in the world 
- may speedily become a reality. 
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The action of President Truman in taking his 
case directly to the people, and his stand upon the 
preservation of constitutional rights for all of the 
people of the United States, without regard to race, 
creed, or color, was an act of statesmanship such 
as is rarely witnessed in a political campaign, and 
the same courage and lofty attitude with reference 
to the settlement of international questions involving 
the safety and security of the people of the world 
gives assurance that under his splendid leadership 
peace and prosperity, rather than tears, sorrow, 
and devastation, will yet become the lot of humanity. 

I beg to reiterate what was said by me in my 
annual address of 1948, namely, that the most potent 
agency for the prevention of another war is the 
sending to the throne of Almighty God and His 
Blessed Mother on high a prayer from the hearts 
of all right-thinking people in the world for the divine 
protection of our great national leader and those 
associated with him in Washington, that God may 
strengthen their resolution and keep them firm in 
their purpose to make a reality of that which good 
women and men have prayed for centuries—an end 
of wars: 

The problems of reconversion and reconstruction 
confronting every American city, which appeared 
insurmountable three years ago, have been met in 
our own municipality with courage and a high order 
of intelligence. 

Practically every city in America, with the 
exception of those cities which are permitted by 
state statute to enact revenue-producing ordinances 
to meet the increasing costs of administration re- 
sulting from changes in working hours, salaries, 
and cost of materials, has increased the burden borne 
by real estate, until ‘today it is rapidly approaching 
the prohibitive degree. Relief must be provided 
in our own state to prevent in 1949 what took place 
in 1948 and preceding years, namely, an increase in 
the cost of conducting the activities of substantially 
every municipality in the state. 
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In Massachusetts we are fortunate in that a 
governor has been elected, the Honorable Paul A. 
Dever, who recognizes the need of state aid to 
municipalities, which will make possible a reduction 
rather than an increase in the burden already too 
heavily borne by real-estate owners, and which is 
constantly being reflected in increased rentals of busi- 
ness properties and homes. 

I have advocated for a number of years, with 
little support by the Legislature, the adoption of an 
increase in the corporate tax from 54 per cent to 15 
per cent, which would return to the state a revenue 
of $125,000,000 in excess of what is now received. 
If the state sees fit to adopt this legislation, it should 
be possible to withhold one half of this amount for 
the relief of the state, and to distribute the munici- 
palities the remainder. On a valuation basis this 
would result in adding about $20,000,000 annually 
to the revenues of the City of Boston, thereby making 
it possible to meet increased wage demands and the 
higher cost of commodities, and at the same time 
bring about a substantial reduction in the present 
tax rate. It will be contended that a tax of this 
character might prove injurious to industries located 
in Massachusetts, but it must be remembered that 
corporations in Massachusetts in 1947 received a 
refund from the federal government of $354,000,000, 
and that any monies paid out in the form of state 
taxes are deductible in large part from the federal 
income tax, so that the burden placed upon corpora* 
tions would be negligible and affect but about 7 per 
cent of the electorate, while the benefits that would 
result to the remaining 93 per cent would be im- 
measurable. This measure has been reintroduced 
this year, and it is to be hoped that every citizen 
interested in relieving the burden borne by business 
and the home owner and rent payer will use their 
best efforts with their Senators and Representatives 
at the State House to make possible the adoption of 
this legislation so necessary to the well-being of the 
citizens in every ‘municipality in the state. 
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It has been suggested that a sales tax be levied 
upon the people. J am vehemently opposed to a sales 
tax for the reason that it would place too heavy a 
burden upon the working man with a large family, 
since under the sales tax, with the customary 2 per 
cent withheld on all purchases, it would represent 
to the individual receiving a salary of $2,500 a year 
a total annual tax of about $50, as against no added 
burden in the event of an increase in the corporate tax. 

The tax problem is one that should no longer be 
the business of the State Legislature alone, since 
it is and should be the business of every individual, 
in view of the fact that all are either benefited or 
injured by the action taken. 

I had occasion recently to refer to a matter which 
is vital to the people of the city —in fact, every 
city in America. Due to the cessation of building 
activity from the beginning of the recent World War 
there is today a shortage of housing accommodations 
throughout the entire country. We have endeavored 
to meet the situation in Boston and, from the creation 
of the Housing Authority to the present time, have 
either completed or are in process of completing 
accommodations for some 12,000 families, at an 
estimated cost of about $125,000,000. Despite the 
progress we have made, there are still the families 
of some 15,000 home-seeking veterans who are.either 
living with in-laws in overcrowded and unsanitary 
conditions or in places that should never be used for 
habitation. We shall continue the work of pro- 
viding homes and trust that the unfortunate situation 
that prevails, namely, a shortage of housing accommo- 
dations, may be largely overcome within the next 
two years. 

It is vital to the welfare of the citizenship of 
America that the Taft-Ellender-Wagner Bill for the 
wiping out of the blight of slums be enacted by 
Congress, and I urge every citizen to contact their 
Congressmen and Senators by letter or otherwise, 
requesting them to favor passage of this measure. 
At the present time it is estimated by competent 
authorities that 60 per cent of the tuberculosis in 
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cities, 52 per cent of the crimes, 48 per cent of juvenile 
delinquency, and 33 per cent of the arson cases may 
be traced to the 15 per cent area of slum sections 
to be found in the large cities of America. The entire 
matter could be corrected at a cost not in excess of 
the cost of national defense for one month, and 
make of America a healthful place in which to live 
and bring up children who would be a blessing rather 
than a problem to their parents. Substantially every 
forward-looking person in America is hopeful that 
this legislation will be adopted, but it requires the 
aid and assistance of all citizens, since the real estate 
interests and others have prevented its adoption for 
a period of more than three years. 

It would be possible in the event of its adoption 
to reduce the cost to municipalities of police work, 
health work, and hospitalization by at least 25 per 
cent, and give to America a more healthful, con- 
tented, and right-thinking citizenship. 

In ie matter of public welfare the cost has risen 
to almost prohibitive figures since the close of World 
War II. It has been found necessary, due to the 
increase in the cost of living, to grant two increases 
within the past twelve months to the recipients of 
aid, and, in all probability, unless there is a reduction 
in the cost of commodities, it may be necessary to 
grant further increases, since, after all, it is clearly 
the duty of the municipality to provide for the 
needy in order to augment and dignify the spiritual 
as well as the material values of the community. 

Boston’s contribution to the welfare problem is 
being met also by providing new quarters for the 
separation of men, women, and children, who prior 
to now had practically all been quartered at Chardon 
street. 

In addition, the granting of the uses of a build- 
ing by the Navy Department during the past two 
weeks for the receipt and distribution of commodi- 
ties for the benefit of the needy represents a forward 
step that should have been taken many years ago. 

Boston, being one of the older cities of America, 
presents problems that are not common to the 
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majority of American cities, namely, narrow streets 
in the high-valued districts which only at an exorbi- 
tant expenditure of public money can be widened 
to make the flow of traffic freer. It must be remem- 
bered that from 1933 until 1946 nothing was done 
in the matter of relieving traffic congestion in Boston; 
not one single street widening had been authorized 
during that period of time. Today, happily, we are 
endeavoring to meet the problem by the installation 
of parking meters and by the establishment of open- 
air garages, fringe parking spaces, and the garage 
under Boston Common, at not too great an expendi- 
ture of public money. Work of this character is 
essential if the swaddling clothes with which Boston 
has been encumbered may be removed and the 
expansion so vital to the growth and progress of the 
city become a reality. 

It is pleasing to note that the Boston Fire Depart- 
ment is today better equipped and better manned 
than at any previous time in its history... Upon the 
completion of the program upon which we have 
embarked, it will rank high among American cities in 
the protection of life and property. 

The long-continued neglect, during the period 
from the beginning of World War II, of proper high- 
way construction. is being eradually overcome, and 
the work will continue until the highways are made 
more usable and better than at any previous time 
since 1938. 

Due to the benefaction of George Robert White, 
it has been possible to add to the health program 
of the city three additional bealth units this year, 
and these should shortly be functioning for the con- 
servation of the health of the community. A most 
desirable adjunct to the recreation and health of the 
pupils of our public schools has been made possible 
from the George Robert White Fund in the erection 
of a schoolboy stadium at Franklin Park with seating 
accommodations for 10,000 persons. It is rapidly 
approaching completion and will be available for 
use in the spring. From this same generous bene- 
faction an outdoor swimming pool with recreational 
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facilities 1s now under construction in Charlestown, 
~and plans are under consideration for the establish- 
ment of similar facilities in the North End and in the 
West End. 

Another White Fund project is the Monument to 
the Dead of World War II, now under construction 
in the Fenway. It is hoped that it will be available 
for use by Memorial Day. If a bill which has been 
filed with the Legislature is adopted, a memorial 
hall to the veterans of all wars will be constructed 
in the City of Boston by the State of Massachusetts, 
to serve aS a permanent memorial and with accommo- 
dations for veterans’ meetings. 

At Long Island, which was in a deplorable state 
at the close of 1945, great progress has been made 
during the past three years. Buildings unfit for 
habitation have been razed, new buildings have been 
constructed, and improved facilities for reaching the 
island have been provided, so that today it is no 
longer regarded as a poorhouse, but as a place where 
people who have grown old without growing wealthy 
are no longer regarded as paupers, but as our less 
fortunate fathers, mothers, brothers, and _ sisters. 
Chapels have been provided for all religious denomina- 
tions. In addition, television sets and a carillon of 
bells have been installed, to produce sacred and patri- 
otic music, in order that a little joy may be brought 
into lives that are saddened by age and misfortune. 

The Boston City Hospital, which is the largest 
single hospital unit in America, has undergone a 
renovation at a considerable expenditure of public 
money, and today enjoys the highest rating in the 
history of the institution. 

With a view to reducing the death rate from 
tuberculosis, the federal government has agreed to 
provide $200,000 for a survey in Boston this year, 
to be conducted in September, to indicate the section 
where tuberculosis is most prevalent. In the event 
of the passage of the Wagner-Ellender-Taft Bill, 
properties will be razed and modern housing provided, 
so that this blight which affects certain sections of 
our city may be ended.

The campaign being waged against the dread 
scourge of cancer by the msurance companies and 
public and private agencies renders it desirable that 
an institution to combat this dread disease be located 
in Boston, and, in the event that the state can be 
induced to establish such an institution in Boston, 
I am prepared to recommend a site adjacent to the 
surgical and medical center located on Parker Hill, 
where abundant land is available, the ownership of 
which is vested in the City of Boston. 

Perhaps the greatest single barrier to a better 
Boston today is the presence in our city of what is 
known as the Boston Elevated Street Railway struc- 
ture, extending from Charlestown to Forest Hills. 
After many years of agitation, legislation through 
which a start may be made on the removal of this 
blight is possible by the adoption of the measure 
providing for the construction of a subway under 
Shawmut avenue to Dudley street, and the removal 
of the Boston Elevated Railway structure from 
Broadway to Dudley street. It is to be hoped that 
favorable action will be taken upon this measure. 
While it entails a large expenditure of money, it would 
in all probability result in the ultimate removal of 
the entire structure, thereby making possible a direct 
highway from Providence, Rhode Island, to Charles- 
town, and an improvement similar to what took place 
when the structure was removed from Atlantic avenue. 
The removal of the Elevated structure would also 
result in an increase in property values on Washington 
street. 

One of the agencies responsible for the decrease 
in revenues of the city is what is known as the 
Appellate Tax Board, where in recent years exces- 
sive abatements have been secured by the use of 
legal talent who specialize in practice before that 
Board. Cases that are settled either by the Assess- 
ing Board or by the Legal Department of the city 
seldom exceed 10 per cent of the amount sought 
by the owner of property, while decisions by the 
Appellate Tax Board have averaged in excess of 
26 per cent. It is sincerely to be hoped that either 
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the Appellate Tax Board be abolished, giving the person 
aggrieved an opportunity to have his case tried by 
the courts, or that a Board be appointed which will 
deal more justly with the city than the present and 
preceding Boards have in the matter of tax abatements. 

The substitution of Diesel engines for coal-burning 
engines, or electrification of railroads, since steam 
engines are no longer being built in America, should 
make possible at an early date the end of the nuisance 
created by smoke, cinders, and dust. The Diesel- 
ization of railroads in Boston represents a real oppor- 
tunity for the improvement of the sections of the 
city where the railroads operate, and which today 
are stagnant due to the nuisances created by the 
railroad systems. 

Dieselization will also enable the transfer of the 
facilities of the Boston and Albany Railroad from the 
Back Bay to a less congested section of the city. 
This will make available for business develop- 
ment the property bounded by Boylston street, 
Exeter street, Huntington avenue, and Massachusetts 
avenue. The City Planning Board has now under 
consideration the utilization of this area by bridging 
over the same as a bus and auto terminal and the 
taking down of Mechanics Building and construction 
there of an auditorium for conventions and other 
purposes. While at present it 1s in the embryo 
stage, it represents a real opportunity for expansion 
and development of a large area that could easily 
treble in value with this improvement. 

The structures that have been erected by private 
interests, representing more than $100,000,000 during 
the past year, and the applications pending for new 
private construction, representing at the present 
time nearly one half of that amount, is an indication 
of the confidence that the businessmen of the com- 
munity have, not only in the present but in the 
future of our city. 

The City Planning Board have been instructed 
to designate certain sites for the location of industrial 
establishments at various points in the city. The 
purpose is to make available for business concerns 
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desirous of locating in Boston an opportunity to 
secure locations where the cost of the land is reason- 
ably low and where the same may be procured 
through an Industrial Commission, which I propose 
to create, thereby making available properties at 
cost without the medium of real estate agents. 

The City Board of Real Estate Commissioners 
could very well conduct this new activity with a 
minimum of cost and with a maximum of benefit 
to the city. 

A similar organization which I created prior to 
World War I in 1914, in the first six months of its 
operation and prior to the beginning of actual hos- 
tilities abroad, resulted in the addition of $10,000,000 
of industry to Boston, and there is every reason to 
believe that even better results could be obtained 
at the present time. | 

Large tracts of land with railroad sidings can be 
developed as industrial centers by contacting in- 
dustrial establishments desirous of locating where 
a good labor market is to be found. 

The financial standing and the credit of the city 
is today attested by the number of bidders for the 
city’s securities. These bidders are greater in num- 
ber than at any previous time in the history of 
the city, and the city borrows money at the lowest 
interest rate in history. 

Those who criticize the administration of Boston’s 
affairs might well call upon the City Auditor, the 
City Treasurer, or the City Collector before indulging 
in criticism which the action of hard-headed success- 
ful businessmen proves is entirely unwarranted and 
extremely injurious. 

I have endeavored to point out to the Council and 
the public in this annual address some of the prob- 
lems with which we are confronted and which for the 
good of the city must be solved. 

The history of Boston is the history of America. 
In every crisis the people of Boston have met the 
challenge and overcome difficulties that seemed for 
the moment insurmountable. 
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Here was born the concept of free democratic 
government that became the heritage of America. 
At first a dream, it came into being in the hearts of 
a handful of courageous men who defied the might of 
the great British Empire. Sam Adams, James Otis, 
Joseph Warren, John Hancock, and John Adams — 
the names of these brave patriots will live forever in 
the memory of our people. 

All down the years Boston men and women have 
worn the badge of courage that these free men 
bequeathed to them. 

In our day and generation let us draw from their 
determination the inspiration to preserve the concept 
of self-government they created; and, when a few 
timid souls try to have us change our form of local 
“direct vote’’ government for a Communistic Euro- 
pean concept, let all Bostonians rise in their might 
and proclaim—‘‘The home rule _ self-government 
ideal of Sam Adams is good enough for us!”’ 

Then and only then will we have paid the debt we 
owe to this gallant band for the sacrifices they made 
for us—and for generations of Bostonians yet 
unborn! | 

As members of the City Government of Boston we 
should jointly face the future with open minds and 
with that courage which is our heritage from a 
glorious past. 

God grant that in His merey and wisdom our 
resolutions be strengthened, that our minds be open, 
and, that we give to our work that thought and that 
intelligence which is so essential to the well-being of 
the entire people of our beloved city!

A Revirw or DEPARTMENTAL CONDITIONS AT THE 
BEGINNING OF 1948, AND AcTUAL ACCOMPLISH- 
MENTS DURING SAID YEAR, AND PLANS FOR 1949. 


JANUARY 3, 1949. 


The reports herewith presented will give some 
idea of the extent to which our City departments 
have been overcoming the conditions of demorali- 
zation and chaos which were inherited by the present 
administration when it took over the reins of munic- 
ipal government three years ago. Every effort has 
been made and shall continue to be made during 
1949 to restore and maintain municipal services on 
an efficient basis. The welfare and interests of Boston 
and its citizens shall be steadily advanced during 
the coming year. 


ART DEPARTMENT — This is a report of the 
accomplishments of 1948 and plans for further 
activities during 1949. 


Censorship Board. 


Mr. Daniel Sargent has been designated Art 
Commission member of the Board of Censors 
of Plays for the year 1949. 


New Responsibilities. 


In previous years the Boston Art Commission 
has been grateful for the occasional help of 
other departments in cleaning city works of 
art placed on their premises. This year, how- 
ever, the City Auditor has ruled, in three cases, 
that cleaning or repointing municipal monuments 
can be paid for only out of appropriations to 
the Art Department. These rulings have placed 
unforeseen burdens on our budget. All munic- 
ipal works of art, having been placed by law 
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(chapter 87, Special Acts of 1919) under the 
“care and custody”’ of the Board of Art Com- 
missioners of the City of Boston, the City 
Auditor’s rulings seem logical. For this reason — 
the Art Commission hopes that it will receive 
the appropriations necessary to take proper 
care of the city’s very valuable works of painting 
and sculpture. 


Unofficial Action. 


Thanks to Mayor Curley’s expressed interest 
in the Old State House, the Public Buildings 
Department has consulted with this commission 
about necessary work on the building. This 
commission has accordingly given what advice 
it could as to the complete refurnishing of the 
building inside and out. Before soot dims it 
again, citizens should look at their Old State 
House, and enjoy the brightness of its freshly 
painted outside mouldings, window frames, and 
doorways. 

A minor piece of work, as to which this com- 
mission has been glad to give advice, is the new 
historic bronze tablet which the New England 
Paint, Varnish and Lacquer Association has 
placed on the wall above the so-called ‘“ Boston 
Stone,’’ just around the corner from Marshall 
street, on Public Alley No. 102. 


New Works of Art. 


During the calendar year this commission 
has approved new works of art as follows: 
The portrait of Mr. John Deferrari by Leopold 
Seyffert, approved for a temporary site in the 
Boston Public Library, pending the erection 
of the new ell where it is to be permanently 
placed; six bronze tablets by John F. Paramino, 
for sites, as follows: in the Prado, between 
Hanover street and the Old North Church, 
1, Freedom of Worship, 2, Freedom of Speech — 
and of the Press, 3, Freedom of Assembly, 
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4, Freedom of Petition, approved for sites 
along the northerly. wall of the Prado; and 5, 
The Declaration of Independence, and 6, The 
Bill of Rights, for sites on the two brick posts 
flanking the iron gates, in the easterly wall 
of the Prado, which leads to the Eliot School’s 
playground. These tablets are sound works 
of the sculptor’s art. They also convey a 
lesson in fundamental Americanism. For their 
erection our citizens may well be grateful to 
the George Robert White Fund. 

This commission has also approved the 
monument to veterans of the two World Wars 
given by Jamaica Plain Post 675, Veterans of 
Foreign Wars, designed by the Davis Monu- 
ment Company, and erected at the approved 
site on the Jamaica Plain Parkway, near Centre 
street. It has approved the monument and 
bronze tablet to Civil War Veterans, by John F. 
Paramino and Tito Cascieri, placed, with the 
help of the Public Institutions Department, 
at a site on Long Island. Finally, it has ap- 
proved the design for World War II Memorial, 
by Joseph F. Paramino and Tito Cascieri, 
which the George Robert White Fund is now 
erecting in the Back Bay Fens. 


The Lyman Fountain. 


The Lyman Fountain, constructed long ago 
in Dorchester, as a memorial to Theodore 
Lyman, Mayor of Boston, 1834-1835, was 
almost totally destroyed some years ago by 
local vandals. Part of the ironwork —a 
group representing a woman, a child, and a 
Swan — was preserved; and this year the Art 
Commission has set the group on a newly de- 
signed base in the center of the octagonal basin. 
remaining from the original fountain. We trust 
that this interesting piece of old cast-iron work 
which the commission has thus brought to 
light may be preserved intact by the citizens 
of Dorchester. 
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The Brewer Fountain. 


A eurrent picture postcard labels this 
work of ornamental sculpture “The Brewers’ 
Fountain.”’ The fountain is, however, named 
after a merchant, Gardner Brewer, who gave 
it to the City of Boston in 1867 on the con- 
dition that it be placed on the Common. The 


- gift was officially accepted in June, 1868. ‘The 


fountain, cast in bronze, in Paris, is apparently 
a replica of an original by the sculptor Paul 
Liénard. As anyone who cares to look may see, 
this fountain has an ornamental upper basin 
from which water is supposed to flow in runlets 
down into a larger basin upheld by four figures, 
representing Neptune, Amphitrite, Arcis, and 
Galatea.} | 3 

The preservation of this, one of the city’s best 
pieces of 19th century ornamental sculpture, has 
troubled us for years. The task has proved 
less serious than we feared. Minor details for 
the basins have been copied to match existing 
parts. The new parts have been cast in bronze, 
put in place, and all necessary repairs com- 
pleted. 


Upkeep of Monuments. 


The bronze railing of the Civil War Monu- 
ment on Boston Common, broken last year, has 
been repaired. The base of the General Joseph 
Warren Monument in Roxbury, which was in 
bad shape, has been cleaned and repointed. 
One of the pickets of the iron picket fence 
around Clipston Sturgis’ Boston Common 
Tablet, opposite the Park Street Church, has 
disappeared — also the arrow top of a second 
picket. The missing parts have been replaced. 

The Admiral Farragut Monument in South 
Boston has been cleaned and repointed. The 
Ether Monument in the Public Garden and 
the Civil War Monument on Boston Common,

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after their defacement with lipstick, have been 
partially cleaned. The Lafayette bas-relief on 
Boston Common, decorated with lipstick, has 
been almost completely cleaned. 


Swords. 


Lipsticks and fingernail paint have brought 
new techniques into the service of those per- 
sons who enjoy inscribing more or less lewd 
words and phrases on municipal monuments. 
Stealing swords from statues of military and 
naval heroes is an old sport for the young. 
We have had to deal this year with four swords: 
one wrenched out of shape, three stolen. 
Colonel Robert Gould Shaw’s sword, badly 
twisted, has been straightened and fastened 
more securely. The sailor at the Civil War 
Monument on Boston Common has had his 
sword restored to him. General Glover’s new 
sword and Admiral Farragut’s sword have 
been set in place so firmly that we hope they 
may not soon be removed again. 


Tablets Replaced. 


The Savin Hill bronze tablet at Grampian 
way has been cleaned and reset on the granite 
slab from which it had been removed. The 
Old Brick Church bronze tablet, removed dur- 
ing building operations, has been cleaned, re- 
shaped and set in place on one of the pillars 
flanking 209 Washington street. The First 
Huguenot Church tablet, which had been re- 
moved from the second story ‘of 12 School 
street, has been cleaned and relocated, close to 
its original site, at 24 School street. A missing 
rosette at one corner of the small James Otis 
tablet on City Hall avenue has been replaced. 
The General John Knox tablet, belonging at the 
Dorchester Heights Tower, has been kept at the 
Park Department’s storeroom at Franklin Park 
since August; it remains to be set in place again. 
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Tablets Marking Historic Stites. 


We wish to express our appreciation of the 
care which certain real estate owners give to 
memorial tablets placed on their buildings, to 
mark historic sites. Notable cases are the 
Shawmut Bank and Second National Bank, 
whose janitors, respectively, take exemplary 
care of the Second Quaker Church tablet (also 
the Mary Chilton, 1620-1679 tablet, not city 
property, on Spring Lane), and the Bishop 
Cheverus tablet on Franklin street. The Hotel 
Touraine must also be commended for the 
admirable condition in which it maintains the 
John Quincy Adams tablet, on its Tremont 
street outside wall. Less admirable is the lack 
even of advertising sense with which certain 
owners or tenants neglect such memorial tablets 
as the Samuel Cole’s Inn tablet at 239 Washing- 
ton street, the Old Presbyterian Church tablet 
at 145 Federal street, and the Paul Revere’s 
Workshop tablet at 175 Washington street. 


Cinl War Monument. 


We are studying a project for further enclos- 
ing the Civil War Monument on Boston Common. 
A fence behind the present ornamental railing 
would prevent children from climbing, as they 
now climb, to dizzy and dangerous heights on 
the monument. If another bronze figure should 
fall, this fence would also provide some protec- 
tion for the public. 


A Neglected Great Bostonian. 


Samuel Finley Breese Morse, Bostonian by 
birth, influenced the civilization of the United 
States more widely, perhaps, than any other 
man of his time. Son of Jedediah Morse, the 
‘father of American Geography,” S. F. B. 
Morse was born in the Edes House, 211 Main 
street, under Breed’s Hill, in Charlestown, on 
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April 27, 1791. Under Washington Allston’s 
teaching, he became a painter!, whose trained 
skill made native talent count in such works as, 
for instance, his superbly modeled portrait-head 
of Lafayette as an old man. With other Ameri- 
can painters, Morse joined in founding the 
National Academy of Design, and served as its 
first President from 1826 to 1845. 

Meantime, in 1832, he had started his second 
and very great career as inventor of the ‘‘electro- 
magnetic recording telegraph.’’ In 1837 he ex- 
hibited in New York his first rough working 
model; and on May 24, 1844, he transmitted, 
_ from Baltimore to Washington, — over the first 
telegraph line constructed in the United States, — 
the first ‘‘long distance’’ telegram ever sent. On 
April 2, 1872, he died. 

In Central Park, New York, a statue of him 
was dedicated many years ago. In Charlestown, 
where he was born, half a broken iron marker, 
with two or three words about the electric tele- 
graph, clings to a wall on Main street: That is 
the only public record which Boston preserves 
of her one great painter-inventor. _ 

Should not at least a bronze tablet be set up 
in Charlestown to mark his birthplace? 


New Acquisition for Faneuil Hall. 


A large oil painting has just been acquired by 
the city to hang with the other historical pic- 
tures in Faneuil Hall. It depicts an episode 
at the Battle of Bunker Hill, and is entitled 
“Covering the Retreat from Breed’s Hill.’ 

Mayor Curley first saw it at the Vose Gal- 
leries in Copley square, and found it much to his 
liking. Submitted to the Art Commission, it 
was unanimously approved by all five mem-

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bers. Mr. Vose at some sacrifice made it avail- 
able for purchase by the city. This included a 
careful cleaning of the large canvas (48 inches 
by 57 inches wide), repairing the ornate frame 
and setting it in place. 

Historically this picture is of great import- 
ance and most appropriate for a place in the 
Cradle of Liberty. Colonel Benjamin H. Tick- 
nor, an ardent student of the battle, thought 
well of it. He poimted out General Putnam on 
his horse waving to the Continental troops, also 
Colonel Prescott, but did not identify the many 
other figures. It is a battle melee, with the 
Redeoats and our brave fighters at close quar- 
ters. Both in size and character, it is not unlike 
some of Trumbull’s battle pieces. It has been 
placed on the entrance wall of the big hall, 
under the right hand gallery, in a good north 
light. 

We first find mention of it in the catalog of 
an exhibition of the Academy in New York in 
1857. It was painted by Dennis Malone Carter 
(1827-1881), a talented young Irish boy who 
came to this country with his parents in 1839. 
He remained all the rest of his life painting por- 
traits of many distinguished men as well as 
landscapes and historical pictures.

ASSESSING DEPARTMENT — Following is a sum- 
mary of Assessing Department activities during 
the year 1948: 


Real and Personal Property. 


Real estate in the year 1948 in the city was 
valued by the department for assessment purposes 
as $1,441,620,300 — an increase of $31,500,000 
above the 1947 assessment. ‘This increase was 
accomplished, in part, because of new construc- 
tion, such as the John Hancock Building in the 
Back Bay, and the New England Telephone 
structure at Pearl street; and, in part, by increased 
assessments upon mercantile property the rental 
value of which had risen substantially during the 
preceding year. 

Assessments upon personal property in 1948 
totaled $148,373,700. This figure represents a 
reduction of approximately eight millions of 
dollars below the 1947 personal property assess- 
ment. This reduction is due entirely to an 
exemption granted by the Legislature upon the 
personal property of the newly created Metro- 
politan Transit Authority. This assessment 
alone, as previously levied upon the Boston 
Elevated Railway, amounted to $9,250,000. It 
may thus be noted that in respect to all other 
personal property assessments in 1948 there was 
actually an increase of slightly over one million 
dollars. 

Some increase in assessed valuation of real 
estate may reasonably be expected in the year 
1949. This increase will be provided by new 
construction, the completion of which lies in the 
immediate future. It is not expected that any 
substantial increase will be obtained because of 
further increased rental value of property in the 
city. It is the intention of the officials of this 
department not to place any additional burden 
upon the residential real estate of the city. The 
policy adopted by the department a few years 
ago at the beginning of the inflationary market 
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has proved to be wise. The recent falling off in 
the demand for, and in the price of, residential 
real estate clearly indicates that the extraordi- 
narily high prices were of a temporary nature. 


Tax Listing and Billing. 


The Remington-Rand accounting system in- 
stalled in November of 1947, with the approval 
of his Honor the Mayor, was utilized during the 
year in preparation of the records of real estate, 
personal property, and motor vehicle excise cards. 
First-year operation of this system necessarily 
entailed a great volume of work which will be 
avoided in future years. Department personnel 
prepared 800,000 real estate cards, 100,000 
personal property cards, and approximately 40 
per cent of the 400,000 cards which will finally 
be employed in the Motor Vehicle Division. 
This enormous volume will constitute the nucleus 
of the system for the future. Despite the diffi- 
culties incurred in first-year operation, the 
department feels that the installation of the 
system is a noteworthy achievement. ‘This view 
is supported by professional methods engineers 
whose supervisory observation helped to clarify 
and to perfect the system. The possibilities for 
expansion in the use of the system in future 
years includes poll tax listing, preparation of 
public manuscripts of assessments, and the com- 
pilation of statistics with speed and efficiency. 


Furnishing Assessment Information to the Public. 


For many years the department has operated 
two public information counters. The method 
of operation has necessitated retention of all 
records of the preceding six years within the 
somewhat limited confines of the department. 
While it is recognized that this information must 
be dispensed as a public service it is also apparent 
that the present system is extremely cumber- 
some. ‘The expansion of the punch card system 
will undoubtedly serve to remedy this defect. 
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Field Assessors’ Conferences. 


During the year the Chairman of the Board 
instituted a system of conferences among the 
principal assessors, deputy assessors, and rep- 
resentatives of the first assistant assessors group 
for the purpose of standardization of assessing 
practices in taxation of the various types of 
property in the city. By rotation of the repre- 
sentatives of the first assistant assessors it was 
possible to include in the conferences the field 
assessors of mercantile property, of residential 
property, and of industrial and water-front 
properties. The exchange of views has resulted 
in a standardization of the approach to the 
valuation of the real and personal property of 
the city. The field card prepared as a result 
of these conferences will be used for the first 
time in 1949 in the compilation of rentable areas 
and rental incomes of such mercantile property. 


Statistical Research Division. 


During 1948 the Chairman of the Board, 
determined to overcome the acute lack of 
statistical information within the department, 
created a Statistical Research Division. By 
his authority a deputy assessor of the depart- 
ment, without expense to the department, 
visited the assessors of New York City for the 
purpose of including in the Boston records those 
features of the New York system which would 
be helpful to this city. Similarly, a first assistant 
assessor was authorized, also without expense 
to the department, to visit Cincinnati and to 
study its methods. Through the cooperation 
of the National Association of Assessing Officers, 
the chairman secured forms and manuals utilized 
by the assessors of various other cities of the 
country. Fortified with this material the chair- 
man has installed the groundwork for an ex- 
tensive compilation of statistical information 
concerning the mercantile and _ residential 
properties of the city. The data to be as- 
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sembled will include the publications of the Na- 
tional Association of Assessing Officers, many 
of the books contained in the bibliography of 
that association, national magazines, publica- 
tions of the American Institute of Real Estate 
Appraisers, National Real Estate Journal, 
Architectural Forum, Engineering News Record, 
Banker & Tradesmen, Construction Costs Pub- 
lications such as Boeckh, and the Dow Service. | 
The cards of the Holland Block system have 
been installed in this division to be utilized as 
the foundation upon which to expand the factual 
data to be assembled. Zoning maps have been 
supplied, and an order has been placed for the 
purchase of Sanborn insurance atlases. It is 
intended to include in the files of publications 
those covering engineering, construction, archi- 
tectural, and legal matters pertaining to real 
estate. Such a procedure will allow the assessors 
to keep informed of the trends of construction 
costs and designs, of sales prices on property, 
of court decisions, and all changes in the law 
pertaining to taxation. 


Motor Vehicle Excise. 


The estimated amount expected to be received 
during 1948 from the excise upon motor vehicles 
cannot be accurately determined at the present 
time. Figures for the last quarter of the year 
are currently in the process of commitment. 
By comparing those portions of 1948 which 
have been committed with the corresponding 
figures for 1947 it is expected that the gross 
revenue will represent approximately a 100 per 
cent increase from the total 1947 levy. The 
chief of the Motor Vehicle Excise Division has 
recommended to the Board that it favor legisla- 
tion requiring prepayment of motor vehicle 


excise prior to registration of the motor vehicle. 


This feature of prepayment is in force at the 
present time in many other states wherein a 
similar excise is levied. 
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Engineering Division. 

The chief engineer has notified the Board of 
an increase in the number of plans recorded in 
the Land Court and in the Registry of Deeds. 
The dimensions and areas set forth in these 
plans have been verified by the Engineering 
Division and the necessary notations included 
in the department records. Approximately 160 
parcels of land were removed by the engineer 
from the tax list during the past year. These 
parcels represented land-takings for public pur- 
poses by the Mystic Valley Bridge Authority, 
Boston Port Authority, Public Works Depart- 
ment of the Commonwealth, City of Boston 
Street Commissioners, and the City of Boston 
Transit Department. The number of assessable 
lots of land has been increased approximately 
300 through the subdivision of large areas 
currently devoted to the construction of resi- 
dential houses. The Engineering Division has 
collaborated in the preparation of land value 
study maps to be utilized by the Statistical 
Research Division. The division assisted the 
chief clerk of the department in complying 
with the statute enacted by the Legislature 
requiring a separate valuation for each structure 

erected on or affixed to each parcel of land. 
- It also conducted a survey of the total revenue 
and the source of such revenue for each of the 
fifteen largest cities in the United States. This 
survey indicated that in only two cities of the 
fifteen was the portion of the total tax borne 
by real estate greater than in Boston. It 
appears that other states of the union have 
provided sources of revenue for their cities and 
towns to an extent much wider than the Legis- 
lature of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 


Legislative Survey. 


A survey of the department was made during 
1948 by the agent of the Boston Finance Com- 
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mission acting under authority granted by the 
Legislature. The agent, a man of wide and 
varied experience in the field of local property 
assessment, personally interviewed all principal 
assessors, four of the five deputy assessors, and 
approximately twenty-five first assistant asses- 
sors. He made inquiries of the chief clerk of 
the department relative to all phases of admin- 
istration of the Clerical Division. Ready 
cooperation was extended by every employee 
of the department, each of whom had been 
instructed to assist the survey to the best of 
his ability. The result of this survey has not 
yet been published. The executives of the 
department confidently expect a hearty com- 
mendation of their efforts. 


Appellate Tax Board. 


The number of tax appeals disposed of during 
the current year is approximately 4,200; with- 
drawal of most of these was effected by compro- 
mise of the pending appeals without trial. The 
policy of disposing of the cases in this manner 
has served the interests of the city better than 
by permitting decision by the Appellate Tax 
Board. Substantial savings have accrued by 
compromising these cases at a higher assessed 
valuation than the average set by the Appellate 
Tax Board. The load borne by the deputy 
assessors of appeals from assessments of less than 
$100,000 has been substantially increased by the 
Appellate Tax Board in the current session. 
The average weekly load prior to September, 
1948, constituted ten cases for each deputy 
assessor. The assignment made by the Appel- 
late Tax Board at the opening of the current 
session increased this load to a top figure of 
twenty-eight cases weekly to each deputy. 


Veterans’ Exemptions. 


Since 1945 the Legislature of the Common- 
wealth has continued to liberalize the statute.

providing for exemption from taxation for 
veterans of the wars. During 1947 approxi- 
mately 1,300 veterans were awarded this exemp- 
tion from taxation. The estimated figure for 
the year 1948 of those who have received benefits 
is approximately 2,500. The law in effect prior 
to 1945 granted exemption of $2,000 to a disabled 
veteran, provided, that such veteran’s whole 
estate did not exceed $5,000, and provided he 
was disabled by the loss of an eye, hand, or 
foot. By chapter 627 of the Acts of 1945 this 
exemption was extended, to include soldiers and 
sailors who served in World War II. In 1946 
the act was again amended, granting such exemp- 
tions provided that the whole of the veteran’s 
real estate did not exceed $8,000. This act 
further included the wives and widows of 
veterans whose disability rating as determined 
by the Veterans Administration was 20 per cent. 
By chapter 612, Acts of 1947, this exemption 
was made available to those veterans whose real 
estate only did not exceed $8,000 and whose 
disability amounted to only 10 per cent. A 
further amendment by chapter 560 of the Acts 
of 1948 extended the exemption to the widows 
of soldiers and sailors who served in World Wars 
I and II, and who while in such service lost their 
lives. By chapter 644 of the Acts of 1948 
further liberalization of the act extended the 
exemption to mothers of soldiers and sailors 
who served in World War I and World War II, 
and who while in such service lost their lives. 
This amendment included those women who 
served in any unit of, or auxiliary to, the armed 
forces of the United States. The Board of 
Assessors anticipates expansion in 1949 of the 
Veterans’ Division of this department due to 
the commendable liberalization of the acts relat- 
ing to veterans’ exemptions on real estate. This 
increased burden upon the clerical force may 
require the employment of additional personnel. 
_. The improvements instituted in the depart- 

ment during 1946 and 1947 were continued 
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during the calendar year 1948. The Board of 
Assessors feels that it has made great progress 
in complying with the demand of the Legis- 
lature and the public. It is the firm intention 
of the Board to pursue this policy of con- 
stant attention to improvements within the 
department during the year 1949. 


BUDGET DEPARTMENT —The Budget Com- 


missioner, under the direction of the Mayor, 
prepares the annual and all supplementary 
budgets to be submitted by the Mayor to the 
City Council. In 1948, for the second consecu- 
tive year, the budget was submitted to the City 
Council in full segregated form. This segregation 
follows very closely the form of the budget 
inaugurated by Mayor Curley in 1916. It is 
intended to submit the 1949 budget in the same 
form, and to again include personnel schedules 
containing quotas, titles, and salaries for each 
individual department, supporting the allow- 
ances for permanent employees. Amendments 
of these schedules during the course of the year 
will require the approval of the Mayor in each 
instance. 

With the completion of the personnel record 
system, which was installed a year ago by the 
Remington Rand Company, the Budget Depart- 
ment has gradually developed into a clearing 
house for personnel problems and functions. 
For example: 

1. All civil service requisitions for appoint- 
ment, reinstatement, etc., are processed by the 
Budget Department for conformity with classi- 
fications, salary ranges, and established quotas. 
This procedure makes for more rigid control, as 
the approval of the Budget Commissioner is 
required before action by the Civil Service 
Commissioner. 

2. The Budget Commissioner is Chairman of 
the Labor-Management Committee, created by 
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Mayor Curley, to settle grievances of city em- 
ployees. Use of the records and facilities of the 
Budget Department have been of invaluable 
assistance to the Labor-Management Committee 
in the conduct of its hearings. 

3. In accordance with the provisions of 
chapter 657 of the Acts of 1948, the Budget 
Commissioner has been designated by the Mayor 
to determine when the public necessity requires 
service in excess of five days and forty hours in 
any one week, as established by this act. Super- 
vision of this act has also necessitated increased 
use of the records and facilities of the Budget 
Department. 

4, Requests for personnel statistics from 
other cities are now referred to this department 
as a result of the availability of these personnel 
records. 

During the year 1948 the Civil Service Com- 
mission, acting under delegated authority, has 
finished a reclassification of the classified em- 
ployees of the Hospital Department and the 
Sanatorium Division. ‘The commission has also 
reclassified all employees at Long Island Hospital. 

While these reclassifications are a start in the 
right direction, they do not begin to solve the 
problem as it affects the entire personnel struc- 
ture of the city. The solution is centralized 
coordinated control in the administration of 
personnel matters. Under the present ordi- 
nances every officer in charge of a department 
employs and fixes the compensation of all sub- 
ordinates in his department, with the approval 
of the Mayor. Such a system has resulted in 
numerous inequalities and wide variations in 
compensation for positions involving like duties 
and responsibilities. A compensation classifica- 
tion and pay range survey, together with a Job 
evaluation study, should be conducted by the 
city administration, in cooperation with the Civil 
Service Commission, so that action would be 
taken on a city-wide basis. This study should 
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result in the establishment of a central agency 
empowered to regulate and administer the plans 
recommended. 

To compile a budget in these times is one of 
the most difficult tasks to accomplish, inasmuch 
as it is almost impossible to estimate one year 
in advance the amount actually needed to carry 
on the various municipal functions. While 
present indications seem to suggest a price 
stabilization in many commodities, other factors, 
particularly demands for increases in salary, 
shorter working hours, increased welfare budget 
payments, and increased pension payments, to 
mention a few, are so persistent that it would 
appear that operating budgets will be higher in 
1949 than in 1948, with a resulting increase in 
the tax rates. This situation is not peculiar to 
Boston, but exists in practically every city and 
town in the state. It is hoped that the state 
will enact legislation for financial relief to the 
cities and towns to enable them to meet their - 
obligations without further burdening the real 
estate owner. 


BUILDING DEPARTMENT — Boston, in the 
past year, was unique among the larger munici- 
palities of the United States in that construc- 
tion activities in this city increased in volume 
more than 30 per cent, against an increase Of 
only 20 per cent in the country as a whole. 
This plainly demonstrates that private industry 
still has faith in the future of our city. Many 
new projects were begun and are well on the 
way to completion; others are of such magni- 
tude that they will not be ready for occupancy 
until another year shall have passed. 

While reliable forecasts indicate a decelera- 
tion in the construction industry throughout 
the country in the coming year, private industry — 
in Boston has given a clear indication that it 
will carry out a program in 1949 even larger 
than that undertaken in 1948. Approximately

$200,000,000 of industrial, educational, and in- 
stitutional construction has been projected. In 
addition, more than $20,000,000 of private resi- 
dential construction is in the planning stage or 
has already been initiated. Although these resi- 
dential developments are larger than usual and 
will be handled by a few private companies, it 
is unquestionably true that the impetus thus 
given will affect the entire industry and will 
encourage smaller builders to engage in limited 
but equally desirable enterprises. 

In the public housing field the picture is even 
more stimulating. Recent estimates show that 
more than one hundred millions of dollars are 
being spent or shortly will be spent by the 
Boston Housing Authority. 

It can readily be seen, therefore, from the 
volume of anticipated construction and the 
vast amount of work actually under way that 
Boston in 1949 will enjoy a banner year in 
building activity. 

While new construction is more dramatic and 
evident, there is a hidden phase of our work 
which is equally valuable to the public and 
which is rarely appreciated.. Boston is an old 
city, and is rightly proud of her many fine old 
buildings; however, in a physical sense, one of 
the penalties of age is obsolescence. ‘This is 
evidenced by the marked deterioration in some 
of the structures which have recently been 
examined by the department. 

A vigilant inspection policy has brought to 
our attention a condition which is causing much 
concern to city officials and to property owners 
and managers. The severe northeast storms 
which periodically lash this area have created a 
situation apparently peculiar to our city. Driv- 
ing winds and rains have caused seepage of 
water through the masonry to the steel skeleton 
frames. ‘The consequent rusting of these frames 
has resulted in a serious hazard. Upon cutting 
exploratory openings in the walls some frames 
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were found to have corroded to such an extent 
that actual danger to the structure was evident. 
Constant vigilance on the part of our inspection 
forces has uncovered many such cases, and cor- 
rective steps have been taken. A survey of all 
buildings of this type of construction will be 
undertaken in the coming year and reparative 
measures will be ordered where necessary. 


Still another aspect of our inspection work 
which is allied to public safety is the examination 
of premises required by the provisions of chap- 
ter 143 of the General Laws. It cannot be denied 
that the enforcement of this chapter places a 
great burden upon the city. The Egress Divi- 
sion in the past year has made more than 50,000 
examinations because of the provisions of this 
chapter. The survey thus undertaken is nearing 
completion and the violations encountered have 
been catalogued for appropriate action. 

The duties of the Gas Fitting, Plumbing, Sprin- 
kler, Elevator, and Zoning Divisions are ade- 
quately described in their titles. The impact 
of these divisions is not felt by the average 
citizen, yet their value to the public is evident 
in the protection given to life, health, and to 
property by the faithful performance of their 
respective duties. These sections of the office, 
in addition to the administrative and clerical 
forces, have kept pace with the added duties 
imposed by required inspections. It is obvious, 
however, that an enlargement of the forces must 
soon be considered if the continued safety of the 
public is to be assured, and if the legal obligations 
imposed upon the City of Boston are properly 
to be implemented. 


CITY PLANNING BOARD — Following is a state- 


ment containing a brief summary of the 
accomplishments of the City Planning Board 
for the year ending December 31, 1948, and an 
estimate of expected activities for the year 1949.- 
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City Map.—In July the Board published a 
new, up-to-date edition of the city map. This 
work, actually a revision of the 1932 map, 
required many months of meticulous research 
in procuring information on the thousands of 
changes that have taken place in the structural 
form of the city, such as street changes, fill, war 
installations, and harbor changes. The map, 
which is in two colors and measures 37 inches 
by 41 inches, is intended particularly for the 
use of city departments and other public or 
semipublic agencies. However, there is a heavy 
public demand for the map and 650 copies have 
been sold at a nominal charge. A wall map 
measuring 6 feet by 7 feet is in process and is 
50 per cent complete at this date. 

Truck Terminal. — Following up our 1947 
‘Report on a Union Motor Truck Terminal 
for Boston,’ appropriate legislation to effect 
the establishment of such terminals was this 
year presented to the Legislature by the Board 
with the cooperation of the Law Department. 
This proposal, deemed by many to be the most 
effective answer to the urban trucking problem, 
is at present the subject of study by a Legis- 
lative Recess Commission. The Board, with 
the assistance of the Law Department, has 
cooperated with this commission, in supplying 
needed information, and hopes for a favorable 
report at the next legislative session. 

Recreation.— A special report on ‘‘Children’s 
Playgrounds” has been completed this year 
and is now in the process of being published at 
the City Printing Department. The report 
sheds light on another current problem, showing 
present adequacies and inadequacies of children’s 
playgrounds so far as space requirements are 
concerned. It will serve as an analytical back- 
ground for future improvements in the play- 
ground system and is in particular a most 
essential element in the preparation of a compre- 
hensive plan. 
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It is of some satisfaction to note that through 
action of the George Robert White Fund, 
construction is under way for a schoolboy stadium 
in the playstead area of Franklin Park and a 
swimming pool in the Ensign Doherty Park in 
Charlestown, basically in accord with recom- 
mendations submitted by the Board. 

Highways.— A plan was submitted to the 
Park Department proposing a revised rotary 
treatment at the Park Drive and Boylston 
Street intersection. It is understood that the 
plan has been basically adopted and that con- 
struction can be expected early in the ensuing 
year. 

Preliminary plans have also been drawn 
proposing a modernization of the roadway lay- 
out on Commonwealth avenue, from Brighton 
avenue to the Newton line. Aimed to eliminate 
the present faulty arrangement which reverts 
to horse and carriage days and is hazardous to 
both motorists and pedestrians, the estimated 
reconstruction cost would amount to about 
$2,000,000. 

Contact has been maintained with the State 
Department of Public Works in the development 
of plans for a Sullivan Square Underpass, and 
the widening of Rutherford avenue in Charles- 
town. Preliminary investigation has also been 
made regarding a highway structure over the 
Boston & Albany Railroad right of way from 
Cottage Farm Bridge in town. This investiga- 
tion indicates need of a six-lane structure which, 
with proper interchanges, particularly at Cottage 
Farm Bridge, would require a very heavy 
expenditure. 

Zoning.— Amendments to the Zoning Law, 
prepared by a Joint Committee of the Planning 
Board and the Board of Zoning Adjustment, 
were enacted at the 1948 legislative session. 
These amendments broadened the zoning law so 
as to encourage group or garden-type housing 
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construction and reduced very considerably 
restrictive clauses on the parking of automobiles 
on the premises of apartment buildings. 


During the year considerable time has been 
devoted by the staff to routine operations such 
as revising maps, supplying information on popu- 
lation and land use, ete., to the public as well as 
governmental agencies, and handling inquiries 
on zoning and other planning subjects. 


At the close of the year the Board, as a result 
of your directive, is making every endeavor to 
form the outline for a comprehensive plan of the 
city and specifically we are preparing plans 
which can be submitted to the Federal Govern- 
ment in the event Federal funds are made 
available for redevelopment. 


For the year 1949, it will be the goal to bring 
the land use map up to date, to develop a com- 
prehensive plan and to prepare data for a re- 
zoning of the city. 


Anticipating favorable consideration of urban 
redevelopment legislation at the next Congress, 
which would make available to cities and towns 
Federal funds for the rebuilding of blighted 
areas, the City Planning Board has plans under 
way which will provide an effective start on a 
complete redevelopment of the South End. 


This area, which carries a heavy investment 
in public and semipublic educational, religious, 
and institutional properties, has followed the 
familiar pattern of urban blight. The elevated 
railway, overdevelopment and crowding, en- 
croachment of industry and business, and an 
intolerable traffic load on all streets have 
resulted in a depreciation of property values and 
high delinquency rates. The consequence of 
this is that most of the area is now a liability to 
the city, costing as much as $13,000 an acre for 
services rendered after deductions for taxes and 
other revenue received. 
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On the other hand, the South End is ad- 
mirably equipped with assets which, if advan- 
tageously used in conjunction with strong 
redevelopment measures, should place the dis- 
trict in a firm position as one of the most highly 
desirable sections of the city in which to live, 
because of its proximity to downtown Boston 
with its opportunities for work and cultural and 
entertainment pursuits. 

Plans under way reclaim, for residential use, 
areas now devoted to mixed business and 
dwelling houses. Plans for the removal of the 
Elevated structure on Washington street and 
the building of a subway under Shawmut 
avenue are being prepared by the Transit De- 
partment. Consideration is being given to the 
channelization of traffic by widening some 
principal thoroughfares and the closing of some 
streets as through ways so as to make possible 
the development of super blocks for strictly 
residential purposes. Plans are also being made 
for the creation of parks and playgrounds com- 
mensurate with the requirements of the new 
residential pattern and the important educational 
institutions of the district. 

Provision for business and industry is also 
being considered in the redevelopment plans by 
arranging for the segregation and consolidation 
of such uses and by giving over to business, 
fringe areas now occupied by outworn houses 
and other mixed uses. Also the proposed filling 
of the South Bay is counted upon to supply 
future industrial sites. , 

Such a program is designed to provide the 
means for public enterprise development with a 
concomitant increase in tax revenue to the city. 
It can be carried out only on a large scale basis 
with the concerted action of public and private 
agencies. ‘T’he South End is particularly adapt- 
able to a redevelopment program and should be 
the first area selected in an attack on urban 
blight in Boston. 
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COLLECTING DEPARTMENT — The following 
is a report of the Collector’s office for 1948, as of 
December 13: 


At the present time all our 1948 tax bills have 
not been delivered for distribution to the tax- 
payers. 

Total collections to date December 13, 1948, 
$115,467,513. | 

Total collections to date December 13, 1947, 
$107,252,005. 

Increase in collections, $8,165,508. 

Of the total commitment, for which all bills 
have not been received yet, 88.25 per cent of the 
total due has been collected which is only 2.6 
per cent less than the previous year when bills 
were distributed prior to September 1. 

At the close of business December 31, 1948, 
collections will exceed last years record collec- 
tions, leaving the smallest amount of outstanding 
uncollected taxes, in the recent history of the 
City of Boston. 

Taxpayers are aware of the handicaps imposed 
on the city by law, and therefore pay their bills 
promptly, realizing that Boston must join other 
communities in the high cost of living the general 
public suffers. 

The 1949 budget of the Collecting Department 
will call for 83 employees compared to 90 em- 
ployees in 1948. This figure is to be compared 
with 110 employees in 1939. 

The year of 1948 closes successfully with the 
Collecting Department, due to the fact that the 
rise in taxes has been much lower than the rise in 
the cost of living; and record tax collections 
definitely point out that reality. 

The policy of this department will continue, 
as in the past two years, that the taxpayer is 
always right, and we look forward to rendering 
better service in 1949. All the employees strive 
to make this department the most efficient in the 
City of Boston. 
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ELECTION COMMISSIONERS — Extremely high 
interest in the State Election, which has been 
attributed to many reasons (birth control and 
labor referenda, etc.) brought an extraordinary 
volume of work to this department and made 
it necessary to employ temporary help and to 
grant overtime to the regular employees of the 
office. Through this means it was possible to 
keep abreast of the heavy registration that 
took place during the periods immediately 
preceding the State Primaries and the State 
and Presidential Election. We are setting forth 
below the total number of registered voters 
(men and women) in the year 1948 — this 
voting list being the highest in the history of 
the city: 

334,661 names of registered voters on first printed 
list—such names being carried over on the voting 
list from the preceding year 

39,420 names of registered voters on First Supple- 
mentary Voting List (registration before State 
Primaries) 

36,565 names of registered voters on Second Supple- 
mentary Voting List (registration before State 
Election) 

410,646, total registration for the State and Presidential 
Election 


In addition to the other manifold activities of 
the office, our force of assistant registrars was 
engaged in checking the names of 51,602 registered 
voters appearing upon some 2,655 nomination 
papers and initiative petitions filed in this 
office in accordance with law during the period 
preceding the State Primaries. 

The processing of applications for absent 
voters’ ballots also took considerable time and 
from such applications 


2,120 absentee ballots were mailed to civilians 
466 absentee ballots were mailed to physically disabled 
263 absentee ballots were mailed to servicemen 


The year 1948 witnessed the first use of 
voting machines at primary functions; prior to 
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this year they had been used only at state and 
city elections. The Board feels that the results 
of this use of the machines amply demonstrate 
their practicality — to the department, to the 
candidates for public office, and, above all, to 
the voters of the City of Boston. Election 
returns from the machine precincts were both 
speedy and accurate despite the exceptionally 
heavy vote cast and despite the fact that much 
of the vote was cast in the evening hours. The 
highly satisfactory performance of the Shoup 
voting machines under such trying conditions, 
the Board believes, augurs well for the future, 
when the voters’ increasing familiarity with the 
machines will expedite polling to an even greater 
extent. There is no doubt that the installation. 
of voting machines marks a great step forward 
for the Election Department. 

During the year 1949 we will extend this 
machine voting to other sections of the city, 
and it is our intent to have an educational 
program in operation throughout the entire 
year in order that all citizens may become 
well acquainted with this method of voting. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT —In the report for 1947 
it was stated that the modernization program 
for the Fire Department, instituted by Mayor 
Curley in 1946, would probably be completed 
during 1948, subject to unforeseen delays with 
respect to the delivery of new equipment on 
order. 

At this time the department has received the 
following listed equipment ordered under the 
1947 Equipment Budget Loan: 


20 pumpers 
10 hose wagons 
1 tractor for Tower 1 
1 20-ton General Motors Corporation tractor 
2 1,000-gallon gasoline tank wagons 
3 4-ton pickup trucks 
23 small cars 
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The equipment listed below is undelivered: 


2 hose wagons 
5 85-foot aerial trucks 
and in addition 
6 85-foot aerial trucks ordered under the 1946 
Equipment Loan, making a total of 11 of this type 
6 65-foot aerial trucks 


As the result of failure on the part of different 
manufacturers to make deliveries of ladder 
trucks, and on account of our desperate need for 
replacements in this branch of the service, the 
Mayor has authorized the department to proceed 
with the modernization of four aerials through 
the purchase of four new tractors, together with 
other necessary work for the renovation of the 
trailers. A contract for this job is now being 
executed with the Mack Motor Company. The 
department during the year has_ previously 
modernized another aerial, namely, Ladder 2, in 
East Boston, with very satisfactory results. 

An original estimate submitted early in 1946 
for the cost of modernizing the entire depart- 
ment was evidently low, as shown by bids 
received during 1947 and 1948, indicating a 
material increase over 1946 prices. Therefore, 
in order to complete the modernization of all 
apparatus now in service, it is our estimate that 
the department should be provided with approx- 
imately $650,000, either in the Departmental 
1949 Budget Allowance, or by means of another 
Equipment Loan. 

A new tractor was purchased for Tower 1 of 
the Bowdoin Square Fire Station. This piece 
has likewise been modernized in a manner similar 
to Tower 2, thus giving the city two of the finest 
and most efficient water towers in the country. 

Mention should be made of five Cardox units, 
each containing 750 pounds of carbon dioxide 
gas, mounted on five hose wagons. ‘These units 
cost $2,279.25 each. The placing of these units 
in service during the month of July, 1948, is a 
distinct innovation for the fire service. Sufii- 
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cient data has already been assembled to prove 
the worth of these units, and establish them as 
one of the most modern methods of extinguish- 
ment of certain types of fires. The quick use 
of one of these units on the occasion of a two- 
alarm fire aboard a Naval vessel at the Charles- 
town ‘Navy Yard prevented what might have 
been a fire of serious proportions. For the - 
servicing of these units the department pur- 
chased a six-ton Cardox storage tank at a cost 
of $9,180. All portable CO2 extinguishers are 
also filled from this tank at a cost of approxi- 
mately one-third formerly paid to outside con- 
cerns for similar charging services. 


Eighteen 2,000 GPM high pressure guns 
have been installed on eighteen hose wagons, 
thereby constituting a formidable array of heavy 
deluge equipment for protection against a major 
conflagration. All engine companies, rescue 
companies, and several ladder companies have 
been provided with the new self-contained 
Chemox masks, allowing three masks per com- 
pany. The equipping of the remaining com- 
panies with this type of mask will be provided 
for in the 1949 budget, inasmuch as a new State 
statute requires all fire apparatus in the Com- 
monwealth to be so equipped with at least two 
self-contained masks, on or before July 1, 1949. 

The second of two Navy mine sweepers pur- 
chased by the Mayor in 1946, for reconversion 
into fireboats, was placed in service March 10, 
1948, thereby completing the modernization of 
the Marine Division of the department. Boston 
now has the best equipped fireboat fleet of its 
size in the United States. 

Personnel.— The training of the new personnel 
comprising approximately 600 men inducted 
after the advent of the 48-hour week has pro- 
ceeded at an accelerated pace. Through lack of 
proper facilities for a central drill school to 
accommodate a large group of men it was neces- 
sary to decentralize the drill school into various 
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small groups scattered through various fire 
stations having limited facilities. This method, 
it is admitted, has not been conducive to-obtain 
best results on uniform training for all the new 
inductees. Refresher courses have also been 
given to all permanent members. The Com- 
missioner has directed that all members of the 
fire-fighting force, excepting personnel assigned 
to Fire Prevention Division and the two High 
Pressure Stations, shall attend and qualify at 
the Navy Fire-fighting School, at South Boston. 
Twenty-five district chiefs, 37 captains, 114 
lieutenants, 1586 privates have already attended 
the school. The balance will finish the course 
early in 1949. At this school all members were 
taught the latest methods of handling water fog, 
foam, COs, and all of the latest innovations in 
fire fighting. 

Another important phase in the training of 
personnel has been the establishment of two 
schools for drivers. Qualified officers have been 
detailed to one school to train all new men to 
become proficient as drivers of fire apparatus. 
The other school directed by qualified officers 
was set up to obtain a record of the proficiency 
of permanent drivers and to provide opportu- 
nities for greater improvement. Considerable 
headway has been made through these schools 
in reducing accidents involving vehicles of the 
department. For the period beginning No- 
vember, 1946, to November, 1947, it was 
necessary for the Chief Inspector of the Fire 
Prevention Division to investigate 62 accidents 
involving fire apparatus. For the period, 
November, 1947, to November, 1948, since the 
driving schools were established, Fire Prevention 
Division has investigated 37 cases, showing a 
material reduction in the number of accidents. 
It is my intention to continue these schools 
during 1949. 

Prior to 1946 company drills were held weekly, 
now, company drills are held daily. 


ANNUAL ADDRESS OF Mayor CURLEY. 43. 


A deputy chief has been detailed to Head- 
quarters for a special assignment to cover all 
fire stations and report on the maintenance of 
all apparatus and condition of fire stations. 
The city has made a large investment, approxi- 
mately $1,500,000, for the purchase of new 
equipment, and it is our intention to continue, 
at all times, to impress upon the members of 
the department their responsibility in main- 
taining and protecting this. new equipment in 
the best possible manner. 

New Construction.— The construction of a new 
fire station at the corner of Charter and Hanover 
streets to house Engine 8 and Ladder 1 at a cost 
of $195,731.27, begun during 1947, was completed 
on September 1, 1948. This building constitutes 
one of the major improvements in the North 
End of the city during the Mayor’s present 
administration. . 

The work under contract awarded to the 
firm of J. A. Singarella Company, in the amount 
of $123,200, for the construction of a new fire 
station at Mt. Vernon and River streets, Back 
Bay, is not yet completed. The contractor 
was delayed by foundation difficulties beyond 
his control. Furthermore, various legal matters 
pertaining to the construction of the new house 
had to be settled with the abutters resulting in 
further delays in the progress of the work. 

On September 13, 1948, contract was awarded 
to the firm of Bossi Construction, Inc., in the 
amount of $111,387, for the construction of 
a fire station at Washington street and 
Ferncliff avenue, West Roxbury. This job 
should be completed by the spring of 1949. 
It is proposed to place in service a new engine 
company, No. 55, when the building is ready 
for occupancy. Suffidient space and accom- 
modations have been allowed in the design of 
the fire house for the installation of a ladder 
truck, should such a company be required at 
a future time. 
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New Projects. —'The Mayor has already allo- 
cated the sum of $1,500,000 for the construction 
of a new Maintenance Division Garage and 
Headquarters, much needed by the department. 
This building will house the Headquarters 
offices, Fire Prevention Bureau, Fire Alarm 
Construction Force, and the entire Maintenance 
Division. Space will also be provided to house 
Tower 2, now located at Bristol street, and 
Engine 23, formerly located in fire house, now 
closed, on Northampton street. Outdoor space 
will be set apart for a department drill yard. 
The building will be located on land near the 
corner of Massachusetts avenue and South- 
ampton street. The total area containing 
approximately 125,000 square feet. Of this 
area, 80,000 feet belongs to the City of Boston, 
and is utilized by the Paving Division of the 
Department of Public Works. The remainder 
of the area, containing approximately 45,000 
square feet, has been purchased. by the city 
from the New York, New Haven & Hartford 
Railroad. 

Accompanied by Mr. John Gray, City 
Architect, and executives from the Main- 
tenance Division, the Commissioner personally, 
made an inspection of the New York Fire 
Department repair shops which are _ the 
most modern of any Fire Department in 
the country. The New York building was 
built in 1946 at a cost of $2,500,000. 
According to the latest building cost index, 
if this building were to be constructed today 
it would cost $3,750,000. Obviously, the 
needs of the Boston Fire Department. are 
not as great as those of New York, so, with 
the amount of money at our disposal it is 
expected that the’ department will have a 
completely up-to-date and modern garage 
capable of handling all the department’s needs. 

It was recommended in 1946 that the 
City of Boston adopt a modern Fire Pre- 
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vention Code which would strengthen the 
Fire Prevention Division of the department 
in its efforts to eliminate and reduce fire 
hazards throughout the city. After consul- 
tation with many outside authorities and 
using as a model the codes promulgated by 
the National Fire Protection Association and 
the National Board of Fire Underwriters the 
Fire Prevention Division submitted to the 
Law Department of the city for review and 
consideration a proposed code for the City 
of Boston. It is realized that the Law 
Department has been faced with many legal 
difficulties in trying to clarify the code, on 
account of conflicting statutes, or lack of 
statutes which would give authorization for 
the legalizing of various provisions contained 
in’ the code. It is expected that the Law 
Department will be able to submit to the 
Mayor for approval a final draft of the code 
within a short time. 

The Fire Department has set a high standard 
of efficiency in the extinguishment of fire 
occurring within the city. This fine work 
should be supplemented by equally progressive 
achievements along the lines of Fire Prevention. 
This, we are certain, the department can 
accomplish providing the means are given in 
ee form of the recommended Fire Prevention 

ode. 


HEALTH DEPARTMENT — A statement of the 
accomplishments of the Boston Health Depart- 
ment for the year 1948, and what we hope to 
accomplish for the coming year is respectfully 
submitted as follows: 

First, we wish to express our appreciation for 
your support and confidence in the activities of 
the Health Department during 1948. 

In addition to the residents of the City of 
Boston Proper (approximately three quarters of 
a million persons), service is supplied, not only

for public health, but for fire, police, public 
works, and other municipal activities, to citizens 
of Metropolitan Boston, as well as others who 
visit the city. 

During 1948, Boston has been particularly 
fortunate as far as the health of its citizens is 
concerned. As in past years, cardiac disease 
and cancer have been the leading causes of 
death. 

Tuberculosis is a cause of great concern for all 
health departments, and we are happy to call 
attention to the reduction in the number of 
deaths from this disease. During 1948, the 
Division of Tuberculosis has carried on an in- 
tensive program of mass X-ray screening, which, 
ultimately, will be an important factor in the 
marked reduction of the disease. 

The maternal mortality rate for 1948 (deaths 
following childbirth) continues to be a tribute 
to the exceptional services which are furnished 
to expectant mothers by the health agencies and 
private physicians of the community. 

The infant mortality rate is being maintained 
at a satisfactory level and may be used as an 
index of a community’s intelligence as reflected 
in its willingness to spend funds for the conser- 
vation of child health. 

Diphtheria is one of the diseases which has 
been most markedly reduced as a cause of 
death in the past twenty-five years. Because of 
an increased prevalence in the past two years, 
an intensive ‘‘ booster dose’’ campaign was in- 
augurated and continued in effect, resulting in 
an improved reduction. 

The activities of the George Robert White Health 
Units continue to be a great source of pride to 
the Boston Health Department. Attendance at - 
the Well Baby Conferences together with the — 
efforts of the physicians of the city, have resulted 
in a healthier younger generation. 

Progress has been made during the past 
twelve months toward the erection of additional 
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health units;—one in Hyde Park, which is 
well under completion, and one on Blue Hill 
avenue and Harvard street, Dorchester, and 
another at Fields Corner, Dorchester, which 
will get under way in 1949. 


During 1948, the Food Division has cooper- 
ated with the Hotel, Restaurant, and Druggists’ 
Associations, as well as other purveyors of food 
in the City of Boston, and during the year there 
have been no major outbreaks of food poisoning. 


The Division of Housing and Sanitation has 
carried out its various functions, and thus a 
high degree of sanitation has been maintained. 


Of particular interest, during 1948, was the 
spraying, by airplane, of hundreds of acres of 
land infested by the mosquito pest. As a 
result, this public health nuisance has been 
minimized. 


The laboratory of the Health Department has 
continued to maintain its excellent bacterio- 
logical and serological service to the physicians 
and hospitals of Boston. Personnel of the 
laboratory have been offered in-service training 
and participated in a program of specialized 
training in bacteriology, as conducted by the 
United States Public Health Service at their 
center at Atlanta, Georgia. 

During the closing months of 1948, the labo- 
ratory, In cooperation with other divisions of 
the department, participated in a Diabetes De- 
tection Drive and for the first time in the his- 
tory of the department, it has been possible for 
individuals to submit to the Health Department 
a specimen of urine for examination for evidence 
of diabetes. 

The Child Hygiene Division continues to fur- 
nish outstanding service to the citizens of 
Boston through its activities in behalf of school- 
age children. As a result of physical examina- 
tions of parochial school children, defects are 
uncovered,— many of which may be corrected 
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immediately. This is particularly true of dental 
defects, which are followed up through the 
Nursing Service of the department, which also 
continues to furnish outstanding service to Bos- 
ton’s citizens. The Dental Division has fur- 
nished treatment to many thousands of children 
in both public and parochial schools. 

The Health Education Service has cooperated 
in a major degree with the activities of the 


_ department as a whole. Their program in the 


parochial schools, their participation in the 
tuberculosis control program, and their activities 
in the Division of Child Hygiene are recognized 
services which have been acknowledged as out- 
standing by all who are qualified to judge the 
efficiency of public health activities. 

During the first week of November, 1948, the 
76th Annual Meeting of the American Public 
Health Association was held in Boston. Ap- 
proximately 4,000 persons were recorded as 
in attendance during the meeting, representing 
the largest meeting in the history of the asso- 
ciation. The activities of the Boston Health 
Department were presented to outstanding public 
health executives of the United States and also © 
of some foreign countries, and many of our 
facilities were demonstrated. It is pleasant to 
note that the hospitality of his Honor the Mayor 
and other municipal representatives was grate- 
fully received by the members of the association. 

During 1949, there is every reason to feel 
confident that the health of the citizens will be 
safeguarded. This department, in cooperation 
with other city departments having functions 
which are interlocked with the protection of the 
public health, will continue to serve the city in 
a manner which will reflect credit on the Health 
Department and the city. 

Also, during 1949, an enlargement of the activ- 
ities of the Division of Health Education is 
planned, and strict supervision of the sanitation 
and food problems of the city will be maintained. 
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In cooperation with the United States Public 
Health Service, it is anticipated that a major 
program for the control of tuberculosis will be- 
come effective early in the fall of 1949. 

We also anticipate that an extension of the 
pest control program will be launched in 1949. 


HOSPITAL DEPARTMENT — The following is a 
list of the most important improvements that 
have been made during the past year and proj- 
ects contemplated for 1949 at the Main Hospital 
and the Sanatorium Division. 

The renovations, repairs, and improvements at 
the Boston City Hospital which were commenced 
by Mayor Curley in January, 1946, have con- 
tinued uninterrupted during the past three years. 
During 1948, we have completed many of the 
improvements which were commenced in 1947. 
The many improvements are so numerous that 
we mention only the most important as follows: 

The X-ray Department is now completed, and 
all new equipment has been purchased at an 
expense of approximately $100,000. 

The new kitchen at the South Department has 
been equipped with the most modern appliances 
and is now functioning. This was a much 
needed improvement and is giving complete 
satisfaction. 

The program of eerie new sterilizers, 
autoclaves, and washers throughout the entire 
hospital is now complete. This was a much 
needed improvement. 

Installation of hand-washing equipment in all 
the older buildings. 

Installation of television equipment. 

Installation of new drains in certain of the 
older buildings where the lines had deteriorated 
through age. 

Installation of germ-killing lamps in the 
Children’s Building. 
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Installation of additional new X-ray equip- 
ment in the Children’s Building. 

Installation of new grilles in basements 
throughout the hospital. 

Installation of Ice Flo machines for making 
ice cubes. cE 
Installation of awnings in needed places and 
window shades throughout the entire hospital. — 

Replacement of old, obsolete ice chests with 
new electrical refrigerators. 

Electric drinking fountains in public places. 

Emergency lighting in all basement corridors. 

Extensive air conditioning of the cafeteria, 
kitchen, and dispensary. 

New air-conditioning unit in Bacteriological 
Division of the Mallory Institute. 

Establishment of X-ray Department in the 
Out-Patient Department and Admitting Unit 
with X-ray equipment in order that all new 
patients may be X-rayed in the great battle for 
the control of pulmonary tuberculosis.

HOSPITAL DEPARTMENT — SANATORIUM 
DIVISION — The following are the things we 
have been able to accomplish during 1948 at 
the Sanatorium Division, and a list of the 
things we hope to accomplish during 1949. 

Since 1944, the Sanatorium Division has been 
carrying out a constructive program of repairs 
and modernization of the various buildings. 
Had this work been included all in one year’s 
budget, the cost would have totaled several 
hundred thousand dollars. Instead, we have 
been requesting an appropriation each year to 
carry out the program. 

We are pleased to inform the trustees that 
the money that has been spent to date is now 
beginning to show to advantage. | 

During 1948, we have been able to accomplish 
the following things: 
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1. Ward E was reopened. 

2. Ward G—4 was reopened as a surgical 
ward. 

3. The roofs of all but the A Building have 
been repaired, and the walls have been water- 
proofed. 

4, Emergency lights were installed in the 
most important places. 

5. A new motion picture machine was 
installed. 

6. The Nurses’ Home is being painted. 

7. The dump in back of Ward F has been 
closed, and plans are being drawn up for a new 
Incinerator. 

8. New press machines have been installed 
in the laundry. 

9. A contract has been awarded for new 
bakery equipment. 

10. The remodeling of Ward F is progressing 
so rapidly that we hope to reopen the ward in 
March of 1949. 

11. New refrigerators have been bought for 
the Kitchen Building, and some have been 
bought for the wards. 

12. A new elevator is being installed in the 
Domestic Building. 

13. New hot water pipes are being installed 
in the Domestic Building. 

We have incorporated requests for sufficient 
money in the 1949 budget to continue our 
program. These requests appear in the budget 
under the various budget items, such as the 

Special Appropriation, B-39, C-3, and C-7. 
On January 1, 1948, there were 409 patients 
in the hospital. On December 22, 1948, there 
were 482 patients. This increased patient 
census naturally will cause an increase in the 
amounts needed in the various budget items, 
such as food, drugs, soaps, etc. 

We would also like to let the trustees know 
that we have obtained nine full-time nurses 
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and six part-time nurses, since the bonus of 
$200 was granted. While our quota is still not 
filled, we were able to obtain sufficient nurses to 
open ‘the two wards.

INSTITUTIONS DEPARTMENT — The Institu- 


tions Department of the City of Boston consists 
of the Long Island Hospital, the Child Welfare 
Division, and the Registration Division. 

The largest single division of the department 
is the Long Island Hospital, Boston Harbor, 
Mass. It comprises 22 buildings and has facil- 
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ities for the care of 530 bed patients who are 
chronically ill, and 675 persons who are aged 
and indigent. According to the statistics of 
the Hospital Council of Greater Boston, the 
Long Island Hospital is the second largest 
hospital in Massachusetts. 


It is a member of the American Hospital 
Association, holds a provisional rating of a 
Class A hospital in the American College of 
Surgeons, and is licensed by the Commonwealth 
without restriction as a General Hospital without 
maternity. This has been accomplished and 
_ received in the past two years. The Long Island 
Hospital must increase its facilities for bed 
patients as it is at capacity and a long waiting 
list has been built up at the City Hospital and 
in homes. Beyond question, chronic illness has 
become the major health and welfare problem 
confronting Boston and the Commonwealth 
today. The Long Island Hospital is primarily 
committed to supply care for that group of 
chronic invalids whose condition is so serious 
that home care is not feasible, who are without 
funds to provide for care in a Nursing Home, 
or for whom care is impractical at the City 
Hospital. 

The department is concerned with the growing 
number of applicants receiving old age assistance 
grants who have elected to surrender their 
assistance and enter the hospital. When this 
happens the city is burdened with the entire 
expense. To correct this inequality the In- 
stitutions Commissioner filed a petition in the 
1947 State Legislature to provide that Massa- 
chusetts pay its share of the old age assistance 
grants to eligible persons who voluntarily seek 
eare in the Long Island Hospital or similar 
institutions in the State, and to include longer 
than three months in the City Hospital. After 
a close vote the petition was denied. The 
Boston Herald editorially had the following to 
say regarding this petition: 
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“Save Their Self-Respect.”’ 


“Long Island Hospital is a Boston institution, 
run by the city and supported by the city. By 
a quirk in the old age assistance law, recipients 
who desire institutional care have their choice | 
between keeping old age assistance and going 
into private nursing homes or surrendering old 
age assistance and entering a public institution. 


“There is a problem here as much psycho- 
logical as financial. Most recipients of old age 
assistance look upon it as a quasi-pension. 
They can live in a private institution with self- 
respect unimpaired. But the facade is ripped 
away when they go to Long Island or any of 
the similar institutions run by the larger cities 
of the Commonwealth. Then they are charity 
cases, pure and simple. 

‘“‘Self-respect is a precious thing and the 
finer men and women cling to it and let other 
things go. Private nursing homes make up 
a very mixed category. Some are excellently 


‘run. Others in this State-are places out of 


the blacker pages of Charles Dickens. All of 
them are only nominally supervised. 


“Tnstitutions Commissioner G. Frank 
McDonald believes that voluntary residents 
at public institutions should be permitted to 
receive old age assistance from which the cities 
supporting them might charge reasonable fees. 
Thus the recipient has his choice between 
public or private care with his self-respect 
unimpaired. It is then up to those responsible 
for the public institutions to make them more 
attractive than their private rivals. 


“Logic and psychology are on his side. So 
is the experience of Illinois, where. legislation 
such as Mr. McDonald urges, is in successful 
operation. So, we might add, is the far- 
reaching development. program now in. opera- 
tion at Long Island Hospital.” 
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Considerable has been accomplished to place 
the Long Island Hospital in good operating 
condition. 

When this administration came into office 
it seemed mandatory that the department make 
the best use of the existing facilities by altering 
several buildings to increase facilities for more 
bed patients, repairing buildings, modernizing 
the power plant, kitchen and feeding arrange- 
ments, and placing the transportation on 
schedule. The more important improvements 
for 1948 are as follows: 


The Contagious Hospital. 


The building housing this hospital had long 
been condemned and was being used under 
restriction. Expert advice was sought and 
accepted that the foundation, walls, and roof 
were sound, and that salvage could be had. 
An architect was appointed and plans and 
specifications drawn to demolish the entire 
interior and rebuild a modern hospital to con- 
tain accommodations for 60 female patients. 
Cost, $114,900. 


Institutions Patients’ Dining Room. 


The existing dining room was unsanitary, 
dark, and poorly ventilated. The method of 
serving food to over 500 patients was totally 
improper causing food to be wasted and to be 
unpalatable, and with no arrangements what- 
soever to serve a varied menu. The entire 
interior was reconstructed with tile walls and 
floors, and a modern stainless steel cafeteria 
installed by Jones, McDuffee & Stratton Cor- 
poration, and staffed entirely with paid em- 
ployees. Food waste cannot accumulate, and 
dishes are washed by mechanical dishwashing 
machines. Cost, $37,308. 
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New Plumbing, Steam and Sewer Lines. 


The plumbing and sewer lines in the Main 
Building were the original installation. They 
had been constructed inside the walls and from 
continually letting go, the greatest damage was 
caused to the interior and in the cost of main- 
tenance. Water closets, urinals, sinks, and all 
new plumbing and sewer lines were installed 
and exposed for easy maintenance. Cost, 


$42,575. 
Elevator, Nurses’ Home. 


A modern self-operating elevator installed to 
service four floors in the Nurses’ Home. Cost, 


$24,000. 


New Sewer Line from Nurses’ Home. 


This line was the original installation and had 
become broken and porous causing a health 
menace. A new line was installed. Cost, $18,000. 


New Drains in the Kitchen and Surrounding 
Tunnel Areas. 


After every rainstorm, and in the spring 
thaws, the kitchen became flooded, caused by 
the drains being clogged, broken, and improper 
in size. -The area was dug up, the direction 
changed, and adequate new lines installed. Cost, 


$4,965. 
New Vegetable Room. 


The area where the vegetables were prepared 
was outside the kitchen in a dark, unsanitary 
corner, without plumbing facilities, and open to 
access for inmates. The area selected was by- 
passed by a wall and made part of the kitchen. 
The walls and floors were tiled, sinks, waste 
lines, and mechanical peelers installed, and only 
those on official business allowed to pass through. 


Cost, $5,244. 
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Asphalt Tiling. 

The wooden floors in the greater part of the 
hospital were covered with linoleum that had 
been worn and broken. It has been found that 
asphalt tiling can be laid at the same cost as 
linoleum. It is easily maintained and will last 
indefinitely. A start this year has been made 


to have all hospital floors so covered. Cost, 
$8,001. 


Plans and Specifications for New Hospital. 


The architect has been selected, plans and 
specifications have been drawn and accepted, 
and funds have been allocated to build 4 new 
hospital buildings to contain 200 beds for female 
patients. Work is to commence in the spring. 
Estimated cost, $1,350,000. 


New Porches for Wards A, B, C, D. 


Porches were rebuilt with combination storm 
and screen partitions. Cost, $3,670. 


Alterations in Nichols Building. 


A start has been made to convert the third 
floor of the Nichols Building into a hospital 
ward for male patients. Partitions have been 
erected and new exits in preparation for continu- 
ance next year. Cost, $4,650. 


Power Plant. 


The Power Plant had not been painted for 25 
years. Large and small steam lines were not 
- insulated and caused waste of heat. The whole 
area was cleaned and painted and all pipes 
insulated and painted. Cost, $10,547. 


Painting and Patch Plastering. 


The entire area of the main storeroom was 
patched and painted; the first floor of the 
Clinical Laboratory, including the corridors, was 
patched and painted. Cost, $1,160. 
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Repairs to the Steamer “O’Meara.” 


The furnaces of the ‘‘O’Meara” were the 
original ones. Early in 1948 they gave out, 
and the ship was out of commission. The cost 
of the furnaces was $11,140, and the contract 
was awarded. Subsequently the Coast Guard 
required additional repairs which amounted to 
$8,130. Cost, $19,270. 


Fort Strong Property. 


. Application was made to the U. 8. Govern- 
ment for the transfer of Fort Strong to the City 
without cost. The acceptance of the U. S. 
Government now awaits Council approval. 

This property will be of tremendous value to 
the hospital for the buildings thereon and for 
future expansion. 


Civil War Veterans’ Graves. 


Some eighty-five Civil War veterans were 
removed from Rainsford Island. A _ separate 
plot was graded and seeded. A memorial was 
erected and given over to the Sons of the Civil 
War Veterans. Cost, $6,150. 


The Establishment of a School for Attendants. 


We realized the futility of trying as we had to 
employ sufficient registered nurses and deemed 
it best to establish a School for Attendants. 
This type of nursing is best suited for our need 
during this emergency. 

The school has been approved by the State, 
the teaching faculty appoimted and approved, 
and 20 students form the first class. 

In 1949 plans are in progress, subject to the 
approval of the Mayor, to make the following 
improvements: 


1. The erection of four hospital buildings. 
These hospitals will replace the present Women’s 
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Hospital which is of third-class wooden con- 
struction already partially condemned by the 
Department of Public Safety. 

2. The erection of a new laundry building to 
be of first-class construction to house our 
laundry, sewing room, linen control, and occu- 
pational therapy. 7 

The present laundry is totally madequate 
with its relating services scattered through 
several buildings and impossible to control. 

3. Reorganization of the Long Island Hos- 
pital Visiting Medical Staff. This duty was 
necessarily delayed until the hospital had been 
put in a first-class condition. A plan has been 
arranged and is in form to present to the 
Mayor for the organization of this staff. It will 
be presented to him after the first of the year. 

4. The completion of the third floor of the 
Tobin Building. This floor was never com- 
pleted for some reason. When this floor is 
completed it will be possible to house all the 
male indigent patients in this building. 

5. The completion of plans already started 
in the Nichols Building to convert the third 
floor from an indigent section to a male hos- 
pital ward for men. 

6. The elimination of all open drains in 
the tunnels. These open drains are a health 
menace. 

7. The erection of a new incinerator. The 
need of this method for disposal of waste 
and rubbish at the hospital is of paramount 
importance. 

It is with considerable pride and _ satisfac- 
tion that we are now able to report to the 
Mayor that the physical plant at the Long 
Island Hospital is in excellent condition and 
may well be compared with any like institu- 
tion in the country. It has been the policy 
of the department in the past not to invite 
associations of experts to inspect the hospital. 
Not alone have we changed the policy of re-

stricting visitation of relatives to certain times; 
we now welcome the visitations at any time. 
We invite and solicit inspection by interested 
agencies to obtain their views. Among those 
to take advantage of the opportunity was the 
Massachusetts Association of Infirmary Super- 
intendents, who with three Mayors of Massa- 
chusetts cities and the entire Boards of Public 
Welfare of Worcester, Springfield, and Lowell, 


‘visited and inspected the hospital on June 15, 


1948. The following letter is very much 
appreciated as coming from an organization 
that knows hospitals and the work we are 
engaged in intimately: -

Child Welfare Division. 


Few persons realize it, but one of the very 
important municipal functions of this depart- 
ment involves the care and upbringing of hun- 
dreds of homeless children, many of them 
orphaned by tragedies, some the victims of 
broken homes. 
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The Child Welfare Division of the Insti- 
tutions Department is at the present time 
caring for 1,310 children. The City of Bos- 
ton, considered cold and harsh in so many 
ways, does its best to see that these children 
are brought up as normal boys and girls in 
pleasant surroundings and are supplied with 
all the things they should have. 

Early in his administration, after the inade- 
quacies which prevented the proper caring of - 
children coming into the division were ex- 
plained to him, the Mayor made possible the 
transfer of the whole Institutions Department 
to the entire eleventh floor in City Hall Annex. 
Modern reception quarters were installed. 
These included a medical examination room 
where children are given an examination by a 
physician, a nursery, a dining room for lunches, 
a bathroom, a room in which the children may 
nap, and a consultation room. Adjoining the 
Clothing Department there is a fitting room 
where the children are fitted to suitable cloth- 
ing selected from a wide assortment. 

Children who leave the division to go into 


foster homes are now examined physically, 


bathed, fed, and completely outfitted with 
clothing. 

Six hundred and forty-six foster homes are 
used by the Child Welfare Division. Each 
foster home is carefully investigated for safety, 
environment, and comfort. Foster parents must 
be well recommended and, above all, kindly. 

Usually the youngsters are placed in child- 
less homes. Invariably the persons in whose 
care they are entrusted become sincerely 
attached to them, and in some instances adopt 
them. The children’s board is paid by the 
city, incidental expenses such as haircuts, tooth- 
paste, medical and dental care are defrayed, 
and all clothing needs supplied. The children 
are visited regularly by an assigned worker 
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from the division, all teachers are interviewed, 
and the workers make sure that all the children — 
are generally contented. 


If two or more children from the same family 
become wards of the city, they are kept together 
in the same home of their own religious faith. 


While some of the boys and girls occasionally 
get into trouble, the percentage is probably no 
sreater than in a normal family life. The great 
majority receive high school education, some- 
times higher, and go on to become successful 
men and women. 

During the war 285 boys with permission 
from the Institutions Department enlisted in 
the armed services, and many of them served 
with distinction. Five of them were commis- 
sioned: officers. 

The cost of maintaining the Child Welfare 
Division during 1947 was $537,510. Against 
this we had income amounting to $29,745, de- 
rived from Social Security benefits and board 
from relatives and organizations. 

The Boston Child Welfare Division is a mu- 
nicipal agency that deals exclusively in human 
lives, the lives of orphans and children from 
broken homes. It is with assurance that we 
can report that under the sympathetic and eff- 
cient supervision of Mrs. Anna Mackay, the 
Deputy Commissioner, the work is carried out 
with understanding kindliness. 


LAW DEPARTMENT — Our hope for a favorable 
decision in the so-called Boston Common case 
was realized when on May 17, 1948, the Supreme 
Judicial Court decided, in favor of the city, 
three cases brought to prevent the city from 
contracting for the construction of a garage 
under Boston Common pursuant to authority 
granted by the General Court by the terms of 
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c. 294 of the Acts of 1946. In addition to or- 
dering the dismissal of these cases, the court 
also ordered a declaratory judgment, deciding 
that the city has title to the Common and the 
Public Garden subject to an easement in favor 
of the general public for the purposes of a public 
park. This is the first proceeding in which the 
title to the Common and Public Garden was 
fully and exhaustively tried. The court has 
determined that neither the Common nor the 
Public Garden is held upon any trust and has 
further decided that this land stands on the 
same footing as any other park land held by the 
city. 

Two of the cases so decided by the Supreme 
Judicial Court were appealed to the Supreme 
Court of the United States. That court on 
October 25, 1948, granted the motion of the 
city to dismiss those appeals, on the ground that 
no substantial Federal question was involved. 

The way is now clear, therefore, after two 
years of litigation to proceed as soon as may be 
with a much needed public improvement. It 
is expected that the corporation which desires 
to undertake this project will present complete 
plans for the approval of the Mayor and the 
Park Commissioners in March of 1949. It is 
hoped that such plans may be finally agreed 
upon within a short time thereafter, so that 
construction may begin in the spring of 1949. 
It is expected that construction will take ap- 
proximately eighteen months. There is every 
reason, therefore, to expect that the completion 
of this project will very materially alleviate the 
parking and traffic situation in the downtown 
area by the end of the year 1950. 

While the 1948 Legislature was in session, 
representatives of this department repeatedly 
appeared before committees in favor of bills 
helpful to the city and in opposition to bills 
detrimental to the city. The result of this ac- 
tivity was the enactment of numerous laws 
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which, considered separately, would appear to 
be relatively unimportant but which, taken as a 
whole, markedly improved administrative pro- 
cedures in the city. The general advantage 
accruing to the city from this type of legislation 
is well illustrated by three statutes relating to 
the Treasury Department. 

The first of these (St. 1948, c. 143) authorized 
the City of Boston to make deposits in national 
banks or trust companies in the City of New 
York. The effect was to facilitate the payment 
of City of Boston notes and make them more 
attractive to investors. A similar power had 
long been enjoyed by the State Treasurer, and 
there was every reason why the capital city of 
the State should enjoy the same advantage. 

The second statute was St. 1948, c. 383, which 
authorized the City of Boston to borrow within 
the debt limit for the construction of certain 
ways within or bounding on or connecting with 
any public park in said city. The financing of 
the construction of parkways was thus put on a 
footing comparable to the financing of the con- 
struction of public ways. 

The third act was St. 1948, ¢c. 520, which 
authorized the consolidation into a single bond 
issue of the funds needed from time to time 
during the course of the year for alterations in 
the rapid transit system owned by the city and 
used by the Metropolitan Transit Authority in 
the conduct of its business. 

As this brief review of these three acts makes 
plain, their enactment has not brought about 
any change noticeable by the general public, 
but has tended to improve the administration 
of the city’s Treasury Department and to effect, 
in their respective fields, immeasurable savings 
for the city. 

During the course of the year it came to the 
attention of the Law Department that the 
highly technical matter of filing claims against 
the estates of bankrupts indebted to the city 
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was being handled by clerks in the Collecting 
Department, and that the procedure being fol- 
lowed had never been revised to conform with 
the Chandler Act adopted by the Congress in 
1938. An investigation made it readily apparent 
that the city was not taking full advantage of 
its rights under that act. Accordingly, effective 
September 1, 1948, this department took over 
complete supervision of this class of cases, 
modernized the procedure, and is looking for- 
ward to increasing the revenues from this source. 

The case load at the Appellate Tax Board is 
still high because of the tremendous number of 
cases entered each year. However, through the 
efforts of the Law Department, supplemented 
by the active and generous cooperation of the 
Board of Assessors, 4,141 cases were disposed of 
in the first eleven months of this year. As of 
December 1, 1948, there were 5,280 cases pend- 
ing as against 6,034 on January 1, 1948, and 
over 11,000 on January 1, 1946. We believe 
that this case load will not disappear entirely 
unti the decisions of the board make litigation 
less attractive. 

In the calendar year 1948 several matters 
pending between the City of Boston and the 
Commonwealth relative to welfare payments 
alleged to be owed to the city were satisfac- 
torily disposed of by this department. 

Payments in the sum of $170,334 and $86,000, 
respectively, were received as a result of two 
Supreme Court decisions rendered in favor of 
the city in regard to reimbursements for public 
welfare. Seven other cases pending in the 
Superior Court between the city and the Com- 
monwealth were settled, the city receiving the 
sum of $366,220.85, making a grand total of 
$622,554.85. 

In addition to the cases against the Com- 
monwealth, a number of suits against cities 
and towns were heard before auditors, judg- 
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ment being given for Boston. Almost $30,000 
was received from such suits. In certain other 
cases, we are awaiting the Auditor’s finding. 
There is no doubt the city will recover, but the 
‘exact amount cannot be estimated. 


The insistence of the administration that 
health nuisances be removed made imperative 
the immediate assignment of Assistants Cor- 
poration Counsel to the Health Department, 
who, working cooperatively with this division, 
have organized a system bearing fruitful results. 
Numerous complaints of violations of health 
regulations have come to the attention of the 
department. Investigation is made, notices 
are sent to the owners of these properties. 
In the majority of cases the condition is remedied 
by the owners upon receipt of such notice. 
If the condition persists court action is in- 
stituted. Well over 1,000 such cases have been: 
disposed of in court with the eventual removal 
of these unsanitary and unsightly conditions. 
Our clean-up campaign is working well. 

In all matters involving petitions for in- 
creased rates filed with the Department of 
Public Utilities by the Boston Consolidated 
Gas Company, Edison Electric Illuminating 
Company, the New England Telephone and 
Telegraph Company, and rapid transit com- 
panies the City of Boston has been represented 
and heard. Our budgetary allowances make 
impossible a broad and vigorous survey and 
trial of these issues. We have given our best 
in time and effort. Where benefits have accrued 
we feel the city Law Department has played 
an important and productive part in any savings 
accruing to the taxpayers of the City of Boston. 

During the year 1948 we have filed in the 
Land Court petitions to foreclose tax titles 
held by the city on 363 parcels of land. We 
have foreclosed tax titles on 412 parcels of 
land. The total number of cases disposed of 
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is 1,018. The city has acquired through the 
foreclosure of tax titles absolute title to real 
estate to the assessed value of $400,015.18 
and brought into the city treasury the sum of 
$271,190.68. 

During the year 218 deeds have been drafted 
conveying title to 367 parcels of land for the 
use of the Real Estate Commissioners in con- 
nection with the sale of property acquired by 
the city through the foreclosure of tax titles. 

During the period 1985 to 1948 the Tax 
Title Division has filed 10,778 petitions in the 
Land Court, and has foreclosed 5,903 cases. 
We have withdrawn from the Land Court 
2,510 cases. The assessed value of the fore- 
closed parcels amounted to $17,897,885. The 
total amount of money collected on redemp- 
tion is $18,462,003.25. 

Through the work of this division many 
valuable parcels of realty have been redeemed 
by the owners and restored to the tax rolls 
and taxes are now being paid regularly on 
them. The number of cases pending in this 
division has been reduced to 4,000 which is 
the lowest in 10 years. 

This division has cooperated with those who 
have been in default in helping them to regain 
full and clear possession of their properties 
and we find in almost all instances that current 
taxes are paid when due. 

The Collector of the City of Boston reports 
that up to December 11, 1948, 91 per cent of 
the 1947 taxes have been paid and 88 per cent 
plus of the 1948 taxes have been paid. 

In the field of tort actions, suits arising from 
defective ways and other negligent acts, the 
city was sued in the amount of $1,676,276.77. 
All of these claims were disposed of, either by 
way of trial in court or by way of compromise 
settlement, for $187,568.05. 

Five contract cases were disposed of in 1948 
with resulting payments of $692.33. 
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Five land damage cases were disposed of 
(other than veterans’ housing cases) and the 
amount paid in such cases was $33,950. 

Sixteen equity and mandamus petitions were 
brought against the city and department heads 
and verdicts in favor of the city and its officials 
were obtained in every case. 

The total collections to November 30, 1948, 
are in the amount of $92,278.95, as compared 
with collections made in a similar period in 
1947 of $81,216.47. These figures represent col- 
lections of amounts due the City Hospital, 
School Department, Water, Welfare, and other 
city departments where accounts have been 
referred to the Law Department for collection. 

These items are but a meager part of the 
great responsibilities which are ours. We serv- 
ice over thirty departments. We _ prepare 
thousands of contracts, we have reached a new 
high in the requests for opinions in all depart- 
ments. The magnitude of civic activities which 
are a part of a postwar period and an active 
administration intensify our labors. 

The extension of the East Boston Tunnel, 
the creation of off-street parking areas, the ever 
expanding housing program, the remodeling and 
reconstruction of hospitals and fire units, the 
reconstruction and repaving of highways, the 
adjustment of shorter hours for firemen and 
policemen, the interpretation and adjustment 
of wage disputes in our School Department 
and in our courts for probation officers, clerks, 
and court officers —these are problems which 
have taxed the energies of the department, but 
all of which, solved, have inured to the better- 
ment of our city and its citizens. These ad- 
vances are vivid realities which cannot be 
obliterated by craven critics. We have worked 
with courage and integrity. We have tried to 
serve all the people. We shall continue to do 
more. This is but the performance of duty. 
It must be done.

MUNICIPAL EMPLOYMENT BUREAU — The 
most pressing problem faced by the Municipal 
Employment Bureau during the past year has 
been the finding of supplementary employment 
for employable members of low-income bracket 
families that have been caught in the undertow 
of high living costs. In many instances house- 
wives who have been many years out of business 
and industry have found it necessary to seek 
employment in order to help balance family 
budgets. Other victims caught in the inflation 
quicksands have been old age pensioners and 
retired persons who have found their limited 
resources far from adequate to compete with 
living costs. Many teen-age applicants, lack- 
ing training, and without any particular skills, 
have also been numerous the past year. In 
practically every instance their reason for leav- 
ing school, and seeking employment, was that 
their families were having difficulty meeting the 
cost of living. As a substantiating fact that, more 
than ever, large numbers of individuals are 
seeking additional sources of revenue to meet 
increased living costs, there were more appli- 
ecants for temporary Christmas work in the 
Postal Service this year than at any time since > 
the depression. 

Generally speaking, the tendency the past 
year has been for employed persons to retain 
their positions with far less shifting noticeable 
in comparison with previous years. Much of 
this, it is felt, can be attributed to union organi- 
zation which has given the workers a deeper 
feeling of security and permanence in their jobs. 
This in itself is a commendable situation. It 
does, however, make more difficult the task of 
finding positions for the new job seeker and 
individuals who have been out of business and 
industry and are now seeking to return. 

Perhaps, most unfortunately, as is always the 
case, the least employable persons, including those 
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who are handicapped by age, health, physical 
disabilities, or just plain lack of ability, suffer 
the severest in abnormal times. Their capacity 
to compete in the labor market creates a con- 
tinuous problem in finding jobs for them. In 
all fairness to prospective employers they can 
hardly be criticized for reluctance to hire these 
people, but the fact remains that they must be 
given an opportunity to earn a livelihood or 
become public charges. The majority of them 
want to work, but each requires considerable 
personal, individual counseling, and often many 
hours and days of patient effort must be spent 
in assisting them. Although not always suc- 
cessful in its endeavors in this direction, the 

Bureau has obtained a reasonable degree of 
success, and by reason of the staff’s knowledge 
and understanding of the problems involved, 
and concentration on it, a greater degree of 
success is hoped for in the coming year. 


PARK DEPARTMENT — Following is a report on 
the Park Department activities for the year 
1948 under the present administration, and the 
contemplated activities for the year 1949. - 

It has been the policy of the Park Depart- 
ment during 1948 to try to put the properties 
under its control in as serviceable a condition as 
possible. Certain changes and improvements in 
plant structures and grounds were necessary due 
to their other uses during the war period and 
the necessity for changes to meet present-day 
conditions. The added incentive to have the 
public use our facilities necessitated advertising 
to promote their use, and the supplying of 
recreational supervision was further advanced. 
New ideas were conceived and in many cases 
carried to a successful conclusion. 

We are listing and defining only the major 
changes and improvements carried on during 
1948 by the department. 7 
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World War II Memorial, Back Bay Fens. 


Under the Mayor’s urgent sponsorship and 
through the funds provided by the trustees 
under the will of the late George Robert White. 
the City of Boston is to honor the Boston men 
and women who lost their lives in the recent 
World War. This, on its completion, will be 
known as the George Robert White War 
Memorial Center. 

The war memorial center will cover a plot of 
ground located in the Fenway, surrounded on 
nearly three sides by a pond, near the Fenway 
Park Rose Garden and the Athletic Field. The 
site is of particular advantage in that it is en- 
tirely removed from commercial areas, though 
close to the heart of the city. In the back- 
ground, the Evans Memorial Wing of the Bos- 
ton Museum may be seen. ‘The setting is one 
of rich dignity. The pond will reflect the 
beauty of the central feature of the memorial, 
much in the manner of such national memorials 
as the Thomas Jefferson and the Abraham 
Lincoln memorials in Washington. 

The focal point of the memorial center will 
include a bronze victory figure of dignity and 
beauty, which is placed at the base of a stone 
shaft that 1s crowned by a glass-encased eternal 
light shining through a cluster of 48 bronze stars 
symbolic of the United States. Behind the vic- 
tory figure and shaft is a stone exedra or shallow 
are consisting of 27 pilasters bearing a perma- 
nent record in bronze of the individual names 
of 3,000 men and women being memorialized. 

The central feature will include a rostrum, 
in front of which will be a podium and lectern. 


_ Ample space for the accommodation of speakers, 


musicians, etc., will be provided for on this 
rostrum. The whole arrangement includes 
practical and useful facilities for gatherings 
of a patriotic and educational nature, for large 
or small audiences. 
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The entire area surrounding the central fig- 
ure will be landscaped and planted with the 
choicest varieties of shade and flowering trees, 
evergreens, and flowering shrubs, selected for 
their hardiness in this locality. Such plantings 
will include flowering dogwoods, magnolias, 
azaleas in variety, flowering crab apples, and 
ground cover material in profusion. Leading 
to the central point will be walks of bluestone 
slabs culminating in a lawn area facing the 
figure. In many recessed points will be placed 
benches where people may sit and rest. The 
result will be a park-like setting of combined 
beauty and usefulness unsurpassed. 

This war memorial center is not simply a 
monument — it is a true living war memorial 
of a permanent nature, serving a useful purpose 
as well as being a beautiful tribute that should 
inspire reverence in the hearts of all who gather 
to do honor to a large group of noble men and 
women who were until recently their fellow 
citizens. 


Franklin Park Schoolboy Stadium. 


Never have the schoolboys of Boston had an 
enclosed field owned by the city for high school 
football games. 

In the past few years they have been playing 
their games on open playgrounds. This has 
not been productive to high school standards, 
with no privacy and insufficient seating accom- 
- modations. The new schoolboy stadium, under 
construction, at Franklin Park on the play- 
stead, near Walnut avenue and Seaver street, 
is approaching completion. It is being built 
out of the George Robert White Fund Income, 
and the full development will cost over $900,000. 
It will have two parallel stands along the sides 
of the gridiron with a total seating capacity of 
10,000 people. 

Lockers and dressing facilities and conven- 
iences for players and the public will be located 
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under each stand. Floodlights are to be in- 
stalled to allow for night football games. A 
running track and other facilities have been 
built for field and track games. Areas have 
been surfaced for the parking of motor cars. 
The field will be enclosed on its completion. 

Boston’s high school and track athletes will 
then have available for use a modern, enclosed 
high school stadium, the equal, or better than, 
any other in the country. Their own home 
grounds enclosed should mean greater com- 
petition between teams, greater participation of 
the youngsters, and could mean even better 
high school football teams. 


Doherty Playground, Charlestown, 
Swimming Pool. 


Charlestown, being that community north of 
the main city, residential in the heart of the 
district, commercial along its borders, with 
water practically surrounding it, has been with- 
out suitable summer bathing facilities. The 
Mystic River on one side, the Charles River on 
another, and the main ship channel on the 
other, has ruined the bathing from its shores, 
due to the water being heavily covered with oil 
from commercial oil-burning boats. 

An outdoor swimming pool is now under 
construction, being built from the George Robert 
White Income Fund, and will be 125 feet long 
and 60 feet wide and 3 to 5 feet deep. There 
is to be a diving pool 10—-12.5 feet in depth. 

A bathhouse is being built in conjunction 
with the pool. Bleachers are under construc- 
tion for the use of bathers. The development 
is in a residential section, handy to all of the 
people. It should be completed, ready for use, 
before June of 1949. When it is completed and 
opened to the public, particularly the children 
of Charlestown, they will be able to enjoy out- 
door bathing and swimming in clean, healthy 
water, and surroundings. 
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L Street Bathhouse Solarium for Women. 


The solarium for women at L Street Bath- 
house, South Boston, was completed during 
the latter part of 1947. 

The bathhouse at L street, originally con- 
structed under Mayor Curley’s administration in 
1931, provided a combination for men, women, 
and boys for outdoor bathing from June to 
September each year. 

The men, in the original building, had a 
heated solarium on the second floor, open in 
the fall, winter, and spring months. They had 
the privilege of sun bathing in these months 
under ultraviolet ray glass. 

The completion of the women’s solarium 
opened up all of these benefits during the full 
year to the women as well as the men, and the 
women are taking advantage of this health 
resort. Women now receive the full health 
benefits of the sun with this solarium which is 
now open to them, and the attendance for 
1948 will be approximately five thousand. 


Castle Island and Marine Park, South Boston. 


During the war period of 1941-1945, Castle 
Island and the boulevard between the main- 
land at Marine Park and the island was taken 
over by the government for war purposes. An 
Army embarkation camp was constructed adja- 
cent to the boulevard. Structures and other 
military needs were installed and other war 
construction changes were made by the gov- 
ernment on this island. 

When the war was concluded nothing was 
done by the government to restore the island 
and boulevard to its original park condition. 
Early in 1948 the government returned the 
property to the city as it was again to be used 
as a public park and boulevard. ‘The expense 
of restoration had to be borne by the city. 
The roadway near the island and a new traffic 
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circle had to be reconstructed. Walks, benches, 
and other structures had to be rebuilt at the 
same time. The cost of the city, under con- 
tract for this restoration of this public park, 
was $42,000. Castle Island is again a water- 
front recreation park open to the public, 
accessible now not only to pedestrians but to 
motorists. 

The sea wall and concrete surface of the 
promenade adjacent to the Marine Park Bath- 
house was severely damaged by the heavy 
storms of the past winter. It was necessary 
to rebuild the sea wall and concrete promenade 
by contract so as to allow the people the use 
of the wooden section of the pier for the past 
summer. : 


The Boston Common Garage. 


The last of the legal difficulties encountered 
in the establishing of a garage under Boston 
Common has been surmounted. The delay in 
the starting of this project will make it more 
costly to the company that is to build the 
garage. The time wasted has meant that Bos- 
ton has not as yet been able to get many of’ 
the cars off the streets which is causing so much 
inconvenience to motorists and is particularly 
costly to the merchants of the city. 

Engineers and architects are taking soil tests 
of the Common and Public Garden, and it is 
now contemplated to start work on _ this 
mammoth structure early this spring. It will 
be 1,100 feet long by 325 feet wide and three 
stories below ground. It will house 3,500 motor 
cars at one time and it is estimated that 10,000 
cars will enter and leave the structure during a 
24-hour period. | 

Entrances and exits for the upper level of the 
garage are to be located on Charles street. 
Ramps will be constructed, starting on Com- 
monwealth avenue in the center reservation, 
between Arlington and Berkeley streets, thence 
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running under Arlington street, the Public Gar- 
den, and Charles street to the second level 
below ground. It will be possible, inside the 
garage, to go from one floor to the other floor 
by means of ramps. The garage will be built 
out of private funds, privately financed, and 
at no cost to the city. 


Boston Common Playland. 


An area was laid out on Boston Common on 
the green sward under full grown trees near the 
La Fayette Mall on Tremont street, about 
opposite Temple place, as a play area for 
younger children from 4 to 12 years of age. 
It was enclosed with a fence to keep the 
youngsters in a safe area by themselves. All 
of the modern playground equipment for young 
tots was installed. It was Boston’s answer to 
a play area on a historic spot in the heart of 
the shopping district. It was well staffed with 
women Recreational Leaders, sympathetic to 
young children at play. Parents brought the 
children to the play area, left them with these 
women, did their shopping, and then returned 
for them. Mother was happy because she did 
not have to drag her youngster through the 
stores, the youngsters were happy because they 
had a wonderful time, and the merchants were 
pleased as it helped business. It was a great 
success, and for Boston it gained nation-wide 
comment and publicity. 


Playground Apparatus. 


On most of the playgrounds and parks through- 
out the city, playground equipment for young- 
sters was installed on a major scale for the first 
time. Slides, jungle gyms, teeters, swings, and 
movable equipment for young tots’ games were 
placed in position for the vacation period dur- 
ing 1947. All of the youngsters had a good time 
under careful and watchful supervision. 
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Franklin Park Golf House. 


The old wooden building used as a starting 
or check-out station and tool house, located at 
the No. 1 tee, was totally destroyed by fire late 
in 1947. A new building of brick and concrete 
is nearing completion, built at a cost of ap- 
proximately $28,000. When it is opened in the 
spring golfers will have a new fireproof struc- 
ture, modern in every way, with more facilities 
than the old building. 


The Zoological Garden. 


The Zoological Garden, which we thought was 
not keeping pace with the times, has started to 
have, at least in part, a new look. 

The Lion House that was completely reno- 
vated and reconstructed, starting late in 1947, 
was finished this year. The lions and tigers 
and other members of the cat family housed in 
this building were able for the first time in 
years to see the great outdoors when the new 
outside cages were completed. ‘The public was 
better able to enjoy watching these animals 
under more modern surroundings. It was the 
first step in the rehabilitation of the zoo. 

A contract for the rehabilitation of the Bird 
House was awarded this year at a cost of $49,000. 
Work is in progress and by next spring this 
oriental type of architectural building should be 
completed and modernly restored. 

The Elephant House roof was generally re- 
paired, plaster restored in the interior, repainted 
and redecorated. 

Additional animals have been purchased from 
time to time, this year mostly out of private 
donations. Other animals were donated to the 
zoo, particularly the elephant donated by Mr. 
Frank Buck, of ‘“‘Bring ’em back alive” fame. 
At least we have been able to fill up some of 
the empty cages, increasing the interest of the 
people, particularly the children who visit the zoo. 
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A continuation of Mayor Curley’s policy of ob- 
taining yearly funds for the restoration of the zoo 
structures and the replenishing of animals and 
birds has already shown results. 


Back Bay Fens Traffic Ovals. 


The traffic conditions on the Fens Parkway, 
particularly at the heavily traveled intersec- 
tion of Fenway, Riverway, and Brookline avenue, 
have become unbearable. 


Recently a contract was awarded by the 
Public Works Department to lay pipes under- 
ground, so as to cover over the Muddy River, 
in order that the traffic oval can be built at 
this section. The covering over of the river, 
and the leveling of the unsightly gatehouse 
will be the first step, to be followed by the con- 
struction of traffic ovals to alleviate the unbear- 
able situation at that section along the Parkway. 


The Cemetery Division. 


The year was spent in the further develop- 
ment and the providing or making ready land 
for additional graves for. the burial of the dead. 


For each new burial in these graves concrete 
liners have been provided to eliminate the cav- 
ing in of the grave a few years after an inter- 
ment, that usually happened in the past. 

Many thousands of visitors to Boston an- 
nually visit our old burying grounds, such as 
King’s Chapel, Granary, Central on Boston 
Common, Copp’s Hill, Phipps Street, Charles- 
town, and some of the others to visit the graves 
of their forebears and of men and women whe 
made history among the colonists and the 
founders of this country. With many of these 
visitors Boston is judged by the way it pre- 
serves its historic shrines, including its old 
burying grounds. No effort has been saved 
on the part of the city to keep these burying 
grounds and their memorials in the best pos- 
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sible condition. Some of these burying grounds 
are over 300 years old, the earliest going back 
to 1630. 

Bathhouses. 

The city provides 14 municipal bathhouses 

open all year in different sections of the city 
to enable people to keep clean. It operates 
9 summer bathing beaches, 6 with bath- 
houses for outdoor swimming and_ bathing. 
All of the facilities of the beaches and 
bathhouses are free to the people. 
Last year the city provided new bathing 
suits for men and women, replacing the old 
type out-of-style suits. The new suits brought 
new business and certainly a more contented 
look on the faces of the bathers taking 
advantage of this city service. 

The department operates a laundry for the 
washing and ironing, and a sewing room for 
the mending of towels and suits owned by the 
city and used by the public. Millions of 
people take advantage of the bathing and 
swimming facilities that are provided. 


Horticulture. 


During the past year the two rose gardens, 
located in the Fens and Franklin Park, were 
brought to full bloom early in the spring. 
The Public Garden, particularly starting at 
tulip time early in May, was a mass of 
brilliant colors all through the spring and 
summer. This particular beauty spot was 
highly ‘featured. Copley square, that had 
been used as a vegetable garden during the 
war period, was graded, loamed, seeded, 
planted with evergreens and a few trees, 
making this area opposite the Public Library 
and Trinity Church a place of beauty. 

At different places along the parkways we 
have planted shrubs, plants, and trees to 
bring out more color in keeping with the 
different seasons of the year. 
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Park Executives Convention. 

The Golden Anniversary of the American 
Institute of Park Executives convention was 
held in Boston, October 3, 4, 5, 6, 1948, 50 
years after the founding of the original 
organization in this city in 1898. 

This group which started as a New England 
organization now embraces all cities in the 
United States and Canada. The convention 
was enthusiastically attended by over 500 
delegates and their families, including two charter 
members that were present in 1898 at the found- 
ing of this organization. 

Sight-seeing trips were made so that all 

delegates and their families were able to see the 
- historic places that only Boston is famous for, 
including its parks, parkways, the Charles River 
Basin, some of the Metropolitan District 
Commission Parkways, the George Wright Golf 
Course, and that water-front parkway along the 
South Boston Strandway. In most cases the 
locations visited were man-made which was 
definitely explained to the delegates and they 
were quite amazed. 
Many of the delegates stated that this 
Fiftieth Golden Anniversary Convention was 
the best that they ever have attended, and that 
it would be difficult to equal the hospitality of 
Boston’s citizens and its honored Mayor. 


Recreation. 

Recreation to be successful must have special 
recreation supervision particularly for the 
youngsters between 4 and 12, and certain 
guidance and supervision for those from 12 
to 21 years of age. 

During the past year indoor activities were 
conducted in 12 gymnasiums and two swimming 
pools. Programs consisted of supervised calis- 
thenics, corrective gymnastics, marching tactics, 
and informal games which were available to 
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men, women, and children. Special classes were 
held for Civil Service applicants for policemen 
and firemen. ‘The major indoor sport of basket- 
ball drew a capacity list of teams for both men 
and women. This sport was supervised by 
Eastern Board officials and culminated with a 
series between the New York Park Department 
Champions and the Boston Park Department 
Champions which resulted in a win for both 
teams. This event stimulated much interest 
in youngsters in the city and this interstate 
event is scheduled to again take place this spring. 
In addition to the regular classes our buildings 
service various public and private groups. 
The swimming program for beginners and classes 
in lifesaving have proved to be very popular. 
Special classes were formed for public and 
private school pupils. 

Our outdoor season got under way about 
April 1, with the regular staff of instructors 
covering the city to recruit teams for baseball 
and softball leagues. 

The annual May Day festival opened the 
outdoor season for small children on Boston 
Common. The May queen and her court is 
honored by children performing in games and 
dances in the traditional May ae costumes 
around the Maypole. 

Our Park leagues reached prewar aie and 
all regular and softball diamonds were booked 
from May 1 until Labor Day. Our league 
setup is recognized as the major baseball 
and softball association of leagues under 
municipal auspices in the country. 

Our summer season, covering 100 playgrounds, 
started the third week in June and continued 
through Labor Day with a staff of 200 specially 
trained young men and women who super- 
vised a full program of play from small tots to 
adult groups, from small organized games to 
major sports for teen-age and adults. Swim- 
ming and lifesaving classes were conducted 
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on nine beaches with an instructor with a cer- 
tified Red Cross training in charge of each 
beach. Novice swimming meets were held by 
each beach group with a city-wide windup of 
a championship in various events held at the 
colorful Strandway in South Boston, between 
the South Boston and the Columbia Yacht 
Clubs. A city-wide fishing contest was held 
at the new Castle Island Pier. The Mayor 
provided special prizes of fishing gear for the 
winners of that contest. ) 

A new summer activity and recreation was 
added to our program in the nature of a sailing 
project on the Charles River Basin where boys 
and girls of Boston received instructions in 
sailing and boat building. During the winter 
months youngsters were kept occupied by 
building and repairing boats for use when 
the sailing season opened. 

City-wide Halloween parties serviced about 
60,000 children this year. Public and private 
agencies, churches, and schools combined to make 
this undertaking a success. A_ well-balanced 
program was conducted with talents, teen-age 
dances, music, publicity, and refreshments. 

From the latter part of September through 
December the football season got under way 
with teams listed a ae age and ene al 

roperly equipped. is Is a great attraction 
ftiitis rie fall months to all lovers of this 
sport. Membership in the major sport league 
setup assures teams of neutral board officials 
and a physician from the Health Department 
is in attendance at all games. 

Followers of golf have enjoyed the best 
season in years at our two golf courses which 
culminated in the Mayor’s Municipal Golfers’ 
Field Day at the George Wright Golf Course. 
This wound up with a banquet with the various 
champions being awarded prizes. 

Plans are under way to flood 34 areas for 
skating when the weather permits. This should 
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present the best possible program to our skating 
public. Toboggan shutes, one at George 
Wright, and the other for the first time in 
about five years at Franklin Park have already | 
been installed with plans being contemplated 
for a winter carnival at the George . Wright 
Golf Course. 

During the past year we had 117 leagues 
of all competitive games, 976 teams, 15,680 
participants, and 7,625,000 spectators. This is 
a good, healthy sign. It means that most of 
young America likes to get out in open com- 
petition with his fellow schoolboy and_ school- 
girl, and the adult spectators were watching 

' these youngsters and living their lives all over 
again. 

We wish to thank you most sincerely for the 
wonderful cooperation you have given us during 
the year. Anything within reason we re- 
quested you granted. We are also indebted 
to those within and outside the department 
that helped in the work that was done. : 

Your attitude has been to take care of the 
unfortunate and children first. To this aim 
our work should be always dedicated. 


PENAL INSTITUTIONS DEPARTMENT— 


Through the cooperation of the Mayor and the 
Budget Commissioner the year 1948 saw more 
improvements made at the Suffolk County 
House of Correction at Deer Island than in any 
similar period in its history. ‘This institution, 
due to its out-of-the-way location, has been 
more or less overlooked during previous admin- 
istrations but is now on its way to compare most 
favorably with like institutions in the country. 

As anticipated in 1947 we are happy to inform 
you that the following improvements were suc- 
cessfully completed during the year 1948: 

New organs were purchased and installed in 
both the Catholic and Protestant chapels to 
replace the long outmoded and impossible to 
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repair organs, that had been in use for many 
years. We daresay that these chapels now are 
exceeded by no institution anywhere as places 
where unfortunate inmates may worship accord- 
ing to their religious beliefs. 

The institution hospital has been thoroughly 
renovated and many improvements made for 
the comfort and well-being of sick, elderly, and 
infirm inmates. In order that they may receive 
the best attention possible, three hospital super- 
visors have been. added to the staff. These 
three men are all registered nurses and are com- 
petent to handle practically all cases in the event 
the physician is not available. 

A contract was awarded to replace the very 
old and broken-down heating system in the Hill 
Prison. This prison houses 360 inmates as well 
as the three chapels, officers’ quarters, inmates’ 
kitchen and dining room, and library. For 
many years it has been impossible to supply 
sufficient heat to this building. When it was 
built the heat was supplied by exhaust steam 
coming from the Power Plant, and in real cold 
or stormy weather it was difficult to heat the 
building. New blowers have been installed on 
each of the four walls of the prison section, and 
new piping and valves have been installed to 
bring direct steam to the other sections of the 
building. This is a very satisfactory arrange- 
ment and will last for many years. Extensive 
work was done to the roof and the outsides of 
this building in the way of repointing and 
waterproofing the walls and, while it is yet far 
from finished, it shows a marked improvement. 
A new arrangement for lighting the cells was 
placed in effect whereby the lights are set in a 
location outside each cell at the top of the door 
with the light reflecting to all parts of the cell 
interiors. This will make for better lighting 
and will lessen the danger of injuries to inmates 
who might take it upon themselves to handle 
the fixtures. 
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The Power Plant had to have the boilers 
repaired and firebricked in 1948, and a contract 
amounting to $478, awarded to the Hodge 
Boiler Works and the Westhaver Company, set 
the wheels in motion to remedy this defect and 
it is now completed. The Power Plant is now 
in good condition and will need no major work 
done on it for some time to come. 

New steam kettles and other cooking utensils 
have been purchased and installed in the in- 
mates’ kitchen and dining hall, and the dish- 
washing machine was overhauled. The interiors 
were washed and painted so that it is a pleasure 
to enter these places. 

The poultry industry took on a large expansion 
in 1948. Heretofore it was considered quite 
a feat for an institution to raise fifteen hundred 
or so turkeys, as we have done in the past, but 
in 1948 we successfully raised upwards of four 
thousand turkeys. These were sold to other 
city institutions, not only for Thanksgiving and 
Christmas, but also at various other times 
throughout the fall season. This industry shows 
what can be done by satisfied inmates, super- 
vised by one who knows his business. Many 
of the inmates who formerly worked in this 
department left here with the thought in mind 
to enter the poultry business on the outside. 

The piggery at this institution, which has a 


reputation for sanitary excellence and a fine 


gerade of hogs, continued to live up to its reputa- 
tion in 1948. During the spring and fall, more 
than a ton of hogs were slaughtered at the 
institution for use as food for the inmates, thus 
saving the city a considerable sum on the cost 
of meats it would otherwise have had to buy 
on the outside. It is expected that shortly we 
will sell a hundred or more of these pigs in order 
to make room for the young ones that will 
come along in the breeding season. ‘This sale 
should net the city more than two thousand 
dollars. 
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A contract was awarded to the Edwin C. 
Lewis Company of Boston in the amount of 
$13,778 to furnish and install two emergency 
lighting units, and this work will be finished 
by the end of 1948. This is a step forward in 
the matter of safety and security that has been 
much needed in the past, as it is felt that a 
prison never should be without a source of light. 
These units will take care of that situation, 
as the second that the Edison light fails or 
goes off for any reason whatever these units 
immediately cut in and the entire institution 
becomes lighted indefinitely, and the minute 
that service is restored on the outside lines 
these units cut off automatically. The ad- 
vantage of this can readily be seen in the event 
of storms, winds, or blizzards in an isolated 
spot such as this. 


The outside and shore lighting has been 
completed this year and at the present time 
there are sufficient and sure lights all around 
the institution property. It has taken some 
time to get this work all done on account of 
shortages of materials and shipping facilities 
but, now that it is completed, we feel that it 
was worth waiting for and will be of great assist- 
ance in the event of escapes, fires, or other 
unforeseen matters. 


The so-called New Prison, so named because it 
is of later construction than the Hill Prison, which 
as mentioned in the report of 1947 has been 
in disuse for some years, is now fully back in 
shape. Much work has been done on this 
building during 1948, including the rewiring 
of the West Wing which was not done in 1947. 
‘The reopening of this wing was made necessary 
by the steady rise in the population. Every 
cell in the wing was scraped, washed, and painted. 
A new hot water boiler has been installed in the 
New Prison and new toilet facilities have been 
procured. The roof of this building, which 
is practically 100 yards long and 50 yards wide, 
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has been replaced by a tar and gravel roof which 
will last for many years. New window glass 
has been set in many of the windows. These 
repairs and improvements, added to the heating 
system which was installed last year, makes 
this a comfortable, safe, and secure building. 

The garage building, which houses our trucks, 
station wagon, fire engines, and administration 
officials’ cars, has had a cleaning and over- 
hauling. New lockers have been added. ‘The 
old time double-hung swinging doors, which had 
been in existence for about fifteen years and 
which had to be repaired after every high wind 
or snowstorm, have been replaced by strong, 
heavy, overhead swinging-type doors, and it is 
felt that we will have no more trouble from that 
source. We were fortunate this year in secur- 
ing a new piece of fire apparatus from the Bos- 
ton Fire Department to take the place of an 
engine that was more than forty years old and 
which was of no use in the event of a fire. The 
trucks have been placed in good repair and 
are in good shape to do the large amount of 
work they are called upon to do. 

As reported last year, the institution was 
converting its electrical and power system from 
direct to alternating current. We are most 
happy to be able to tell you that this work is 
practically completed at this time. A contract 
for $2,425 was awarded to the Singer Sewing 
Machine Company to replace the motors on 
the machines in the tailor and shoe shops at 
this institution. This work is completed and 
these shops are now operating on Berane 
current. 

A contract in the amount of $4,789. 60 was 
awarded to the Electric Maintenance Com- 
pany of Boston for replacing the direct current 
motors in the other buildings with alternating 
current motors. ‘These motors were exchanged 
in the print shop, carpenter shop, machine shop, 
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bakery, commissary, garage, laundry, officers’ 
kitchen, and the inmates’ kitchen. The work 
is practically completed at this time and wil] 
be all finished before the end of 1948. 

Orders in the amounts of $205 and $197.60 
were awarded to Whittaker Company & Cherry 
Burrell Company, respectively, for changing the 
motors in the stock barn milking and pasteuriz- 
ing machines, and this work is also completed. 

A contract for $1,868 was awarded to the 
Commercial Refrigeration Company of Boston 
for changing the old sulphur gas system in the 
large walk-in iceboxes in the commissary and 
for installing a new electric pipe and valve 
refrigeration system complete with new motors. 
Also, an award of $460 was made to Robbins & 
Burke Company for tearing out the old insula- 
tion and replacing it with new material of the 
best insulating quality. This work, which has 
been completed in both cases, makes the 
refrigeration system in the storehouse commis- 
sary a first-class refrigeration system. Already 
a saving has been noted when large amounts of 
meats and vegetables are stored, in that there 
has not been the spoilage which took place in 
the past. | 

The laundry, which has been overworked 
for several years, has had a new alternating 
current motor with switches and panel in- 
stalled. Thus we have been able to carry 
on the work of cleaning and washing all the 
linens and blankets for the institution as wéll 
as the linen and blankets for the City of Boston 
Waytarers’ Lodge. The latter is picked up 

and delivered three times each week. 

New living quarters have been erected for 
the master. This housé was badly needed as 
the master had no living quarters on institu- 
tion property since the end of the war. The 
former master’s house had been cut up into living 
quarters for officers, and the city had to pay 
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for outside maintenance for the master and 
his family. This situation is now remedied, 
with a saving to the city of $1,800 a year. 
During 1948 the shoe shop and the tailor 
shop have been very busy making and re- 
pairing shoes, pants, shirts, and caps for the 
inmates and making different types of clothing 
for the City of Boston Welfare Department. 


All this means a saving to the taxpayers. 


The entire general appearance of this in- 
stitution is in pretty fair condition. Through 
an arrangement with the Metropolitan Dis- 
trict Commission we have been able to procure 
many tons of cinders, free of charge, with which 
we have repaired a large portion of the several 
miles of roads on the island. Arrangements 
have also been made to continue the practice 
of having special buses at Maverick square 
on inmates’ visiting days to take the visitors 
direct to the visiting room on the island. These 
buses also call for the visitors after the visiting 
period is over. This bus company has been 
of great assistance to us in wintertime as they 
have sent their snow-fighting equipment to 
open up our main roads after heavy snow- 
storms. 

We have made it our business personally 
to see that there are plenty of shoes and cloth- 
ing of all kinds on hand for inmates during ~ 
their confinement. We also see to it that no 
worthy inmate leaves the institution upon 
his discharge without his carfare, suitable 
clothing, and something to tide him over for 
a few days. Three thousand inmates have 
been committed during 1948. 

During the past two years this institution 
has been in the: process of turning over its 
power and lighting system from direct to alter- 
nating current, and we are pleased to say that 
this project will be finished shortly after the 
New Year. We are in hopes that this change 
from a system which has been in use for 45 
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years, with wires and cables all worn and rotted 
and in some places even beyond emergency 
repairs, will make for a reduction in operating 
costs and for more efficient service. 


Future Projects. 


With the completion of the installation of 
the alternating system, which now only entails 
the procurement and installation of several 
motors and the changing of the moving picture 
machines, we will dig up the old wiring and 
cables and level off a hill, thereby making a 
new and shorter road between the two prisons 
and the dining halls. We will also tear down 
an old Power House which has been in disuse 
for some years and which still holds the panels 
and wiring of the old system. The tearing 
down of this building will give us thousands of 
good brick and timbers that can be used for 
repairs or new building which may be needed 
during 1949. 

The roofing and copper flashing and venti- 
lators on the so-called Hill Prison will be put 
in good repair, thereby stopping leaks from 
rains and snow from seeping through into the 
chapels and the upper floors of the building. 
With the exception of changing over the ven- 
tilator coverings, this work will be done by in- 
mate labor, under the supervision of experienced 
_ personnel. 

Our piggery, which has been a source of 
food for the institution as well as somewhat of 
a show place noted for its cleanliness and fine 
breed of hogs, will have to be practically re- 
built on the outside. A new roof, new win- 
dows, and new piping will have to be started 
as soon as weather permits. The inside will 
be whitewashed and the outside painted. The 
interior wiring will also be replaced. 

The stock barn, which now houses a fine 
accredited herd of Holstein cattle, will need to 
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have its inside wiring renewed as it was not 


- wired in conformity with the City of Boston 


code. 

Every effort will be made to replace the heat- _ 
ing unit in the stock barn which, when origi- 
nally installed, was a castoff, hand-fired unit with- 
out controls for feed water or temperature, 
with ‘resulting freeze-ups and cracked sections 
occurring every so often. This unit is necessary 
inasmuch as it provides steam for pasteuriz- 
ing the milk and heating the cow barn and 
workers’ quarters. It is proposed to replace it 
with a unit of oil-burning type with controls 
which will allow for economy in operation and 
for proper pasteurization and will provide suf- 
ficient heat for the parts of the building requiring 
heat. 

It is intended to finish furnishing. the hos- 
pital unit by installing the customary bedside 
tables and chairs, cabinets, screens, new blan- 
kets, and linens, together with the different 
types of lamps necessary for ultraviolet rays 
and baking. In addition, the entire hospital 
will receive a thorough painting. 

The prison buildings are badly in need of 
new window sashes. At the present time most 
of the window glass is set in the original sashes 
installed when these buildings were erected and 
the sashes are all but falling apart. As the cost 
of steel sashes, which would be a permanent 
remedy, would be exorbitant now or at any 
other time, we are going to do the next best 
thing by purchasing several machines for our 
carpenter shop so that we will be able to make 
our own wooden window sashes. ‘These. sashes, 
when set in and painted, will add to the value 
of the buildings and will also be a protection 
against the elements. 

The laundry building, which éalkes care of 
the washing and ironing of all inmate clothing 
and the laundry for the personnel quarters, 
while receiving something of a going-over in 
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1948, must have.a new motor with panel and 
switches. This will be taken care of at once. 
We will, however, have to purchase another 
extractor and tumbler to replace the antiquated 
and worn-out machines now in use. There is 
an immense amount of laundry done every 
week, because of the large turnover in inmates 
and the great number of items picked up from 
and delivered to the City of Boston Wayfarers’ 
Lodge, for which we make no charge. 


A large double house which was formerly the 
hospital until it was partially destroyed by fire 
about twenty years ago and which was rebuilt 
into two houses with a connecting hall is used 
as residences for the deputy master and officers. 
This house is in dire need of a new roof to 
replace the 20-year-old wooden-shingle roof. 
The new roof will be a source of protection 
against fires and will prevent damage to the 
interior now caused by leaks. 

Consideration will be given to a planned 
building program to provide for economy in 
administration and more security. This pro- 
gram will include a building to take the place 
of the commissary and storehouse which, while 
serviceable, cannot provide means for proper 
control of all supplies. With the exception of 
staple foodstuffs, meats, vegetables, and fruits, 
there is neither the room nor the facilities to 
take care of the bulk of supplies received. 
These latter are received, entered in the books, 
and sent to the various departments to be 
cared for against use in the future. This is not 
the best method of controlling and conserving 
supplies. 

Consideration will also be given to procuring 
more room for officers’ quarters. At the present 
time, with the exception of about twenty officers’ 
rooms on the upper floors of the Hill Prison 
Building, the officers’ quarters are of a spread- 
out and makeshift nature, with officers assigned 
to buildings here and there all over the island. 
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In many cases three or four officers are assigned 
to one room. The situation does not make for 
the best of security and efficiency. 

The officers’ kitchen and dining hall, which 
was never large enough for the number of 
employees it serves, must have an addition or 
be replaced by a larger building. It is possible 
that the officers’ kitchen and dining hall might 
be an addition to a building for officers’ quarters, 
which latter will, sooner or later, have to be 
built. 

A deep-freeze unit for taking care of large 
amounts of meats and vegetables is under 
consideration. The installation of such a unit 
would be an eventual saving to the city. For 
the past several years it has been impossible to 
take delivery on the amounts of meats purchased 
by the Supply Department and allotted to us. 
Such purchases have been placed in a cold- 
storage locker in Boston and we pay a charge 
each time we take a delivery. A deep-freeze 
unit will prevent this and will also allow us to 
slaughter more hogs for institution consumption 
as the slaughtered hogs could, in such a unit, 
be kept from spoiling. 

With a 40-hour-work week in effect at this 
institution it has been impossible to carry on a 
program of farming, as farming is a program 
which takes in a 12-hour day on those days 
when the weather is favorable. To offset this 
lack of time and so that the institution may con- 
tinue its farming program, which has been in 
existence over a period of years, it is hoped 
that favorable consideration will be accorded 
this department by the Budget Commissioner 
in allowing an appropriation for a small tractor, 
of the bulldozer type, and a small truck. With 
this labor-saving and time-saving equipment, we 
hope to be able to farm the entire available space 
on the island. It is intended to grow truck 
produce as well as corn and mangles for the 
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cattle, which latter we were not able to do in 
1948. More purchases of cattle food had to be 
made on account of having nothing to speak of 
in the silos for winter feeding. 


A two and a half million capacity reservoir 
on the island, which reservoir serves as an 
equalizer on the water supply and as an emer- 
gency in case of fire, has had to be emptied and 
cleaned on an average of twice each year be- 
cause of pollution from gulls, birds, and other 
causes. ‘This reservoir should be emptied and 
the floor rebuilt so that the reservoir can be 
flushed from the bottom at regular intervals 
without having to be completely emptied. This 
will be done if it is at all possible. 


Inasmuch as all types and sorts of offenders 
are received at the Suffolk County House of 
Correction, the offenses ranging from misde- 
meanors such as nonsupport and drunkenness 
to felonies such as robbery, manslaughter, and 
sex offenses, it seems proper to hope that in 
the not too distant future a general program 
will be adopted to take care of unfortunate 
alcoholics. Although drunkenness is listed on 
the statute books as a crime and is so dealt 
with by the judicial system, it is hardly any 
more a crime than is insanity, tuberculosis, or 
any other of several mental or physical weak- 
nesses. Alcoholism is a sickness having mental 
or physical causative factors which can hardly 
be eradicated by confinement in a penal in- 
stitution. A separate institutional system should 
be established, perhaps in conjunction with 
mental hospitals, whereby the alcoholic would be 
given treatments to clear up his condition. 
These treatments could be given while the in- 
dividual is being utilized in maintenance or 
other work in the institution in which he is 
confined. At any rate, some measures should 
be taken to keep this type of individual out of 
penal institutions. This same remedy should 
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also apply to drug addicts, although these are 
a much smaller group in penal institutions than 
are the alcoholics. 


PRINTING DEPARTMENT — The year 1948 has 
been one of the busiest in the history of the 
Printing Department. 

The Printing Department performs a service 
for all city departments, and is operating under 
union requirements. 

New scales of union wages became effective in 
March and April, 1948, granting an 8 per cent 
and 10 per cent increase in salary to the em- 
ployees of this department. This caused an 
increase of $41,978.98 in the operating expenses 
of the Printing Department during the past 
year. 

The present contract between the Employing 
Printers Association of the Graphic Arts Insti- 
tute of Greater Boston and the Printing Trade 
Unions expires in March and April, 1949. A 
new scale of wages has been proposed and con- 
ferences are now being held. 

These changes become effective in March and 
April, 1949, but it is impossible at this time to 
predict what effect they will have in the running 
expenses of the department. 


PUBLIC BUILDINGS DEPARTMENT — The 
following is a brief summary of highlights in 
reference to work accomplished by this depart- 
ment, also an outline of the new work con- 
templated for the coming year. 

It is gratifying to know that in three years 
this department has transformed an unsightly, 
neglected group of buildings into a well-appearing 
group of buildings with structural conditions 
repaired, mechanical plants in good condition, 
and all facilities in good working order. 
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At present-day prices replacement value of 
this group of buildings under control of this 
department is estimated. at approximately 
$75,000,000. 

The following partial list of major repairs 
are submitted to give evidence of what has been 
accomplished : 

Ambulance Station.— A new copper hot water 
storage tank was installed, together with neces- 
sary piping, valves, etc. 

Brighton Municipal Building.— Area surround- 
ing building graded and finished with black 
top work. Electrical changes as ordered by 
State Inspectors made to enable use of audi- 
torium. 

Brighton Court.— Painted both inside and 
outside at a cost of $4,839. 

City Hall.— Extensive repairs made to ele- 
vators. Installed new A. C. electrical service 
to city clerks, ete. Installed new loud-speaker 
system for paging councilors. Necessary changes 
in drain requested by Building Department, 
$1,800. 

City Hall Annex.— General linoleum; elec- 
trical work throughout building approximately 
$8,000. New laws enacted by Legislature re- 
quires City of Boston employees be examined 
before employment. Quarters to enable working 
of the provision of law were provided for Doctor 
Schwartz at a cost of $3,913. Changes in various 
departments, partitions, etc., repairs to marble 
throughout building entailed at $1,700. Emer- 
gency repairs ordered by Building Department 
and further extensive repairs, painting, etc., 
approximately $50,000. Extensive replacement 
of defective hot water lines and hot water circu- 
lating lines in toilets, $3,500. 

Charlestown Court.— It was necessary to rewire 
courtroom, clerks’ room, etc., at a cost of $1,535. 

Charlestown Municipal Building.— Emergency 
work ordered by Building Commissioner regard- 
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ing parapet and cracks through wall was done 
at a cost of $7,120. Extensive painting was 
necessary on inside of building. 

Codman Square Library. — Entire exterior and 
interior of building was painted at an expenditure 
of $2,105. 

Columbia Road Municipal Building.— Exten- 
sive painting and a new hot water generator and 
circulator was installed. 

Curtis Hall Building.— Repairs to asphalt 
floors in locker room and repairs to linoleum 
entailed approximately $2,300. The entire build- 
ing was painted, both interior and exterior, at a 
cost of $7,185. 

Dudley and Vine Streets Building.— Pointing 
of exterior of building and painting of entire 
front stair lobby and stair hall entailed at 
approximately $1,800. 

Dorchester Court.— Repairs to cast stones on 
front of the building at $8,000. 

Dillaway House.— Painting and redecorating 
interior of this building entailed at cost of $885. 

North Mortuary.— Doing necessary fireproofing 
and plastering to enable first floor of building 
to be used as garage, $2,375. 

Oak and Tyler Streets Building.— Remodeling 
of library book repair and school lending divi- 
sion in order to make suitable quarters for 
reading room, $9,266. 

Old State House.— Painting of entire exterior, 
gold and silver leaf work on lions and unicorn, 
ete., at cost of $2,810. 

South Boston Municipal Building.— Necessary 
erille work on gymnasium windows, $2,918. 
Furnishing and installing new hot water gener- 
ator, necessary piping, valves, etc., $1,875. 

West Roxbury Court.— Furnishing and in- 
stalling new boiler at a cost of $3,987. 

These repairs are the major accomplishments 
and give an idea of the extensive and varied 
trades involved in the maintenance of these 
buildings. Many hundreds of other smaller 
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repair orders are necessary to keep these build- 
ings in repair. Plumbing is most expensive and 
despite our best efforts vandalism still causes 
unnecessary expense. Repairs to broken win- 
dows, broken radiator valves, missing air valves 
still constitute a considerable expense. 


Work Proposed for Year 1949. 


It is proposed to install a battery of showers 
in the new South Boston gymnasium. At 
present both men and women use the shower 
facilities in the Municipal Building. This pro- 
posed battery of showers will permit women 
to shower without going into the new building. 
This change is estimated to cost about $14,000. 

It is proposed to comply with recommendations 
of the Building Department in regards to City 
Hall means of exit. The entire building needs 
fire escapes and connecting balconies as well 
as communicating doors between various offices. 
This type of building is of obsolete construction 
for use as a public building and requires ample 
egress. It is estimated that these changes will 
cost in the neighborhood of $70,000. 

A proposed change in plumbing would remove 
all sump pumps from refrigeration room and 
connect same outside where water would not 
freeze. It is estimated that this change would 
cost about $40,000. 

It is proposed to take down rear wall of Old 
State House and rebuild same. Wall shows 
very much out of plumb, tending to incline 
toward street. This work is estimated to cost 
approximately $15,000. 


OVERSEERS OF THE PUBLIC WELFARE — 
Following is a report of the accomplishments 
of this department during the year 1948 and 
what is intended for accomplishment during 1949: 

We have made a survey of the facilities of 
the department. The staff are housed in 14 
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different offices throughout the city and the 
condition of 4 of these offices is as follows: 

5 and 7 Glenway Street, Dorchester —This 
office consists of two abandoned wooden port- 
able school buildings, approximately 50 and 
67 years old. It is estimated that to put these 
two buildings in condition would necessitate 
an expenditure of $6,000. We have had difficulty 
in heating these buildings. 

109 Mt. Pleasant Avenue, Roxbury. —This 
building is an abandoned wooden school build- 
ing 137 years old and is at present in a very 
poor state of repair. It would cost thousands 
of dollars to put it in any kind of condition 
and even then it would not be adequate. 

48 Fayette Street, South End. —This. building 
is an abandoned brick school building approxi- 
mately 77 years old. If we were to retain this 
building extensive repairs would be necessary. 
The fire escape is in very poor condition and 
would probably have to be replaced. The 
interior stairways in the building would also 
have to be replaced. 

Central Office, 48 Hawkins Street—This build- 
ing is so crowded that it impairs the efficiency 
of the operation of the department and addi- 
tional space is necessary. 

It is felt that 1t would be much more efficient 
to operate from more centrally located offices 
and a plan has been set up whereby an addition 
to the Central Office Building at 43 Hawkins 
street should be provided and five district 
offices. The department now has two modern 
buildings, one at 170 Hancock street, Dor- 
chester, in the vicinity of Uphams Corner, and 
the other at 154 Maverick street, East Boston. 
It was decided that these new buildings should 
be erected in the following locations: 

Roxbury.—In the neighborhood of Grove Hall, 
which would provide for recipients living in 
part of Roxbury and part of Dorchester. Ap- 
proximately 3,500 recipients live in this area. 
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The building would provide ample office quar- 
ters for approximately 50 employees, with some 
allowance for expansion. 

South Hnd.—On the site of the present aban- 
doned school at 48 Fayette street which has 
been used as a district office. This would provide 
for recipients living in the West End and in 
the South End as far as Northampton street, 
numbering approximately 5,000. The building 
should provide ample office quarters for approxi- 
mately 75 employees, with some allowance for 
expansion. In addition, in the basement there 
would be provided ample space for storage 
of departmental checks of which approximately 
12,000,000 have now accumulated. These checks 
must be retained as they are the vouchers for 
the many millions of dollars of expenditures 
made by the department in the last 15 years. 

Roxbury.—In the vicinity of Roxbury Cross- 
ing. This, in general, would provide for re- 
cipients in Roxbury, not included in the Grove 
Hall building, numbering approximately 7,000. 
The building should provide ample office quar- 
ters for approximately 55 employees, with some 
allowance for expansion. 

In each of these buildings there would be 
provided an aid room where recipients would 
be paid. This space could also be used for 
staff conferences. 

Mayor Curley has provided this year for the 
erection of the addition to the Central Office 
and for the erection of the building in the 
South End at 48 Fayette street and it is ex- 
pected that work on the erection of these build- 
ings will commence at once. It is hoped that 
money can be made available in 1949 for the 
erection of the other two buildings in the vicinity 
of Roxbury Crossing and Grove Hall. 

During 1948 this department was seriously - 
affected by the continued increase in cost of 
living and the corresponding decrease in pur- 
chasing power of the dollar. From January, 
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1941, to November, 1948, according to figures 
of the Massachusetts Division on Necessaries of 
Life, there was 120.5 per cent increase in the 
cost of food; the general increase in cost of 
living for that same period was 63.1 per cent. 
The dollar of the years 1985-1939 was reported 
to be worth only 62 cents in November, 1948. 

Chapter 638 of the Acts of 1948 requires semi- 
annual adjustment of old age assistance budgets 
to meet any 5 per cent or more increase or 
decrease in cost of living. The Massachusetts 
Department of Public Welfare has issued a 
regulation requiring the same in aid to de- 
pendent children. 

Old age and illness continue to be the greatest 
causes of dependency, but a broken home is all 
too frequently the cause. | 


General Relief. 


During the first 11 months of the year 1948 
there was spent for general relief the sum of 
$1,758,765.47, which is $317,000 more than was 
spent in the corresponding period in 1947. Of 
this amount, the State will reimburse the city 
for approximately 21 per cent. ‘This department 
has requested through the Mayor that the law 
be amended to provide for reimbursement by 
the Commonwealth of 75 per cent of general 
relief expenditures. It had been found neces- 
sary, with the Mayor’s approval, to increase 
the allowance to general relief recipients, the 
Increase amounting to approximately 25 per 
cent. This, of course, was due to the increased 
cost of living. 


Aid to Dependent Children. 


During the first 11 months of the year 1948 
there was spent for aid to dependent children 
the sum of $3,712,866.06, which is approximately 
$580,000 in excess of the amount spent in the 
corresponding period in 1947. ‘This increase is’

principally due to two increases in allowances to 
this group through the operation of the State 
mandatory budget. Under State regulations the 
last Increase was made on October 1, 1948, and 
amounted to approximately eight and three- 
tenths per cent. The city receives reimburse- 
ment from the Federal Government and the 
Commonwealth for approximately 59 per cent 
of this expenditure. In recent years there have 
been substantial increases in the number of 
cases assisted because of the absence from home 
of a parent. 


Old Age Assistance. 


During the first 11 months of the year 1948 
there was spent for old age assistance the sum of 
$10,930,942.50, which is an increase of more than 
$1,000,000 over the amount spent in the corre- 
sponding period last year. This, as in the other 
two categories of relief, is due to increased 
amounts granted to recipients because of the 
increased cost of living. The city receives from 
the Federal Government and the Common- 
wealth approximately 82 per cent of the amount 
expended under this item. It would seem ad- 
visable to amend chapter 118A of the General 
Laws by eliminating the requirement of citizen- 
ship as a requisite for eligibility. If this were 
done a number of persons now receiving general 
relief who are noncitizens could be transferred to 
old age assistance, resulting in a substantial 
saving to the city. | 

At the present time the State Department of 
Public Welfare receives Federal grants from the 
government in advance of payments which are 
made to old age assistance and aid to dependent 
children recipients. However, the Common- 
_ wealth does not turn this money over to cities 
and towns until the second month after the 
payments are made. It is suggested that the 
law be amended requiring the Commonwealth to 
turn these funds over to cities and towns when 
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they are received from the Federal Government. 
This would result in a substantial saving in the 
tax rate as it would reduce the appropriation 
necessary from the tax rate for the year 1949. 


PUBLIC WORKS DEPARTMENT — During the 
current year there was available in the Highway 
Division for street and sidewalk construction 
purposes approximately $3,820,000. 

Sixty-seven street construction contracts were 
awarded, which included 218 streets in various 
parts of the city. Forty-one of these streets 
were accepted by the Board of Street Com- 
missioners and ordered constructed, and 134 
existing streets were included for reconstruction, 
and sidewalks were built on 48 streets. 

In 1947 the department adopted a plan of 
laying a seal coat surface on existing roadways 
to prolong their life, and this method has proved 
to be very satisfactory. During the present 
year 366,000 square yards of roadway surfaces 
throughout the. city were treated in this manner. 

The final section of Columbus avenue, from 
Northampton street to Arlington street, has 
been completed, with a center divisional island 
and with narrow sidewalks, thus providing 
more roadway area for this important express- 
way leading from Park square, in downtown 
Boston, to Egleston square, in Jamaica Plain. 

Washington street, from Stuart street to 
Cornhill, was resurfaced over week ends, to avoid 
the serious interference with heavy traffic which 
exists on week ends. Among the other main 
arteries which carry heavy traffic and which 
were rebuilt are the following: 


Beacon street, from Park street to Charles street, and 
from Raleigh street to Brookline avenue; this latter 
section being in the Kenmore square area. 

Charles street, from Beacon street to Boylston street. 

Roxbury street, from Shawmut avenue to Columbus. 
avenue. 

Dorchester avenue, from West Broadway to the bridge 
over Fort Point Channel; a noteworthy part of this work 
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was the elimination of the bottleneck which existed at 
this point and which has been a source of difficulty for 
many years. The situation was corrected by making a 
widening at Dorchester avenue and Macallen street, 
which now permits outbound traffic to enter Dorchester 
avenue with ease and without congestion. 

North Beacon street, from Cambridge street to the 
Watertown line. 


River street, from Hyde Park avenue, at Cleary square, 
to the Dedham line. 


Huntington avenue, from Dartmouth street to Massa- 
chusetts avenue. The reconstruction of Huntington 
avenue, from Ruggles street to Longwood avenue, was also. 
completed, and the work included widening the M.T.A. 
platform area at Teachers College for the convenience of 
persons boarding or leaving streetcars at that point. 


Preliminary to the extension of Somerset Street, from 
Howard street to Cambridge street, a contract was awarded 
for demolishing the buildings on the site of the proposed 
improvement. Our program for next year will include 
the reconstruction of Somerset street, including this re- 
cently ordered extension. 


Another improvement which will be undertaken next 
year is the construction of a widening on the easterly side 
of Dorchester avenue, from West Broadway to West 
Fourth street. The buildings now on the site are being 
removed. This will aid further the movement of vehicular 
traffic on Dorchester avenue. 


Awaiting construction at this time are 25 
streets for which orders have been received 
from the Board of Street Commissioners. These 
streets will be included in the program for 1949, 
together with such other streets as will be 
subsequently laid out by that Board. 


During the year 1949, we propose to recon- 
struct the roadways in Brighton avenue, from 
Commonwealth avenue to Cambridge street, 
and in Blue Hill avenue, in Dorchester, from 
Seaver street to Columbia road. This latter 
work will complete the rebuilding of Blue Hill 
avenue, which was started some years ago and, 
when completed, a double-barreled roadway 
will be provided in Blue Hill avenue, from 
Washington street, at Grove Hall, to Mattapan 
square. 
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The introduction of the trackless trolley system 
by the Metropolitan Transit Authority in Rox- 
bury and Dorchester will allow for the recon- 
struction of streets in these sections upon which 

the streetcar lines are now operated. The 
program for the coming year includes the 
reconstruction of Dudley street, Warren street, 
Humboldt avenue, and Blue Hill avenue, in 
Roxbury; and Talbot avenue, Washington street, 
Geneva avenue, Columbia road, Boston street, 
Hancock street, Bowdoin street, and Dorchester 
avenue, in Dorchester. Many of these streets 
are urgently in need of attention. 

This department has started on the work 
of replacing gas lamps with electric lamps, 
where service for such lamps is available. Nine 
hundred thirty-two lamps have already been 
converted in the districts now served by gas 
street lighting, as follows: 


Dorchester, 326 West Roxbury, 302 
Roxbury, 100 Brighton, 197 
Jamaica Plain, 7 


This work of changing over from gas to 
electric lamps will be continued during the 
coming year, in accordance with surveys now 
being conducted by the department and the 
Boston Edison Company. 

During the year 1948 the Public Works 
Department did considerable maintenance work 
on bridges throughout the city, which are 
under its jurisdiction. Complete rebuilding will 
be necessary on some of the city bridges. Plans 
have been prepared for the rebuilding of the 
Meridian Street Bridge, over the Chelsea River, 
between East Boston and Chelsea, at an esti- 
mated cost of $2,200,000. 

Plans are now in the process of being pre- 
pared for rebuilding the Warren Bridge, over 
the Charles River, adjoining the North Station. 
The estimated cost of this work is $3,000,000. 

Many of the city bridges need attention. 
Extensive jobs must be done on some of these 
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structures and on others general repairs will 
be required to the surfaces and to the steel 
work, including painting. 

Broadway Bridge, over Fort Point Channel, 
should be rebuilt, as well as the Blakemore 
Street Bridge and the Walworth Street Bridge, 
both in West Roxbury, over the New York, 
New Haven & Hartford Railroad, and . we 
hope to be able to include this work in our 
program for the coming year. 

While the receipts from the operation of the 
ferryboats are getting less and less each year, 
there is still a necessity for keeping the boats 
and the plant in operating condition. This 
year the ferryboat ‘‘Charles C. Donoghue” 
required major repairs. The boat was dry- 
docked, and the hull was cleaned, repaired, 
and painted, and when that work was com- 
pleted a contract was awarded for repairing 
the propelling machinery and the superstruc- 
ture of the boat. 

The other two boats now in service, namely, 
the “Ralph J. Palumbo” and the ‘Daniel A. 
McCormack,” will require considerable atten- 
tion during the coming year, and it will also 
be necessary to make repairs to the ferry drops, 
piers, etc. Provision will be made in our budget 
estimates to do this work in the coming year. 

At the Sumner Tunnel a very necessary job 
was done during the year — the replacement 
of old and defective cables. Extensive repairs 
were made to the tunnel roadway where settle- 
ments had occurred. 

The program of work which must be done in 
the tunnel in 1949 includes the installation of a 
new water supply for fire protection purposes. 
- From present indications, it appears that the 
revenue of the Water Division of this department 
will be close to $1,000,000 in excess of the ex- 
penditures. The Water Division has not re- 
duced its efforts to bring in all possible revenue 
from the sale of water. 
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Although the shortage of pipe and meters 
curtailed to a certain extent the amount of 
work done by the Water Division during the 
current year, much of its activities were devoted 
to providing water service for the various hous- 
ing projects throughout the city. 

During this year, the Sewer Division of the 
department constructed 3 miles of pipe surface 
drains and 117 catch-basins, in advance of 
street construction. More than 22% miles of 
sanitary sewers and surface drains were built 
for the purpose of providing drainage for new 
buildings. New building development now 
under way will require drainage facilities which 
will be constructed next year, and there will 
be a large amount of sewer work to be done in 
streets prior to their construction. A program 
of work to be done by the Sewer Division next 
year calls for an expenditure of $800,000. 

Plans for the sewage treatment plant to be 
erected in the vicinity of the Calf Pasture 
Pumping Station, in Dorchester, are practically 
completed. This modern method of sewage 
disposal is vitally necessary to eliminate the 
disagreeable and unsanitary conditions existing, 
caused by the discharge of raw sewage into the 
waters of Boston Harbor. 

Proposals have been received for the so- 
called Muddy River improvement by which a 
covered channel will be constructed, and the 
open flow of water eliminated. This work is 
necessary as part of the plan for the construc- 
tion of much-needed traffic facilities in the 
vicinity of Brookline avenue, Boylston street, 
and Park Drive. 

On the first of last January, the contract 
system for the collection and removal of gar- 
bage and ashes was extended to include the 
Roxbury district. With the coming of the new 
year, it is proposed to abolish the day labor 
collections in the North and West Ends, and to 
have the work done hereafter in these sections 
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by contract. The employees who will be af- 
fected by the change in method will be assigned 
to other duties, particularly street cleaning. 

In the spring of the current year a concen- 
trated street-cleaning drive was conducted by 
the department to correct the conditions which 
existed following the severe winter. The cost 
of the supplementary labor and equipment hired 
for the purpose was $80,000, and the results 
accomplished indicated that the money was 
well spent. In addition, 200 temporary laborers 
were obtained from the Civil Service list to as- 
sist the city forces in the work of street cleaning. 

The so-called ‘‘Dempster Dumpsters,” large 
refuse containers, which, when filled, become 
part of a mobile unit and are hauled to a dis- 
posal station, have proved very valuable in the 
market district and in the South End section, 
where unsanitary conditions existed before their 
installation. : 

Buildings and other parts of the general plant 
of the department have been improved during 
the year. Particularly worthy of mention is 
the completion of a garage at the Water Divi- 
sion yard on Albany street. Some very essen- 
tial repairs were made to the refuse receiving 
stations which have hard usage because of the 
heavy trucks which deliver their loads at these 
points. 

For some time, the various city departments 
having jurisdiction: over pushcart pedlers who 
assemble in the market district for selling 
fruits and vegetables on Saturday nights, have 
been endeavoring to ease the situation which 
exists in the market district. Arrangements 
were made for extending into the lower end of 
Blackstone street the area which these pedlers 
may occupy, and so as to provide proper illumi- 
nation the Boston Edison Company, upon order 
from this department, has installed three 1,000 
candle power lamps. This arrangement has 
worked out in a very satisfactory manner. 
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There has been inaugurated in this depart- 
ment a requirement that all motor vehicles be 
inspected at periodic intervals. This require- 
ment is adhered to strictly, with the result that 
repairs and adjustments are made when re- 
quired, and the equipment is kept in first-class 
operating condition. In this way, repairs to the 
equipment are kept at a minimum, and unless a 
major job must be done, it is seldom that trucks 
and other equipment are out of service for any 
long period because of repairs which become 
necessary. 

The department has continued to modernize 
its equipment. Among the larger items pro- 
cured during the year with the funds available 
in the motor vehicle loan were the following:

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On the 15th of June this department disposed 
of, at public auction, an area of land situated 
on Milton and River streets in the town of 
Dedham, comprising a little more than eleven 
and one half acres. This land was acquired by 
the City of Boston when Hyde Park was an- 
nexed, it being a part of the Hyde Park water 
supply. It was never used for any municipal 
purpose since it was acquired by the City of 
Boston, and with the approval of your Honor 
and the subsequent approval of the City Council, 
arrangements were made for its sale. 

Pursuant to Executive Order dated July 6, 
1948, the Workmen’s Compensation Service of 
the Public Works Department was expanded 
to carry out the provisions of the law relating 
to injured employees of the City of Boston or 
the County of Suffolk. Dr. George H. Schwartz 
was appointed Medical Director in full charge of 
this newly-created service. The staff which was 
set up includes, besides the Medical Director, 
a Compensation Agent, a Nurse, an Investigator, 
and clerical assistance. The duties of the Medi- 
cal Director include: 


1. Examination of all injured employees 
who come within the scope of the Workmen’s 
Compensation Law, with immediate arrange- 
ments for placing the injured employee on the 
compensation payroll. 

2. Examination of all new employees (per- 
manent and temporary) of the City of Boston 
and County of Suffolk. X-ray examination 
of all new employees is also required. 

3. Appearance before the Industrial Acci- 
dent Board in all disputed claims. 

4. Reference of injured employees to con- 

-sultants who are specialists in their field. 

5. Examination of all employees returning 
to work, after being on the compensation 
rolls. 

6. After thorough investigation by the 
Workmen’s Compensation Agent, the Medical 
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Director and the Compensation Agent decide 
if compensation is to be paid and medical 
bills assumed. 


This law now places all employees of the City 
of Boston and County of Suffolk, regardless of the 
nature of their work — except uniformed mem- 
bers of the Police and Fire Departments — under 
the scope of the Workmen’s Compensation Law. 
Heretofore, this law applied only to laborers, 
workmen, and mechanics, which totaled about 
3,500 employees. Under the new setup, there 
are about 18,000 employees who are entitled to 
the benefits of this act. 


Offices, including a fully-equipped dispensary, 
have been established on the seventh floor of 
City Hall Annex, and a physician and a nurse 
are there on duty from 9 a. m. to 5 p. m. daily, 
to treat emergency cases, as well as to treat 
and examine injured or sick employees. It is 
frequently found that men injured during the 
course of their employment are unable to con- 
tinue at their previous occupation. In order to 
rehabilitate them, this service has received 
excellent cooperation from the heads of the 
various departments in placing these individuals 
in positions where they can be rehabilitated as 


soon as possible. Since January 1 of 1948, ap- 


proximately 1,100 accidents were reported to 
this office. An average of 40 cases are on the 
compensation rolls weekly. Approximately 35 
new employees in all departments, whether for 
permanent or temporary work, are examined 
each week. With the facilities in the dispensary 
for baking and surgical care, there is ample 
evidence that there will be a material saving to 
the city in the treatment and care administered 
to injured employees. 


REAL ESTATE COMMISSIONERS — The Board 


of Real Estate Commissioners was established 
by an act of the Legislature, chapter 434 of 
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the Acts of 1948. The Board of Real Estate 
Commissioners consists of the City Treasurer, 
the Chairman of the Planning Board, ex officiis, 
and three other persons appointed by the Mayor 
whose term of appointment is for three years 
each; the Chairman being designated by the 
Mayor from the appointed members. The 
duties are many and varied, passing on property 
acquired to decide whether it should be 
sold, leased, or held for future use by the city. 

The Committee on Foreclosed Real Estate 
held regular meetings in order to expedite the 
sale of properties, so that these properties, 
in addition to bringing in revenue to the city, 
were also placed back on the tax rolls, which 
produces additional revenue for the city. Under 
the law, all of the properties acquired under 
chapter 434 of the Acts of 1943 are sold at 
public auction to the highest bidder. 

The sales of property by the Commission 
from January, 1948; to December, 1948, are 
as follows:

making a total of 367 parcels of land and build- 
ings sold in 1948. The total sales price was 
$270,730. 

Due to the fact that there are many proposed 
improvements pending, it has been necessary for 
the Commission to refrain from selling property 
along the routes of these improvements, and 
these properties will be held until such time 
as the various city departments determine their 
future plans. The next sale which the Com- 
mission conducts, of property, will include all 
remaining properties on which the Board has set 
upset prices for auction purposes, where a willing 
buyer is available at the time of the auction. 

It is the hope of the Commission during 
this coming year to be able to finish its survey 
of the properties which it has in its possession, 
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and to conduct land sales of property that, 
in its opinion, should be attractive enough 
to obtain purchasers because of its location 
and its condition. 

For the first time in the history of the depart- 
ment a complete summary (see page 162) of 
all properties has been compiled and is included 
in this report. This summary includes all fore- 
closed property taken by the city in so far as the 
Board is able to ascertain, and which has 
passed through this office or its predecessors’ 
department. 

The Commission, in addition to obtaining 
revenue from the sale of property, leases and 
rents various properties pending their future sale, 
which gave thecity rental income of $109,932. 
We are pleased to report that as a result of 
the selling off of buildings, we eliminated an- 
ticipated expenses of repairs and maintenance 
which were substantial in comparison to the 
budget provided for this Commission as shown 
in the following summary.

In the coming year this department will be 
better organized than it has been for the main- 
tenance and inspection of land, and many of the 
buildings which we now have will be thoroughly 
gone over and inspected and, if they are beyond 
saving, will be demolished. During the year 
additional properties will become the property 
of the city through Land Court foreclosures. 
There is no way that this Commission has of 
determining what type of property will be sent 
to us through the Law Department and, there- 
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fore, it becomes necessary for us to anticipate 
that some of this property will contain buildings 
thereon which will need servicing, or demolition 
if the buildings are beyond repair.

In 1947 the Commission reserved for the use of 
the Boston Housing Authority various parcels 
of land to be used for veterans’ housing. We 
have been informed that of the parcels which 
were reserved for their use to date, there have 
been erected on this land fifty-six (56) homes 
for veterans. 


Off-Street Parking Facilities. 


By an act of the Legislature, chapter 474 of 
the Acts of 1946, as amended by chapter 612 
of the Acts of 1948, the responsibility of estab- 
lishing Off-Street Parking Facilities was placed 
with the Board of Real Estate Commissioners. 
The Board acquired three (3) sites in Boston 
Proper: 


1. Federal street, Federal court, and Devon- 
shire street, Boston; 

2. Franklin street, Pearl street, Wendell 
street, and Hartford street, Boston; 

3. Lincoln street, Essex street, and Colum- 
bia street, Boston,

which sites were taken by eminent domain, 
The Board wishes to report that these areas 
were cleared of structures and are now leased for 
street-level parking. All leases were awarded 
to the highest bidder, which areas were adver- 
tised for bids, as provided by law. The leases 
were for short terms and will expire in the early 
part of the spring, 1949. Contracts have been 
awarded to the Thomas Worcester Company, 
Ine., Boston, Mass., for engineering and archi- 
tectural work for preparation of erecting parking 
structures on each site taken. This work has 
progressed and should be completed before the 
leases expire, for advertising of a long-term lease 
with the lessee doing the construction of the 
parking structures. Should the city be unable 
to obtain said proposals, then it is the intention 
of the Board to proceed to construct the necessary 
structures and then lease the structures in ac- 
cordance with the terms of the Off-Street Parking 
Act, so called, 

On the Lincoln street, Essex street, and Colum- 
bia street, Boston, area the final plans are now 
pending in the Building Department for its ap- 
proval, The Federal street, Federal court, and 
Devonshire street, Boston, area preliminary plans 
have been filed with the Building Department 
so that any corrections which are necessary May 
be made and upon approval of the preliminary 
plans, the final work plans will be followed im- 
mediately thereafter. The Franklin street, Pearl 
street, Wendell street, and Hartford street, 
Boston, area plans were delaved due to an addi- 
tional taking made in this area, and the work of 
drawing the plans has been going forward since 
the taking. Borings have been made in all 
three sites, and the information is in the hands 
of the engineers and architects so that the en- 
gineering work can be speedily worked out. 

The Board wishes to report that of the 
takings made it has settled seven (7) parcels at 
an average figure of approximately 68 per cent 
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of the assessed value. Other claims for damages 
are pending in the courts, and these cases should 
be tried and disposed of before the time arrives 
for bidding for the areas for structures. From 
the time of the leveling off and preparing the 
sites for. street-level parking, the Board has 
obtained as rental, under lease, and from other 
sources the sum of $89,447.73. 


Supplement. 


In keeping with the policy established by the 
present administration under the Honorable 
James M. Curley of eliminating the payment of 
auctioneer’s fees, we are happy to inform you 
that in addition to the auction sales held by 
the Board of Real Estate Commissioners, which 
sales were conducted by the Chairman of the 
Board, without payment of any fee for this 
work, that we have conducted sales for other 
departments who called upon us for our assist- 
ance in the sale of property under their juris- 
diction. We were glad to be able to perform 
the service as auctioneer, without charge to the 
department. 

We wish to add that the relations with these 
departments have been cordial at all times, and 
that it is our intention to continue to render 
this service to them in the future, which will be 
of great financial savings to the city. 


REGISTRY DEPARTMENT — It is our pleasure 
to report that the functions of the Registry 
Department are now on a current basis. 

This means that all records received, namely 
births, deaths, and marriages are processed and 
recorded within a week of receipt in this office 
It also means that some 105,000 mail requests 
received during the year are given immediate 
attention, and that replies on requests for the 
aforementioned records are made within a da 
or two of their receipt in this office. : 
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The submission of a favorable report such 
as this was made possible only through Mayor 
Curley’s help and understanding of the needs 
of a department such as the Registry and of 
your wholehearted cooperation to the end that 
we are in a position to report that the records 
of this department are in as fine a condition as 
they have been in any time in its entire exist- 
ence (this according to employees who have 
been engaged in this department for close to 
half a century). 

Because of the statistical nature of the de- 
partment it is necessary when discussing it to 
speak of the numbers and kinds of records 
processed. 

During the past year we have honored re- 
quests for some 75,000 birth certificates, 15,000 
death certificates, and 15,000 marriage cer- 
tificates. In addition, we have corrected or 
amended some 1,200 records of births, mar- 
riages, and deaths and have typed some quarter 
million forms which are necessary in order to 
satisfy the requirements of statute. 

There is now being processed indexes of 
births for the years 1946 and 1947 and also the 
the compiling of a five-year consolidated index 
of births, deaths, and marriages for the years 
1941 to 1945, and we anticipate their comple- 
tion at a very early date. 

Aside from the processing of records and issu- 
ance of certified copies thereof, which is the 
primary function of this office, we would point 
out to your Honor that during the year we 
have been summonsed on many court cases in- 
volving industrial cases, inheritances, insurance, 
etc., and that in at least one instance a record 
of this department was the major evidence and 
resulted in the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
receiving a share of approximately $500,000 in 
litigation involving the will of a New York 
resident. 
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While during this year there is a lessening in 
some small measure of the number of births, 
deaths, and marriages, it does not in any way 
affect the amount of work to be done within the 
department for the reason that the ever in- 
creasing public consciousness of the use of the 
records together with the demands made by the 
various agencies for a birth or marriage certifi- 
cate as prerequisite to employment, dependency 
under the G. I. bill, eligibility for social security 
and old age pension, and the transfer of certain 
employees from the City Retirement system to 
the State Retirement system, for the cashing of 
War Bonds, or for State Aid, Soldiers’ Relief, 
family allotments, widows’ aid, requests from 
the Parole Boards, Public Welfare, the Law 
Department, for the various bureaus engaged 
in the work of finding homes for children which 
are given for adoption such as the Catholic 
Charitable Bureau, Avon Home, Florence Crit- 
tenton Home, St. Mary’s Children’s Home, the 
Institutions Department, various probation 
officers and the Social Service at the City Hospi- 
tal make for a.constantly and ever increasing 
amount of activity. 

In addition to the aforementioned, there 
are many, many cases involving individuals 
who seek aid and assistance in the department, 
and wherein every service is rendered to aid in 
establishing the true .identity of the individual 
concerned, thereby establishing his citizenship, 
and on many occasions by locating of relatives 
or friends of those who are citizens of this coun- 
try but who are unable to establish the fact 
without the cooperation of this department. 

Because people in Greater Boston, which 
comprise 54 per cent of the total population 
of the State, take advantage of our hospitals 
and institutions, it imposes on this department 
the task of compiling approximately 27 per 
cent of all records of births, deaths, and mar- 
riages which occur in the Commonwealth. 
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The scope of the activity and the base of 
the operations of the Registry Department 
are constantly expanding. It is becoming the 
custom in social service work to now require 
a certificate of marriage as a prerequisite to 
the entrance of an expectant mother into most 
of the hospitals. | 

The various insurance companies and pension 
systems are now requiring certificates of birth 
at the time of the issuance of the policy or the 
entrance into the pension system rather than 
at the time claim is made for benefits in these 
cases. 

Inasmuch as our aims and objectives in 1946, 
namely, that of bringing all the records up to 
date, has been accomplished in this three-year 
period, we propose during the year 1949 to 
make extensive studies and make recommenda- 
tions to the Mayor with a view of improving 
the physical setup and also a change in the 
techniques now employed and in the mainte- 
nance of documents in our custody. 

It is becoming more and more apparent that 
we will be unable to continue to collect, process, 
bind, and store the great quantity of docu- 
ments coming into our custody. It will be- 
come necessary to meet this condition by: 


1. Providing larger, more adequate and 
suitable storage facilities; or 

2. Adopt a method whereby microfilming 
of documents can be made with the resultant 
saving of space. 


We have existing, because of the lack of 
adequate space within the office itself, a con- 
dition whereby individuals are obliged to discuss 
personal, intimate problems in the presence 
of others. Suitable facilities should be pro- 
vided which would permit of the private 
reception and discussion of these cases. It 
is our opinion that this is a necessary and 
humane measure. 
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A greater number of people are in direct 
personal contact with the Registry Depart- 
ment than any in the city. For this reason 
we are conscious of the reception and treat- 
ment accorded those seeking our assistance. 
It is and shall be our constant endeavor to 
render prompt, efficient, and courteous atten- 
tion to those requiring this public service. 

It is proposed, with the Mayor’s continued 
help and cooperation, to maintain the standards 
now established for the Registry Department 
and initiate measures which will result in the 
successful conclusion of the aforementioned 


objectives. 


DEPARTMENT OF SCHOOL BUILDINGS — We 


submit for consideration a report of the activ- 
ities of the Department of School Buildings 
during the year 1948 and a brief summary of 
work which we intend to do in the year 1949. 


1948. 

That no school sessions were interrupted or 
school classes dismissed in any of the two hun- 
dred and fifty (250) occupied buildings of the 
school system due to failure of operation of the 
plants during the school year 1948 is a notable 
achievement. 

The enormous task of maintaining, altering, 
and repairing these 250 buildings, the replace- 
ment of which would be approximately one 
hundred and eighty-five millions of dollars, at a 
relatively small cost to the citizens of Boston, 
requires the coordinated talents of a highly 
efficient personnel of architects, engineers, and 
inspectors, among whom are many specialists, 
men outstanding in their technical professions. 

The school buildings vary in age from 12 to 
104 years, and at least 92 of them were con- 
structed prior to the year 1900. Many of the 
buildings are composite in their construction 
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and classification, and five of the six recognized 
types of construction are represented. The 
types are as follows: 


Type I Fireproof construction 

Type II Semifireproof construction 

Type III Heavy timber and masonry construction 
Type IV Light wood and masonry construction 
Type VI Wood frame construction 


The fact that so many types of construction 
are involved, each having its specific legal 
requirements, complicates the work of main- 
tenance, as does the varied occupancies wherein 
the laws relating to theaters, public halls, and 
miscellaneous halls become applicable due to the 
incorporation in the buildings of theater halls, 
assembly halls, gymnasiums, and cafeterias. 

At a cost of $187,000 eight schools were so 
altered as to comply with the provisions of 
chapter 143 of the General Laws as amended, 
and secondary lighting systems of self-contained 
battery units were installed in 10 schools at an 
approximate cost of $8,000. Certificates, issued 
by the Massachusetts Department of Public 
Safety, have been posted in 63 school buildings 
and in 10 of the public halls in school buildings, 
a great accomplishment. 

The Administrative Division, which includes 
the stenographic and accounting divisions, have 
maintained throughout the year a current inven- 
tory of expenditures so arranged that any 
encumbrances based on estimates can be de- 
termined at any time, and in the year issued 
approximately 10,000 service orders representing 
an expenditure of $1,680,000. All bills received 
for these orders were audited in this section, and 
as In years past this department will undoubtedly 
be the first city department to close accounts 
with the City Auditor after the close of the 
financial year. 

Involved in this expenditure of $1,680,000, 
the Contract Division, in addition to other 
duties, executed 92 advertised contracts and 
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maintained the necessary accounts for proper 
liquidation of the contract obligations. In each 
instance contracts were awarded to the lowest 
responsible bidder filing a proposal. 


Accounted for in the 10,000 service orders 
issued is the work performed by the plumbing, 
sanitation, and illuminating gas divisions. 


The modernization of the entire plumbing 
systems in the Aaron Davis, Benedict Fenwick, 
and George T. Angell Schools. 

The installation of 36 new urinals and 3 toilet 
rooms in the Patrick T. Campbell School. 

Additional washing facilities for pupils’ use 
were installed in eight school buildings, and new 
stainless steel sinks and fixtures, including dish- 
washing facilities, were installed in the cafeterias 
of four school buildings. 


Capacity of hot water supply services, making 
available water of sufficiently high temperature 
to warrant use in cafeteria kitchens, as required 
by the City of Boston Health Department, was 
increased in 10 high schools. 


In four schools new exposed illuminating gas 
piping was installed, replacing the original in- 
stallations in which gas piping was concealed, 
and which due to leaks has required large amounts 
of money to maintain in years past. A rule 
prohibiting the concealing of any illuminating 
gas piping was instituted during this year, and 
concealed piping subject to deterioration will be 
replaced as budgetary allowances will permit in 
the future. 

Electrical Division.— In addition to the emer- — 
gency lighting herein mentioned the Electrical 
Division installed public address and moving 
picture systems in nine schools, and fluorescent 
lighting in conservation of eyesight classes in 
10 schools. New clocks and program systems 
were installed in 15 schools, and all fire alarm 
signal systems were kept in uninterrupted work- 
ing order throughout the year. 
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Roofing Division.— The abnormal winter of 
1947 with its abundance of snow and ice raised 
havoe with a number of roofs of school buildings, 
and for general repairs approximately $105,000 
was expended to recondition the roofs of 32 
school buildings. 

Heating Division.— New boilers were installed 
in 14 schools. This, together with new oil- 
burning equipment, retubing of boilers, and 
general maintenance and repair of existing sys- 
tems, accounted for an expenditure of approxi- 
mately $210,000. 

Architectural and Structural Engineering 
Division.—The painting work herein mentioned, 
as well as the alteration work required by the 
provisions of chapter 143 of the General Laws as 
amended, was performed under the direction of 
the Architectural and Structural Engineering 
Division, also the work of installing new offset 
printing ‘machinery and equipment in the Rox- 
bury Memorial High School and Boston Trade 
High School, the installation of a memorial in 
English High School, the removal of parapets 
and dormer windows, the renovation of the 
Lowell School, new garage and alteration to 
Brighton High School, new stage equipment in 
Hyde Park High School, as well as many in- 
stallations in cafeterias throughout the school 
system, all work totaling approximately $306,000. 

Included in the above amount was an expendi- 
ture of approximately $32,000 for repairing fire 
damage in the Edmund P. Tileston School. — 

Instituted in the year 1948 was a series of 
group inspections so arranged that at each in- 
spection representatives of the civil engineering, 
architectural, structural engineering, plumbing 
sanitation and illuminating gas, roofing, con- 
struction, heating and electrical divisions, as a 
group, in company with the master and a repre- 
sentative of the chief custodian, made thorough 
and complete inspections of each building and 
schoolyard visited. Their findings are recorded 
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and so catalogued that routine maintenance 
work, such as painting, decorating, finishing of 
floors, replacement of electric bulbs, ete., can 
be done in accordance with a predetermined time 
schedule, part of a ten-year renovation program 
now being established by the Department of 
School Buildings. 
The group inspections also cause the recording 
of the exact physical requirements and condition 


‘of each yard and building inspected and provide 


an authentic basis for school maintenance plan- 
ning, an economic feature reflecting material 
savings in department functioning. Forty group 
inspections were made during the year 1948. 

Providing classroom environment, which re- 
ports indicate increases pupil efficiency and 
deportment, is the advance of the planned pro- 
gram instituted by this department whereby the 
scientific use of spectrum colors in their various 
combinations of shade blendings, based on build- 
ing orientation, were used for interior decoration 
of classrooms, corridors, cafeterias, and assembly 
halls. The improvements acquired by this pro- 
gram inspired the writing of a great many un- 
solicited letters of commendation by pupils, 
teachers, masters, and principals. 

Major painting and decorating work was per- 
formed in 23 school buildings at an approximate 
cost of $100,000, and the accomplishments have 
been noteworthy. 

Another program of recognized merit, which 
ultimately will reflect great money savings in 
plant maintenance, is the elimination, in pro- 
gressive steps, of all brick paved, gravel and 
natural compacted earth play yard surfaces. 
Such surfaces are being replaced by asphalt- 
surfaced areas, thereby eliminating to a minimum 
the availability of missiles such as bricks, stones, 
and rocks as ammunition for the inevitable 
window-glass target. 

The yards of 16 school buildings were surfaced 
or resurfaced and new chain link fences were 
erected enclosing the yards of nine buildings. 
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1949. 


Subjection of all the buildings of the school 
system to the constant wear and tear of con- 
tinued use, and exposure to the elements, annually 
increases the cost of maintenance, and in the 
year 1949 it is contemplated to continue the 
work of altering and repairing buildings at a 
rate comparable at least with the year 1948, 
and stimulated if possible. All programs in- 
stituted during the past year will be pursued so 
that the accomplishments for 1949 will un- 
doubtedly be greater than the year previous in 
their respective lines. 


STATISTICS DEPARTMENT — During the past 
year we have made contact and provided litera- 
ture to peoples throughout our country and 
in other parts of the world. 

We have tried to make the name of Boston 
one of good will everywhere. We think that 

we have succeeded to an extent that it is 
appreciated in places where our messages have 
gone. 

However, there are certain things that should 
be called to the Mayor’s attention. First, 
there has been a decline in income in the De- 
partment of Statistics through its City Record. 
The reasons are very clear. There has been a 
falling off of advertising in our publication, 
sad to relate, because under a previous adminis- 
tration a reduction was made in the Collection 
Department for advertising of property which 
was held for nonpayment of taxes. 

Formerly these advertisements were carried 
in the City Record for three successive weeks 
under the edict which was given and which 
was not under our control. That stipulation 
was changed to one insertion. This was the 
largest source of income of our City Record 
and it was reduced, admittedly, by two thirds. 

We feel very keenly in our department that 
those who are receiving the greatest benefit 
from our municipal publication are not 
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doing their full share. The story Is simply 
this — they rely upon the municipal Record for 
advertising all bids of the city, for awards of 
all bids, and for all other municipal considera- 
tions which may interest them. They gain 
everything and are giving nothing. 

A short time ago, the department sent a 
letter to those who have business relations with 
the city asking them to insert an advertise- 
ment in the publication, which we so much 
need. The quotations of rates were given to 
them. Not one responded. We feel that this 
is pretty shabby for the city which, in its way, 
is helping them. 

The Department of Statistics of the City of 
Boston has been functioning successfully since 
1897. This record of public service, which is 
now more than half a century old, is appreciated 
throughout the nation. The department 1s 
rendering a service not to be found elsewhere. 
It represents the devotion to research and 
study of the employees. It is part of the soul 
of Boston. 


STREET LAYING-OUT DEPARTMENT — The 


Board of Street Commissioners submit here- 
with facts and figures relating to the work per- 
formed by the personnel of the Street Laying- 
Out Department during the year 1948, which 
we believe will prove most interesting and 
illuminating by reason of the fact that com- 
parisons are herein shown between the year 
1945, the year previous to the present adminis- 
tration, and the current year. 


Assessment Division. 


During the year 1948, 41 new streets were 
completed by orders of this Board, some of 
which were issued and recorded during the 
years 1946 and 1947. Betterment assessments 
were levied upon 26 of these streets in the. 
amount of $145,467, averaging about 31 per 
cent of the actual cost of construction. Be- 
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cause of unforeseen difficulties in some cases, 
higher wages, and unforeseen increases in costs 
of materials, and, coupled with the fact that 
under the law we can not assess for a greater 
amount than was estimated in an original 
order (although we can assess for a lower amount 
if the actual costs of construction are lower 
than estimated) we did not secure 50 per cent 
of the cost of construction, which practice 
was put into effect the latter part of 1946. 

However, it is interesting to note that if 
the same policy obtained during the present 
period as obtained during the year 1945, when 
the city was receiving only about 20 per cent 
of the cost of construction, the betterment 
assessments levied on the 26 streets to which 
reference is made would have amounted to 
only $92,418.40. Using this figure, and not- 
withstanding the fact that we were unsuccess- 
ful in realizing 50 per cent of the actual cost 
of construction for the reasons outlined, we, 
nevertheless, show an increase of $53,048.60 
over what would have been received had the 
same policy been followed as was in effect 
during the year 1945. 

As assessments are not ordinarily levied 
until six months after a street or sewer is com- 
pleted, the balance of 15 streets which were 
completed during 1948 and upon which assess- 
ments have not been levied will probably be 
assessed the first part of 1949, with the pos- 
sibility that one or two might yet be assessed 
before the end of the current year. 

Sewer assessments were levied for the con- 
struction of 20 sanitary sewers in the amount 
of $22,695, or approximately. 31 per cent of 
the actual cost of construction. Under the 
present law, we can only assess, at the 
maximum, $4 per linear foot of sewerage con- 
structed, regardless of the cost to the city, 
although other cities and towns, except the 
City of Boston, under a law enacted only 
recently, are allowed to charge $6 per linear foot. 
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We have recommended to the Law Depart- 
ment that a bill allowing the City of Boston to 
assess $6 per linear foot be introduced during 
the next session of the Legislature, and if this 
proposed legislation is successful of enactment, 
and costs of sewer construction remain the same, 
we can realize 462 per cent of the cost of con- 
struction, thereby showing an increase of ap- 
proximately 15 per cent over assessments levied 
during the present year and the year 1945. 

As we are aware, this department is not 
credited with income received from assessments 
levied on street, sewer, and sidewalk construction 
although the actual work is performed by the 
employees, from the figuring of the assessments 
on each parcel of property concerned to the 
issuance of the bills covering the same. The 
Collector’s office has the task of accepting the 
money and stamping the bills “‘paid,” for which 
his office receives credit. 

Another example of work being performed 
for which this department receives no credit 
from an income standpoint is the handling of 
Municipal Lien Certificates upon which the 
Collector’s office receives a fee of $2.50 each. 
These certificates, numbering in the vicinity 
of 2,300 for the current year, will show a credit 
to the Collector’s office of $5,750, although the 
actual work is performed by employees of this 
division. These certificates require the en- 
dorsement of any record relative to betterment 
assessments upon street, sewer, or sidewalk 
construction, showing the year and amount, 
so that the City Collector in issuing the certifi- 
cate from his tax payment records may indicate 
therein the. fact or failure of payments against 
any such betterments which may exist. | 


Engineering Division. 


Especial note should be taken of the amount 
of work accomplished by this division with a 
minimum number of competent engineers, drafts- 
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men, rodmen, blueprinters, and conveyancers, 
whose services cost the city substantially less 
than would have been the cost if such employees 
received salaries commensurate with that which 
is demanded in private industry. As a matter 
of fact, we have been most fortunate in securing 
the services of temporary employees in the 
capacity of rodmen and draftsmen to augment 
our present permanent staff at a cost which 
is negligible when comparisons are made to 
salaries being received at the present time by 
those employed in similar capacities in private 
industry. 

The work performed by this division during 
the year 1948 includes the making of surveys 
and the preparing of plans, showing all necessary 
details for the laying out and acceptance of 30 
private ways as public highways, covering ap- 
proximately 3 miles. The majority of these 
streets are located in residential areas and we 
beg to submit herewith a list of said streets 
and their respective districts:

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In addition to the extension of Somerset 
street, listed above, which was made for the 
purpose of relieving traffic congestion, plans 
were also prepared for the widening of the 
following streets for the further relief of traffic 
in their respective districts: 


Devonshire street, at Winthrop square, Boston 
Proper district. 

Chapman street, at Rutherford avenue, 
Charlestown district. 


Gallivan Boulevard, at Washington street, 
Dorchester district. 


Winborough, Tileston, and Rosemont. streets, 
Hyde Park district. 


Dorchester avenue, South Boston district. 
Belgrade avenue, West Roxbury district. 


Surveys and plans were prepared for the 
taking of land for the purpose of constructing 
sewerage works in the following district: 


Brighton, Dorchester, Hyde Park, and West 
Roxbury, covering a distance of approximately 
one and one-quarter miles. 

The Boston Edison Company, New England 
Telephone & Telegraph Company, and the Bos- 
ton Consolidated Gas Company submitted plans 
to this division for approval of underground 
locations covering approximately seven miles. 
Four thousand five hundred blueprints and 
23,323 photo copies of original documents were 
completed during the current year in addition 
to 5,080 additional prints for several other city 
departments. If this particular work was per- 
formed by a commercial organization, it would 
have cost the city in the vicinity of $10,000. 

It might not be amiss to review, briefly, the 
work performed by this division for other city 
departments, as the public has no’ conception 
of what type of work is being done unless a 
detailed explanation is submitted. | 
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For the Park Department.

Mark a measured mile, spotting each one 
sixth of a mile, on safety island in Columbus 
avenue for the purpose of checking taxicab 
meters. 

As this division receives little or no credit 
from an income-producing viewpoint (although 
assessments on streets and sewers cannot be 
levied until the preliminary work is completed 
by this division), it is pleasing to note that the 
city will receive from the Metropolitan Transit 
Authority within the next few days a check 
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in the amount of $20,000 for the discontinuance 
of one half the width of Zeigler street, Roxbury 
district, the plans for which were prepared 
and completed in this division. The depart- 
ment, however, will not be credited with this 
amount although all the preliminary work per- 
taining thereto was accomplished by the En- 
gineering Division. During 1948, and at the 
suggestion of this division, legislation was en- 
acted whereby owners of property in private 
Ways may have their streets or sidewalks re- 
paired under the supervision of this depart- 
ment by paying in advance the total cost of 
the same. This legislation eliminates unfair 
charges by hungry contractors, eliminates dam- 
age awards, and protects the public by securing 
the best work at the least cost. 


Permit Division. 


As the accounts for this division have not 
been closed for the year 1948, and consider- 
able revenue is anticipated before the end of 
this year, especially from the renewal of park- 
ing space licenses which expire on December 
31, it will be necessary to make an estimate of 
the actual income for the current year which 
will show a substantial increase not only over 
the year 1945, but over last year, 1947, as well. 

This division receives revenue from the fol- 
lowing sources: 


Blueprints 

Garages 

Inflammables 

Parking spaces 

Service fees 

Signs and other projections 


During the year 1948, it is estimated that this 
division will receive a total revenue of $1 17,500, 
as against an actual income for the year 1947 of 
$93,404.85, or an increase of $24,095.15 over the 
year 1947, and $52,584.97 over the year 1945. 
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Actually, $10,000 of the revenue received this 
year by this division should have been applied 
to the 1947 revenue because of the fact that 
total income from parking space licenses which 
ordinarily are collectible in December of a given 
year were not totally collected until January of 
the current year. However, we are endeavor- 
ing to remedy this situation and are making a 
special effort this year to collect all parking 
space license fees before the end of December of 
this year, thereby enabling us to show a more 
accurate picture in the future. Nevertheless, 
regardless of this fact, and using the true figure 
of $107,500 for the year 1948, and applying 
$10,000 received this year to the year 1947, we 
still show an increase over revenue received by 
this division in the year 1945 of $42,584.97, or 
approximately a 40 per cent increase over in- 
come received by this division in the year 1945. 


Parking Spaces. 


During the year 1948, 155 parking spaces 
were licensed by this Board in the intown area 
covering an area of 1,508,949 square feet with a 
car capacity of 10,621 cars. In the out-of-town 
areas, 91 parking spaces were licensed covering 
an area of 1,330,694 square feet additional with 
a car capacity of 8,712 cars additional or a total 
in the entire city of 246 parking spaces licensed 
covering a total area of 2,839,643 square feet 
with a total car capacity of 19,333 cars. These 
figures do not include off-street parking which 
is under the jurisdiction of the Real Estate 
Commission. From the licensing of these park- 
ing spaces, the Permit Division will realize this 
year approximately $40,000, $10,000 of which is 
applicable to the year 1947. Therefore, the ap- 
proximate annual income from this source is in 
the vicinity of $30,000, and with no intention of 
raising the present fees during the coming year, 
we believe the same income can be expected 
during the year 1949. 
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For the protection of the public, legislation 
has again been proposed to give authority to the 
Board to regulate fees charged the public by 
operators of open-air parking spaces throughout 
the city. There have been several complaints 
received in this office during the current year in 
connection with people being overcharged and 
until such time as the Board is given the author- 
ity requested, such abuses will continue and 
there is little we can do in the matter except to 
revoke licenses, thereby diminishing one of our 
main sources of revenue. 


Signs and Other Encroachments. 


For the 12 districts comprising the entire 
city, there are 13,170 encroachments covering 
small business and individual locations, and 
3,000 encroachments credited to chain stores 
and corporations, or a total of 16,170 encroach- 
ments supervised in the field by the Investigating 
Section of this division. 


The anticipated income from encroachments 
during the year 1948 will amount to approxi- 
mately $65,000, which figure is included in the 
total revenue anticipated by the Permit Division. 
This represents a 95 per cent collection of all fees 
due for sign encroachments. Of the remaining 
5 per cent uncollected, it represents for the 
most part, signs left on buildings after a business 
moved out, the owners neglecting to remove 
them. ‘There are, however, a few outstanding 
delinquents who have been notified by investi- 
gators and constables with five-day removal 
notices and as yet, have not settled their accounts. 
While it has been the policy of previous boards 
not to press these matters to ultimate prosecu- 
tion in court, it has been agreed, after discussing 
the matter with the chief investigator, to 

prosecute these cases beginning in January, 1949. 

In view of the fact of the large geographical 

area that must be covered by the men in the 
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field in the course of a year and the hundreds 
of new petitions that must be screened and 
investigated, and taking into consideration the 
hundreds of formerly existent signs that have 
been removed in the past 12-month period, all 
the information must be compiled into our card 
index system, which is a heavy clerical and 
typing assignment. 

We believe this section of the Permit Division 
has performed with efficiency and has, by its 
efforts, increased the revenue of the division over 
and above that which might be expected because 
of the increase in the rates of plain signs from 
$2 per annum to $3 per annum. As no increase 
in fees for encroachments is anticipated during 
the year 1949, we believe the revenue from this 
division will remain the same, thereby assuring 
us of an income of at least $65,000. 


Garages and Inflammables. 


During the current year, licenses were issued 
for 219 private garages, ranging from 1 car to 
5 cars, 2 public garages, 29 business garages, 
22 repair shop garages, and 14 lubritorium 
garages, upon which the city will receive revenue 
in the amount of $3,600. These figures have 
not varied much during the.past 3 years and 
there is no reason to believe that they will 
change in the very near future in so far as the 
number of garage licenses is concerned. 

In view of the small income derived from this 
work, we believe the following increases in fees 
should be put into effect for the reason that the 
same amount of work is required in licensing 
private garages, upon which we receive a fee of 
only $1 up to two cars and an additional $1 
for each car over two, whereas, on licensing a 
business or public garage we receive a fee of 
$100. We do not believe that anyone would 
suffer a hardship if the following fees were put 
into effect next year, thereby increasing the 
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revenue of this section of the Permit Division 
in order to give the city a fair compensation for 
the work entailed:

It is interesting to note that through the 
licensing of two public garages and 29 business 
garages, the city will receive revenue in the 
amount of $3,100 ($100 for each license), as 
against $500 for the issuance of 188 licenses for 
private garages, repair shops, and lubritoriums. 
There is just as much work attached to the 
issuance of licenses for private garages as there 
is to public and business garages and the revenue 
received by the city for this work is practically 
nil. We believe it only fair that the proposed 
increase in fees as outlined should be acted upon 
by the City Council at the earliest possible date 
and we would appreciate receiving the Mayor’s 
approval in the matter. 

With reference to inflammables, during the 
current year licenses were issued for the storage 
of gasoline in the amount of 297,825 gallons and 
other miscellaneous inflammables in the amount 
of 12,226,636 gallons, with the city deriving an 
income therefrom in the amount of $8,000. 
After an original permit for inflammables is 
issued by this division and a fee paid, the Fire 
Department collects one half of the initial fee 
each year thereafter. Therefore, the Fire De- 
partment derives an additional income yearly 
from the operations of this division, and from 
the figures presented herein, the Fire Depart- 
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ment is guaranteed an income of $4,000 annually 
from 1949 until such time as a license is revoked. 

We do not anticipate any large increases in 
the storage of inflammables during the coming 
year and believe that a fair estimate of income 
from this source will be in the vicinity of eight 
or nine thousand dollars for the year 1949. 


Service Fees. 


In accordance with an ordinance passed last 
year, we have been allowed to collect so-called 
service fees for the making of plans and notifying 
abutters in connection with petitions filed for 
garage and inflammable permits and from this 
source we will receive a revenue of $900 for the 
current year, the first year this procedure has 
been in operation. This is income never received 
previously by the city and it is estimated that 
a similar amount will be derived during 1949. 


Sidewalk License Division. 


The main sources of revenue of this division 
are derived from licenses issued to sidewalk 
vendors of foods and commodities which show 
an estimated revenue for the current year of 


$27,500, as against $26,150 received for the year — 


1947, and $20,010 for the year 1945, or an in- 
crease in revenue for this division over 1947 of 
$1,350, and an increase of $7,490 over the year 
1945, or approximately a 27 per cent increase 
over 1945. 

From January, 1948, to the present time, 438 
licenses were issued by this division and are 
classified as follows:

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During the year 1949, it is estimated that an 
additional $1,500 in revenue will be realized 
through the rearranging of a section of Black- 
stone and North streets in the market district 
and this additional revenue should be of a 
permanent nature. 

There is another source of revenue to which 
we are entitled but upon which we receive little 
or no cooperation from the Police Department. 

At the present time, and for some time previ- 
ously, there are approximately 50 newsstands 
in operation throughout the city at fixed locations 
without a license from this Board. We have 
rounded up this group several times in the past 
three years, informing them of the existing laws 
relative to the use of a public sidewalk for the 
sale or display of merchandise, submitting appli- 
cations to them to be filled out and returned to 
this office but lo, and behold, when applications 
were returned properly filled out and they were 
forwarded to the Police Department for approval, 
they were ‘‘disapproved”’ because of interference 
with pedestrian traffic or because the applicant 
had a minor court record or some other lame 
excuse, thereby giving this Board no opportunity 
to act in the matter. 

Under chapter 584 of the Acts of 1907 and 
amendments thereto, this Board is obliged to 
concur with the Police Department in the 
granting of sidewalk licenses and when the 
Police Department ‘disapproves’ an appli- 
cation, this Board is powerless to act, and in 
view of the fact that we have no power to 
prosecute coupled with the fact that the Police 
Department allows these individuals to operate 
even though they ‘‘disapprove’’ their appli- 
cations, the city suffers the loss of some $2,500 
each year in needed revenue which could be 
realized if we received the cooperation to which 
another city department should be entitled. 

Nothing can be done in the matter until 
such time as the Police Department shows a 
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willingness to cooperate or until such time as 
the law is amended giving full authority to 
the Board of Street Commissioners to prosecute 
if the same is necessary. 


Rentals. 


It is anticipated that the total rentals to be 
received this year from properties controlled 
by this department will amount to approxi- 
mately $16,000, as against $14,000 for the 
year 1947 or an increase of $2,000 over the 
previous year. During the year 1947, we 
received $5,000 from the sale of city land on 
Commercial street which figure is not included 
in the 1947 income. In 1945, with the same 
properties we now control, the income from 
rentals was $7,087.93; our figure this year 
shows an increase of $9,000 over 1945 or a 
128 per cent increase. 

We have endeavored to manage these prop- 
erties on a businesslike basis since taking over 
our duties, and since 1945 there has not only 
been a substantial increase in income derived 
from the same but said properties have been 
kept in excellent condition in order that when 
the time arrives for the city to dispose of the 


same, an appreciable and satisfactory price 


ean be secured with little or no effort. 


Summary. 


In last year’s report a schedule of comparisons 
was submitted. which we believe met with the 
Mayor’s approval and we are taking the liberty 
of again submitting herewith a similar schedule 
showing the comparative figures for the years 
1945-1947 and the current year 1948, which will 
give an opportunity to ascertain quickly just 
what was accomplished from a revenue-pro-— 
ducing standpoint during the year prior to 
his taking office, 1945, last year, 1947, and 
the present year, 1948.

It will be noted from the above figures that 
this department has increased its annual income 
64 per cent since 1945 with a negligible increase 
in fees charged at that time and should prove to 
those who would think otherwise that the period 
from 1946 up to the present time was. certainly 
not a period of innocuous desuetude, if you will, 
but a period of activity in which the greater part 
of the employees of this department worked 
diligently, earnestly, and conscientiously by not 
only serving the public in a courteous and com- 
mendable manner but by assisting the city in 
securing part of the funds necessary for the 
ordinary functions of its business. 

We have made a few recommendations in this 
report which we trust will receive the Mayor’s 
favorable consideration during the coming year 
and rather than make further suggestions at the 
present time or until action is taken on the 
suggestions already made, we believe it advis- 
able to defer any further recommendations until 
that time. 

We trust that this report proves interesting 
and illuminating to both him and the public and 
we assure him that we will continue to devote 
our time and sincere efforts to the accomplish- 
ment of his aims for the efficient management 
of city affairs, and at all times we will welcome 
any suggestions that he or the public generally 
might desire to make for the betterment of 
present and past performances by the personnel 
of this department. 
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SUPPLY DEPARTMENT — The peak prices at- 
tained during the postwar boom have continued 
through 1948 with slight increases in practically 
all materials except foods and substantial in- 
creases in metals, metal products, drugs, build- 
ing materials, and other items where the demand 
was greater than available supplies. 


Canned goods, groceries, fresh meats, fruits, 
and vegetables show an over-all decrease which 
should continue well into 1949. These increases 
have resulted in higher municipal operating 
costs than in 1947. | 

Prices on most items have now leveled off 
and should continue to be firm or slightly lower 
during the coming year. Long range municipal 
buying practices, with few exceptions, can once 
more be effected with assurance of highly com- 
petitive bidding resulting in lower prices. In- 
creases and decreases in 1949 should equalize 
so that 1949 expenditures will not go above 
those of 1948 if unnecessary supplies and equip- 
ment are omitted from the budget. 


The following examples will illustrate the 
trends in general classes of material during 1948: 

Hospital Supplies— Drugs, approximate in- 
crease of 20 per cent; the greatest increase was 
130 per cent on Lextron ferrous capsules; 
surgical supplies, approximate increase of 6 per 
cent; surgical instruments, no change. 


_Fuel.— Heavy oil, 8 per cent decrease; medium 
oil, 2 per cent decrease; light oil, 3 per cent 
Increase. Soft coal, 12 per cent increase; hard 
coal, 28 per cent increase. In 1947 this depart- 
ment entered into a contract for hard coal at 
an extremely low price, $2.15 per ton less than 
in 1946. Consequently, the 1948 price shows a 
28 per cent increase which should be considered 
as an Increase over a two-year period. 

_ Building Supplies.— General supplies have 
Increased approximately 10 per cent. Higher 
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grades of lumber remained the same while 
lower grades show a decrease of from 10 to 25 
“per cent. 


Maintenance Materials— Road building ma- 
terials have increased approximately 25 per 
cent. Prices on public utility supplies have 
risen as high as 40 per cent. 


Groceries and Canned Goods.—This item shows 
a 20 per cent decrease which is also due to 
increased farm output combined with opportune 
buying. 

Milk and Cream.— Increased 10 per cent but 
all indications are that these prices will be lower 
early in 1949. 


Automotive Supplies.— Skid chains and battery 
prices, with a 12 per cent increase, reflect the 
increased prices of steel and lead. Gasoline 
has increased 8 per cent. Passenger cars, trucks, 
and maintenance supplies have increased ap- 
proximately 12 per cent with the rise in steel 
prices. 

Approximate total purchases made by this 
department up to December 15 were $6,700,000. 
Greatest expenditures were for food, $1,700,000; 
fuel, $130,000; Departmental Equipment Loan, 
$400,000, and miscellaneous materials, $250,000. 

Contracts for approximately $191,754.86 
for motor vehicles, including $95,194.86 for 
fire-fighting equipment, have been executed 
by this department during 1948. During the 
present administration, the city has attained 
the enviable position of having acquired enough 
- modern fire-fighting equipment to make Boston 
Fire Department equal to most cities in the 
world. 

The replacement of obsolete fire-fighting 
equipment and inadequate motor vehicles 
should be continued in order to assure full 
protection to the City of Boston and to hold 
maintenance costs at a minimum. 
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It is recommended that serious consideration 
be given to a Central Purchasing System to 
include the Police, Printing, School, Transit, 
and all other departments. In conjunction with 
a Central Purchasing Department, it is further 
recommended that two or more central store- 
houses be established in order that the City 
of Boston may make purchases in greater quan- 
tities direct from manufacturers at the most 
advantageous time. Thousands of dollars can 
be saved by volume buying which is a common 
practice in large municipalities and industry. 
Purchases made in this manner during 1947 
showed a saving up to 30 per cent. The pres- 
ent system of deliveries in relatively small 
quantities tends to keep prices at a high level. 

A complete testing laboratory is also recom- 
mended in which all materials and supplies 
could be tested and analyzed. Continuous test- 
ing and analyses of all materials and supplies 
is a sure way in which the city can obtain full 
value for every dollar spent. 

This department, by improved purchasing 
methods, has succeeded in keeping costs at a 
minimum and can further decrease costs by 
installing the above system. Introduction of 
this system would be the final step necessary to 
establish a modern purchasing department 
capable of serving the City of Boston to the 
best advantage and would be the means of 
saving over one half a million dollars annually 
at present-day prices. 


TRAFFIC DEPARTMENT — During the past three 
inaugurals Mayor Curley has stressed the fact 
that the two greatest problems facing the city 
are housing .and traffic. The solution of the 
trafic problem has not been completed for the 
reason that it cannot be done without the expend- 
iture of huge amounts of money, which in turn 
will mean increased taxation. However, during 
the past year the Traffic Department has accom- 
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plished much in the way of alleviating the city’s 
over-all traffic problem. It should be noted for 
purposes of this report that the so-called inner 
cordon of Boston roughly bound on the south 
by Kneeland and Stuart streets, on the east by 
Fort Point Channel, Boston Harbor, north by 
Charles River, and west by Charles street is an 
area of one square mile. Into this area each 
day, according to our traffic counts, comes 
better than 150,000 passenger cars and 33,000 
trucks. 

The problem of moving such a large mass of 
automobiles and trucks in and out of a com- 
paratively small area is one that would tax the 
imagination of an expert. The traffic through 
the Sumner Tunnel during the past year has 
been the heaviest since it was built. 

In brief and without oversimplification, in a 
lesser degree perhaps, this same problem can be 
multiplied, regarding public safety and con- 
venience throughout the other 438 square miles 
of our city. The basis of all our law, all our 
deliberations, is public safety and convenience 
and up to the present this must be achieved 
through making better use of existing facilities 
all the while the construction of new facilities is 
so desperately needed. 

Our functional coping with this problem de- 
velops from three sources: 


1. Our own engineering initiative. 

2. Education and survey service. 

3. Coordination of allied activities within 
‘the city departments. ; 


The ‘Fraffic Department, during the last year, 
has undergone a thorough revision. It is be- 
lieved that under the new program a more 
efficient department will result. The following 
are some of the accomplishments that have been 
achieved by this department during the past 
year by and within the following departmental 
setups, namely: 
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1. Traffic Division. 


As previously mentioned in this report, the 
Boston Traffic Commission is a deliberative 
body concerned with public safety and con- 
venience. During 1948 the Boston Traffic Com- 
mission created the following isolated “Stop” 
streets: |

The tremendous amount of survey work in- 
volved in the creation of each of these streets 
may be the better realized that, for the most 
part, the above ‘‘Stop” streets were put into 
effect to supplement the work of newly installed 
signal lights. Other ‘‘Stop” streets were cre- 
ated where clear view entrance into an intersec- 
tion is blocked by some obstruction at any 
corner of the intersection. ‘‘Stop”’ signs when 
observed have a high degree of efficiency in pre- 
venting serious collisions.

In this same category it may be mentioned 
that the Boston Traffic Commission after many 
studies and long research created 38 one-way 
streets. 


National authorities in the matter have often 
cited the City of Boston for our use of one-way 
streets to simplify traffic conflicts at complex 
intersections, thereby reducing accidents and 
delays. 

They point particularly to the one-way system | 
installed by the Boston Traffic Commission on 
the Charlestown Bridge and Warren Avenue 
Bridge. Congestion here was relieved so much 
that a contemplated traffic circle at a cost of 
approximately $250,000 was deemed not neces- 
sary. 

Each of the 38 one-way streets made by the 
Boston Traffic Commission in 1948 had specific 
warrants that will accomplish safety and con- 
venience to motorists. 

Thus it can be seen that each year amendments 
are made to previously existing rules, new rules 
are written, and old rules are stricken out. Such 
a legislative mass requires a booklet that is 
assuming considerable proportions. 

Not since 1941 has such a booklet been pub- 
lished by the Boston Traffic Commission, but the 
effort of the department during 1948 on the 
compilation of Rules and Regulations will ‘cul- 
minate shortly in the edition of a new volume. 
Proofs of this volume seem to indicate, based on 
the appraisal of experts in the employ of the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts, that the new 
edition will be one of the finest ever published 
by any city or town in the Commonwealth. 

‘The functional purpose of traffic signs is to 
guide, to warn, or to regulate. During 1948 the 
Boston Traffic Commission erected 1,372 per- 
manent traffic signs as a basis for law enforce- 
ment, aS a preventive to hazardous operation of 
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vehicles, and as a convenience for the direction 
of travelers. A summary of these various type 
sign installations follows:

All traffic signs are in the process of being in 
conformity with code specifications established 
by the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. Ap- 
proximately 12,000 such permanent signs are 
now maintained in public streets. In addition 
to these, 3,500 portable type signs are main- 
tained at the Boston Traffic Commission shop. 
Chief among the emergency conditions warrant- 
ing the placing out of these signs are: 


Parades 

Street Closings 
Sport Events 
Coasting 
Sickness 


The exercise of engineering ingenuity results in 
varied activities requiring a motor vehicle fleet 
comprising trucks and passenger cars for the 
accomplishment of these activities. There are 
17 vehicles in the Boston Traffic Commission 
fleet, numbering nine trucks, four jeeps, three 
passenger cars, and one trailer-compressor. With 
the exception of a 1934 Buick sedan and two 
1940 Ford trucks, the oldest vehicle in the fleet 
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is of 1946 manufacture. Five Ford trucks were 
brought during 1948 and four Willys jeeps to 
make the fleet an efficient and economical unit. 

The traffic shop is located in Roxbury, on 
Atkinson street, in a building that has been 
condemned by fire and health authorities of the 
city. The offices are maintained in the Traffic 
Tunnel Administration Building under the super- 
vision of the Public Works Department and 
the Parking Meter Division is located at 174 
North street in the City of Boston Printing 
Plant. ‘This division and separate housing of the 
various departments is very undesirable and 
weakens the efficiency of the organization. There- 
fore, during 1948 the engineering staff of the 
Boston Traffic Commission presented to archi- 
tects and consultants their design of a plant that 
would house all units of the department to be 
located on the site of the present antiquated 
shop. Expectations are that the unsatisfactory 
conditions resultant from the patched-up housing 
of the organization will be eliminated by entrance 
into the modern and scientifically equipped plant 
in the latter part of 1949. 

Finally, the display of engineering initiative 
as evidenced in the foregoing account demands 
extensive field survey, investigation and re- 
search. To ascertain the engineering facts 
required to make competent judgment regard- 
ing the use of the previously mentioned devices 
the investigating force of the Boston Traffic 
Commission during the year 1948 engaged ing 
and compiled the following:

Early in the spring of 1947, 19 recommenda- 
tions for the immediate relief of traffic in the 
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city were developed by the Boston Traffic Com- 
mission and were proposed to the Mayor. 
During the year 8 of these were completed. 
It is in this instance that the coordination of 
allied activities within the city departments 
by the Boston Traffic Commission is best 
exemplified. Completions for the immediate 
improvement of traffic conditions in the city 
made in 1948 follow: 


Dorchester Avenue, Macallen Street, and West 
Broadway. 


The property at the corner of Dorchester 
avenue and Macallen street was taken by the 
city, the corner widened, and confusion and 
congestion greatly relieved. The roadway has 
been widened by the demolition of a sub- 
standard building located at the corner, and 
the curb cut back for the entire width of the 
land occupied by the building. | 

Before the widening, during the peak hours 
of 4 p. m. to 6 p. m., each day approximately 
2,200 vehicles made the right turn. Only one 
lane was available for this volume. The addi- 
tional lane created carries approximately 1,100 
vehicles per hour between 4 p. m. and 6 p. m., 
and cuts in half the time previously required 
to pass through the intersection, with a con- 
tinuous right arrow signal light in operation. 
Work continues on the second part of this 
recommendation which will eventually see Dor- 
chester avenue inbound, widened from West 
Seventh street to West Broadway. 


Huntington Avenue and Longwood Avenue. 


This recommendation was made to provide 
safety for the thousands who come by streetcar, 
daily, to over 26 institutions located in the 
vicinity, including 2 of the city’s largest high 
schools, colleges, and medical institutions. 

These MTA passengers were forced to step 
directly from the streetcar into. fast moving 
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streams of traffic. The sidewalks were cut back 
and the space so gained was added to the street- 
car reservation, presenting a widened loading 
platform upon completion. 

Prohibitive costs prevented the extension of 
this work along Huntington avenue, from Opera 
place to Tremont street, at Hanlon square. 
But at several points along this run loading 
platforms have been built up to relieve the 
problem somewhat. 


Columbus Avenue, from Arlington Street to 
Northampton Street. 


The roadway of Columbus avenue has been 
widened by cutting 5 feet off of either sidewalk 
and a divisional island built in the center of the 
roadway. The completion of this project has 
created an artery from Arlington street to Rox- 
bury Crossing that has attached large volumes 
from other busy arteries because of the addi- 
tional opportunities now afforded for safe driv- 
ing under free wheel movements. 


Boylston Street, between Arlington Street and 
Clarendon Street. 


All that is lacking for fulfillment of this 
project is the actual spade work. Since this 
might start at any moment it is being accepted 
for purposes of this report as a fact accom- 
plished. Upon completion the result will be 
the elimination of another partial bottleneck, 
since that portion of Boylston street on the 
other side of Clarendon street widens out 
considerably. - 

Upon recapitulation therefore, before two years 
have elapsed 11 of these recommendations have 
been fully completed and others are in the 
process of completion for the improvement of 
the traffic situation. Not possible through the 
efforts of the Boston Traffic Commission alone, 

because completion of the projects is beyond 
its scope, but the allied activity of the Law 
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Department, the Public Works Department, 
and the Street Commissioners’ office has 
eliminated these bottlenecks. Through the 
Boston Traffic Commission in cooperation with 
state experts, it is believed that Federal funds 
will be secured for the relief of the most serious 
bottleneck, which is Sullivan square. How-- 
ever, again we are faced with legal difficulties 
which must be ironed out. The Mayor is 
also well aware of the plans that the Traffic 
Department has drawn up for the relief of the 
Blue Hill avenue, at Morton street, problem, 
the contemplated treatment of the Charles 
street area when the Boston Common garage 
is erected, and also the treatment at Hunting- 
ton and South Huntington avenues which has 
become a serious bottleneck, due to the fact 
that the State never brought Route 9 into the 
city in a proper fashion so that the trafic could 
be handled. Serious bottlenecks are expected 
to develop as a result of the high level bridge 
in Chelsea which will land in City square, and 
McClellan Highway which will land in Day 
square. However, these two projects are being 
worked out by the experts of this department 
together with State and City Planning Boards. 


At a time when the Transit Department 
was first beginning work on the extension of 
the MTA rapid transit system to East Boston, 
it was felt desirable by the engineers of the 
Boston Traffic Commission that primary plan- 
ning should reserve areas in connection with 
this project for the exploitation and develop- 
ment of fringe parking. When the first con- 
sultation with engineers of the Transit De- 
partment was held it was learned that no pro- 
vision had been made to park cars at the ends 
of this system but rather that, on the very sites 
deemed to be most practical for such parking, 
plans called for the erection of a mammoth 
shop. Engineers of the Transit Department 
were immediately convinced of the desirability

of fringe parking areas when they studied 
results of an extensive survey conducted by the 
Boston Traffic Commission revealing the success 
of the plan at another MTA rapid transit station 
located at Columbia Station, under the opera- 
tion of the Simmons Parking Company. Con- 
sequently, upon completion of the rapid transit 
extension a fringe parking area will be located 
at Orient Heights with a capacity of 800 vehicles 
and another near Day square with a capacity 
in excess of 1,500 cars. The recommendation 
was originally made to Mayor Curley in answer 
to his request for increased income devices 
to relieve the home owner of the burden of 
heavy taxation. A committee comprising 17 
of the city’s outstanding engineering, trans- 
portation, and financial leaders was brought 
together by the Mayor. He explained to this 
committee that there were 12 choice sites 
adjacent to MTA rapid transit terminals that 
might possibly. be acquired for the further 
development of this idea which could increase 
MTA revenue as much as $500,000 per year. 
Boston would profit in direct ratio to the 
amount that the MTA deficit would be de- 
creased. Since Boston pays 64 per cent of 
this deficit every dollar decreased in the deficit 
would benefit Boston up to 64 cents. 


Five consultations were held with this com- 
mittee which resulted in the development and 
opening for public use during the year 1948 
of fringe parking areas at the following locations: 


Everett Terminal, 100-car capacity 
Sullivan 8q., at Alford St., 50-car capacity 
Butler St. Station, 500-car capacity 


Search and investigation for new sites and 
recommendations for increasing the capacity 
of existing sites continue. When this pro- 
gram is completed it is conservatively esti- 
mated that 5,000 vehicles will be taken from 
our streets. Daily after two o’clock p. m., 
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Boston is confronted with an accumulation of 
approximately 20,000 vehicles. With 5,000 cars 
left outside this area, since these motorists will 
have the comfort and convenience of rapid 
transit transportation, the traffic problem will 
be reduced 25 per cent. 

The coordination of allied activities within 
the various city departments by the Boston 
Traffic Commission is further expressed in the 
building of the three types of traffic islands. An 
analysis of the work performed in the building 
of these traffic devices to afford more fluent 
and safer transportation follows: 


Channelizing. 
Edward Everett square. 
Centre and South streets. 
Oak square (Brighton). 


Center Divisional. 
Columbus avenue, from Egleston square to Jackson square. 
Gallivan Boulevard, from Neponset Circle to Granite 
avenue. : 
Old Colony avenue, from Columbia road to Mt. Vernon 
street. 
Columbus avenue, from Arlington street to Northampton 
street. 
Pedestrian Havens. 


Dorchester avenue and Gallivan Boulevard (two islands). 
Charles and Boylston streets. 

Gallivan Boulevard and Washington street. 

Hanlon square. 


During the year 1948 approximately 1,200,000 
motor vehicles were registered in the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts which represents a 
5 per cent increase over the 1947 total registra- 
tion. From all indications at the present time 
with millions of new cars rolling off the assembly 
lines registrations in 1949 will exceed any known 
volume. Already the Boston Traffic Commis- 
Sion 1s engaged in making better use of existing 
facilities to cope with this insurmountable 
problem. 
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2. Traffic Meter Division. 


In the exercise of our .own engineering 
initiative in the year 1947 the Boston Traffic 
Commission requested authorization to purchase 
5,000 parking meters. Installation of these 
meters began in April, 1948, and on June 1, 
1948, the first 3,000 meters went into operation 
officially, principally in the outlying areas with 
some on downtown streets. In the month of 
November, 1948, 400 more meters were placed 
in operation in the Kenmore Square area and 
in December, 1948, 1,600 were placed in oper- 
ation in downtown streets principally located 
east of Tremont street to the water front and 
from Hanover street to Stuart street. The 
5,000 meters installed are of the following types: 


~ Mi-Co Manual. Dual Automatic.

On all sides the reception of these meters has 
been extremely favorable. Editorial comments 
have been most generous in the praise accorded 
the installation of the meters, in the light of 
traffic improvements brought about in making 
available parking spaces to a greater number 
of motorists daily. Other improvements noted 
are the additional respect paid by parkers to 
corner restrictions, hydrant restrictions, bus 
stops and taxi stands, and the elimination of ° 
all-day parkers from the streets where the 
meters are installed. : 


With the advent of the meters 1t was necessary 
to build an entirely new division within the Boston 
Traffic Commission to be known as the Parking 
Meter Division, which has as its major respon- 
sibility the collection, counting and banking of 
all moneys deposited in the meters and the 
maintenance and repair of all meters installed 
in the streets. The offices of this division are 
located in the City of Boston Printing Plant 
Building at 174 North street. 
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3. Traffic and Light Division. 


Another expression of our engineering initia- 
tive is represented in the installation of 29 sets 
of signal lights during the year 1948 by the 
Boston Traffic Commission. This number of 
installations in a single year exceeds the cumula- 
tive total of the past 12 years and brings the 
number of traffic signals maintained by the 
Boston Traffic Commission to 201. 

High accident frequency was the primary 
consideration that led to installations in the 
following intersections: 


Jamaicaway and Perkins street. 

Dudley street and Harrison avenue. 

Adams and Ashmont streets. 

Arlington and Parsons streets. 

Commonwealth avenue and Granby street. 

Cummins Highway and Hyde Park avenue. -

North. 

Calumet street, Francis street, Huntington avenue, and 
Tremont street.

D street and West Broadway. 

Centre and La Grange streets. 

Brown avenue and Cummins Highway. 

Commonwealth avenue and Griggs street. 

Harrison avenue and Broadway.

Humboldt avenue and Seaver street. 

Clifton and East Cottage streets.

The new signal controllers are of the most 
modern design with special pedestrian push- 
button features which eliminate unnecessary 
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delays caused by exclusive pedestrian periods 
occurring regularly, regardless of demand, in 
every cycle of the lights as in many of our older 
signals. This exclusive pedestrian period can 
now occur only upon actuation of a push- 
button or in other words, only when a demand 
exists for pedestrian use. All new signal 
installations will be equipped with this feature 
and it is our hope to gradually replace our 
older signal controllers with this new type. 

Other activities engaged in by our signal 
maintenance force during 1948, with a resulting 
benefit to the Police Department, includes the 
moving from unused locations to new locations, 
two police officers’ spotlight poles. The new 
locations are given below: 


Commonwealth avenue and Gafiney street (near Braves 
Field). 
Tremont street, at Mission Church, Roxbury. 


Ninety-one spotlights are being maintained 
by this department for the illumimation and 
safety of traffic officers during late afternoon 
and evening hours. 


4. Safety and Education Division. 


The unremitting effort of the Boston Traffic 
Commission to reduce death and injury caused 
by motor vehicle accidents led naturally to 
the creation of another division to be known 
as the Safety Education Division. Within this 
division a speaker’s bureau and visual education 
program has been developed. Since October, 
1948, a speaker representing this bureau has 
been invited to address 10 different organizations, 
including high schools, service clubs, boards 
of trade, and planning boards. Motion pictures 
with sound on film were shown at each of these 
meetings illustrating the safety talk presented. 
Motion pictures better than any other medium 
can portray and present valuable information 
and data of present-day applications of scientific 
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safety progress. In this connection a still-photo 
program has been developed to capture per- 
manently traffic situations and patterns that 
could hardly be reproduced in exactitude in 
any other manner. A further responsibility 
of the Safety Education Division is to analyze 
approximately 3,000 accident reports received 
from the Boston Police Department in the 
course of the year, and to present and publicize _ 
in a dramatic way both through the press and 
over the air facts obtained, for the prevention 
of accidents. ‘This division also engages in the 
service of setting up store-window safety dis- 
plays that vividly brings to each local community 
the accident experience encountered in that 
district. : 

Final reports are not available at this time 
but it is strongly believed from present indi- 
cations that 20 lives will have been saved in the 
City of Boston during 1948, over the number 
of 72 persons killed in 1947. Encouraging as 
this remarkable reduction may seem still much 
work remains to be performed in carrying the 
message of safety to parents and adult groups 
because it has been noted that in 1948 two age 
eroupings were particularly vulnerable to acci- 
dents that kill, namely, the child less than 5 
years of age and the adult over 64 years of age. 
When viewed in the light of experience of 1934 
when 148 people were killed by motor vehicles 
in Boston, the rate of 1948 which should not 
exceed 52 persons killed becomes all the more 
remarkable. Again, experience teaches in the 
past that 80 per cent of the annual rate of auto- 
mobile killings happened to pedestrians. The 
experience of 1948 has been that only 60 per 
cent of all persons killed were pedestrians. 
During the year 1948 on several occasions The 
National Safety Council has commended Boston 
for being one of the safest cities in the United 
States with a population of 500,000 or over. 
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Education and survey service is not alone 
limited to the field of safety but hearings and 
conferences with various municipal, state, and 
civic groups and organizations, both in the 
the office and in the field. Representatives 
of the Boston Police Department, MTA, labor 
unions, trucking organizations, and other com- 
mercial establishments are met in the field and 
thorough survey is made of the peculiar and 
pertinent problem which vexes these individual 
lines of activity. Example might be offered 
in the development of trackless trolleys in the 
Dorchester and Roxbury districts. The berth- 
ing of these vehicles at the curb, in these sections 
has offered a problem. ‘To insure public safety 
and convenience of MTA patrons without pre- 
judicing the interests of abutting business con- 
cerns requires considerable study and technical 
advice. 

Newspaper reporters, City Councilors, Cham- 
ber of Commerce executives, lawyers, insurance 
investigators, planning and engineering student 
or thesis-writing groups and civic-minded citizens 
are all met at the offices of the Boston Traffic 
Commission for discussion and survey of the 
particular interest held by each of these repre- 
sentations. 

Upon the invitation of the engineering and 
educational cooperating areas of the following 
agencies, the engineers of the Boston Traffic 
Commission furnish much technical data valuable 
to these groups in making their determinations. 
Memberships therefor are held in these agencies.

In addition to the above, a thorough inspection 
and cleaning was made of the terminal connec- 
tions in the bases of all signal posts throughout 
the city and all terminal leads sprayed with 
insulating varnish to combat deterioration. 

As another expression of engineering initi- 
ative, the importance and value of a well-estab- 
lished roadway painting program can hardly be 
overemphasized. ‘The wide range of uses cannot 
be discussed in full here. Markings of cross- 
walks save many pedestrian lives. Medial 
conflicts are reduced to a minimum by the 
painting of center lines, and lane lines convert 
seeming chaos into orderly flow. Recognizing 
the benefits that would be obtained for pedes- 
trians and motorists alike, during the year 1948 
the Boston ‘Traffic Commission developed a 
roadway painting program that accomplished 
almost 150 miles of roadway painting. Only 
once before, in the history of the Boston Traffic 
Commission was this total mileage exceeded, 
during the period when unlimited WPA per- 
sonnel, materials, and equipment were available. 
For the most part, the 1948 total miles painted 
represents a tripling over average annual 
achievements. Immediately following is a unit 
summary:

For the purpose of explaining a revenue- 
producing feature of this painting program it 
might be well to describe a loading zone as 
defined in the traffic regulations. It is that 
portion of a roadway adjacent to a curb reserved 
for the exclusive use of vehicles during the 
loading or unloading of passengers or materials, 
indicated by yellow paint applied to the adjacent 
curb, marking the limits of the reserved area, as 
authorized by the Boston Traffic Commission. _ 

Each year an increase is noted in the number 
of loading zones issued and maintained by the 
Boston Traffic Commission. To facilitate and 
expedite the processing of these permits a 
renewal date was set for all permits on August 1, 
1948. Henceforth, regardless of the date of 
issuance each permit must be renewed as of the 
above date. The continual increase proves that 
mercantile establishments are convinced that no 
other device has proven as effective in making 
available a way of ingress and egress to their 
doors for delivery and shipment of materials. 

A summary of loading zone painting follows:

In addition to the above loading zone permits 
for which a fee is paid 228 permits are issued 
free of charge to charitable, hospital, and other 
nonprofit organizations. 
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Considerable revenue was derived from this 
activity. 

Due to the war years and the lack of essential 
materials a considerable amount of work of this 
department could not be done. However, we 
have able men, we have plans and we feel, that 
with the cooperation of other city departments 
we will be able to complete the necessary work 
which has been neglected for so many years. 


TRANSIT DEPARTMENT — During the current 


year the Boston Transit Department has been 
occupied with the following seven projects:

I. Rapid Transit Facilities, East Boston District. 


A statement upon the progress made during 
the year in the construction of the new rapid 
transit line requires a brief summary of the 
scope of the project: 

Beginning at a point under Chelsea street, 
near Gove street, about 400 feet from the 
present Maverick Square Station, a connection 
is made with the stub of the Maverick Square 
Tunnel. 

The tunnel then proceeds under Chelsea 
street to a point just beyond Gove street where - 
It swings easterly toward the airport, under a 
block of wooden apartments on Chelsea and 
Bremen streets, thence under the Boston & 
Albany Railroad Company’s yard, under Porter 
street and Orleans street, coming to the surface 
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on a right-of-way upon land formerly of the 
General Electric Company to Airport Station. 
The length of the tunnel and incline is about 
1,800 feet. 

Soon to be constructed are the Airport Sta- 
tion and busway within the area of the airport. 
On side platforms and an elevated busway 
loop passengers will find convenient transpor- 
tation to and from the airport terminal building 
located about 4,600 feet from the station. 

From Airport Station and still on the sur- 
face, the route runs parallel to the Boston & 
Albany Railroad and a new highway which 
will connect with the McClellan Highway. 

A second time the new transit line goes 
beneath the surface between Prescott street 
and Neptune road for 1,200 feet. This second 
tunnel is made necessary to provide a surface 
accommodation for a proposed single freight 
track and a service roadway, serving the air- 
port and adjacent industrial areas. 

Leaving the underground the transit line 
proceeds to just beyond Neptune road to the 
Day Square Station, there to be equipped for 
travel by bus and trolley between Bennington 
street and the station. 

The transit route then proceeds along marsh 
land, now being filled in, and at the foot of 
Moore street will occupy the roadbed of the 
old Boston, Revere Beach, and Lynn Railroad 
to Orient Heights. 

The Orient Heights Station at the end of the 
route is slightly east of Saratoga street where 
there are transfer facilities similar to those at 
Airport Station and Day Square Station. 

A new storage area for cars and a repair shop 
just beyond the Orient Heights Station will give 
space for storage and repairs now being carried 
on in the incline on Cambridge street, near 
Bowdoin square, and in the stub end of the tunnel 
under Chelsea street where the new transit line 
will start toward Orient Heights. 
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Progress of Work on the Rapid Transit Line. 


This project now has an experienced crew and 
is being carried forward at a good rate. It is 
estimated that 30 per cent of the project is now 
completed. Much of the most difficult part of 
the work is done. 

Therefore, the figure of 30 per cent completion 
may be accepted as a conservative estimate. 

With the exception of one construction con- 
tract, the work has been done by day labor. 

Under the provisions of the statute, the depart- 
ment has given employment to veterans whenever 
practicable. Of the entire East Boston staff 
about 90 per cent are veterans. 

At the start progress was slow due to excep- 
tional hazards and the fact that the crew had no 
practical knowledge of subway construction. 
The department was fortunate in having on its 
permanent staff a few skilled engineers of long 
experience and in securing other engineering 
services during a period of great demand for 
subway engineers. 

The crossing under Chelsea and Bremen streets 
would have presented no problem at all if the 
apartment houses were acquired and demolished, 
but this step would have evicted one hundred 


families during the acute housing shortage. 


Every effort is being made to get the project 
finished at this point with as little inconvenience 
as possible to families on Chelsea and Bremen 
streets. The department has even provided 
clothes reels for back yards where equipment 
interfered with clotheslines. 

The project from the start has been equipped 
with a competent first-aid service. Fortunately 
there have been only a few minor injuries. 

1. Plans.— Work on the construction plans 
for Airport Station and the busway have been 
continued and are 95 per cent complete. The 
construction plans for the incline between Pres- 
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cott street and Neptune road have been com- 
pleted. At the present time the design and plan 
‘work for Day Square Station is under way. 

2. Takings.— Leasehold takings have been 
made in the basements and back yards of the 
different properties between Chelsea and Bremen 
streets in order that the work on the subway that 
passes under these properties can be carried on. 
Computations and plan work for takings in state- 
owned lands are under way. 

3. Materials.— Large quantities of structural 
steel, timber, sheetings, reinforcing rods, etc., 
necessary for the construction work have been 
contracted for, delivered, and stored in our 
Bremen street yard. 

4. EHquipment.— Equipment necessary to 
carry on the work has been added, namely, 
tractor with bulldozer, three cranes, and an air 
compressor. 

5. Construction. — Work on the project has 
been continued during the year. Beginning 
at the end of the present subway structure 
in Chelsea street to just north of Gove street, 
a section of the subway 260 feet in length has 
been completed. Within a short time the neces- 
sary sewer connections to the various buildings 
will be made, Chelsea street backfilled, sur- 
faced, and opened to the public between 
Emmons street and Gove street. A contract 
was let to the Mystic Building Wrecking 
Company, and the vacant building at 77 Chelsea 
street and a building at 138 Bremen street 
were razed in order to facilitate the construc- 
tion of the subway in the rear of the buildings 
on Chelsea and Bremen streets. A contract 
was let to the V. Barletta Company for a 
section of subway 600 feet in length. This 
section includes that portion of the subway 
under and in the rear of buildings on Chelsea 
and Bremen streets. Work was started by 
the Barletta Company on September 7, 1948, 
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and is proceeding in Chelsea street and under 
and in the rear of buildings located at Nos. 65 
to 85 Chelsea street. 

The Boston & Albany Railroad Company 
was awarded a contract to support their main 
line tracks in their yard between Bremen and 
Orleans streets, at Porter street. The de- 
partment is carrying on excavation work in 
this area and has bottomed the sections between 
Bremen and Porter streets and between Porter 
and Orleans streets. The excavation under 
Porter street is now being carried forward. 
About 60 per cent of the excavation under 
the railroad property has been completed. In 
the private lands east of Orleans street and 
north of Porter street work is continuing for 
a length of over 400 feet. About 200 feet of 
the open incline structure has been completed. 

Work is under way on the underpass section 
between Prescott street and Neptune road. 
A length of 375 feet is under construction, of 
which about 185 feet of the concrete structure 
has been completed. | 

In the section between Swift and Moore 
streets, where the location crosses the marshes 
affected by tides, we have contracted for gravel 
fill and to date have placed 25,000 cubic yards 
or approximately 90 per cent of the amount 
needed. In this section the silt and peat is 
removed before placing the gravel fill. : 


II. Hast Boston Tunnel, Atlantic Station — 
Electric Stairways. 


The description of this project, which consists 
of substituting electric stairways for the present 
elevators, was given in previous reports. ‘The 
design of the structure and the drawing of 
construction plans were completed early in 
the year. The City Building Wrecking Com- 
pany was awarded a contract to demolish 
the buildings located at Nos. 284 to 290 State 
street. Work was started January 138, 1948, 
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and completed on February 19, 1948. Com- 
petitive bids were received for the general 
contract for this project and the Gahagan 
Corporation was awarded the contract and 
started work May 6, 1948. This work is now 
proceeding at a good pace and is approximately 
25 per cent completed. 


Ill. Dorchester Tunnel, Section B, Emergency 
Exit, Washington Station Lobby. 


This project described in the previous report 
has been finished and is now being used. 


IV. Dorchester Rapid Transit, Section 3, Pump 
Well. 


The Metropolitan Transit Authority was given 
the contract to install the pumps delivered by 
the Hayes Pump and Machinery Company under 
contract to this department for the ‘‘ Additional 
Facilities for Storage and Pumping at Welles 
Avenue.” The construction work on this proj- 
ect was completed last year and the installation 
of the pumps by. the Metropolitan Transit 
Authority is practically completed and should 
be all cleaned up before the first of the year. 


V. Alterations for Trackless Trolleys, Frelds 
Corner, Ashmont, and Andrew Stations, 
Dorchester Rapid Transit and Dorchester 
Tunnel. 


The plans for these projects previously de- 
scribed were completed early in the year and a 
contract was given to the Metropolitan Transit 
Authority to do the work. This work has been 
carried on during the year and is now nearing 
completion. The work at Andrew Station has 
been completed. At Ashmont Station the work 
is complete except for a few minor items. The 
work at Fields Corner Station should be com- 
pleted before the first of the year. 
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VI. New Traffic Tunnel. 


A general description of this work was given 
in reports of the previous years. ‘Two contracts 
in connection with the ventilation have been let 
to Ole Singstad and Associates and about 90 per 
cent of these contracts have been completed. 

The surveys, borings, alignment, boring plans 
and present piping plans have been completed. 
The design and pencil drawings for the open cut 
sections are about 50 per cent. complete. Work 
is being carried on for the plans of the shield 
section. The size, location, and floor loads for 
the Boston and East Boston Ventilation Build- 
ings have been determined and work on the 
plans will be carried on in the coming years. 


VII. Tremont Street Subway Alterations. 


Surveys in connection with this work are be- 
ing carried on and will be calculated and plotted 
in the coming months. 

During the year the labor force of the depart- 
ment has been engaged in the various subways 
and tunnels in making repairs and_ stopping 
leaks. The sidewalk over the rapid transit 
tracks on Adams street, Milton, which had been 
badly disintegrated was repaired by our men. - 
A contract was let to the Columbia Cornice 
Company to repair and waterproof the roof of 
the subway on Section K, Dorchester Tunnel, 
and this work is now under way. 


TREASURY DEPARTMENT — Following is a 


report of the Treasury Department covering 
our activities for the year 1948 and plans for 
the year 1949. | 

Under the provisions of an act of the Legis- 
lature filed by this office in 1948 and subse- 
quently enacted into law, a very satisfactory 
arrangement was made with the National City 
Bank of New York for the payment and

redemption of City of Boston temporary loan 
notes at that bank. During the year, over 
$40,000,000 of our notes were paid at the 
National City Bank at no expense to the city 
for the services rendered. This arrangement 
makes our notes even more attractive to the 
investing public, and bidders on the notes have 
commented very favorably on our action. As 
in the previous years of this administration, no 
difficulties have been experienced in financing 
our current and long-time obligations at very 
favorable rates of interest, which is an indica- 
tion that Boston’s high credit standing is still 
being maintained. 


A modern accounting system has_ been 
installed in the Bond Allotment Division, 
replacing a manual operation, and now pro- 
vides a much clearer record of each individual 
account and has speeded up the posting opera- 
tion considerably, placing all accounts on a 
current basis. Over eight thousand city em- 
ployees are now buying government bonds 
under this plan, and approximately a half a 
million dollars was deducted from the payrolls 
during the current year for this purpose, which 
is of great benefit to both the United States 
Government and the employee. 

Beginning January 1, 1949, in cooperation 
with the City of Boston Employees Credit 
Union, a system of payroll deductions for the 
repayment of loans will be inaugurated, and 
we feel that this will be a worth-while arrange- 
ment for both the Credit Union and the 
employee. 

Storage of canceled checks amounting to 
approximately $1,000,000 a year, in fireproof 
containers, has been one of the problems of 
this office for many years, and with the increas- 
ing number of checks being issued each year, 
extra storage space became necessary. ‘To 
overcome this condition, representatives of the 
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Recordak Corporation have been contacted and 
have demonstrated to us a process of micro- 
filming the canceled checks at a very nominal 
cost. It is our intention to begin the micro- 
filming of the checks in the year 1949 and — 
thereby eliminate the need of extra storage 
space. | 


DEPARTMENT OF VETERANS’ SERVICES — 


The work of the City of Boston Department of 
Veterans’ Services does not readily lend itself to 
extraordinary accomplishments. Its aim, under 
the guidance of Mayor Curley, is to administer 
relief and service in a humane and sympathetic 
manner having proper regard for the needs of 
the veteran and his dependents and at the same 
time keeping in mind the interest of the taxpayer 
who makes this service possible. 

In 1948 the department established an office 
in the Veterans Administration and installed an 
official whose duty is to assist veterans and their 
dependents in the prosecution of claims against 
the government. 

It is our contention that many cases of needy 
and deserving veterans and their dependents 
who are now in receipt of assistance from the 
City of Boston ought properly be the responsi- 
bility of the government. 

By helping the veteran to present his claim, 
and by following up the prosecution of the claim 
to final settlement, it is hoped that Boston will 
save a considerable sum of money during 1949. 

During 1948 the department patiently and 
carefully conducted a campaign which had for 
its objective provision for payment by the State, 
under our interpretation of existing law, of one 
half the cost of services rendered at Boston City 
Hospital to veterans and their dependents. 

As a result of our efforts, the Attorney General 
has recently rendered a decision in favor of

Boston with the result that plans are now in 
progress to set up the administrative machinery 
to establish a system of procedure to obtain 
from the State one half the cost of hospital 
service. 


During 1949, with proper cooperation of all 
facilities involved, the City of Boston should 
receive many thousands of dollars which here- 
tofore were expended in their entirety by Boston 
taxpayers. 


No statement of accomplishment would be 
complete without mention of funds made avail- 
able through the Mayor’s Field Day. Our 
portion of the fund makes possible special types 
of assistance which could not otherwise be 
granted from regular sources either because of 
policy or legal restriction.

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VETERANS’ GRAVES REGISTRATION—A sum- 
mary of the activities conducted by this de- 
partment follows: 

The war memorial at Long Island honoring 
Civil War heroes buried on Rainsford Island 
was dedicated on September 18, 1948. Future 
maintenance of this memorial will be a function 
of this department. 

The sections of Mount Hope Cemetery set 
aside by the City of Boston and designated as 
the veterans’ lots are available for burial of 
Boston veterans of World War I, World War 
II, and the Spanish War. In addition, a close 
kin of the veteran is permitted to be buried 
in the same grave. Headstones for these graves — 
are ordered from Washington, through this 
department, in cooperation with the Veterans’ 
Services. During the past year 85 headstones 
were ordered for World War II graves, 64 for 
World War I, and 12 for the Spanish War lot. 
This is a substantial increase over last year, 
due to the return from overseas of the World 
War II deceased. From a total of 467 re- 
patriated dead, 69 have been interred in the 
World War IT lot. 

At this point, we would mention the letters 
of condolence made up in this office and signed 
by the Mayor and sent to each family of the 
467 Boston repatriated. 

Plans were completed in October of this 
year to construct in the Fenway a permanent 
memorial dedicated to the World War II de- 
ceased. The 3,000 names now appearing on 
the plaque on Boston Common will be cast 
in bronze and placed on this memorial, at 
which time the temporary plaque will be 
demolished. 

The most pressing need confronting this de- . 
partment at the present time is for a revised 
system of allocating graves to the various vet- 
erans’ groups for decorating on Memorial Day. 
In many instances duplication in decorating has 
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been encountered thus causing added expense. 
A program should be adopted which will elimi- 
nate this extra burden to the city. 


WEIGHTS AND MEASURES DEPARTMENT— 
Mayor Curley’s approval of a recommendation 
in 1947 to replace part of our fleet of trucks 
resulted in the delivery during the past year of 
four one-half-ton panel trucks to this depart- 
ment. 

The department is completing a full year of 
use of our heavy capacity scale testing unit 
secured late in 1947. This truck has met our 
every need for the testing of all our large scales. 
From our records we find that one out of every 
three scales tested during the year were in need 
of adjustment or overhaul before the depart- 
ment was able to seal as correct these scales. 

The delivery of the above-mentioned equip- 
ment that resulted in trouble-free transporta- 
tion has resulted in increased work perform- 
ance. This year the department will receive 
as income for the testing and sealing of equip- 
ment approximately $22,800, the highest amount 
in the history of the department. ‘The depart- 
ment is also charged with the enforcement of 
the Hawker and Pedler Law and, as the result 
of the activities, approximately $10,000 will 
be received by the City Collector. 

During the month of October the Police 
Commissioner granted an increase in rates to 
operators of taxicabs in this city. After the 
necessary meter changes had been made it 
was again necessary for this department to 
retest and seal these devices for the second 
time this year. At the present time this work 
is almost 100 per cent complete. During the 
year, with the cooperation of the Street Laying- 
Out Department, a new taxi testing course was 
laid out on Columbus avenue. The removal of 
the start of this course from Dartmouth street 
to the vicinity of Weston street helped to cor- 
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rect traffic congestion at Columbus avenue 
and Dartmouth street that always occurred 
when this work was performed in the past. 

The daily testing and sealing of all devices 
to complete the annual inspection required by 
law, the reweighing of commodities by our 
deputies, the inspection of equipment after 
sealing, hearings held at this office when vio- 
lations are found, reinspections made to. see 
that dealers have corrected their methods of 
doing business as the result of our hearings, 
the testing of new devices upon request of 
dealers, the investigation of complaints, the 
answering of requests for information, are the 
normal daily activities of this department. 

The year 1948 draws to a close with the work 
of the department almost 100 per cent com- 
plete as required by law. 

Included in the budget estimates of this 
department for 1949 is a recommendation to 
replace our two remaining old trucks. The 


replacement of these trucks will result in a 


saving of money due to excessive repair costs 
and avoid considerable lost time. The re- 
placement of the truck used for testing liquid 
fuel devices will enable the department to com- 
plete the testing of these devices with a con- 
siderable saving of time for each test performed. 

If this recommendation is approved by the 
Mayor, this department will be fully equipped 
to render to any concern in our city any service 
required in a prompt and efficient manner 
during the year 1949.

CENSORSHIP BOARD 


Mr. Daniel Sargent has been designated Art Com- 
mission member of the Board of Censors of Plays for 
the year 1949. 


New RESPONSIBILITIES 


In previous years the Boston Art Commission has 
been grateful for the occasional help of other depart- 
ments in cleaning city works of art placed on their 
premises. This year, however, the City Auditor has 
ruled, in three cases, that cleaning or repointing munic- 
ipal monuments can be paid for only out of. appropria- 
tions to the Art Department. These rulings have 
placed unforeseen burdens on our budget. All munic- 
ipal works of art, having been placed by law (chapter 
87, Special Acts of 1919) under the “‘care and custody” 
of the Board of Art Commissioners of the City of Bos- 
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ton, the City Auditor’s rulings seem logical. For this 
reason the Art Commission hopes that it will receive 
the appropriations necessary to take proper care of the 
city’s very valuable works of painting and sculpture. 


UNOFFICIAL ACTION 


Thanks to your Honor’s expressed interest in the 
Old State House, the Public Buildings Department has 
consulted with this Commission about necessary work 
on the building. This Commission has accordingly 
given what advice it could, as to the complete refur- 
bishing of the building inside and out. Before soot 
dims it again, citizens should look at their Old State 
House, and enjoy the brightness of its freshly painted 
outside mouldings, window frames, and doorways. 

A minor piece of work, as to which this Commission 
has been glad to give advice, is the new historic bronze 
tablet which the New England Paint, Varnish and . 
Lacquer Association has placed on the wall above the 
so-called ‘‘Boston Stone,’ just around the corner from 
Marshall street, on Public Alley No. 102. 


New Works oF ART 


During the calendar year this Commission has 
approved new works of art as follows: The portrait 
of Mr. John Deferrari by Leopold Seyffert, approved 
for a temporary site in the Boston Public Library, pend- 
ing the erection of the new ell where it is to be per- 
manently placed; six bronze tablets by John F. Para- 
mino, for sites, as follows: in the Prado, between 
Hanover street and the Old North Church — 1. Free- 
dom of Worship, 2. Freedom of Speech and of the Press, 
3. Freedom of Assembly, 4. Freedom of Petition, 
approved for sites along the northerly wall of the Prado; 
and 5. The Declaration of Independence, and 6. The 
Bill of Rights, for sites on the two brick posts flanking 
the iron gates, in the easterly wall of the Prado, which 
lead to the Elot School’s playground. These tablets 
are sound works of the sculptor’s art. They also 
convey a lesson in fundamental Americanism. For 
their erection our citizens may well be grateful to the 
George Robert White Fund. 

This Commission has also approved the monument to 
veterans of the two World Wars given by Jamaica 
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Plain Post 675, Veterans of Foreign Wars, designed by 
the Davis Monument Company, and erected at the 
approved site on the Jamaica Plain Parkway, near 
Centre street. It has approved the monument and 
bronze tablet to Civil War Veterans, by John F. Para- 
mino and Tito Cascieri, placed, with the help of the 
Public Institutions Department, at a site on Long 
Island. Finally, it has approved the design for World 
War II Memorial, by Joseph F. Paramino and Tito 
Cascieri, which the George Robert White Fund is now 
erecting in the Back Bay Fens. 


Tue LyMAn FOUNTAIN 


The Lyman Fountain, constructed long ago in 
Dorchester as a memorial to Theodore Lyman, Mayor 
of Boston, 1834-1835, was almost totally destroyed 
some years ago by local vandals. Part of the ironwork 
— a group representing a Woman, a Child, and a Swan 
— was preserved; and this year the Art Commission 
has set the group on a newly designed base in the center 
of the octagonal basin remaining from the original 
fountain. We trust that this interesting piece of old 
cast-iron work which the Commission has thus brought 
to light may be preserved intact by the citizens of 
Dorchester. 


THe BREWER FOUNTAIN 


A current picture postcard labels this work of orna- 
mental sculpture ‘‘The Brewers’ Fountain.” The foun- 
tain is, however, named after a merchant, Gardner 
Brewer, who gave it to the City of Boston in 1867 on the 
condition that it be placed on the Common. The gift 
was Officially accepted in June, 1868. The fountain, 
cast in bronze, in Paris, is apparently a replica of an 
original by the sculptor, Paul Liénard. As anyone 
who cares to look may see, this fountain has an orna- 
mental upper basin from which water is supposed to 
flow in runlets down into a larger basin upheld by four 
figures, representing Neptune, Amphitrite, Arcis, and 
Galatea.* 

The preservation of this, one of the city’s best pieces 
of 19th century ornamental sculpture, has troubled us 


*For a detailed description see The Art Commission Annual Report 
for the year ending February 1, 1915. 
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for years. The task has proved less serious than we 
feared. Minor details for the basins have been copied 
to match existing parts. The new parts have been 
cast in bronze, put in place, and all necessary repairs 
completed. 


UPKEEP OF MONUMENTS 


The bronze railing of the Civil War Monument on 
Boston Common, broken last year, has been repaired. 
The base of the Gen. Joseph Warren Monument in 
Roxbury, which was in bad shape, has been cleaned and 
repointed. One of the pickets of the iron picket fence 
around Clipston Sturgis’ Boston Common _ tablet, . 
opposite the Park Street Church, has disappeared — 
also the arrow top of a second picket. The missing 
parts have been replaced. 

The Admiral Farragut Monument in South Boston 
has been cleaned and repointed. The Ether Monument 
on the Public Garden, and the Civil War Monument 
on Boston Common, after their defacement with lip- 
stick, have been partially cleaned. The Lafayette 
bas-relief on Boston Common, decorated with lipstick, — 
has been almost completely cleaned. 


SWORDS 


Lipsticks and fingernail paint have brought new 
techniques into the service of those persons who enjoy 
inscribing more or less lewd words and phrases on 
municipal monuments. Stealing swords from statues 
of military and naval heroes is an old sport for the 
young. We have had to deal this year with four 
swords: one wrenched out of shape, three stolen. 
Colonel Robert Gould Shaw’s sword, badly twisted, 
has been straightened and fastened more securely. 
The Sailor, at the Civil War Monument on Boston 
Common, has had his sword restored to him. 
General Glover’s new sword and Admiral Farragut’s 
sword have been set in place so firmly that we hope 
they may not soon be removed again. 


TABLETS REPLACED 


The Savin Hill bronze tablet at Grampian way has 
been cleaned and reset on the granite slab from which 
it had been removed. The Old Brick Church bronze 
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tablet, removed during building operations, has been 
cleaned, reshaped and set in place on one of the pillars 
flanking 209 Washington street. The First Huguenot 
Church tablet, removed from the second story of No. 
12 School street, has been cleaned and relocated, close 
to its original site, at 24 School street. A missing 
rosette at one corner of the small James Otis tablet on 
City Hall avenue has been replaced. The General 
John Knox tablet, belonging at the Dorchester Heights 
Tower, has been kept at the Park Department’s store- 
room at Franklin Park since August; it remains to be 
set in place again. 


TABLETS MARKING HISTORIC SITES 


We wish to express our appreciation of the care 
which certain real estate owners give to memorial 
tablets placed on their buildings, to mark historic sites. 
Notable cases are the Shawmut Bank and Second 
National Bank whose janitors, respectively, take ex- 
emplary care of the Second Quaker Church tablet (also 
the Mary Chilton, 1620-1679, tablet, not city property, 
on Spring Lane), and the Bishop Cheverus tablet on 
Franklin street. The Hotel Touraine must also be 
commended for the admirable condition in which it 
maintains the John Quincy Adams tablet, on its Tre- 
mont street outside wall. Less admirable is the lack 
even of advertising sense with which certain owners or 
tenants neglect such memorial tablets as the Samuel 
Cole’s Inn tablet at 239 Washington street, the Old 
Presbyterian Church tablet at 145 Federal street, and 
the Paul Revere’s Workshop tablet at 175 Washington 
street. 

Civiu Wark MONUMENT 


We are studying a project for further enclosing the 
Civil War Monument on Boston Common. A fence 
behind the present ornamental railing would prevent 
children from climbing, as they now climb, to dizzy and 
dangerous heights on the monument. If another bronze 
figure should fall, this fence would also provide some 
protection for the public. 


A NEGLECTED GREAT BOSTONIAN 


Samuel Finley Breese Morse, Bostonian by birth, in- 
fluenced the civilization of the United States more 
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widely, perhaps, than any other man of his time. Son 
of Jedediah Morse, the ‘‘father of American Geography,” 
S. F. B. Morse was born in the Edes House, 211 Main 
street, under Breed’s Hill, in Charlestown, on April 27, 
1791. Under Washington Allston’s teaching he _ be- 
came a painter* whose trained skill made native talent 
count in such works, as, for instance, his superbly 
modeled portrait-head of Lafayette as an old man. 
With other American painters, Morse joined in found- 
ing the National Academy of Design, and served as its 
first president from 1826 to 1845. 

Meantime, in 1882, he had started his second and 
very great career as inventor of the ‘electro-magnetic 
recording telegraph.’’ In 1837 he exhibited in New 
York his first rough working model; and on May 24, 
1844, he transmitted, from Baltimore to Washington— 
over the first telegraph line constructed in the United 
States—-the first ‘‘long distance” telegram ever sent. 
On April 2, 1872, he died. , 

In Central Park, New York, a statue of him was 
dedicated many years ago. In Charlestown, where he 
was born, half a broken iron marker, with two or three 
words about the electric telegraph, clings to a wall on 
Main street. That is the only public record which 
Boston preserves of her one great painter-inventor. 

Should not at least a bronze tablet be set up in 
Charlestown to mark his birthplace? 


New AcQUuUISITION FOR FANEUIL HALL 


A large oil painting has just been acquired by the 
city to hang with the other historical pictures in Faneuil 
Hall. It depicts an episode at the Battle of Bunker 
aT and is entitled ‘‘Covering the Retreat from Breed’s 
Hail 

Your Honor first saw it at the Vose Galleries in 
Copley square ‘and found it much to your liking. Sub- 
mitted to the Art Commission, it was unanimously 
approved by all five members. Mr. Vose at some 
sacrifice made it available for purchase by the city. 
This included a careful cleaning of the large canvas (48 
inches by 57 inches wide), repairing the ornate frame 
and setting it in place. 





“This city owns a painting entitled ‘““The Landing of the Pilgrims’’ 
painted by Morse at the age of nineteen. It hangs in the Reading Room 
of the Charlestown Branch Library. 
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Historically this picture is of great importance and 
most appropriate for a place in the Cradle of Liberty. 
Colonel Benjamin H. Ticknor, an ardent student of 
the battle, thinks well of it. He pointed out General 
Putnam on his horse waving to the Continental troops, 
also Colonel Prescott, but did not identify the many 
other figures. It is a battle melee, with the Redcoats 
and our brave fighters at close quarters. Both in size 
and character, it is not unlike some of Trumbull’s 
battle pieces. It has been placed on the entrance wall 
of the big hall, under the right-hand gallery, in a good 
north light. 

We first find mention of it in the catalogue of an 
exhibition of the Academy in New York in 1857. It 
was painted by Dennis Malone Carter (1827-1881), a 
talented young Irish boy who came to this country 
with his parents in 1839. He remained all the rest of 
his life painting portraits of many distinguished-men as 
well as landscapes and historical pictures.

STATISTICAL DATA. 


During the year the Board retired 79 members from 
active service at an annual cost to the Retirement 
System of $121,265; of this number 38 were for service, 
38 were for accidental disability, and 3 were for ordinary 
disability.

During the year there were admitted to membership, 
due to Chapter 520, 126 new employees. The number 
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of withdrawals from service was 393, of which 71 were 
due to death, 183 were due to resignation or dismissal 
and 79 to retirement from the system and 60 retired 
as veterans. The amount of cash refunded as a result 
of withdrawals was $365,287.42. The cost of admin- 
istering the system for 1948, which is borne by the city, 
was $33,906.02, which is less than one half of 1 per 
cent of the payments for the year.

DEAR SIR: 

In compliance with the provisions of the Revised 
Ordinances, I submit the report of the City Clerk 
Department for the year ending December 31, 1948. 

During the year a total of 25,689 papers were 
recorded or filed in this office. This is a decrease of 
2,532 papers from the number recorded or filed in 1947. 
This decrease is attributable to the reduction in the 
number of veterans’ discharges recorded, and to the 
falling off of the number of mortgages and business 
certificates received, a reflection it would seem, on the 
leveling off during the year in business activity. 

Despite the decreased number of papers recorded or 
filed in 1948, as compared with 1947, the normal work 
of the office was considerably greater than in any other 
year in the history of the department, except the year 
1947. 

Departmental income continues to show a gain. The 
receipts for 1948 are $2,325.43 in excess of the receipts 
for 1947. 


} 
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The over-all expenditures of the department, 
including expenditures under the special appropriation 
‘Recording and Binding of Veterans’ Discharges, Mort- 
gages, etc.,”’ were $3,731.07 in excess of those of 1947. 
The chief reason for such increase is because of the 
three hundred dollar salary increase given to 20 
employees of the department during the year. 

Not recorded in the tabulations herewith, but, never- 
theless, an important, time-consuming factor in the 
work of this office, is the number of visitations made to 
the office yearly by persons seeking information relative 
to city matters or procedure, and by persons using the 
facilities of the office in connection with records of 
mortgages and other instruments. It is estimated that. 
these visitations, in. a twelve-month period, number 
about 50,000, or about 165 each working day. 

During the year 1948 a photographic machine for the 
recording of mortgages and other related papers was 
installed. 

On June 24, 1948, we began recording such instru- 
ments by the new method. On that date, a backlog of 
3,200 documents remained to be copied and recorded. 
In the first six months the machine was in operation, 
June to December, 1948, not only was it possible to 
wipe out the backlog of papers to be recorded, but in 
addition, it was possible to record 9,135 current papers, 
making a six months’ total of 12,3835 papers copied. 
To accomplish this same result manually, with our 
present office force, would have taken thirteen months 
rather than six months. 

The installation of the photographic machine has 
greatly expedited the recording work of this office 
without the necessity of employing five or more persons 
to care for the increased work of the office.

DEAR SIR: 

The City Planning Board submits herewith, in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of section 24, chapter 3, 
Revised Ordinances of 1947, its Thirty-Fifth Annual 
Report, containing a statement of its acts and doings 
and receipts and expenditures for the year ending 
December 31, 1948. 

Two changes have taken place in the membership 
of the Board, during the past year. Thomas F. 
McGovern, Chief Engineer of the Street Laying-Out 
Department, and Thomas F. McDonough, Vice Presi- 
dent of the Massachusetts Chapter of the American 
Institute of Architects, were appointed respectively as 
the engineer and architect members of the Board for 
the terms ending April 30, 1953, succeeding Emil H. 
Gramstorff and William Stanley Parker, whose terms 
expired April 30, 1948. Mr. McGovern appeared before 
the City Clerk under date of May 4 and Mr. McDonough 
on June 21 and both were duly sworn as such officers. 

The termination of Mr. Parker’s membership came 
after a quarter century’s service on the Board. Earlier 
in the year Mr. Parker had made it known that he did 
not intend to serve beyond the expiration of his present 
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term. A relationship was thus.severed which has been 
extremely valuable for the city and very pleasant for 
his associates. 

The following resolutions of appreciation were 
adopted at the Board meeting of July 13: 


Whereas, William Stanley Parker, for twenty-five 
years a member of the Boston City Planning Board, 
for five years of which he served as its vice-chairman 
and nine years as its chairman by election of his fellow 
members, finds himself unable to continue in such 
capacity beyond the expiration of his present term; and 


Whereas, In his quarter century of service as a member 
of the Board he has given generously and without com- 
pensation of his time and talents to the end that the 
development of his native city might be along logical, 
progressive lines; and 


Whereas, In his related civic duties in connection 
with the Board of Zoning Adjustment of the City of 
Boston and the Board of Real Estate Commissioners 
he has contributed professional services of an extremely 
valuable nature, keeping in mind at all times the needs 
and opportunities of the community from a city planning 
point of view; and 

Whereas, The City of Boston has profited greatly - 
from his broad vision, his outstanding professional 
ability, his keen insight into municipal problems, and 
his civic loyalty and devotion, even as his fellow mem- 
bers of the Board have enjoyed their association with 
him; now, therefore, be it | 


Resolved, That the Boston City Planning Board takes 
this opportunity to record its appreciation of the work 
and the worth of Mr. Parker, its gratitude for his years 
of generous cooperation, its admiration for his fidelity 
to civic responsibility, and its thankfulness for his 
near and understanding and good will; and be it 
urther 


Resolved, That a copy of these resolutions be spread 
on the records of the Boston City Planning Board and 
that a copy be sent to Mr. Parker, to his Honor the 
Mayor, and to the Boston City Record. 

Mr. Gramstorff, also because of the pressure of duties 
as Professor of Engineering at Northeastern University, 
had for some time previously considered terminating 
his membership on the Board but was prevailed upon 
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to serve to the end of his term. His contribution to 
the Board was also very valuable to the city and pleasant 
for his associates. 

The following resolution of appreciation was adopted 
by the Board at its meeting on June 8: 


That the members of the City Planning Board 
hereby express to Emil A. Gramstorff their deep 
appreciation of the faithful and valuable service 
he has rendered to the city during the eight years 
of his service as the engineer member of the City 
Planning Board; their gratitude for the cooperative 
spirit which he has always shown and for the 
privilege of their friendly association with him in 
the work of the Board and they extend to him 
their warm regards and best wishes for the future. 


The Board at its postponed annual meeting on 
June 22, acting under the provisions of section 9, 
chapter 3, of the Revised Ordinances of 1947, elected 
Thomas F. McDonough as chairman and Joseph A. 
Mitchell as vice-chairman for the ensuing year. The 
Executive Director, Thomas E. McCormick, and the 
Secretary, Miss Mary T. Downey, were reappointed 
by the Board. 

During the year 17 formal meetings and several 
informal meetings and conferences were held.

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ADVISORY COMMITTEE. 


Union Motor Truck TERMINAL. 


Early in the year, Messrs. William H. Day, Manager, 
Transportation Department of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, Myles Illingsworth, Manager, Massachusetts 
Motor Truck Association, and Edward J. Sampson, 
Boston Express Exchange, represented the advisory 
committee on a union motor truck terminal study at a 
meeting with representatives of the Boston Traffie Com- 
mission, the Law Department, and the City Planning 
Board at which House Bill 1375 was discussed. House 
Bill 1875 provided for the incorporation of union motor 
truck terminal corporations with certain special powers 
and privileges. 

This bill was entered in the Legislature by petition of 
Thomas J. Turley, vice-chairman, representing the City 
Planning Board. It was an expedient bill and was 
submitted in order to get the subject of union motor 
truck terminals before the Legislature for a hearing and 
discussion. 

An amended bill was later précised by the Law Depart- 
ment and substituted for the original bill at the hearing. ~ 
It resulted in the adoption of an order, which established 
the Legislative Committee on Transportation as a 
Recess Commission to investigate and study the subject 
matter and report their findings in December of the 
current year. The committee was later granted an 
extension of time until March 15, 1949, for the submis- 
sion of its report. 


CHILDREN’S PLAYGROUNDS. 


Under date of November 9 the Board presented to 
your Honor its report on ‘‘Children’s Playgrounds in 
Boston.’”’ The report is in the hands of the printer and 
it 1s expected that published copies will be available in 
another month. A summary of the report is contained 
in Appendix I. 
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NEW EDITION OF CITY MAP. 


A major contribution of the staff’s time was given 
during the past year to the preparation of the fourth 
edition of the city map. 

In 1926 the Board prepared and published its first 
official map, copyrighted in its name. In September, 
1932, with the aid of the Emergency Planning and 
Research Bureau, the map was retraced and revised. 
In June, 1945, the map was again revised and, though 
many changes were made because of the 13 years’ 
interval, it was not complete since the data on many 
changes that had taken place during the war had not 
been publicly released, particularly information con- 
cerning large scale developments in naval docks and 
army installations. 

In the new edition water areas are shown in blue as 
was the case in the 1926 map, and this added consider- 
ably to its effectiveness. Also the names of large parks, 
playgrounds, cemeteries, and other public areas are 
indicated. Several hundred changes have been made 
because of new street names, widenings,,extensions, or 
discontinuances. 

Some idea of the amount of work involved in redraw- 
ing the map can be gained from the following fact. 

The last compilation of the Board of Street Com- 
missioners showed a total of 5,082 streets in the city, of 
which 2,744 are public streets, 2,006 private streets, 244 
part public and part private, and 83 public alleys. All 
of these had to be carefully checked and recorded and 
the necessary changes made. 

Tn addition to official distribution to city departments, 
copies of the revised map have been made available to 
the general public at a nominal fee of 25 cents per copy, 
which barely covers the cost of reproduction. The 
demand, both from city departments and the public, 
has been very heavy. 
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PARKING. 


DowNTOWN OFF-STREET PROGRAM. 

Early in the year the Board of Real Estate Commis- 
sioners, acting under chapter 474 of the Acts of 1946, 
made a beginning on the municipal parking programs 
by preparing three sites and leasing them to private 
operators. At present the sites are being used as parking © 
lots until such time as arrangements can be made for 
the construction of garages. By the terms of the above- 
mentioned act the Chairman of the City Planning Board 
is an ex-officio member of the Board of Real Estate 
Commissioners, and approval by the Planning Board of 
the general locus of parking sites is mandatory. The 
locations, at Winthrop square, Franklin and Pearl 
streets, and Lincoln and Essex streets, had been previ- 
ously studied and recommended by the City Planning 
Board. | 

Chapter 612 of the Acts of 1948 amended chapter 47 
of the Acts of 1946 to provide for the leasing of city- 
owned parking lots to private developers for a period of 
not more than 40 years for the purpose of building and 
operating parking structures. The developer would be 
required to pay an annual rental of not less than 
4 per cent of the total cost to the city of the demised 
premises, and the building would become the property 
of the city upon construction. 


Boston COMMON UNDERGROUND GARAGE. 

Chapter 654 of the Acts of 1948 amended chapter 294 
of the Acts of 1946, which authorized the under-the- 
Common garage by further specifically providing that 
the private corporation undertaking the building of the 
garage shall not be assessed any tax upon real estate, 
garage, underground passageway, or traffic tunnel of 
which it is lessee. 


FRINGE PARKING. 

By direction of your Honor and at the suggestion of 
the Traffic Commission, the City Planning Board held 
several conferences during the year which were attended 
by representatives of the Traffic Commission, Park 
Commission, Law Department, Transit Department, 
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City Planning Board, Metropolitan Transit Authority, 
and State Planning Board, at which proposed legislation 
and specific proposals for so-called ‘‘Fringe” or Ter- 
minal Parking” at public transportation terminals were 
discussed. 

Provision for terminal parking, either free or at a 
nominal cost, would create a double benefit in that 
besides taking several thousand cars daily off the streets 
of the downtown area, the additional fares resulting 
from the use of the M. T. A. would contribute somewhat 
toward offsetting the deficit which is annually assessed 
to the fourteen cities and towns in the transit district. 
This type of parking space has been in operation for some 
years on a limited scale at several stations of the transit 
system. 

Legislation to enable the Metropolitan Transit Au- 
thority to establish additional, and expand existing 
facilities, was presented on petition of the Mayor to the 
1949 Legislature as House Bill No. 1110. 


On-SrreET MeETEerR PARKING. 

Acting under chapter 442 of the Acts of 1947, enabling 
legislation for the installation of parking meters, the 
Boston Traffic Commission this year made plans for the 
installation of 5,000 meters. At the end of the year 
2,000 meters had been installed. 


MARKET AUTHORITY. 


The Board has closely followed the activities of the 
special commission known as the ‘“Market Authority,” 
established under chapter 53, Resolves of 1947, and since 
continued with an increased scope of investigation under 
chapter 70, Resolves of 1948. Plans and statistical 
data made as a result of the Board’s own study of the 
market area in 1945 were made available to the Recess 
Commission. The Board has been consistently recorded 
at legislative hearings in favor of a continuation of the 
study as a solution is vital in the pursuance of master 
plan objectives. 
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HOUSING. 


Chapter 200 of the Acts of 1948 provided financial 
assistance by the Commonwealth to Housing Authorities 
in order to alleviate the housing shortage for veterans. 
Of the $200,000,000 program, adopted by the Common- 
wealth, it is expected that Boston’s share will be in the 
vicinity of $48,000,000. No projects were built during 
the current year. 

The Boston Housing Authority, operating under 
chapter 372 of the Acts of 1946 as amended, had built 
by the end of the year in one and two-family houses 
817 units of permanent veterans’ housing. 

In October the Boston Housing Authority, at the: 
request of the State Housing Board, submitted to the 
City Planning Board for its consideration and comment, 
five locations for proposed housing developments to be 
undertaken under the provisions of chapter 200 of the 
Acts of 1948. 

In answer there was forwarded to the Authority by 
the Board an appraisal sheet for each proposal, contain- 
ing its comments and recommendations. 


REDEVELOPMENT. 


At the call of your Honor a meeting was held in your 
office on November 15, 1948, which was attended by 
members of the Board of Zoning Adjustment, Boston 
Housing Authority, and City Planning Board. The 
chief purpose of the meeting was the consideration of a 
long-range program for slum clearance. However, the 
matter of industrial redevelopment and the need for 
more business space was considered. It was the consensus 
that as a part of a comprehensive plan a re-zoning study 
is needed to determine proper map changes for those 
sections in which conditions have changed to such an 
extent since 1924 that re-zoning is clearly indicated. 

Your Honor directed that the executive heads of the 
three aforementioned Boards meet and prepare a plan 
of action. By the end of the year two meetings had 
been held, at which the matter of slum clearance was 
given priority in discussion because of the possibility 
of favorable consideration being given to federal housing 
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legislation early in the ensuing year. It was felt that 
re-zoning should be left in the hands of the City Planning 
Board and the Board of Zoning Adjustment. Both 
Boards have for years been in agreement on the need 
for re-zoning and have applied for funds for such a 
study. 

Actually the executive referral resulted in the Planning 
Board being assigned to the carrying out of a threefold 
job, namely, the development of a comprehensive plan 
for the city, the preparation of a re-zoning study, and the 
making of studies for redevelopment projects. The 
studies are interrelated since redevelopment depends 
necessarily on a comprehensive plan with proper zoning 
controls. At the year’s end the Board had made a start 
on assembling factors and information needed for the 
development of a general plan. An increased budget 
to do the work has been requested for the ensuing year. 


ZONING. 


House Bill 1323 was enacted as chapter 165, Acts of 
1948. This act contains several amendments which 
were prepared by a joint committee of the Board of 
Zoning Adjustment and the City Planning Board. 
The most important of the amendments liberalized 
terms in the zoning law so as to accommodate more 
multi-family or garden-type building and modifies 
restrictive clauses on the parking of cars in residential 
areas. 


Also House Bill 780 was enacted as chapter 214, Acts 
of 1948, further amending the zoning law. This act 
was the result of the petition of Philip Nichols and 
revised the nonconforming use clause in the zoning law 
by providing that a uniform period be provided for the 
amortization of nonconforming uses. 


Where the law previously called for the elimination 
of all nonconforming uses after April 1, 1961, the 
amendment specified that where there had been a 
change in zoning boundaries since the establishment of 
the act, and conforming uses were thereby made non- 
conforming, such uses were to be allowed to continue 
for a period of 37 years from the time of the zone 
boundary change. 
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RECREATION. 


The Board completed its studies on the analysis of 
the adequacy of existing children’s playgrounds and the 
subject has been referred to earlier in this report under 
the heading ‘‘Report on Children’s Playgrounds.” 

The following legislation affecting recreation in the 
city was enacted in 1948: 

Chapter 516 of the Acts of 1946, which provided for 
the expenditure of $1,300,000 of state funds to construct 
two recreation areas in East Boston to replace the 
taking of World War Memorial Park for airport purposes 
was further amended by chapter 652 of the Acts of 1948. 

This amendment authorized the City of Boston to | 
borrow $300,000 for the purpose of including a stadium 
having a seating capacity of not less than 7,000 persons, 
as one of the facilities in the recreation area near Porter 
street. 

Chapter 474, Acts of 1948, authorized the Metro- 
politan District Commission to lease land maintained 
by it adjoining the Charles River Dam to the Boston 
Society of Natural History for the erection, main- 
tenance, and operation of a museum of science and 
natural history and a planetarium. 

Chapter 532, Acts of 1948, provided an amount of 
$55,000 for the enlargement of the John A. Havey 
Memorial Beach on the Charles River in West Roxbury; 
original authorization for enlargement, chapter 680, 
Acts of 1945. 


STREETS AND TRANSPORTATION. 


JoIntT BoarpD FoR METROPOLITAN Master HigHway 
PLAN. 

In February the Joint Board, appointed by the 
Governor, and consisting of three state officials: the 
Commissioner of Public Works, serving as Chairman; 
the Chairman of the State Planning Board, the latter 
being also a member of the Boston City Planning 
Board; and the Chairman of the Metropolitan District 
Commission, published its report on the Metropolitan 
Master Highway Plan. The report was very well 
received by the General Court and the public. 
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To implement the plan, the Committee on Highways 
and Motor Vehicles, prepared legislation in the form of 
House Bill 2207 for a $100,000,000 bond issue. A 
public hearing was held at. which the City Planning 
Board was recorded in favor, there being practically no 
opposition. After being reported out by the Committee 
on Highways and Motor Vehicles it was passed in the 
House in amended form, House 2389, but failed to 
receive the required two-thirds vote for enactment in 
the Senate. 


EMBANKMENT RoapD EXTENSION. 

The Metropolitan District Commission submitted 
plans and legislation to the General Court to construct 
this extension, which improvement constitutes one of 
the recommendations of the Joint Board. This pro- 
posal also was defeated in the Senate. 


Mystic River BRIDGE. 


All attempts to prevent or delay construction of the 
Mystic River High Level Bridge, which was authorized 
by chapter 562 of the Acts of 1946, were defeated in the 
General Court. This improvement is now under con- 
struction and is scheduled to be completed early in 1950. 


Hiau Levet BripcEe to East Boston. 


This proposal, which has been consistently opposed 
by the City Planning Board, was referred to a recess 
commission. The General Court defeated a bill to 
authorize the City of Boston to expend $75,000 of city 
funds for a study of this project. 


BELGRADE AVENUE EXTENSION. 


This proposal, recommending an extension of Belgrade 
avenue, from South street to Washington street, near 
Roslindale square, is a result of a study made by the 
Board in 1947 and its recommendation to the Mayor 
and City Council of the need of this improvement. 

A bill was presented to the Legislature this year 
asking the state to pay half the cost of the improvement. 
The Board was recorded in favor of the improvement, 
though it did not necessarily approve the financial 
arrangement as it did not want to interfere with the 
program of the master highway plan. 
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Buus Hitt AVENUE AND Morton STREET 
INTERSECTION. 


During the year two conferences were held in the 
Mayor’s office concerning a solution to the traffic con- 
gestion at the above intersection. The City Planning 
Board had drawn preliminary plans for an overpass on 
Blue Hill avenue as far back as 19382. The present 
proposal is in conformance with this plan, but to date 
it has failed to meet the approval of abutting property 
owners. 


TRAFFIC BOTTLENECKS. 


The Board was represented at a meeting called by 
your Honor on June second to again consider proposals: 
submitted by the Traffic Commission to improve traffic 
conditions. On June 3, 1947, at a meeting in the City 
Planning Board office, certain of these projects were 
delegated for a study and action to different depart- 
ments and recommendations were agreed upon. A 
summary of the action taken on the ‘‘so-called”’ twenty- 
one traffic bottlenecks as of the end of the year 1948 
is contained in Appendix II. 


RAPID TRANSIT. 


Chapter 622 of the Acts of 1948 provided for certain 
rapid transit improvements in Boston. It authorized 
the construction of an addition to the existing Tremont 
Street Subway, between Scollay square and Park 
Street Station, the enlargement of platform facilities 
in Scollay square, and the provision of continuous plat- 
form facilities between Park Street Station and Boylston 
Street Station. 


It also authorized an extension of the Washington 
Street Tunnel to just beyond Dudley Street Station 
for the purpose of removing that part of the Washington 
Street Elevated. | 

It further authorized the Metropolitan Transit 
Authority to consider and make studies and esti- 
mates of cost of the removal of the remainder of the 
Washington Street Elevated and of the elevated struc- 
ture between Haymarket square and Sullivan square. 
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REFERRALS BY MAYOR. 


During the year the Board received some 20 com- 
munications from your Honor requesting information, 
estimates, or opinions on suggestions for improvements 
and proposals for development. A few samples of this 
type of service are contained in the Appendices. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


‘¢SuRGING CITIES.” 


The Greater Boston Development Committee pub- 
lished this year a textbook entitled ‘‘Surging Cities,”’ 
designed primarily for students in the ninth and tenth 
grades. It is not, however, too elementary as an 
introductory or general treatment of the subject for 
older students and adults. Part I describes principal 
urban regional planning problems and the solutions 
that have proved most effective in the United States 
and abroad. Part II is devoted to the Boston Region 
and details the steps that have been taken, or are in 
the process to solve specific problems of Boston and its 
metropolitan area. 

No planning textbook of this scope and student level 
has been written since the Wacker Manual of the Plan 
of Chicago in 1909. Representatives of the Board 
were included in the list of acknowledgments by the 
author. At the end of the year plans were progressing — 
for the introduction of the textbook into the Boston 
School curriculum. | 


FILLING AND IMPROVEMENT OF SouTH Bay. 

Chapter 66 of the Resolves of 1948 directed the Port 
of Boston Authority to make an investigation and study 
of legislation which would be necessary to undertake 
the filling and improvement of South Bay and part of 
Fort Point Channel, and for the use of filled land 
resulting therefrom. The results of the Port Authority’s 
investigation are to be included in its next annual report 
to the General Court. 


Mares AND MATERIALS. 


During the year considerable time has been devoted 
by the staff to routine operations such as revising 
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maps, supplying information on population and land 
use, etc., to municipal or state departments or semi- 
public groups, handling inquiries on zoning and other 
counter work. 

Maps prepared by the Board are in great demand by 
city departments and private agencies. These have 
been made available to the public at the cost of repro- 
duction, which has made possible an important service 
by the Board to the taxpayers. 

During its 34 years of existence the Board has 
developed an excellent library of planning informa- 
tion, containing approximately 1,000 volumes and 
innumerable pamphlets. 


Mar RECEIPTS. 


As of December 31, 1948, $112.30 had been turned 
over to the Collector’s office as receipts from the sale 
of copies of the Planning Board’s city map. This 
accounts for the sale of 430 maps at a price of 25 cents 
each, the balance in the total amount collected being 
chargeable to a ten-cent mailing fee.

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APPENDIX I. 


SUMMARY OF REPORT ON CHILDREN’s P LAYGROUNDS. 


The report notes deficiencies in the present play- 
ground system and suggests both short term and long 
range corrective measures. It is intended to be a basis 
for further and more detailed study of the recreation 
problem. It is a first step toward the development of 
a comprehensive recreation plan and a background for 
evaluation of specific proposals for changes in the | 
playground system. 

The scope of the report is confined to the special 
interest and need of the child, it being felt that the 
first and basic consideration in any recreation plan is 
the provision of suitable play space for children within 
the six to fifteen year group. The distinction between 
the children’s playground and playfield is carefully 
noted. The playfield, which this study did not cover, 
is the large type community recreation area which pro- 
vides for the group sports of older children and adults, 
hard ball playing and football. The children’s play- 
ground, as interpreted in this report, is intended to be 
within easy walking distance from the home, and the 
most strenuous group sport made available would be 
soft ball. 

Also the report is concerned only with an analysis of 
the adequacy of space. The very important corollaries 
of equipment, facilities and maintenance were not con- 
sidered, since the basic intent at this stage is the amount 
and accessibility of land provided for children’s play- 
grounds. 

It is believed that the report is unusual in that it 
represents a departure from the conventional specifica- 
tions as to area of play space, which are quite generally 
and fondly contemplated, but seldom realized, par- 
ticularly in large central cities. In determining the 
adequacy of existing playgrounds, a standard of play 
space was adopted which is the minimum capable of 
meeting the stated objective of a playground system, 
namely, to provide opportunities for a varied and 
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balanced program of active play. This minimum 
standard was selected with the practical consideration 
in mind as to what the city can and should provide in 
built up areas. In new developments or in the event 
of large scale redevelopment larger play areas are 
definitely desirable. 

Conclusions and recommendations are summarized as 
follows: 


CONCLUSIONS. 


1. Although it is universally recognized that schools 
and playgrounds should be developed as an integral, 
joint system, lack of coordinated planning in Boston 
has resulted in two systems, each independent of the 
other, and neither capable of rendering satisfactory 
recreation service to all of the children. 


2. Only 62 per cent of Boston public schoolyards 
are so located or are of such size as to be considered 
useful components of a playground system, while 40 
per cent of Park Department playgrounds are not large 
enough to provide a minimum of space for children 
who might normally be regarded as served by them. 


3. Although the present sum total of playground 
area in Boston is sufficient to provide for every child 
in the city the minimum standard of space employed 
in this study, serious deficiencies exist, nevertheless, 
owing to a faulty distribution of that area. 


4. Indicative of inefficiency in playground location 
is the fact that 20 per cent of the schoolyards and 42 
per cent of the playgrounds are inaccessible to a degree 
because surrounded by areas considerable parts of 
which are devoted to nonresidential uses. 


5. At present, a minimum of playground space is 
accessible to only 71.5 per cent of Boston’s child popu- 
lation. This space is located on 122 public schoolyards 
and 93 playgrounds, mostly under jurisdiction of the 
Park Department. Most of the 28.5 per cent of chil- 
dren presently unserved could be provided for by the 
strategic location of a minimum of 52 new playgrounds. 


6. Although no exact method is known whereby 
efficiency of the existing system may be measured, 
various approximate methods used in this study indi- 
cate the efficiency rating to lie somewhere around 
50 per cent. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS. 
I. The efforts of the city should be directed toward 
the following objectives: 


A. Short-term: 

I. The most efficient use possible of the existing 
system by concentration of funds and effort on the 
most effective playgrounds, as shown by analysis 
of space and location. 

2. Expansion of the present system to provide 
service for the more significant concentrations of 
children not now served. 


B. Long-range: 
1. Gradual amalgamation of school and play- 
ground facilities; and 
2. <A relocation of present playground acerage 
to achieve a more scientific and balanced distribu- 
tion of play space, reasonably related to actual 
requirements based upon child population density. 


II. Since these objectives can be reached only 
through effective application of sound planning, present 
laws should be amended to provide that before any 
officials of the city shall act irrevocably to commit the 
city to the purchase, sale or conveyance of municipally- 
owned or other lands, the matters shall be referred to 
the City Planning Board in sufficient time to enable 
the Board to study the said matters and report thereon 
to the Mayor. 

III. No change is here considered, at this time, in 
the present administrative arrangement whereby play- 
ground facilities are under the divided jurisdiction of 
park and school authorities. 

IV. Legislation, statutory or by ordinance, is recom- 
mended to provide that proceeds from the sale of park 
or recreation properties must be used for purchase of 
new park and recreation properties. 

V. Legislation is urged whereby the city may be 
authorized to borrow a substantial sum to be expended 
over a period of years for further development of the 
playground system as opportunity affords

ACTION TAKEN ON ‘SO-CALLED’? TWENTY-ONE TRAFFIC 
BOTTLENECKS. 


1. Boylston Street and Charles Street at Park Square.— 
Cutting back of sidewalk and relocation of entrance 
to the Common. Completed. 

2. Widening of corner at Chapman Street and 
Rutherford Avenue.— Matter of taking land from State 
Prison being taken up with the Attorney General. 


3. Cutting back corner of Beacon Street and Km- 
bankment Road. Completed. 


4. Dorchester Avenue, Broadway and Macallen Street. 
—Cutting back of corner at Broadway and Macallen 
Street. Completed. 

Public hearing held on thirty-foot widening of Dor- 
chester avenue, from Broadway to West Seventh 
street. Matter in hands of Street Commissioners. 


5. Cleveland Circle Bus Stops.—Proposal for the 
amalgamation of several bus stops into one long bus 
stop on the outbound street railway side of Beacon 
street, north of Cleveland Circle. In effect. 


6. Old Colony Avenue, Columbia Road, and Mt. 
Vernon Street.—Divisional separation of traffic on Old 
Colony avenue under the Columbus Circle Bridge. 
Completed. 


7. Cutting back of sidewalks on Longwood Avenue, 
between the Riverway and Chapel Street— This matter 
dropped. Town of Brookline did not approve. 


8. Huntington Avenue, Opera Place to Tremont Street, 
at Hanlon Square.— This project involved the rebuild- 
ing of the street railway reservation so as to allow more 
room at the curb reservation for waiting streetcar 
passengers. 

At present only a rearrangement of the streetcar 
reservation in front of Teachers College, at Longwood 
avenue, in order to protect car users at this point has 
been made. 
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9. Seaver Street, Blue Hill Avenue to Walnut Avenue.— 
Reconstruction and shifting of streetcar right-of-way 
to form a double barrel highway. Still under con- 
sideration. 


10. Blue Hill Avenue, Columbia Road and Seaver 
Street.— Reconstruction so that layout would be similar 
to above Blue Hill avenue scheme. Still under con- 
sideration. 


11. Cutting back of sidewalk on north side of 
Boylston Street, from Berkeley Street to Clarendon Street.— 
Public hearing held again. No action taken. 


12. Massachusetts Avenue, Southampton Street to 
Edward Everett Square.— Cutting 5 feet off each side- 
walk to widen roadway. ‘Temporarily dropped, to be - 
considered as part of a long-range program. 


13. Columbus Avenue, Arlington Street to Northamp- 
ton Street.— Reconstruction with center strip in the same 
manner as completed portion of Columbus avenue, 
between Roxbury Crossing and Northampton street. 
Completed. 


14. Summer Street, Atlantic Avenue to Dorchester 
Avenue.— Cutting back of sidewalks and rearrangement 
of pedestrian island. 


15. Stuart Street, Arlington Street to Huntington 
Avenue.— Cutting back of sidewalk. Dropped, con- 
sidered too costly because of damages to underground 
facilities beneath sidewalk. 


16. Boylston Street, Brookline Avenue to Ipswich 
Street.— Cutting back of sidewalks on both sides of 
Boylston street. Matter dropped pending action on 
the Brookline avenue—Park Drive Circle. No action 
taken at end of year. 


17. Commonwealth Avenue, Brighton Avenue to Lake 
Street.— Relocation of present streetcar reservation and 
rearrangement of traffic highways into a modern double- 
barrelled system. 

Long-range program being considered by Planning 
Board. 
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18. Sullivan Square, Charlestown.— Building of sur- 
face rotary treatment with underpass. This proposal 
to be undertaken as a state project. City Planning 
Board Plan accepted as a basis for further study. 


19. Oak Square, Brighton.— Relocation of street- 
car tracks. Dropped. 


20. Extension of Somerset Street, from Howard Street 
to Cambridge Street— Public hearing held and official 
action has been taken by the Street Commissioners to 
accomplish this. 


21. Traffic Circle and Overpass, Park Drive and 
a alt Avenue.— Under consideration by Planning 
Board.

have been recently proposed and a general statement on 
the need for these projects. Because of the limited 
time, this material had to be brief and the Board hopes 
it will be useful.

RECENT PROPOSALS OF THE RECESS COMMISSION ON 
RAPID TRANSIT OR THE METROPOLITAN TRANSIT 
AUTHORITY AND 1948 ESTIMATES. 


Washington Street Elevated Removal. 

Replacement by subway and railroad right of way. This 
plan would extend the present tunnel from Boylston Street 
Station south, under Washington street, beyond Dudley street 
to a point near Valentine street in Roxbury, where it would 
swing away from Washington street on a wide curve, passing 
under Marcella street and emerging by way of an incline to 
pass over Columbus avenue and Amory street to the easterly 
side of the right of way of the New Haven Railroad. The 
route would then continue by means of the construction of 
two additional tracks on the present railroad embankment to 
a point near McBride street, where it would leave the railroad 
right of way, cross vacant land to join the present elevated 
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structure and continue for a distance of about 2,000 feet into 
the existing Forest Hills Station. The 1948 construction cost 
estimate for this plan is $28,734,306. An allowance for rock 
excavation has been included. 

The possibility of “‘cut-overs” to the railroad right of way 
at points nearer Dudley street has been investigated. These 
preliminary studies indicate that any saving in subway con- 
struction to Marcella street would be offset by greatly increased 
property damage. 


Replacement by Using Railroad Right of Way. 


An alternate route which would extend the Washington 
Street tunnel only a very short distance so as to pass under 
Broadway and the railroad and then emerge by means of an 
incline at a point near Shawmut avenue, where it would occupy 
tracks on the easterly side of the railroad right of way, has 
been considered. No estimate has been made on this route 
because, in the first place, the New Haven Railroad has stated 
that there is no possibility of using their existing main line 
trackage, secondly, it would involve an entire rearrangement 
of the Back Bay Station which would involve several million 
dollars, and, thirdly, since there is no land available for the 
construction of tracks on the present right of way, it would 
involve a large amount of land taking. Even if it were possible 
it is felt that the additional costs for this route would result 
in little saving, if any, over the proposed subway route. 


Extension of Rapid Transit from the Present Forest Hills Station 
to Dedham. 

This route would use the rights of way of the West Roxbury 
and Spring Street branches of the New Haven Railroad. It 
has been estimated as a separate project, the construction cost 
being $5,400,000, and it is understood that the railroad is quite 
willing to give up these tracks. 


Connection from Dedham to Readville and Hyde Park and 
Establishment of a Loop Along the Providence Division 
of the Railroad Back to Forest Hills. 

This proposal has been recommended and is feasible, but 
no cost estimate has been made, though it is agreed that the 
construction cost would be very low. 


Connection to Dorchester Rapid Transit System. 


The feasibility of this connection is very doubtful, first, 
because the New Haven needs all their trackage to accommo- 
date a heavy freight traffic and a new right of way would 
have to be acquired, and second, because of the difference in 
the width and floor levels of cars used on the two systems. 
The rolling equipment could not be used interchangeably on 
the main line and Dorchester systems. 
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Charlestown Elevated Removal. 


Plans for the removal of this structure and its replacement 
by a subway have been made. The plan would continue the 
Washington Street tunnel north from the present Union Street 
Station, thence under Haverhill street and between the North 
Station and the Industrial Building, thence under the Charles 
River and under Main street to a point approximately 1,000 
feet south of the present Sullivan Square Station where it 
would rise to join the present elevated structure. The con- 
struction cost estimate is $14,126,000. Since this cost includes 
an item of $1,100,000 for the support of the elevated structure 
during construction it would seem that an appreciable saving 
would be made by using the Rutherford Avenue route. 

An alternate to this plan would be the continuance of the 
subway from Haymarket square to the North Station where 
it would emerge on the surface at the North Station loading . 
platform and thence continue on tracks of the Boston & Maine 
Railroad to a point opposite Sullivan square where it would 
rise to join the present elevated structure. 3 

This plan is not now practical and will not be until the 
Boston & Maine Railroad is in a position to abandon a portion 
of their yard and track facilities. This condition would de- 
pend upon their abandonment of commuter service to Woburn 
and Reading, providing that rapid transit were extended to 
those points and future developments in the Rutherford Avenue 
yards. 


Summary. 


Though it is feasible to consider using railroad rights of way 
for extensions to the rapid transit system in suburban areas 
it seems apparent that the railroads cannot plan on releasing 
any trackage on their main line systems in Charlestown, South 
End, or Roxbury. It appears then that after 40 years of study 
on the problem of the removal of the elevated structures the 
solution is still, in the main, the original one of replacing them. 
with subways.

No estimate of the cost of taking railroad property is 
available. 

It is estimated that the cost of these projects will result in 
an additional annual deficit of $2,000,000, of which Boston pays 
63 per cent. The basis for this amount of deficit is the pay- 
ment of additional subway rentals to the City of Boston figured 
as 43 per cent times the cost of construction ($43,000,000). 
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The construction cost of rapid transit extension to West 
Roxbury, Dedham, and Hyde Park is as follows:

Taking of railroad property undetermined. 

It would be necessary to buy new equipment for this exten- 
sion which is estimated at $3,000,000 for the Forest Hills to 
Dedham extension. 

It is recognized and has been so stated in commission reports 
that the maintenance of Boston as a great industrial and 
commercial center demands as an essential prerequisite the 
removal of the elevated structures. Within ten years after 
the completion of the Charlestown elevated railway in 1901 
agitation for its removal had resulted in legislative resolves to 
consider means of removal. Tor the past 40 years the matter 
has been the subject of numerous reports by legislative and 
special commissions even during the present year. 

It is generally conceded that the redevelopment of com- 
munities in which these structures have stood for practically 
a half century cannot start until the structures are removed; 
that the obstruction to vehicular traffic on the arteries occupied 
by them is a serious cause of traffic congestion; and that the 
structures actually prevent the application of proper traffic 
treatments to some of our worst bottlenecks, such as Sullivan 
and City squares in Charlestown, at Washington street and 
the Arborway, Egleston square and Dudley street in Roxbury. 

Lack of acceptance of proposed plans for the removal of the 
structures is, of course, due to the problem of payment, which 
involves to some extent the fee charged for subway rentals. 
Also the assertion is made that the project is not a prior project 
because it will not add any revenue to the railway system. 

This completely ignores the welfare of populous communities 
of Boston and the fact that the benefits, which though some 
are intangible, should far outweigh the cost. 

Besides the benefit of rejuvenating large important sections 
of the city, thus rehabilitating real estate and increasing tax 
revenues, and providing needed highway space, it will improve 
social and living conditions, reduce accident hazard and 
eliminate nerve-racking noise. 

The whole concept of city planning today revolves around 
the devising of legislative machinery to stimulate large scale 
rebuilding of the cores of our central cities. ‘This means the 
replacement of all man-made facilities that are outworn and 
outmoded. The elevated structures are outmoded and no 
new type of legislation is needed to accomplish their removal. 
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The progress of New York and Chicago in replacing their 
elevated structures with subways is well known. And only 
last year Philadelphia went ahead with plans to replace their 
Market Street elevated with a subway. 

Concerning extensions, there has during past years been a 
strong public demand for the extension of rapid transit to 
West Roxbury, Readville, and Hyde Park. Though a com- 
plete estimate is not available it is understood that the exten- 
sion can be accomplished at a very low construction cost, 
about $10,500,000. This extension passes through an area 
that is growing and offers excellent opportunities for the 
development of real estate and the building of more homes. 
The City of Boston would benefit through increased taxes 
due to a construction program involving both residential and 
industrial development, accelerated by good transportation.

REPporRT ON EXETER STREET RAILROAD YARD 
REDEVELOPMENT. 


OcTOBER 25, 1948.

Dear Mr. Mayor: 


In answer to your letter of October 13 concerning 
communication to your Honor from Moses H. Gulesian 
regarding his proposals for Back Bay redevelopment, I 
am submitting the following report. 

Two of his four proposals can be dealt with sum- 
marily. The beautification of Copley square by means 
of ornamental fountain and monumental figures, though 
desirable, cannot be considered seriously at this time 
since the present need is for revenue to carry out 
utilitarian projects. 

The extension of Embankment road, though endorsed 
by your Honor, was defeated by a close vote of the 1948 
Legislature. If no action is taken in the next legis- 
lative session, Mr. Gulesian’s third proposal, an ele- 
vated highway over the Boston & Albany Railroad 
right of way, we believe, can be considered as a substitute 
for the extension of Embankment road. 

The Board again, as it has in the past, indorses in 
principle this highway, but with the understanding that 
it would be stage construction in an expressway system 
and would join another route or distributing point in 
that system in the vicinity of South Station or Fort 
Point Channel. The desirability and timeliness of this 
expressway becomes increasingly evident for the fol- 
lowing reasons: 


1. Dieselization of the railroads is not far off since no 
more steam locomotives are being built for use in this 
country. 

2. Construction has begun on the bridge approach from 
Memorial Drive in Cambridge to Soldiers Field road in 
Brighton at Gerry’s Landing, and this will provide an 
additional approach to the expressway. 
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3. It is a substitute for the Embankment Road ex- 
tension approach to downtown Boston. 

4. It is an essential element in the scheme of utilizing 
the site of the Exeter Street railroad yard as a central 
business area which would require additional highway 
facilities. 


In regard to Mr. Gulesian’s fourth and main recom- 
mendation, the Board is glad to note that he has 
adopted major changes in his proposed terminal building 
as the result of suggestions made to him at his conference 
with the City Planning Board. 

The Board is cognizant of the need for eliminating 
the unsightliness of the Exeter Street railroad yard 
which, to a certain extent, acts as a deterrent to business 
and it is convinced that some treatment more in keeping 
with the general development of the city can and should 
be devised. The idea of building over the Boston & 
Albany yard has been broached for many years. In 
1922, the Board reported to your Honor on the possi- 
bility of arcading the yard storage space for the parking 
of 1,200 cars. It was not deemed advisable at that 
time because of high cost and probable legal obstacles. 


At this time the Board is of the opinion that the 
present proposal to erect a large central building on this 
site, which would provide a bus terminal, parking 
garage, a large auditorium, office and mercantile space, — 
is the nucleus of an idea for the beginning of a rede- 
velopment of the surrounding area. However, the 
financial plan of operation, development costs, legis- 
lative sanction needed for express highways and rail- 
road Dieselization, and other detailed considerations have 
not been developed to a realistic stage where the Board 
can place any objective judgment on it as an actual 
project. : 

Mr. Gulesian has asked the Board to recommend his 
proposal to your Honor. This we heartily do. Scheme 
plans have been drawn both by Mr. Gulesian and the 
late Wiliam J. MacDonald. The problem is how to 
get them built. In regard to the terminal building, the 
Board believes that the cost will be considerably in 
excess of the $31,000,000 quoted by Mr. Gulesian. Can 
private enterprise alone be induced to undertake this or 
is there need of some type of semipublic corporation or 
redevelopment authority? 
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The Board is of the opinion that the erection of a 
Boston & Albany Highway is the root matter of the 
whole development, principally because present streets 
leading into the area are already overburdened with 
trafic. Roughly, this highway would involve an 
expenditure in the vicinity of $20,000,000 and would 
likely be built under the federal aid program. This 
means that it would have to conform in detail with 
Public Roads Administration standards and fit in with 
a general plan of express routes. There are many 
ramifications such as size of structure, distributing 
points, and railroad considerations, and priority, which 
must be examined, and the Board requests further time 
to restudy the problem.

SIR: 
In compliance with section 24, chapter 3, of the 
Revised Ordinances, the Board of Election Commis- 
sioners respectfully submits its annual report. 


REGISTRATION. 


In accordance with chapter 246 of the Acts of 1945 
registration was held continuously at the central office 
from January 2 to March 26, April 28 to August 13, and 
September 15 to October 1, inclusive. Registration in 
wards was held on August 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 9, 10, 11, 12, 13, 
and September 20, 21, 22, 23, 24, 25, 27, 28, 29, 30, and 
October 1, from 6 p. m. to 10 p. m., for the State Elec- 
tion. This registration was held in two places in 
different sections of each ward, ten nights in each place. 


NUMBER OF VOTERS. 


At the State Election held November 2, 1948, the 
number of voters on the list was 410,646. The number 
of voters in the first list published by the Board, August 
13, 1948, was 334,661. The number of voters on the 
supplementary voting list at the close of registration 
for the State Election was 75,985. Included in this 
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latter figure are the names of 8,101 voters who were 
omitted from the 1948 police listing and who were 
restored to the voting list without reregistration under 
the provisions of chapter 244 of the Acts of 1947.

The number of voters on the final list sent to the 
polls on the day of the State Election, held November 
2, 1948, was 410,646, an increase of 25,133 from the 
number on the list at the preceding City Election. 
The number of voters on the final list, December 31, 
1948, was 410,763. 


NOMINATION PAPERS AND PETITIONS. 


The Board received 2,619 nomination papers for the 
State Election, on which 50,754 names were certified; 
36 papers were submitted on 3 initiative petitions, on 
which 848 names were certified; and 9 petitions for 
recount of ballots cast, on which 450 names were certi- 
fied. This makes a total of 2,664 papers, on which the 
names of 52,052 voters were certified. 
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REVISION OF THE VOTING LIST. 


The names of 4,785 voters were stricken from the 
voting list by reason of death, removal from the city, 
and other causes. 


JURORS. 


The jury list prepared by the Board in 1948 con- 
tained the names of 9,491 voters of Boston. During 
the time covered by this report, 2,740 were drawn for 
jury service. 


REGISTRATION OF THE PHYSICALLY DISABLED. 


In accordance with the provisions of chapter 196 of 
the Acts of 1946, persons qualified to vote but unable 
to appear at a registration office because of physical 
disability were examined for registration in their 
homes or other places of confinement upon receipt of 
an application for such registration. Applications were 
received from 35 such persons. Of that number 27 
were found to be qualified and were duly registered. 
Five persons were on the regular voting list. Three 
applications were received after the closing date 
established by law and therefore could not be honored. 
Persons found qualified to register were furnished with 
applications for absentee ballots for the State Election. 


SUPPLEMENTARY REGISTRATION OF SOLDIERS AND 
SAILORS. 


Under the provisions of chapter 51, sections 50 and 51, 
of the General Laws, 6 persons in the military service 
were registered as voters in Boston during the period 
from the close of registration to the third day preceding 
the State Election.

3,250 total applications received. 
2,849 total ballots mailed. 


MEMBERSHIP OF THE BOARD. 


The term of William A. Motley, Jr., expired on 
March 31, 1948. Mr. J. Joseph Connors was appointed 
to succeed him for the term of four years ending March 
31, 1952, and assumed the duties of his office on April 1, 
1948. He was designated by the Mayor as Chairman of 
the Board of Election Commissioners. Upon organiza- 
tion of the Board, Commissioner Everett R. Prout was 
elected Secretary. | : 

Commissioner Joseph A. Langone, Jr., was granted 
a five-week leave of absence from the Board, effective 
August 11, 1948, and Daniel F. Donovan, City Col- 
lector, was appointed Acting Commissioner. 


EXPENSES OF THE ELECTION DEPARTMENT. 


The expenses of the Election Department for the year 
ending December 31, 1948, amounted to $442,997.08.

It provides that in case of a failure to elect the secretary, 
treasurer and receiver general, auditor or attorney general of the Com- 
monwealth, or in case of the death of a person elected to any of such 
offices between the day of election and the third Wednesday of the 
following January, such an officer shall be chosen by a joint ballot of 
the senators and representatives from the people at large, instead of 
from the two persons who had the highest number of votes at the 
election as is now required. It also provides that if there is a vacancy 
in any of such offices during a session of the Legislature the vacancy 
shall be filled in like manner by choice from the people at large, but if 
the vacancy occurs at any other time it shall be filled by appointment 
by the Governor, with the advice and consent of the Council.

are required to be given by public announcement at a regular meeting, 
by notice in writing to each member, or in any other adequate manner. 
Candidates to be voted for must be nominated by a paper signed by 
ten members filed at least thirty days before a regular election and at 
least ten days before an election to fill a vacancy. 

The voting at such an election must be by secret written or printed 
ballot. Watchers appointed by nominating members and by union 
officers may be present during the voting and counting of ballots. 

Coercion and intimidation of members in connection with an election 
is prohibited, and violations of the provisions of the measure are made 
punishable by fine of not less than twenty-five dollars nor more than 
te spate dollars or by imprisonment for not more than thirty days 
or both.

QUESTION NO. 7. 


Do you approve of a law summarized below which was dis= 
approved in the House of Representatives by a vote of 95 in the 
affirmative and 110 in the negative and in the Senate by a vote 
of 14 in the affirmative and 18 in the negative? 


SUMMARY. 


This measure prohibits the calling of a strike by a labor organization 
in any business or plant or unit thereof, except when authorized by the 
vote of the majority of all the members of the organization employed 
in the business, plant or unit thereof. Such authorization is to be 
expressed by a secret written or printed ballot at a meeting called for 
that purpose. 

The Labor Relations Commission is authorized to make rules for 
the conduct of the voting. Within twenty-four hours after the voting 
the labor organization conducting it shall make a written report of the 
result to the commission, which shall be a permanent public record. 
If no report is filed the vote taken shall be void and a person making a 
false report shall be guilty of perjury. 

Coercion and intimidation of members of a labor organization in 
connection with such voting is made a penal offense.

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ANNUAL REPORT

DEAR SIR: 

I have the honor to submit herewith a report of the 
activities of the Boston Fire Department and the 
Electrical Inspection Division for the year ending 
December 31, 1948. 

In my report for 1947 it was stated that the moderniza- 
tion program for the Fire Department, instituted by 
your Honor in 1946, would probably be completed dur- 
ing 1948, subject to unforeseen delays with respect to 
the delivery of new equipment on order. 

At this time the department has received the follow- 
ing listed equipment ordered under the 1947 Equipment 
Budget Loan: 


20 Pumpers 
10 Hose Wagons 
1 Tractor for Tower 1 
1 20-Ton General Motors Corporation Tractor 
2 1,000-Gallon Gasoline Tank Wagons 
3 4%4-Ton Pickup Trucks 
23 Small Cars 
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The equipment listed below is undelivered: 


2 Hose Wagons; 5 85-Foot Aerial Trucks; and in addi- 
tion 6 85-Foot Aerial Trucks ordered under the 1946 
Equipment Loan making a total of 11 of this type; 6 65- 
Foot Aerial Trucks. 


As the result of failure on the part of different manu- 
facturers to make deliveries of ladder trucks, and on 
account of our desperate need for replacements in this 
branch of the service, your Honor has authorized me to 
proceed with the modernization of four aerials through 
the purchase of four new tractors together with other 
necessary work for the renovation of the trailers. A 
contract for this job is now being executed with the 
Mack Motor Company. The department during the 
year has previously modernized another aerial, namely, 
Ladder 2, in East Boston, with very satisfactory results. 


My original estimate submitted early in 1946 for the 
cost of modernizing the entire department was evidently 
low, as shown by bids received during 1947 and 1948, 
indicating a material increase over 1946 prices. There- 
fore, in order to complete the modernization of all 
apparatus now in service, it is my estimate that the 
department should be provided with approximately 
$650,000, either in the Departmental 1949 Budget 
Allowance, or by means of another equipment loan. 

A new tractor was purchased for Tower 1 of the 
Bowdoin Square fire station. This piece has likewise 
been modernized in a manner similar to Tower 2, thus 
giving the city two of the finest and most efficient water 
towers in the country. . 

Mention should be made of five Cardox units each 
containing 750 pounds of carbon dioxide gas mounted 
on five hose wagons. These units cost $2,279.25 each. 
The placing of these units in service during the month of 
July, 1948, is a distinct innovation for the fire service. 
Sufficient data has already been assembled to prove the 
worth of these units, and establish them as one of the 
most modern methods of extinguishment of certain 
types of fires. The quick use of one of these units on the 
occasion of a two-alarm fire aboard a naval vessel at 
the Charlestown navy yard prevented what might have 
been a fire of serious proportions. For the servicing of 
these units the department purchased a six-ton cardox 
Storage tank at a cost of $9,180. All portable CO, 
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extinguishers are also filled from this tank at a cost of 
approximately one-third formerly paid to outside con- 
cerns for similar charging services. 

Highteen 2,000 GPM high pressure guns have been 
installed on 18 hose wagons, thereby constituting a 
formidable array of heavy deluge equipment for pro- 
tection against a major conflagration. All engine 
companies, rescue companies, and several ladder com- 
panies have been provided with the new self-contained 
Chemox masks, allowing three masks per company. 
The equipping of the remaining companies with this 
type of mask will be provided for in the 1949 budget, 
in aS much asa new state statute requires all fire ap- 
paratus in the Commonwealth to be so equipped with at 
least two self-contained masks, on or before July 1, 
1949. 

The second of two Navy mine sweepers purchased by 
your Honor in 1946, for reconversion into fireboats, was 
placed in service March 10, 1948, thereby completing 
the modernization of the Marine Division of the depart- 
ment. Boston now has the best equipped fireboat 
fleet of its size in the United States. 

PERSONNEL.— The training of the new _ personnel 
comprising approximately 600 men inducted after the 
advent of the 48-hour week has proceeded at an accele- 
rated pace. Through lack of proper facilities for a 
central Drill School to accommodate a large group of 
men it was necessary to decentralize the Drill School 
into various small groups scattered through various fire 
stations having limited facilities. This method, it is 
admitted, has not been conducive to obtain best results 
on uniform training for all the new inductees. Re- 
fresher courses have also been given to all permanent 
members. I have directed that all members of the fire- 
fighting force, excepting personnel assigned to Fire 
Prevention Division and the two High Pressure Stations, 
Shall attend and qualify at the Navy Fire-fighting 
School, at South Boston. Twenty-five district chiefs, 
3/ captains, 114 lieutenants, 1,586 privates have already 
attended the school. The balance will finish the course 
early in 1949. At this school all members were taught 
the latest methods of handling water fog, foam, COs, 
and all the latest innovations in fire fighting. 

Another important phase in the training of personnel 
has been the establishment of two schools for drivers. 
Qualified officers have been detailéd to one school to 
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train all new men to become proficient as drivers of fire 
apparatus. The other school directed by qualified 
officers was set up to obtain a record of the proficiency 
of permanent drivers and to provide opportunities for 
greater improvement. Considerable headway has been 
made through these schools in reducing accidents 
involving vehicles of the department. For the period 
beginning November, 1946, to November, 1947, it was 
necessary for the chief inspector of the Fire Prevention 
Division to investigate 62 accidents involving fire 
apparatus. For the period; November, 1947, to 
November, 1948, since the Driving Schools were estab- 
lished, Fire Prevention Division has investigated 37 
cases, showing a material reduction in the number of 
accidents. It is my intention to continue these schools 
during 1949. 


Prior to 1946 company drills were held veckle now, 
company drills are held daily. 

A deputy chief has been detailed to Headquarters 
for a special assignment to cover all fire stations and 
report on the maintenance of all apparatus and condition 
of fire stations. ‘The city has made a large investment, 
approximately $1,500,000, for the purchase of new 
equipment, and it 1s my intention to continue, at all 
times, to impress upon the members of the department 
their responsibility in maintaining and protecting this 
new equipment in the best possible manner. 

NEw Construction.— The construction of a new 
fire station at the corner of Charter and Hanover streets, 
to house Engine 8 and Ladder 1, at a cost of $195,731.27, 
begun during 1947, was completed on September 1, 
1948. This building constitutes one of the major 
improvements in the North End of the city during your 
Honor’s present administration. 

The work under contract awarded to the firm of 
J. A. Singarella Company, in the amount of $123,200, 
for the construction of a new fire station at Mt. Vernon 
and River streets, Back Bay, is not yet completed. 
The contractor was delayed by foundation difficulties 
beyond his control. Furthermore, various legal matters 
pertaining to the construction of the new house had to 
be settled with the abutters resulting in further delays 
in the progress of the work. 

On September 138, 1948, contract was awarded to the 
firm of Bossi Construction, Ine., in the amount of 
$111,387, for the construction of a fire station at Wash- 
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ington street and Ferncliff avenue, West Roxbury. 
This job should be completed by the spring of 1949. 
It is proposed to place in service a new engine company, 
No. 55, when the building is ready for occupancy. 
Sufficient space and accommodations have been allowed 
in the design of the fire house for the installation of a 
ladder truck, should such a company be required at a 
future time. 

New Prosects.— Your Honor has already allocated 
the sum of $1,500,000 for the construction of a new 
Maintenance Division Garage and Headquarters, much 
needed by the department. This building will house 
the Headquarters’ offices, Fire Prevention Bureau, Fire 
Alarm Construction Force, and the entire Maintenance 
Division. Space will also be provided to house Tower 2. 
now located at Bristol street, and Engine 23, formerly 
located in fire house, now closed, on Northampton 
street. Out-door space will be set apart for a depart- 
ment drill yard. The building will be located on land 
near the corner of Massachusetts avenue and Southamp- 
ton street, the total area containing approximately 
125,000 square feet. Of this area, 80,000 feet belongs 
_ to the City of Boston, and is utilized by the Paving 
Division of the Department of Public Works. The 
remainder of the area, containing approximately 45,000 
Square feet, has been purchased by the city from the 
New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad. 

Accompanied by Mr. John Gray, city architect, and 
executives from the Maintenance Division, I, per- 
sonally, made an inspection of the New York Fire 
Department repair shops which are the most modern 
of any Fire Department in the country. The New 
York building was built in 1946 at a cost of $2,500,000. 
According to the latest building cost index, if this 
building were to be constructed today it would cost 
$3,750,000. Obviously, the needs of the Boston Fire 
Department are not as great as those of New York, so, 
with the amount of money at our disposal it is expected 
that the department will have a completely up-to-date 
and modern garage capable of handling the depart- 
ment’s needs. 

It was recommended in 1946 that the City of Boston 
adopt a modern Fire Prevention Code which would 
strengthen the Fire Prevention Division of the Depart- 
ment in its efforts to eliminate and reduce fire hazards 
throughout the city. After consultation with many 
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outside authorities and using as a model the codes 
promulgated by the National Fire Protection Associa- 
tion and the National Board of Fire Underwriters the 
Fire Prevention Division submitted to the Law De- 
partment of the city for review and consideration a 
proposed code for the City of Boston. It is realized 
that the Law Department has been faced with many 
legal difficulties in trying to clarify the code, on.account. 
of conflicting statutes, or lack of statutes which would 
give authorization for the legalizing of various pro- 
visions contained in the code. It is expected that the’ 
Law Department will be able to submit to your Honor 
for approval a final draft of the code within a short 
time. 

The Fire Department has set a high standard of 
efficiency in the extinguishment of fire occurring within 
the city. This fine work should be supplemented by 
equally progressive achievements along the lines of 
Fire Prevention. This, I am certain, the department 
can accomplish providing the means are given in the 
form of the recommended Fire Prevention Code.

It is a pleasure to again submit an annual report recording 
a year’s activities of the Boston Health Department. 

The public health during 1948 was excellent. The birth 
rate continued to be high, with almost 17,000 babies born, 
but the infant mortality and the maternal mortality rates 
were the lowest ever achieved in Boston. Deaths from com- 
municable diseases were infrequent. Cancer, heart disease, 
and accidents continue to be the leading causes of death, 
as is the case throughout the country. 

Plans were started for a short-term X-ray survey of the 
entire population in cooperation with the United States 
Public Health Service. This program should make it pos- 
sible to reduce the mortality from tuberculosis appreciably 
within the next five years. 

Your valued support and endorsement of Health Depart- 
ment activities has been greatly appreciated.

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HIGHLIGHTS FROM THE ANNUAL MEETING, AMERICAN PUBLIC HEALTH ASSOCIATION, BOSTON, MASS., NOVEMBER, 1948. 
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AMERICAN PUBLIC HEALTH ASSOCIATION 

In November, 1948, the 76th annual meeting of the 
American Public Health Association, with headquarters 
at the Hotel Statler and the main meeting place at 
Mechanics Building, convened in Boston. As a result 
of the professional programs which had been scheduled 
by the Program Committee, this meeting was one of 
the most successful in the history of the American 
Public Health Association. Through the work of the 
Finance Committee, opportunities to visit many histor- 
ical points of interest in Boston, to enjoy sight-seeing 
tours of the city, and to visit many of the professional 
clinics in the city were offered to over 4,000 registrants 
—the largest attendance at any meeting ever held by 
the Association. Dr. Charles F. Wilinsky assumed the 
duties of president of the Association at the annual 
dinner, November 11, 1948. 


MASS CHEST X-RAY PROGRAM 

In December, 1948, the United States Public Health 
Service confirmed the arrangements for a mass X-ray 
program in Boston. Through the office of the Surgeon 
General of the United States Public Health Service, 
commitments were made for that service to furnish 
services, equipment, supplies, and professional per- 
sonnel to the amount of $235,000 to Boston for a 
survey, to take place from September 21, 1949, to 
January 14, 1950. At that time, the Boston Health 
Department began the organization of a group of official 
and non-official agencies and prominent local persons 
to direct the activities of this mass X-ray survey. At 
the close of 1948, preliminary plans had been made, 
and details of the organization and activities were being 
developed. i 
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CITIZENS’ COMMITTEE SURVEY AND FINANCE COMMITTEE SURVEY 
A committee of citizens was assigned by the Greater 
Boston Community Service to conduct a survey of the 
health, hospital, and medical facilities for Boston and 
the 52 cities and towns comprising the metropolitan 
area. As a result of the organization of this committee, 
a study of the Boston Health Department was made by 
Dr. Ira Hiscock and an associated group. Likewise, 
as directed by chapter 261 of the 1948 Acts of the 
Massachusetts Legislature, a survey was made of ad- 
ministrative agencies of the City of Boston. The sur- 
veyor, in this instance, was Dr. Carl E. Buck of the 
School of Public Health, University of Michigan. As- 
sociated with Dr. Buck in this survey of the Health 
Department were a group of assistants. The surveys 
of these two groups were made over a period of many 
months, and, in due time, the complete reports were 
received by the Boston Health Department. Certain 
criticisms of the operation of the Health Department 
and many constructive suggestions for improvements 
of the Department were made. Of particular signifi- 
eance was criticism by both reports of civil service 
legislation of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts and 
of the inadequate salaries paid to professional and 
trained personnel of the Department. Many of these 
suggestions had theoretic value, but were practically 
impossible of fulfillment. While many of the recom- 
mendations made by both survey groups had many 
desirable aspects, some could be accomplished only 
over a long-range period and after a continued study 
made of them, as they would necessitate legislative 
enactment and ordinance changes. ‘Those recommen- 
dations which can be followed with advantage to the 
Department at this time are being adopted. 


DIABETIC DETECTION DRIVE 

For the first time in the history of the city, a diabetic 
detection drive was sponsored by the American Dia- 
betic Association. The Boston Health Department 
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participated in this program. The Health Education 
Service and the Bacteriological Laboratory assumed 
charge of the distribution of containers and collecting 
of samples. As a result of their activities eight unknown 
diabetics were discovered in the city in a period of one 
week. ‘This represented but a very small percentage 
of the people in the city, but it demonstrated that a 
more extensive detection drive would result in the 
discovery of numerous cases of diabetes. 





NURSING AND CONVALESCENT HOMES AND HOMES FOR THE AGED 

The management of nursing and convalescent homes 
and homes for the aged has been a subject in which the 
Health Department has been intensely interested over a 
period of many years. Recent legislation pertaining to 
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such homes has placed additional responsibility on all 
ocal health departments. Because Boston has 102 
nursing and convalescent homes and homes for the aged, 
;t was essential that the facilities for examinations, 
jnspections, and procedures for the licensing of such 
homes be expanded. As a result of this new inspection 
service setup, it is certain that the care of patients in 
these institutions will be improved. 


ACCIDENT PREVENTION 

It has become the practice in many health depart- 
ments to make special studies of accident prevention, 
not only industrial and motor vehicle accidents, but 
accidents which occur in homes. The latter are re- 
sponsible for much disability and an unfortunate num- 
ber of deaths. The Boston Health Department has 
assigned to various medical officers special subjects 
for study. Accident prevention is a subject in which 
Dr. Francis X. Walsh is intensely interested. By the 
close of 1948, preliminary plans for an accident pre- 
vention program had been set up. 


CARE OF THE AGED 

Special study on the care of the aged has been done 
by Dr. John T. Foley. It is apparent, with the longer 
life expectancy for individuals and the earlier retire- 
ment age of men and women, that special studies of 
those conditions associated with the older-aged group 
will require more attention from the medical and nursing 
profession. 


ALCOHOLISM 

The problem of alcoholism in any large community 
is a particularly pressing one. During the year, mem- 
bers of the Boston Health Department, the Mayor of 
the City of Boston, and the Governor of the Common- 
wealth met to discuss this problem. A committee has 
been appointed for the study of this problem in Boston.

ANTERIOR POLIOMYELITIS 


With only 12 resident cases reported, 1948 continued 
the extremely low incidence of this disease, which has been 
experienced for a decade. No deaths resulted. 


DIPHTHERIA 


A reduction in the morbidity from this disease occurred, 
with 132 cases reported for 1948, a sizable drop from the 
188 cases reported during 1947. The number of deaths, 
however, increased somewhat, with 14 occurring.

Deaths in the older age groups were not uncommon. This 
situation undoubtedly reflects the efficacy of immuniza- 
tion in protecting younger groups. The program of pri- 
mary inoculations and booster doses for all children is 
being continued, since ultimate control of the disease de- 
pends almost entirely upon it. 
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LEPROSY 


One case of leprosy was diagnosed during the year. A 
patient from outside Boston presented himself at a well- 
known hospital in this city and was diagnosed upon ad- 
mission by an alert staff physician. Since this patient had 
been previously seen, though not diagnosed, at other clinics 
outside of Boston, opportunity is taken here to congratulate 
the physician upon a brilliant piece of diagnostic work. 


LOBAR PNEUMONIA 


Five hundred seventy cases of this disease, with 157 
deaths, were reported, a slight increase over the previous 
year, when the lowest rates ever recorded were achieved. 
The case fatality rate, however, decreased, a reflection of 
improved thérapeutic methods, drugs, and antibiotics.

MALARIA 


Only two cases of malaria were reported in 1948 as con- 
trasted with 24 in 1947. These cases, which occur mainly 
in former members of the armed forces, apparently are well 
under control, as the sharp reduction would seem to 
indicate. 
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MEASLES 


' Nineteen hundred and forty-eight experienced the great- 
est morbidity from this disease in ten years, with 7,890 
cases being reported. Only four deaths resulted. Here, 
too, the use of recent prophylactic and therapeutic sub- 
stances undoubtedly were responsible for the low mortality. 


MENINGITIS 


Sixteen cases and two deaths were reported. This rep- 
resents a sharp decline in the mortality rate from the nine 
deaths reported in 1947. 


SCARLET FEVER 


In spite of a sizable increase in the number of cases re- 
ported, from a low incidence of 605 in 1947 to 1,820 cases 
in 1948, no deaths were reported, the third consecutive 
year this excellent record was achieved.

TYPHOID FEVER 


Fourteen cases and one death were reported during the 
year. Of this number, one case was a laboratory worker 
in a Boston hospital and another case was traced to a known 
carrier. Two cases, both children, of eight and nine years 
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of age, are presumed to have resulted from a carrier but 
could not be verified. Another local case had partaken of 
food and drink outside of the city — source unknown. 


VENEREAL DISEASE # }. 

A marked decrease was noted in the number of cases of 
syphilis reported, with only 940 recorded, as contrasted 
with the previous low of 1,325 cases in 1947. <A similar 
decrease in early cases occurred, with 151 cases reported 
in 1948 and 384 cases in 1947. 

The incidence of gonorrhea remained at about the same 
level, with a total of 1,772 cases reported. | 


WHOOPING COUGH 


A steady decrease in the number of cases reported has 
been noted for the past six years. Only 549 cases, or 50 
per cent of the 1947 incidence, was reported in 1948. It 
would appear that the immunization program is taking 
effect and that this serious disease of childhood is being 
brought under control. Six deaths, however, occurred. 


OTHER ACTIVITIES 


Four hundred and sixty-nine death certificates were - 
furnished in those cases where no physician was in attend- 
ance and where the medical examiner declined jurisdiction. 

No human or canine rabies was reported in 1948. Two 
thousand, nine hundred and twenty-five dog bites were 
reported, of which 296 required antirabic treatment.

CASE-FINDING 

The twelve health units in the various parts of the 
city held tuberculosis clinics at least once a week. 
The unit located in the South End is in the process 
of being converted into a diagnostic center. X-ray 
re-takes, tuberculin testing, and gastric lavage will be 
available. Pneumothorax refills are provided for out- 
patients weekly at this center. 

During the year, chest X-rays of 81,241 people 
were made by the Health Department. These X-rays 
were taken either in the regular clinics or on the Mobile 
Unit which is maintained by the Boston Health De- 
partment for industrial and school surveys.

In addition to the Health Department clinics, many 
of the general hospitals in Boston maintain a chest 
service, and free chest X-rays are available to all 
patients. These chest films are of the 70 mm. size 
and used for screening purposes. Since the advent of 
the free hospital chest X-ray, many cases have been 
referred to the Boston Health Department for further 


study. 
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On December 17, 1948, final agreements were signed 
for the services of the United States Public Health 
Service X-ray team in the conduct of a 16-week X-ray 
survey of all aged fifteen and over who work, live, or 
shop in Boston. Plans for this program, which will 
require the cooperation of all health groups in the 
city, were started immediately.

REHABILITATION 

A survey of rehabilitation services was conducted 
during 1948, but was not entirely completed. Existing 
rehabilitation services include those of the Boston 
Tuberculosis Association, which maintains a Sheltered 
Workshop, the Massachusetts Tuberculosis League, 
and the State Department of Rehabilitation with a 
training center at Rutland.

The possibilities for the further reduction of the 
maternal and infant death rate are constantly kept in 
mind. It is, however, important to relate the pos- 
sibilities for further improvement with the need for 
an increasing utilization of the important values found 
in satisfactory prenatal and obstetrical service. In 
view, too, of the fact that so large a proportion of all 
infant deaths takes place during the first month of 
life, everything should be done to make possible ade- 
quate prenatal care, satisfactory obstetrical service, 
and the care of premature babies. This represents 
those additional important needs added to those func- 
tions which are now carried on. The Health Depart- 
ment does not maintain any prenatal clinics or obstet- 
rical services, since a very complete service is provided 
by the hospitals and the members of the medical pro- 
fession for the satisfactory performance of these serv- 
ices. 

It is pleasing, of course, to call attention to the 
continuing reduction of the infant mortality rate so 
ably emphasized as ‘‘an index of a community’s intel- 
ligence.’’ Boston continues to maintain its established 
facilities in this field with a large number of infant and 
preschool child health conferences conducted weekly 
in health units, municipal buildings, and in other 
facilities. A total of almost 13,000 children made 
47,999 visits to the clinics during the past year, where, 
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in addition to routine physical examinations and 
re-examinations, the following immunization procedures 
were performed.

SUPERVISION OF SCHOOL HYGIENE IN THE PAROCHIAL SCHOOLS 


The Health Department, working in close cooperation 
with the Archdiocesan Director, was able to carry on a 
satisfactory school child health service which included 
routine inspection of all students as well as the physical 
examination of children in grades one, five and eight. 
Efforts were made to conduct these examinations with 
the parents present, an important factor for successful 
end results of such examinations.

HEALTH UNITS 


Boston has played an jmportant part in the further- 
ance of a health center movement in the United States, 
from a humble beginning on Blossom street in 1915 
to the imposing chain of nine health units serving 
as headquarters not only of the Health Department, 
but of other official as well as voluntary health and 
relief agencies. The integrated effort of all of them 
serves to make possible, on a ‘‘team play level,’’ the 
functioning of the essential activities in many fields. 
These include prenatal care, infant and preschool serv- 
ice, dental hygiene, tuberculosis control, health edu- 
cation, refraction services, periodic medical supervision, 
and public health nursing service. To these are added 
the programs of the relief agencies. The Hyde Park 
Health Unit now in the process of erection will be opened 
to the public in a very short while. 


DAY NURSERIES 


One of the functions of the Health Department is 
the inspection of day nurseries, and, during the past 
year, medical inspectors of the Health Department 
made a total of 111 visits, at which time they inspected 
a total of 9,113 children. 

Nurses of the Department of Health also make 
routine visits to check on communicable diseases. Those 
responsible for the children in attendance at the day 
nurseries are encouraged to bring them to the dental 
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clinics, and to avail themselves. of all the necessary 


preventive measures for the conservation of the health 


of preschool children. 


DENTAL SERVICE 


Two studies on dental caries in school children have 
been conducted by the Dental Division during 1948. 


These studies were made possible through the coopera-. 


tion of the Massachusetts Department of Public Health. 

The objective of the first study was to determine the 
practicability of topical fluorine therapy as a public 
health measure. Children in all elementary grades of 
the Winchell School received a thorough dental prophy- 
laxis preceding dental examination and then received 
one treatment of the entire mouth with a 2 per cent 
solution of sodium fluoride. These findings indicate 


that the prevalence of caries in this small group of 


children is less than found elsewhere in Massachusetts, 
and that the dentistry performed to correct these defects 
was greater than found in most Massachusetts com- 


munities thus far surveyed. The lower prevalence of, 


caries may not be significant, as this group of children 
were mostly females and a high percentage of them were 
of Italian-American extraction. The group was too 
small to lead to any definite conclusions. Because a 
complete series of treatments consumed approximately 
one hour per year per child, it was recommended that 
a less exacting dental prophylaxis be performed and 
that only specific age groups be treated, namely 7-9 
and 12-year age groups. In this way it is felt the 
sodium fluoride treatment can be made a more practical 
public health procedure. 

The second study, the largest ever to be attempted 
in Massachusetts on caries control, was initiated in 
eight parochial schools of the city. This study was an 
attempt to evaluate a dentifrice containing fluorine. 
A smaller study made previously indicates that fluorine 


SS 
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could be successfully used in this manner. The initial 
examinations made at the beginning of this study pro- 
vided information as to the per cent of children suffer- 
ing caries of the permanent teeth, the age at which this 
per cent of people affected may be found, and the 
average number of teeth affected per person. These 
findings indicated that 90 per cent of Boston school 
children will have had permanent tooth caries experi- 
ence in their ninth year of age. Ninety-eight per cent 
of Boston school children will have had this experience 
by age thirteen and will average eight carious perma- 
nent teeth per child. By the use of this observation, 
the relationship of per cent of children affected and the 
average number of permanent teeth with caries experi- 
ence per child, a very simple measure of the success of 
attempted caries control is possible. 

It is not intended that this be the only unit of meas- 
ure used in the final analysis of this study, but these 
initial findings can serve as basic material for any 
attempted caries control programs. 

Further data on this study of caries incidence will be 
reported at a later date. 


HEALTH EDUCATION SERVICE 


The staff of the Service functioned in three general 
areas during 1948 — community health education, 
school health education, and general publicity and 
special programs covering the entire city. 


COMMUNITY HEALTH EDUCATION 

As in previous years, health education played an 
important role in the case-finding program of the 
Tuberculosis Division. The X-ray program in schools 
and industry required the full time of a staff educator. 
Plans for the short-time X-ray survey of the entire 
population of the city were started. It is anticipated 
that the efforts of the entire staff will be needed for 
community organization and education. 
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SCHOOL HEALTH EDUCATION 


Another successful year was achieved in the health 
education program of the parochial schools. ‘Teachers’ 
meetings, conferences, anid an exhibit at the annual 
institute were a few of the activities through which 
an integrated program operated. Special emphasis on 
supplementary visual and teaching materials was made. 


CITY-WIDE HEALTH EDUCATION 


Routine radio and press activities were carried on. 
Appreciation is expressed to the newspapers and radio 
stations of the city for their generous cooperation with 
the educational activities of the Health Department. 

The Health Education Service assisted in the dia- 
betes detection drive which was a feature of National 
Diabetes Week. 

The Service was pleased to be able to assist in activi- 
ties for the annual meeting of the American Public 
Health Association. A special leaflet was prepared for 
distribution and an exhibit designed and built which 
won one of the six certificates awarded to scientific 
exhibitors. 

The annual report of the Health Department was 
edited by the staff. 





The first part of the ‘‘Manual of Instruction for 
Public Health Nurses” in the Health Department, 
dealing with the work in the parochial schools of Boston, 
was printed and put into use in September. Sections 
on the other phases of nursing work are being prepared 
or revised. This represents a joint effort on the part 
of the nurses in the Department and has been prepared 
in loose-leaf form to make necessary revisions easier. 
Thus it will be possible to keep the instructions and 
information contained in the manual up to date at all 
times. The preparation of this manual has been a 
potent factor in the education of the staff, and was 
compiled largely through the contributions of the 
nurses themselves. 


FIELD STUDENTS 

For many years the Service has been committed 
to a policy of offering public health nursing field ex- 
perience to student nurses. ‘The requests for such 
experience have increased, and with the appointment 
of additional supervisors it has been possible to in- 
crease the number of student nurses given this field 
training. The Division of Public Health Nursing was: 
accredited by the State Board of Registration of Nurses,. 
permitting acceptance of undergraduate nurses for 
field experience in public health nursing as part of the 
regular undergraduate training. 

Graduate students who are majoring in_ public 
health nursing are now being accepted from Boston 
College, Boston University, and Simmons College Schools: 
of Nursing. In addition, undergraduate students from 
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Boston City Hospital and New England Deaconess 
Hospital Schools of Nursing are assigned for one 
month’s experience. 


SPECIAL PROGRAMS 


For some time great emphasis has been placed on 
the need for more ‘‘community planning,” and in this 
connection the Director has served as a member of 
the Greater Boston Nursing Council and has cooperated 
with them on four major projects. 

1. One day’s observation with a public health 
nursing agency for undergraduate nurses from 
most of the large hospital schools of nursing. 


2. A comprehensive referral plan worked out in 
cooperation with the Health and Hospital Divi- 
sion of the Greater Boston Community Council. 


3. Interagency referrals between Boston Health 
Department Division of Public Health Nursing, 
Boston School Department Nursing Service, and 
the Visiting Nurse Association. 

4. A special project on referrals and follow-up 
for premature infants has been worked out between 
hospitals and public health nursing groups. This 
was a joint effort of the Hospital Council, Nursing 
Council, and public health nursing agencies. 


(1) The first project was an effort to bring 
about a better understanding on the part of 
public health nurses and hospital nurses of the 
need for and methods of achieving continuity 
of nursing care and health instruction of 
patients in and out of hospitals. It is evident 
that this plan is, In some measure at least, 
bridging the gap between the hospitals and 
community health agencies. 

- (2) The plan for organized and orderly 
referrals of patients between the hospitals and 
community agencies should further close this ~ 
gap and assure patients of better continuous 
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care, whether at home or in a hospital. It 
further increases the knowledge of how intelli- 
gently and effectively to use the health re- 
sources now at hand. 


(3) An interagency referral plan has been 
worked out, with referral blanks and instruc- 
tions on their use and the types of problems to 
be referred, between the Boston Health De- 
partment, Division of Public Health Nursing, 
the Boston School Department Nursing Serv- 
ice, and the Visiting Nurse Association of 
Boston. 


(4) The need for better care for the pre- 
mature infant, both in the hospital and in the 
home, was recognized by both hospital ad- 
ministrators and public health nursing agencies. 
A plan has been worked out to give more ade- 
quate care to premature babies, particularly 
after their discharge from the hospital, and 
specific instruction for demonstrations and 
teaching to their parents; also a plan for a 
coordinated program which will further this 
objective as well as prevent duplications and 
overlapping of work by field agencies. 


IN-SERVICE TRAINING 


- Much has been accomplished in “‘in-service’”’ training 

of the staff nurse as well as the supervising group. Nine 
nurses are matriculating in various colleges and uni- 
versity extension work toward a B.S. degree. Several 
have attended workshops directed by the university 
groups on ‘Administration of Nursing Service,”’ ‘“‘The 
Nurse in the School Health Program,” ‘Supervision, ”’ 
“Cost Analysis of Public Health Nursing,” ‘Mental 
Hygiene,”’ and ‘“‘Nursing for the Future.”’ In all cases 
the nurses who participate in these special projects 
bring back to the groups in their respective stations a 
report and discussion of the subjects covered. 
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In addition to the above there has been a series of 
special lectures for the whole staff at the regular staff 
meetings.

(b) Streptomycin 
(c) Rehabilitation 


2. Epilepsy

OTHER ACTIVITIES 


Boarding or convalescent homes for the aged have 
been inspected by the nurses during the year. This is a 
new type of service participated in by the nurses. In 
this connection, the nutrition service has contributed 
to plans for working out satisfactory diets for the older- 
age person, and a brochure on this subject is being pre- 
pared to help the nurse in interpreting this important 
part of satisfactory care of older people. 

Public health nursing service is still given to the 
Child Hygiene, Communicable Disease, and Tuberculosis 
Divisions, 55 parochial schools, and 15 day nurseries or 
nursery schools. The nurses participate in both clinic 
and home visiting follow-up work for all these services.

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The Bacteriological Laboratory of the Health De- 
partment is maintained as a cultural and serological 
diagnostic aid for physicians, clinics, and hospitals in 
the City of Boston. The identity and volume of tests 
performed is a fair index of the incidence of infectious 
diseases in the metropolitan area, as well as a reflection 
of the success of preventive public health immunization 
work. ! 


SPECIAL TRAINING 


Early in 1948 the Bacteriological Laboratory was 
fortunate to have Dr. Ralph E. Wheeler accept the 
position of consultant in bacteriology and epidemiology. 
His appointment brought both experience and vision to 
the entire Department. 

In line with an anticipated increase in the tubercu- 
losis program of the city, a junior bacteriologist spent 
several weeks at the Communicable Disease Center of 
the United States Public Health Service at Atlanta, 
Georgia, for training in the newer diagnostic procedures 
for the examination and culture of specimens for tuber- 
culosis. The transfer of the examination of raw milk 
from the Bacteriological Laboratory to the Milk and 
Chemical Laboratory made available an entire room 
which was remodeled for the exclusive use of the 
tuberculosis diagnostic program. 

The increase in examinations made in any one type 
of test may be attributed either to an accelerated 
case-finding project or to improved general public health 
information. This has been exemplified in 1948 by 
the actual doubling of tuberculosis examinations. 
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ALLERGY STUDY 

The Laboratory initiated its first study in the field 
of allergy throughout the summer and early fall, with 
a daily sequence of pollen slides, exposed in standard 
equipment on the roof of the Health Department, 
Haymarket Square Building. This is the only station 
for such a study within the heart of the downtown 
area, and has already proved of value. 


SERVICES 

The Laboratory has continued its contacts and 
“services with the major private, public, and federal 
institutions and hospitals of the city, and also main- 
tained its educational services to many student groups 
from colleges and medical schools. Uniquely, this is 
the only public health bacteriological laboratory in this 
area offering confirmatory comparative serological ex- 
aminations, an essential feature of the newer syphilitic 
drug therapy. This service is being increasingly 
patronized by the federal hospitals. 

As has been customary, the Laboratory has been 
visited by many interested laboratorians and espe- 
cially during the American Public Health Association 
convention held in this city in November. 


CERTIFICATION 

For the seventh consecutive year, the Laboratory 
has received renewal certification by the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health in all public health 
diagnostic evaluation tests submitted by that legally 
authorized body.

QUALITY OF MILK 


No case of disease was reported as traced to the 
Boston milk supply. . 


A marked improvement in the bacterial quality of 
raw milk received for pasteurization and also in the 
bacterial quality of milk after pasteurization was noted 
in the months of October, November, and December. 
The improvement was due to the fact that Boston- 
inspected producers of milk increased production in 
those months to such a degree that the anticipated 
shortage of 20 per cent not only did not materialize 
but there actually was a surplus of milk, a condition 
which has not existed for many years. Because of this 
increased production it was unnecessary to bring milk 
of poor quality from uninspected sources in the west, 
as had been found necessary in that period of each of 
the three preceding years in order to avoid a shortage 
of milk. 

This increased production of milk by Boston pro- 
ducers during the critical months was planned and 
brought about by the stimulation afforded by a higher 
price for milk set under the operation of the new 
Boston Federal Order Formula. This formula became 
operative for the first time in 1948. 


QUALITY OF CREAM 


A very important improvement in the quality of 
cream was accomplished by the enforcement of the 
Cream Project announced in the 1947 report. The 
results were entirely satisfactory and can be made 
permanent. 
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FUTURE ACTIVITIES 

1. A continuation of efforts to minimize contamina- 
tion after pasteurization, as disclosed by the coliform 
index on pasteurized milk. 

2. To maintain and enlarge the application of the 
principles used in 1948 for the improvement of the 
cream supply.

ood uspection 


The supervision of the safety, wholesomeness, and 
sanitary quality of the food supply of a great metro- 
politan community like Boston is a constant and 
never-ending task. Not only is daily supervision 
necessary, but it is even more important to educate 
all concerned in the use of proper methods of handling, 
storing, transporting, preparing, and serving food in 
order to protect the food supply against all hazards 
from the point of production to the place of consumption. 

The inspectors of the Food Division were responsible 
in 1948 for supervising the food supply and the sanitary 
conditions in the following places: 2,000 restaurants; 
7,200 food stores and markets, including places where 
meats, poultry, fish, vegetables, fruits, and groceries 
are sold; 240 taverns; 424 drugstores; 300 bakeries; 
30 bottling establishments for nonalcoholic beverages; 
1 fruit terminal; 23 sausage factories; 1 fruit and vege- 
table terminal; 13 poultry slaughterhouses; 11 hamburg 
manufacturing establishments; and 5 egg breaking 
plants. 


RESTAURANT SANITATION 


The Food Division continued its active campaign 
of education and supervision in the field of restaurant 
and lunchroom sanitation. 

As part of the program of education a meeting, 
sponsored by the Boston Health Department, the 
Massachusetts Restaurant Association, and the Boston 
Retail Druggists Association, and attended by 600 
owners and operators of restaurants and lunchrooms, 
was held in order to keep alive a healthy interest in 
restaurant sanitation and to ascertain how many would 
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sign up for a series of guided inspection tours where 
’ good restaurant sanitation would be observed in prac- 
tice. 

Over 400 indicated a desire to participate. At weekly 
intervals, a group of 50, under the guidance of Dr. 
Murray P. Horwood, consultant for the Boston Health 
Department, was taken through the Walker Memorial 
Dining Service of Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology. 

The members of each group were instructed in the 
essential aspects of restaurant sanitation prior to the 
tour. As the inspections were made while the dining 
service was in operation, it was possible to point out 
the good and the undesirable practices of restaurant 
sanitation. After the tour was completed, a question 
and discussion period was held. The laboratory method 
of instruction in restaurant sanitation combined with 
the lecture method made an unusually satisfactory 
program. 


The problem of restaurant sanitation in Boston is 
so vast and so constant that it is physically impossible 
for the Food Division to cope with it adequately on a 
day-by-day basis. With the limited staff available 
it is possible to visit each restaurant and lunchroom 
only three or four times a year. Anyone who is familiar 
with the problem will recognize the fact that satis- 
factory restaurant sanitation requires daily supervision. 


Since the restaurants and lunchrooms are private 
enterprises, it is the duty and responsibility of each 
owner and operator to inspect and supervise his estab- 
lishment every day and to take the initiative in edu- 
cating his personnel in acceptable sanitary practices. 
It is hoped that eventually every owner or operator 
will assume complete responsibility for self-inspection, 
self-supervision, and education on a daily basis. It 
is also hoped that such a program can be placed in the 
hands of properly qualified personnel especially em- 
ployed for this purpose. 
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To this end, a series of meetings has been inaugurated 
with the principals involved in each food industry. 
Progress necessarily will be slow, since additional costs 
are involved. It is the hope, however, that through 
enlightenment and the realization that sanitation and 
sanitary supervision are recognized responsibilities of 
business and industry today, this program will even- 
tually be adopted. It will not diminish the respon- 
sibility or the activities of the Health Department. 
It will merely supplement what the Health Depart- 
ment is doing in this important field at present and 
place it on a more adequate and satisfactory basis. 

Parallel with the program of education and in- 
spection in the field of restaurant sanitation, the Food 
Division has continued an active campaign of super- 
vision over the cleaning and sterilization of eating and 
drinking utensils. In this program the help and co- 
operation of the Bacteriological Laboratory have been 
of inestimable value. Swab-rinse samples for laboratory 
examinations were collected from 1,417 restaurants. 
The number of examinations made for each type of 
utensil is recorded on Table 4 on page 34 of the Sta- 
tistical Summary. The standard requirement is that 
each utensil must not contain more than 100 bacteria 
as determined by the swab-rinse test. 

During 1948 the inspector in charge held 874 con- 
ferences with individual owners and operators of 
restaurants where high-count utensils had been found. 

Four restaurant owners were brought before the 
Boston Licensing Board for serious violations of the 
sanitary code pertaining to restaurants. Two were 
closed, and the other two were required to correct the 
defects or suffer revocation of the license. The two 
owners complied with the sanitary requirements 
promptly. 


OUTBREAK OF GASTROENTERITIS 


Late in July and early in August a widespread out- 
break of food-borne gastroenteritis occurred among the

personnel of a large insurance company cafeteria. 
’ Over 275 cases occurred, with nausea, vomiting, pros- 
tration, and loss of time. Fortunately, no deaths 
occurred. The outbreak occurred during a prolonged 
hot spell and is believed to have been due to an egg 
salad which had been mixed by hand and allowed to 
incubate. The responsible cook had been suffering 
from gastroenteritis before the epidemic. Hand 
hygiene facilities were excellent, but good hand hygiene 
practices could not be substantiated. The lack of 
satisfactory refrigerating facilities at the service counter 
is believed to have been a contributory factor in this 
outbreak. The epidemic was investigated by the Food 
Division and resulted in further sanitary improvement 
in a superior dining service. While the Laboratory 
assisted in this investigation, it was impossible to 
determine with certainty what organism was involved. 
The period of incubation in at least 25 per cent of the 
cases was less than four hours. This epidemic re- 
emphasized the importance of good hand hygiene and 
proper refrigeration of perishable food at all times in 
the prevention of food-borne disease. 


NEW REGULATIONS PROPOSED 


The Food Division completed a new sanitary code 
for eating and drinking establishments with the co- 
operation of the Boston Hotel Association, the 
Boston Retail Liquor Dealers Association, the Boston 
Retail Druggists Association, and the Massachusetts 
Restaurant Association. It has not yet been cleared 
by the Boston Law Department, but it is hoped that 
the legal obstacles to adoption will be overcome before 
long and that the new code will be in use in 1949. 


CONDEMNED FOOD 


During 1948, over 1.5 million pounds of food were 
condemned and destroyed. More than one million 
pounds consisted of vegetables and over 271,000 pounds 
of fruits. 
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The detailed analysis of the food condemnations in 
1948 is included in Tables 2 and 3 on pages 34 and 35 
of the Statistical Summary. 

Following are a few of the specific condemnations 
that were made in 1948: 

Thirty-eight thousand loaves of cake were contami- 
nated with fuel oil. The line leading to the fuel oil 
tank in the bakery had become frozen and when fuel 
oil was subsequently pumped into this line from a tank 
truck the oil overflowed and damaged the cakes in 
question. It was necessary to destroy the entire lot. 

Five thousand five hundred pounds of pork products 
stored in a cold storage warehouse were found to be 
moldy, decomposed, and unfit for human consumption. 
The existence of this unfit food was discovered by 
observing an advertisement in a Boston paper offering 
the food for sale. The food was inspected, condemned, 
and destroyed. 

A carload of pineapple juice containing 2,000 cases 
of No. 10 cans, each case containing six cans, was con- 
demned. The cans were leaking in many instances 
and in others they were swollen and rusty. The 
carload had been shipped to an Army camp in Cali- 
fornia where it had been rejected because of the unsat- 
isfactory condition of the cans. It had been returned 
to the consignor in Boston and was discovered as part 
of the routine inspections of this Division. The entire 
shipment was destroyed. 

An interesting case of food spoilage occurred in a 
high-grade meat market where string prepared with 
sizing that had decomposed was used in tying sirloin 
roasts and other similar cuts of high quality beef. 
The decomposed sizing imparted a highly objectionable 
taste and odor to the beef which was not removed on 
cooking. In consequence, the beef had to be destroyed. 
As a result, all string of this type in use in Boston was 
recalled by the manufacturer. This incident emphasizes 
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the importance of maintaining supervision over the 
sanitary conditions of all items that come in contact 
with food as well as the food itself. 

Over 37,000 pounds of horse meat shipped from 
Houston, Texas, were seized at the South Boston 
Terminal of the New York, New Haven and Hartford 
Railroad because the meat was unstamped and not 
denatured. This was in violation of the regulations of 
the United States Bureau of Animal Industry. 
Subsequently the horse meat was denatured with 
charcoal by the Food Division and released for use as 
dog food. 


MISCELLANEOUS 


Through the activity of this Division, the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts adopted a law in 1948 which 
amended chapter 94, section 151. The new law, 
chapter 94, section 151A, reads as follows: 

‘“Whoever serves horse meat or causes it to be 
served at any lunch counter or in any restaurant, 
hotel, boarding house, convalescent home, hospital, 
or like place, to a guest, patron, or patient thereof, 
without notifying said guest, patron, or patient 
that horse meat is being served to him shall be 
punished by a fine of not less than ten nor more 
than fifty dollars.” 

This new law should prevent the serving of horse 
meat as beef. 

All restaurants have been warned not to use silver 
polish containing cyanide. Cyanide is so lethal that 
the use of silver polish containing this a is 
prohibited by law. 

The tables showing the detailed analysis of the 
inspections and food condemnations made by the 
Food Division in 1948 are shown in the Statistical 
Summary. These data merit careful study as they 
reflect the tremendous amount of work performed 
by this branch of the Health Department. 
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Careful supervision by the Health Department in- 
spectors at the Brighton Abattoir, which is the only 
place where animals may be slaughtered in Boston, 
is a protection for the consumer. This is particularly 
needed during this period of high prices of meat. 

During 1948, new, improved equipment was added 
to the deodorizing plant. As a result of these addi- 
tions, the improvement in odor control has been re- 
markable. The services of a rat exterminator on a 
permanent basis also are planned. Everything pos- 
sible is being done to abate all possible nuisances 
which might occur at this plant. 

Construction of a new meat-smoking plant, to be 
under the supervision of the Health Department, is 
contemplated by one of the packing companies op- 
erating in the Abattoir. 

A change in the license fee for slaughterers at the 
Abattoir from a set fee to a charge for each animal 
slaughtered was initiated. Meetings were held by 
the Health Commissioner and the Corporation Counsel, 
resulting in regulations being drawn up for approval. 
It is hoped that this change will go into effect early 














in 1949.

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In conjunction with the activities of the Housing 
and Sanitation Division relative to enforcing statute 
laws, city ordinances, and health regulations, it might 
be well to note that duties outside of the regular scope, 
in the main pertaining to public safety, have, through 
accepted custom, become a function of this Division. 

During the usual procedure of investigation, the 
inspector realizes that when making an inspection he 
has a moral obligation to report all factors, exclusive 
of the field of public health, which would endanger 
the occupants of premises, for example, wiring, fire, 
and structural hazards which are, in due course, re- 
ferred to the various departments having Jurisdiction. 


The inspectors of the Department are trained in 
inspection to the end that each visit of the inspector, 
whether a routine inspection or follow-up of complaint, 
shall stress the health education aspect of the situation. 


It might also be noted that complaints relative to 
safety hazards are increasing in this Division. The 
main reason seems to be that immediate response 
was given to complaints in the field of environmental 
sanitation, so that guidance and advice is being sought 
on other matters. 

The outstanding activity in the Housing and Sani- 
tation Division during the year 1948 was the annual 
Clean-up Campaign and the continuation of efforts 
to convince property owners to furnish adequate 
heat for the comfortable occupancy of premises. 


COURT ACTIONS 


Approximately 2,500 final notices were served on 
the owners of properties on which there were existing 
nuisances in cellars, yards, or alleys. It was necessary 
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to institute court proceedings against 34 owners who 
failed to comply with the final order. 

Court actions instituted to cause the abatement of 
nuisances resulted in all instances in their cessation. 
Many cases prepared for trial were withdrawn prior 
to presentation because the orders issued had been 
complied with. Sixty-six cases were tried in the mu- 
nicipal and district courts with the results shown in 
the table of statistics. : 

Two hearings were held during the year. One was 
a public hearing concerning an application for license 
to operate a trailer camp in the West Roxbury district. 
The license was granted on the premise that all legal 
requirements had been complied with. 

A private hearing was held relative to the suspension 
or revocation of a license to conduct a stable in the 
South End district. Extensive repairs were ordered by 
the Commissioner as a result of the evidence presented 
at that time. A notice (prior to the hearing) to abate — 
certain nuisances had been served by the Division. 
All orders having been executed and existing nuisances 
having been abated subsequently, no further action 
was found necessary. 


WATER EXAMINATIONS 


One thousand one hundred and two tap-water samples 
were taken from all wards throughout Boston, includ- 
ing Deer Island and Long Island, for chemical and 
bacteriological examinations. One hundred complaints 
from various sections of the city, Deer Island, and 
Long Island were investigated for color, taste, and 
bacteriological analyses. 

Eight hundred thirty-two samples were taken from 
swimming pools throughout the city for chemical and 
bacteriological examination. During the period from 
June 15 to September 15, 1948, the bathing beaches 
and wading pools throughout the city were checked 
weekly for chemical and bacteriological analyses. A 
total of 8302 samples were examined. 
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SUPERVISION OF BATHING BEACHES 


It was found necessary to close the Charlesbank 
Beach for bathing purposes from July 5, 1948, for the 
remainder of the season due to the high degree of pol- 
lution found. Samples were taken daily with the view 
of reopening the beach if and when it was safe for bath- 
ing purposes. This, however, did not occur. Con- 
sequently, the beach remained closed. 

There were other cases of pollution found during the 
year in the swimming pools, bathing beaches, and 
wading pools, but, by prompt investigation, the causes 
were located and proper remedial measures effected. 

Many times during the year, the inspector assigned 
to this work was called in by operators of swimming 
pools for consultation and advice on sanitary, chemical, 
and bacteriological problems that developed from time 
to time. 

It might be interesting to note that on May 2, 1948, 
the Boston Sunday Post carried almost a full page in ie 
feature section, including photographs, covering the 
work being sane by the Boston Health Department 
in keeping the drinking water and bathing places inside 
and out pure and safe. 


PEST CONTROL WITH D.D.T. 


During the early part of the summer season of 1948, 
the Housing and Sanitation Division, working in con- 
junction with employees of the Paster Middlesex 
Mosquito Commission, conducted a survey of the 
Boston side of the Charles River lowlands in the West 
Roxbury district, which adjoins the areas serviced by 
this Commission. 

This survey was conducted for the purpose of deter- 
mining the presence or absence of the larvae of the early 
season mosquito, there being several types of mos- 
quitoes which normally breed at different seasons of 
the year in this area. 

_ The method used in conducting this survey consisted 
of taking “dip samples” of the waters in the swamp and 
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pools, and examining them for the presence of the larvae. 
Several hundred such examples were taken and the re- 
sults indicated larvacide treatment should be attempted. 


The services of the Airborne Sprayers, Inc., were 
engaged, and the spraying of the area from the air with 
a solution of DDT was undertaken. After the spray- 
ing was completed, inspectors from this Division again 
examined the area, and the reduction in the numbers 
of the larvae found as compared to the numbers found 
prior to the DDT application indicated that the mode 
of application was efficient. | 


Later in the season, when the mid-season mosquito 
was starting to propagate, the same technique of examl- 
nation and spraying was used on this area as well as 
other areas along several sections of the Neponset 
River, Dorchester Bay, and the East Boston lowlands, 
and here, too, the results indicated that the method 
employed had considerable value. 

The areas utilized for these experiments are the 
areas from which the greatest number of complaints 
had been received. Although the results obtained 
were gratifying, more experience would be necessary 
before it could be stated that this program should be 
continued. 

It is the opinion of this Division that these experi- 
ments should be repeated until a continuing program 
based on experience gained can be instituted. 


RODENT CONTROL 


Plans are now being made for a city-wide rat control 
program. Personal contacts have been made at numer- 
ous food industries to explain the contemplated pro- 
gram and enlist their cooperation. Ninety-five per 
cent of the companies have expressed their approval 
of the program and their willingness to cooperate. 

A program of in-service training is being conducted. 
Meetings are attended by personnel from the Housing 
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and Sanitation Division and the Food Division. A 
study of the city ordinances is in progress, and educa- 
tional materials are being prepared for the program.

Vital statistics has been described as a study of the 
experiences of the past, in the light of the present, for 
the betterment of the future. It is with this in mind 
that a brief analysis of the Boston health record for the 
year 1948 is presented. 

The death rate of 12.5 shows a slight decrease from 
the previous year, while the birth rate of 22.1 shows a 
drop in conformity with the national trend to the prewar 
level. The birth rate, nevertheless, is still very high 
and represents a total of 16,967 births. Most signifi- 

cant, perhaps, is the phenomenally low maternal death ~ 
rate of 0.9, an accomplishment never before recorded in 
Boston. Only 15 maternal deaths occurred, although 
nearly 17,000 babies were born. 

Deaths from communicable diseases, with the excep- 
tion of tuberculosis, remained nonexistent or favorably 
low, although a slight increase in the number of deaths 
was noted for whooping cough and diphtheria, which 
stresses the importance of early immunization. In both 
of these diseases, however, the morbidity has been 
substantially decreased over the previous year. 

A favorable decrease was noted in the infant mortality 
rate of 33.9, the lowest rate ever to be recorded in 

- Boston. 

Heart disease and cancer still rank as the leading 
causes of death, indicating the need of concerted and 
unified effort on the part of the medical, social, and 
educational groups to eliminate these crucial diseases 
from our society. 

Accidental deaths remain high, and increasing atten- 
tion is being given to these preventable causes of death 
or permanent disability. A concerted educational effort 
is being planned by the Health Department to help 
reduce the too high rates from these causes.

SIR: 

In compliance with the ordinances, the trustees of 
the Boston City Hospital present the following report 
of its condition for the year ending December 31, 1948. ° 

This is the eighty-fifth annual report of the Hos- 
pital Department, which consists of the Main Hospital, 
the South Department for contagious diseases, the 
Sanatorium Division, the East Boston Relief Station. 
The Haymarket Square Relief Station has been in the 
custody of the Public Works Department since May, 
1938. The West Department was transferred to the 
Public Works Department February, 1939. 

The Board of Trustees was organized May 7, 1948, 
by election of Dr. Martin J. English as President, and 
Dr. Thomas J. Giblin as Secretary. 
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Mr. Harry B. Braude was appointed to the Board 
of Trustees for the term ending April 30, 1953. 


EXPENDITURES. 


The total expenditures for all departments of the 
Hospital, excepting the Sanatorium Division, during the 
fiscal year were $7,502,148.14. Of the total operating 
expenses, $6,415,856. 32 was expended on the hospital 
proper and its subdivisions; $452,013.98 on account of 
the Out-Patient Department; $561, 808.43 on account 
of the South Department, and $72, 469.41 on account of 
the East Boston Relief Station. | 

Of the amount spent on the Pathological Laboratory, 
$143,952.40, $132,436.21 is included in the hospital 
proper expenditures, $10,076.67 in the Out-Patient De- 
partment, and $1,489.52 in the South Department ex- 
penditures. The entire amount spent on the Thorndike 
Memorial Laboratory, $118,943.81, 1s included in the 
hospital proper expenditures.. Of the $251,002.92 total 
amount spent on the X-Ray and Photographic Depart- 
ment, $138,051.61 is charged to the hospital proper and 
$112,951.31 to the Out-Patient Department. Of the 
total amount spent on the Department of Physical 
Therapeutics, $26,272.20, $7,093.49 is charged to the 
hospital proper, $18, 915.99 to the Out-Patient Depart- 
ment, and $262.72 to the South Department. Of the 
amount spent on the Department of Immunology, 
$5,434.19, $108.68 is charged to the hospital proper, 
and $5,325.51 to the Out-Patient Department. Of the 
amount spent on the Clinical Laboratory, $95,947.22, 
$84,433.55 is charged to the hospital proper and 
$11,513.67 to the Out-Patient Department. Of the 
amount spent on the Department of Surgical Research, 
" $15,787.28, $7,893.64 is charged to the hospital proper 
and $7,893.64 to the Out-Patient Department. Of the 
amount spent on the Department of Oral. Surgery, 
$12,963.73, $1,814.92 is charged to the hospital proper 
and $11,148.81 to the Out-Patient Department. The 
entire amount spent on the Department of Inhalational 
Therapy, $523.40, is included in the hospital proper 
expenditures. Of the amount spent on the Department 
of Social Work, $101,223.52, $61,746.35 is charged to 
the hospital proper, $38,464.94 to the Out-Patient De- 
partment, and $1,012.23 to the South Department. Of 
the amount spent in ascertaining the settlement of 
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patients, $6,696.88, $6,362.04 was spent on the hospital 
proper and $334.84 on the South Department. 

In Table No. 2 the expenditures of the hospital proper 
and the South Department are combined under the 
title ‘‘ Main Hospital.”

IV. LITIGATION. 
A. SUPREME JUDICIAL COURT. 


The following cases in which the city, its officers or 
agents were a party were decided by the Supreme 
Judicial Court during the year: 


Wright v. Health Commissioner of Boston, 1948 Mass. 
Adv. Sh. 403. 


This was a petition for a writ of certiorari to quash 
the action of the Health Commissioner in revoking on 
August 28, 1944, after hearing, a license to operate as 

a stable a building i in the Jamaica Plain district. The 
fibeiae had been originally granted to one M. 8. P. 
Williams on April 21, 1892, ‘‘subject to the conditions 
of the statutes and ordinances in relation to the erection 
and occupancy of stables in the city of Boston.” The 
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license was revoked for violation of certain regulations 
made by the Health Commissioner effective June 6, 
1944, pursuant to G. L. (Ter. Ed.) c. 111, s. 31, as 
amended by St. 1937, c. 285. The Supreme Judicial 
Court held that the phrase ‘‘until otherwise ordered 
by the board of health” in St. 1897, c. 300, s. 4, gave 
a power of revocation, that the conditions of the license 
made it subject to future statutes and to reasonable 
regulations promulgated under authority of such 
statutes, that the regulations effective June 6, 1944, 
were reasonable, and that the evidence was sufficient 
to warrant a finding of violation of the regulations. 
The action of the Health Commissioner was thus 
affirmed. 


Assessors of Boston v. John Hancock Mutual Life Insur- 
ance Company, 1948 Mass. Adv. Sh. 913. 


This was an appeal by the Board of Assessors from 
a decision of the Appellate Tax Board abating in full 
the 1945 real estate tax assessed upon the Hotel Buck- 
minster to the John Hancock Mutual Life Insurance 
Company. That company, which held a first mortgage 
on the real estate, appeared from the records of the 
Suffolk Registry of Deeds to be in possession, but in 
fact was not in possession as it had surrendered posses- 
sion to a trustee appointed by the United States Dis- 
trict Court for this district in proceedings for the 
reorganization under the Bankruptcy Act of the cor- 
porate owner. The case was further complicated by 
the fact that the United States Government had taken 
by eminent domain a portion of the premises for a term 
of years. 


The principal question was whether the words in 
G. L. (Ter. Ed.) c. 59, s. 11, as amended by St. 1939, 
c. 175, permitting the assessors to rely upon the state 
of local records when assessing an ‘‘owner’”’ apply 
when they are assessing a mortgagee. The Supreme 
Judicial Court was of the opinion that they do. In- 
ferentially it was held that the bankruptcy records of 
the United States District Court for this district are 
not records of Suffolk County within the meaning of 
the above-mentioned statute. The court further said 
that the informal list of bankruptcies voluntarily kept 
by the Index Commissioners of Suffolk County are 
not part of those records. Finally, the Court found 
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no basis for any abatement because a portion of the 
hotel was occupied by the United States under eminent 
domain. 


Lowell v. Boston, 1948 Mass. Adv. Sh. 605. 


This litigation, which is also discussed in another 
part of this report, consisted of three bills in equity 
commonly referred to as the Lowell Bill, the Pierce 
Bill, and the McCarthy Bill. All the bills challenged 
the propriety of action about to be taken by the City 
under St. 1946, c. 294, to permit a private corporation 
to construct a garage under a portion of Boston Com- 
mon and to connect such garage with Commonwealth 
avenue: by a tunnel constructed under the Public 
Garden. All the bills were dismissed by the Supreme 
Judicial Court. 

Specifically, the Lowell Bill was a ten taxpayers’ 
petition brought under G. L. (Ter. Ed.) ec. 40, s. 53, 
against the City, the Mayor, and the Board of Park 
Commissioners. This petition was dismissed on the 
ground that it had not been made to appear that the 
City would incur any expense with reference to the 
proposed garage because St. 1946, c. 294, expressly 
provided that the garage should be constructed and 
operated ‘‘at the expense of the corpomyags and without 
cost to the city.” 

The Pierce Bill, which was filed by lone of court 
under G. L. (Ter. Ed.) ce. 214, s. 3, cl. 11, alleged that 
the City held Boston Common and the Public Garden 
upon a trust inconsistent with the proposed use. In 
dismissing the Pierce Bill, the Supreme Judicial Court 
held that the City has title to the Common and the 
Public Garden subject to an easement in favor of the 
general public for the purposes of a public park. 

The McCarthy Bill, which was also filed by leave of 
court under G. L. (Ter. Ed.) ec. 214, s. 3, el. 11, was 
brought to enforce the terms of the gift ‘to the City 
under the will of George Francis Parkman. The 
Supreme Judicial Court was of the opinion that the 
proposed garage would not constitute a breach of any 
mandatory and essential provision of the Parkman will, 

The decisions upon the Pierce and McCarthy Bills 
were appealed to the United States Supreme Court, 
which, upon motion, dismissed the appeals for want of a 
substantial federal question. 
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B. MISCELLANEOUS LITIGATION. 


South Station Taxes. When I took over the duties 
of Corporation Counsel in January, 1946, pending 
litigation included unadjudicated tax claims against 
the Old Colony Railroad Company and the Boston & 
Providence Railroad Corporation. The Old Colony 
owed personal property taxes, and both railroads had 
failed to pay their real estate taxes. In addition neither 
railroad had paid its proportionate share of the real 
estate taxes assessed upon the South Station. Some 
of these unpaid taxes had been assessed as far back as 
1937, and, combined, they aggregated a principal in- 
debtedness to the City of $5,520,655.04. Taxes as- 
sessed as of January 1, 1946, increased this amount to 
$6,398,412. 


As stated in my report for the year 1946, the real 
estate taxes assessed to both railroads and the personal 
property taxes assessed to the Old Colony were settled 
on August 29, 1946, by the payment of $2,435,547.95. 
On October 31, 1947, shortly after the reorganization 
of the Old Colony was completed, the Old Colony’s 
share of the real estate taxes on the South Station was 
settled by the payment of $1,616,844.70 pursuant to 
the terms of a court order which is more fully discussed 
in my annual report for 1947. These payments left 
outstanding the Boston & Providence’s share of the 
South Station taxes. 

Our efforts in 1948 were directed toward the collection 
of this balance. After considerable negotiation, the 
District Court of the United States for the District of 
Connecticut on December 28, 1948, entered a supple- 
mentary order which enabled the New Haven to pay 
to the City an additional $3,139,820.57. The receipt 
of this payment completed the collection of the full 
principal amount of the taxes assessed upon the South 
Station in the years 1939 to 1947, inclusive, without any 
abatement whatsoever except of costs and interest. By 
agreement with the assessors, as a part of the same trans- 
action, the tax upon the South Station for each of the 
years 1948 and 1949 was set at $320,400, and the New 
Haven’s (and Boston & Providence’s) share thereof 
paid. Thus, the City of Boston began the year 1949 
with no overdue taxes owed it by any part of the New 
Haven system and with the 1949 taxes on the South 
Station fully satisfied. 
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C. DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC UTILITIES. 


The City was represented before the Department of 
Public Utilities at hearings on petitions to increase 
rates as filed by the Boston Consolidated Gas Company, 
Edison Electric Illuminating Company, the New Eng-. 
land Telephone and Telegraph Company and on peti- 
tions to change routes and on permits to bus and trans- 
portation companies. | 


D. TORT ACTIONS. 


During the year 306 cases were disposed of. . The 
total amount paid out by the City was $201,658.50. —

L. WORKMEN’S COMPENSATION. 


On April 1, 1948, the benefits of Workmen’s Compen- 
sation were extended to cover all city employees, with 
very few exceptions, whereas in the past only ‘‘workmen, 
laborers and mechanics”’ received such benefits. This, 
of course, resulted in an increase of cases and a greater 
number were referred to the Industrial Accident Board 
for hearing.

V. CONSULTING SERVICE. 


During the year the department gave advice and 
opinions to city officials involving the proper perform- 
ance of their duties. This service was extended to the 
Court House Commission and various county officials. 

In addition to advice rendered in conferences and in 
telephone conversations, the department rendered 58 
formal opinions and passed upon the form and validity 
of 1,058 contracts and 669 bonds. 
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VI. CONVEYANCING. 
A. REAL ESTATE. 


1. Sales, Leases, Licenses—City-Owned Property. 
During the year 1948 the Conveyancing Section of 

the department prepared 17 deeds, 12 leases, 7 licenses 

and transfers affecting parcels of city-owned properties. 


2. Sales, Leases—Trust Property. 

During the year the Conveyancing Section of the 
department prepared instruments, deeds and/or leases 
relative to parcels of real property held by the City for 
public charitable purposes: 


(a) The lease of the premises 478-488 Boylston 
street, Boston, was amended to provide new 
commencement date. 

(b) By an order passed in City Council and 
approved by the Mayor on May 3, 1948, 1.50 
acres of land on John J. Doherty Playground, 
Charlestown, was transferred to the George Robert 
White Fund for the establishment of a recreation 
center. 


3. Purchases, Leases of Private Property. 

During the calendar year, this section prepared at 
the request of various departments instruments where- 
by the City acquired interests for public purposes, 
such as leases for public branch libraries, and for Transit 
and Health Department purposes. 


4, Miscellaneous. 

The Conveyancing Section conducted during the 
course of the year 123 title examinations and examined 
numerous deeds, leases, plans and other instruments 
and conferred with and reported to public officers 
interested therein. 


B. EMINENT DOMAIN. 


1. Laying Out and Construction of Public Highways. 

The Conveyancing Section during the year prepared 
instruments in settlement of 58 petitions for land- 
takings and damages to property resulting from the 
laying out and construction of public highways — 
involving payments of $8,347.07. 
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2. Eastern Avenue Wharf. 


By an order of the City Council $75,000 was ap-: 
propriated ‘‘for the acquisition of an absolute title 
(subject, however, to any and all rights of the Quincy 
Market Cold Storage and Warehouse Company) to 
Eastern Avenue Wharf and land appurtenant thereto 
for the purposes of docking institutional boats.”’ (East- 
ern Avenue Wharf and Sargent’s Wharf are the same 
property.) 

By an order of the Board of Street Commissioners 
approved by the Mayor on January 21, 1948, this. 
property was taken in fee by the City of Boston. The 
order of taking was recorded with Suffolk Registry 
of Deeds, Instrument No. 47, January 21, 1948. 


A petition for damages was filed in this connection 
by the Old Colony Trust Company in the Superior 
Court, the case was settled and a confirmatory deed. 
received and recorded with Suffolk Deeds. 


3. Transit Department. 


In the course of the year assistance was given to the 
Transit Department in the preparation of instruments. 
of taking of certain parcels of property in East Boston 
for the extension of rapid transit facilities and of cer- 
tain parcels of property on State street, Boston, for 
alterations to the East Boston Tunnel. 


C. LAND COURT. 


The City of Boston is a party respondent to all 
petitions filed with the Land Court for registration of 
title to lands within the territorial limits of the City. 
During the year the office appeared in 114 cases in 
this court and examined all petitions and papers filed 
therewith, preparing many answers to said petitions. 
and documents and stipulations affecting the land and 
title sought to be registered.

During this year appearances were made in numerous: 
cases in the Probate Court in matters affecting the 
City of Boston in its capacity as a public charitable 
trustee. All accounts upon which the City or its depart-. 
ments were cited were examined. 
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VII. COLLECTIONS.

In 1948 the Tax Title Division of the Law Depart- 
ment disposed of 665 cases and brought into the treas- 
ury of the City the sum of $272,497.52.

C. FORECLOSED REAL ESTATE. 


The assignment of an assistant corporation counsel 
to the Board of Real Estate Commissioners continued 
through the year 1948. This assignment covers the 
collection of rents, commencement and prosecution of 
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eviction suits, advice and legal assistance in off-street 
parking matters, aid and advice in connection with 
the sale of city properties and other problems coming 
before this board.

D. COLLECTIONS FROM ESTATES OF DE- 
CEASED PERSONS RELIEVED FROM 
TAXATION. 


Under authority of General Laws, c. 59, s. 5, cl. 17 
and 18, the Board of Assessors of the City of Boston 
is empowered to relieve from taxation certain persons 
who come within the said section. 

Upon the death of the person so relieved of taxation, 
and under authority of General Laws, c. 59, s. 5A, the 
Assessors of the City of Boston have committed to the 
Collector of Taxes upon a special warrant the aggregate 
amount of the taxes from which the deceased was 
relieved. 

In the current year 152 such cases have been referred 
to the Law Department for action. The total amount 
of these claims was $47,608.61. Claims have been filed 
in the Probate Court in 74 cases and 15 cases have been 
entered in the Municipal Court. Total collections of 
$7,356.51 have been turned over to the City Collector. 


Kk. CLAIMS AGAINST BANKRUPTS. 


During the course of the year it came to my attention 
that the highly technical matter of filing claims against 
the estates of bankrupts indebted to the City was being 
handled by clerks in the Collecting Department and 
that the procedure being followed had never been re- 
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vised to conform with the Chandler Act adopted by the 
Congress of 1938. A further investigation made it 
apparent that the City was not taking full advantage 
of its rights under that act. Accordingly, effective 
September 1, 1948, this department took over complete 
supervision of this class of cases, modernized the pro- 
cedure, and is looking forward to increasing the revenues 
from this source.

There are also pending against the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
14 petitions for reimbursement of sums totaling $599,085.30. Four of 
these suits were commenced in 1948. 

Seven petitions against the Commonwealth were disposed of during 
1948. Boston received the sum of $249,567.20 in 1948 and will receive 
the balance due of $116,653.65 in 1949. 

Also, there are four cases of the Commonwealth against Boston which 
‘are pending. They involve claims totaling $6,984.57. 

These Commonwealth cases are not included in any figures shown in 
the report above. 
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IX. HEALTH DEPARTMENT CLEAN-UP 
CAMPAIGN. 


Many complaints of health nuisances and violation 
of regulations have come to the attention of the Health 
Department and in this connection it has been neces- 
sary for the Law Department to employ attorneys in 
the run-down of titles to properties complained of as 
constituting a nuisance. Notices are sent to the owners 
of properties by the Health Department and in a great 
majority of cases the condition is remedied upon receipt 
of such notice. If the condition persists, the owner is 
brought into court and prosecuted. By virtue of the 
pursuit of this policy, well over one thousand cases have 
been disposed of and this condition remedied. 


CONCLUSION. 


The foregoing report is a detailed statement of our 
accomplishments for the year 1948. In the performance 
of our activities, we have tried to be helpful to our fellow 
citizens and of assistance in the administration of our 
city government. We trust that a fair measure of 
success has been the reward. 

In submitting this report, I also pause to express my 
appreciation for the efficient and untiring work of all of 
the members, of the Law Department during the year 
1948.

THE DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WELFARE 


The Department of Public Welfare in Boston is 
administered by an unpaid board of twelve members, 
appointed by the Mayor for terms of three years and 
known as the Board of Overseers of Public Welfare. 
The Board meets weekly. It elects a paid secretary 
who acts as the executive agent of the Board. The 
department administers Old Age Assistance, Aid to 
Dependent Children, and General Relief under the 
general laws. 

The Temporary Home for Women on Chardon street 
and the Wayfarers’ Lodge on Hawkins street are main- 
tained and administered by the department. 

In addition to the expenditure of public funds for 
relief purposes, the Overseers are trustees of eighteen 
private trust funds. 
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SociAL SERVICE DIVISION 

In 1948 the Social Service Division continued to 
receive all applications made to the Public Welfare De- 
partment for assistance, to investigate them thoroughly 
to determine need, to discover resources, to secure 
assistance necessary to supplement those resources 
and to restore people to self-support. To those already 
receiving assistance it continuously and regularly gives 
this same kind of service, which is a help to recipients 
and a protection to the city. Including Old Age 
Assistance, General Relief, Aid to Dependent Children, 
and trust fund grants, the total number receiving 
assistance December 31, 1948, was 24,581, a net 
increase of 1,644 from December 31, 1947, when the 
total was 22,937. 

That old age and illness are the outstanding causes 
of assistance from this department is evidenced by the 
fact that 21,665 of the 24,581 aided December 31, 1948, 
were in need because of old age or illness or a combina- 
tion of both. The high cost of living continues to 
have a great effect upon the expenditures. According 
to the Massachusetts Division of Necessaries of Life 
the estimated cost of living in December, 1948, was 
62.4 per cent higher than in January, 1941, but there 
is hope in the fact that within 1948 from January to 
December the increase was only 1.5 per cent. 

All applications from people who have never been 
aided by this department are received at 43 Hawkins 
street. When able the applicant calls in person, but 
when this is impossible because of disability, a call is 
made at the home. There were 6,028 new applications 
taken in 1948. Individual consideration is given to 
each one. A frank discussion by the applicant with 
workers who are understanding and know the resources 
of the city sometimes leads to a plan that is better 
than public assistance, sometimes discloses a way in 
which the family can be restored to self-support. Sub- 
sequent calls are made from the 23 district offices 
located in various sections of the city. As long as 
an individual or family continues to receive assistance, 
the home is regularly visited and changes in circum- 
stances are taken into consideration. 

Since illness has been an outstanding cause of public 
assistance, there has been special effort to meet the 
medical and health needs of recipients so that they 


rs 
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may be restored to health and self-support. The field 
workers are continuously aware of their responsibility. 
The Medical Social Section gives to the staff an in- 
creased understanding of medical problems and remedies, 
assists in getting information from hospitals and phy- 
sicians, in interpreting medical reports, and in securing 
remedies required. In Boston, with its excellent tax- 
supported hospitals and health department and its 
other excellent hospitals and health agencies supported 
by voluntary contributions and assisted by abatement 
of taxes, no sick recipient needs to be deprived of 
adequate physical examination and treatment. In 
1948, the Medical Social Section of the Social Service 
Division reviewed 2,384 records concerning recipients 
of assistance who were under medical supervision of 
Boston City Hospital and 10,449 medical reports con- 
cerning recipients under medical supervision of other 
hospitals and physicians, and had 8,324 conferences 
with physicians, nurses, hospital social workers, and 
others. 

In the housing shortage, the Real Estate Section has 
given special assistance in preventing evictions and 
helping families to find homes. It also continued its 
regular services available to all branches of the depart- 
ment, obtaining information concerning all property 
owned by any recipient, including assessed valuation, 
taxes, mortgages, carrying charges, and possibility of 
deriving income from the property. Bonds and mort- 
gages are prepared and recorded at the Registry of 
Deeds when an Old Age Assistance recipient has equity 
in excess of the $3,000 allowed by law. Discharges of 
these bonds are effected from estates or in event of 
transfer or sale of property, and the city is reimbursed. 

The Insurance Section of the Social Service Division 
is the established agency in Boston for obtaining infor- 
mation concerning Federal Old Age and Survivors 
Insurance, enabling recipients to get adequate assist- 
ance without duplication. In 1948, this involved 
$327,860.45, of which $321,759.36 was in Social Security 
grants to recipients of public assistance in Boston. In 
every instance the amount is reported to the district 
office and is deducted from the amount that would 
otherwise be needed for assistance. This department 
received $6,101.09 in lump-sum awards because of 
burial expenses incurred. Through this Insurance Sec- 
tion, in 1948, in adjustments of life insurance policies,

a total of $22,125.56 was returned to recipients of 
public assistance with a resulting closing of cases. 
In connection with the death claims investigated, a 
total of $217,024.51 was paid by insurance companies. 

Certain trust funds established by bequests made 
years ago to assist specified groups of Boston residents 
are administered by the Overseers of the Public Wel- 
fare. If circumstances have so changed that the terms 
of any will have become impractical, the court has 
allowed a change in the conditions of grants, as, for 
instance, in 1908 the Supreme Court authorized other 
expenditures from a bequest that had provided ‘‘ Income 
to be applied to the purchase of tea, coffee, chocolate 
and sugar for the refreshment of those persons who in 
the Providence of God are, or shall be, reduced and 
obliged to take shelter in the almshouse, after having 
lived reputably; the Overseers of the Poor to be judges 
as to the persons, but always giving the preference to 
the pious poor.’’ Unless authority has been received 
from the court to alter the conditions, the money is 
expended in strict accordance with the terms of the will, 
even though these include definite limitations such as 
in one to coal for widows of East Boston, in another 
to semiannual grants of $100 to ‘‘ poor, worthy, Protestant 
single women of Boston, who have arrived at the age 
of 50 years (not including widows),” in another to the 
‘nurture and instruction of poor orphan and deserted 
children of the town of Boston until fourteen years of 
age.’’ Every referral is given careful consideration by 
a social worker. The applications are reviewed by the 
Committee on Trust and Special Funds and referred 
to the Board of Overseers for action. If grants are 
continued, regular visits are made so that there is assur- 
ance of continued eligibility. There were 127 people 
assisted by Trust Funds in 1948; of these, 64 were 
receiving continuous assistance January 1, 1948; within 
the year 34 were added for continuous assistance and 
34 cases were closed; 29 received special grants in 
accordance with terms of bequests. 

One of the greatest difficulties in administering 
public assistance comes from the difference between 
the standards of amounts given in Old Age Assistance 
and Aid to Dependent Children and those in General 
Relief. Cities and towns are forced by law to grant 
Old Age Assistance and Aid to Dependent Children 
according to standards approved by the state, and 
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receive state and federal reimbursement for part of 
their assistance grants and part of their expenditures 
for administration. The amount of grants in General 
Relief is at present left to the discretion of the cities 
and towns and must be paid entirely by the city or 
town of legal settlement, or, if there is no settlement, 
by the state; there is no reimbursement to the cities 
and Cans for administrative expenditures in General 
Relief. 


GENERAL RELIEF DIVISION 


With a continued low case load during 1948, case 
work involving sympathetic treatment of the causes re- 
sulting in the need for public assistance was possible. 
Not only were the financial problems recognized, but 
studies were made of the clients’ abilities and resources 
to establish their independence and social usefulness. 

For the first quarter of 1948, the upward trend was 
due primarily to a series of labor disturbances. This 
was followed by a gradual case-load leveling off, which 
stayed normal until the end of the year when unemploy- 
ment brought about an increased case load. There was 
a net increase of 365 cases, of which 228 were single, 
41 were couples, and 96 were family cases. However, 
the turnover was tremendous and amounted to 11,216 
cases, or more than 215 weekly. 

The major causes for need in the General Relief 
Division as of December 31, 1948, included 1,804 cases, 
or 51.2 per cent, of illness, 757 cases, or 21.4 per cent, 
of old age without eligibility for Old Age Assistance, and 
523 cases, or 14.8 per cent, of loss of earnings. A further 
analysis of these families discloses that 25 per cent of 
them were in need due to desertion or nonsupport which 
entailed considerable activity with the courts. Of the 
614 families, there was a total of 2,785 persons. Families 
ranged in size from 2 to 15 persons. 

With illness constituting the main cause for aid, the 
following hospitals and clinics were used: Boston City 
Hospital, Massachusetts Memorial Hospitals, Massa- 
chusetts General Hospital, Beth Israel Hospital, Dea- 
coness Hospital, Boston Health Department, Tufts 
Dental College, Visiting Nurse Association of Boston, 
and the Boston and Maverick Dispensaries. From 
these hospitals there were 5,299 prescriptions prescribed 
and approved for 3,455 recipients. There were also 
thousands of dollars spent for other medical needs, in- 
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cluding dentures, eyeglasses, physicians’ visits, artificial 
limbs and repairs, orthopedic shoes, surgical belts, hear- 
ing aids and repairs. Many of these medical neces- 
sities were made available to the clients out of the 
Mayor’s Fund. 

In response to unemployment, all employable persons 
were referred to the Massachusetts Division of Employ- 
ment Security for employment interviews to determine 
placements and benefits. Follow-up verification forms 
(2,312) were secured which provided the necessary in- 
formation concerning Employment Security Benefits or 
Servicemen’s Readjustment Allowances, and the con- 
tents noted and filed in the record. Referrals were also 
made to the Assignment Division of the Welfare Depart- 
ment for work programs and to numerous employment 
agencies and employers. 

So concerned were the staff in helping applicants to 
become self-supporting that during 1948 there were 
2,237 cases closed because of return to private em- 
ployment. 

The high cost of living was recognized by the adminis- 
trators and allowance increases of 33% per cent were 
approved on November 1, 1948. This was gratefully 
accepted by the staff, who had been handicapped in the 
rehabilitation of persons with insufficient incomes, and 
by the recipients, who were somewhat able to raise 
their own standards. As such, the trend is toward the 
use of budgets, as recommended by the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Welfare, rather than allowances. 
Already hundreds of recipients in the General Relief 
Division are receiving adequate assistance in combina- 
tion Old Age and Aid to Dependent Children cases, and 
it is hoped that the authorities will provide as equal a 
distribution to those on General Relief as in all the other 
categories. 

To better serve clients in the congested area of the 
South End, a new building is being constructed at 43 
Fayette street. They are being served temporarily at 
120 Tyler street. During 1948 this section of the city 
cared for more than 380 per cent of the increased case 
load. 

The General Relief Division represented the depart- 
ment in the responsibility for investigations and pay- 
ments for care of prematurely born infants under the 
provisions of chapter III, section 67C, of the General 
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Laws, as revised by chapter 246 of the Acts of 1939 and 
chapter 535 of the Acts of 1945. Another specialized 
duty was the caring for bills for payment in Boston 
hospitals for certain patients confined at the Tewksbury 
State Hospital and Infirmary having no settlement and 
needing particular medical services and consultations. 
This courtesy is extended to the Social Service Division 
of the Massachusetts Department of Public Welfare, 
as it is not a disbursing agency. The General Relief 
Division supervises the social service problems of the 
Temporary Home for Women and Children, gives finan- 
cial assistance to men being rehabilitated by the Home- 
less Men’s Service, and cares for out-of-town inquiries 
from all over the world which require intensive case 
work and correspondence, summaries, notarized state- 
ments, and other data. 

A report of proposed legislation during 1948 in rela- 
tion to federal participation in General Relief expendi- 
tures is found in the Forand Bill (HR 3636 and S 1355) 
which proposes (a) that the Federal Government recog- 
nize the comprehensive nature of public welfare respon- 
sibility by aiding the states in providing financial assist- 
ance and service to all needy persons, (6) that no 
maximum limitation on federal payments to individuals 
be fixed by the Federal Government but left to the 
states to determine standards of assistance, (c) that 
states be permitted to give cash to medically indigent 
who voluntarily choose to reside in public hospitals, 
infirmaries, convalescent homes, or institutions for the 
chronically ill (except institutions for mental disease 
or tuberculosis), provided that the state establish and 
maintain standards for such institutions, (d) that the 
financial participation and distribution assure equitable 
treatment to individuals in similar circumstances, and 
(e) that the social security programs arrange for a 
broader coverage and increased benefits which would 
reduce to a minimum the need for general assistance. 
Since 1939 other bills pertaining to General Relief with 
federal participation have been presented and failed to 
pass. Is it or is it not the time for Boston to awaken 
the public to the importance of legislation that will 
provide either federal participation or more liberal state 
participation in establishing equal standards for assist- 
ance to all persons in need?

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A1ip TO DEPENDENT CHILDREN 


Despite the fact that there was an increase of 
$678,736.71 in expenditures in Aid to Dependent 
Children over the previous year, there was only one 
piece of legislation which had a marked bearing on the 
Aid to Dependent Children program in the City of 
Boston. On August 28, 1948, chapter 418 of the Acts 
of 1948 became effective. This chapter permitted Aid 
to Dependent Children hospital expenditures to be 
paid directly to the hospitals. Up to this time all 
hospital care given to recipients of Aid to Dependent 
Children was given at the Boston City Hospital, and 
the department was not billed for such care, but begin- 
ning September 1, 1948, the Board of Overseers of 
the Public Welfare ruled that care given to recipients 
of Aid to Dependent Children at Boston City Hospital 
or other staffed hospitals in the vicinity of Boston 
would be paid at the current rate of $8 per day, pro- 
vided that the department was notified of the patient’s 
admission within five days. 

From September 1, 1948, to December 31, 1948, 
we authorized payment of hospital bills in the amount 
of $9,524. 

On October 1, 1948, the State Department of Public 
Welfare authorized an over-all budget increase of 8.3 
per cent. This budget increase, together with an in- 
crease in case load of 295 cases as well as the hospital 
payments, accounted for the increased expenditure in 
Aid to Dependent Children. 

The average monthly Aid to Dependent Children 
grant in the entire State of Massachusetts for the year 
1948 was $105.21. Boston’s average monthly grant 
for the same year was $108.36. 

For purposes of comparison we have secured the 
following grants for the fifteen largest cities in Massa- 
chusetts:

Oxtp AGE ASSISTANCE DIVISION 


Chapter 638, Acts of 1948, amended the Old Age 
Assistance law by providing for semiannual adjustments 
in the budget allowances of Old Age Assistance re- 
cipients in accordance with such changes as might 
occur in the Cost of Living Index. The division has 
always adhered to the mandatory state budget, and, 
in compliance with the amendment, recipients received 
an 8.3 per cent increase in grant as of October 1, 1948. 
Chapter 546 of the Acts of 1948 raised the per diem 
rate for hospital care for which cities and towns could 
be reimbursed from $6 to $8. Accordingly, those re- 
cipients of Old Age Assistance requiring hospital care 
were allowed $8 a day as of June 11, 1948, the effective 
date of the new rate. 

The total expenditure for medical care for the period 
July 1, 1948, to December 31, 1948, was $269,638.22. 
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The average monthly payment for medical care for 
the same period was $43,439.73. 

Such expenditures as the foregoing caused the average 
monthly grant for December, 1948, to rise to $59.76, 
the average grant for December, 1947, being $55.90. 

In 1948 there was a monthly average number of 
91,156 persons receiving Old Age Assistance in the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts. In Boston the 
monthly average number of persons was 17,964. This 
indicates that about one fifth of those receiving Old 
Age Assistance in Massachusetts live in the City of 
Boston.

Public Law 642 was passed by the Eightieth Con- 
eress June 14, 1948. This legislation, effective as of 
October 1, 1948, amended the Social Security Act so 
as to increase the share of reimbursement by the Fed- 
eral Government, from one half of the monthly grant 
up to $45 a month, to one half of the monthly grant 
up A a month, plus $5 a month instead of $2.50 a 
month. 
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Of the $12,110,698.30 expended for Old Age Assistance 
by the City of Boston in 1948, the Federal Government 
reimbursed $5,125,672.32, and the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts reimbursed $4,505,523.80. 

The Old Age Assistance Division has its own Intake 
and Application Division, and following is its report 
of its activities for the year 1948.

Chapter 618, effective September 13, 1948, trans- 
ferred the licensing of boarding homes for aged persons 
from the Department of Public Welfare to the De- 
partment of Public Health. 

The law repealed section 22A of chapter 121 to in- 
clude the new provision of licensing for the first time 
homes for the aged which are incorporated as charitable 
institutions. 

Under the new law the Department of Public Health 
is charged with making a thorough investigation as to 
the character, financial responsibility, and qualifica- 
tions of the applicant upon receipt of application for a 
license. Licenses are issued for a two-year period and 
may be renewed following reinvestigation of the home. 
The State Department of Public Health has delegated 
the responsibility of the primary applications for l- 
censes and continued investigations to the local Board 
of Public Health. Inspections and investigations of 
all the homes are being made at the present time by 
inspectors of the local Boards of Public Health. 

The responsibility for assurance of adequate and 
dignified care to aged persons in these homes rests 
with the local Boards of Public Welfare, and the social 
workers of the division see the aged recipients frequently. 
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Inspection of the homes and their records is made by 
a social work supervisor of Old Age Assistance Division 
to make certain that Old Age Assistance clients who 
are in need of boarding home care are placed only 
in suitable licensed homes, that homes selected are 
equipped to provide necessary care, and are actually 
providing it. 

Particular attention is given to adequacy of care, 
evidence of overcrowding, standard of housekeeping, and 
possible violation of building and fire laws is noted. 

Difficulties arising in individual cases are discussed 
with operators of homes. This plan includes a clear 
understanding as to the rates to be charged for re- 
cipients of Old Age Assistance and the services to be 
given at each rate. 

Complaints and questionable conditions observed by 
worker in visiting recipients are reported to district 
inspector of Public Health Department. 

At the present time there are 97 homes in Boston 
whose use by Old Age Assistance recipients is approved. 
Total number of Old Age Assistance clients receiving 
sheltered care is 1,177; 116 ambulatory type, 459 
semibedridden type, and 602 bedridden. 

During the year 1948 two new homes have opened, 
and two were closed because of failure to comply with 
Department of Public Safety rules and regulations. 

There is still a demand for assistance in locating 
suitable homes for Old Age Assistance clients. Fre- 
quent requests for vacancies are being received from 
Old Age Assistance workers for the complete bedridden 
type of case needing terminal care. 
kx The Division of Inquiries, Complaints, and Appeals 
handles exclusively all complaints and inquiries re- 
ceived at the Central Office of the Old Age Assistance 
Division from the following sources: 


1. Calls made in person by client or client’s authorized 
representative.

Complaints generally revolve around demands for 
increased allotments, requests for special payments to 
cover special needs, e.g., medical or housekeeping, 
emergency release of aid upon nonreceipt of check, ete. 
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Inquiries in the main require a detailed explanation 
of department policies, regulations, budgets, and laws 
peculiar to Old Age Assistance recipients. ‘These com- 
plaints and inquiries are brought to the Central Office 
by clients who frequently reject a consultation in their 
district offices, believing that they will secure greater 
satisfaction by filing their grievances at the Central 
Office. 

Some of these inquiries and complaints are of such 
a nature that they are satisfactorily completed in this 
office. Others require written referral to the district 
offices, asking for a review of the case, the taking of 
action to bring case into conformity with approved 
procedures and regulations, and a report back to this 
office from the district office involved.

MEDICAL SOCIAL SECTION 


‘The functions of the Medical Social Section are to 
provide medical social consultation, to coordinate all 
medical, social, and health activities of the department, 
to act in a liaison capacity between the department and 
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medical agencies in the community, to evaluate medical 
evidence presented in support of an application for Aid 
to Dependent Children on the basis of incapacity, and 
to give advice regarding special medical needs. This 
section reviews case records and prepares summaries 
of department contacts with clients for the purpose 
of replying to inquiries from hospitals, supervises co- 
operative exchange of information with physicians and 
medical agencies, and at the Boston City Hospital clini- 
cally steers clients, prepares written reports of the 
medical findings and recommendations and authorizes 
expenditures for drugs for General Relief. 

There was a marked increase in the volume of work 
during 1948. A total of 20,524 referrals were received 
in the Medical Social Section during this year. These 
referrals included 2,384 medical reports prepared on 
recipients under medical supervision of the Boston City 
Hospital; 10,449 medical reports reviewed on recipients 
under medical supervision of other hospitals and phy- 
sicians, and 292 reports approved as medical evidence 
presented in support of application for Aid to Dependent 
Children and 118 reports disapproved. In addition 
there were 6,192 memoranda sent to supervisors and 
social workers; 3,146 interviews held in Central Office 
and at the Boston City Hospital; 641 letters sent to 
hospitals, physicians and others, and 8,324 conferences 
with physicians, nurses, hospital social workers and 
others. There were 5,299 prescriptions for drugs 
authorized and approved by this section’s prescription 
unit at the Boston City Hospital for 355 recipients of 
General Relief. 


INSURANCE SECTION 


The major functions of the Insurance Section are: 

Verification of statements of insurance. 

Investigation of possibilities of adjustment of 
insurance. 

Adjustments of insurance. 

Investigation of death claims. 

Investigation of Old Age and Survivors In- 
surance.

All activities are necessary to determine the fulfillment 
of insurance requirements pertaining to the various 
relief grants. The total number of inquiries received 
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in this section within the year was 6,723. Old Age and 
Survivors Insurance inquiries increased by 791 over 
the year 1947. 

Adjustment of insurance was found to be necessary 
in 172 cases of the 3,085 cases so considered. In the 
cases of insurance adjusted from 1934 to 1948, inclusive, 
over $617,716 has been returned to clients. This 
amount represents a substantial saving to the depart- 
ment and to the City of Boston. 

An important work of the section is the checking of 
death claim referrals and the furnishing of reports to 
the workers of the various districts. Payments by 
insurance companies to families of deceased clients 
within the past year amounted to $217,624.91. 

On January 15, 1941, in cooperation with the plan for 
closer relationship between the Overseers of Public 
Welfare and the Social Security Administration, this 
section was given the added responsibility of clearing 
all Old Age and Survivors Insurance referrals directly 
with the Social Security Administration. These refer- 
rals include all inquiries of the department itself and 
those of all other public and private agencies in Boston. 
The excellent results of this special clearance is indicated 
by the Old Age and Survivors Insurance figures given 
herewith. From. the total 1,791 referrals in 1948, 
monthly grants to clients amounted to $26,813.28. 
The saving in relief expenditures for this department 
and the City of Boston would represent approximately 
$321,759.36 for a twelve-month period. The number 
of lump-sum awards to this department has continued 
to increase. In 1948 the lump-sum awards to this 
department for burials amounted to $6,161.09. 

The fine cooperation received from the State Depart- 
ment of Public Welfare, the Social Security Administra- 
tion, the Life Insurance Adjustment Bureau and the 
companies associated with it, the Boston Mutual Life 
Insurance Company, and all other insurance companies 
and fraternal organizations has been of great assistance. 


REAL Estate SECTION 


The Real Estate Section investigates all property 
owned by applicants and recipients of Old Age Assist- 
ance, General Relief, and Aid to Dependent Children. 
This investigation includes the preparation of a formal 
report for every property situation referred to this section. 
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The report presents the social worker a picture of the 
financial condition of the property in question. It in- 
cludes full information on the assessed valuation of the 
property, the amount of the taxes on the property, the 
status of the taxes on the property, the name and address 
of the mortgagee on the property, the date the mortgage 
loan was secured, the present amount of the mortgage, 
the monthly cost of carrying the property, the client’s 
equity in the property and income from the property. 

The work of the section also includes examination of 
the records at the Suffolk County Registry of Deeds and 
various other Registries of Deeds for the sale of property 
and for the purchase of property by applicants and 
recipients for the three Divisions of Relief. The records 
are examined also for transfers of property by applicants 
and recipients of Old Age Assistance, Aid to Dependent 
Children, and General Relief. Foreclosures on property 
owned by clients are checked at the various Registries 
of Deeds. The acquisition of mortgages by clients and the 
declaration of trust funds by clients are discovered by 
examination of these records. 

The section examines the records at the Suffolk Pro- 
bate Court and various other Probate Courts for the 
administration of wills affecting the financial situation of 
clients and for the appraisal value of estates willed to 
applicants and recipients of Old Age Assistance, Aid to 
Dependent Children, and General Relief. 


Another phase of the work of this section has been the 
preparation of mortgages and bonds on all Old Age 
Assistance cases where the equity was in excess of the 
three thousand dollars ($3,000) limit allowed by law. 
The preparation of the mortgage and bond includes the 
execution of an affidavit, which is a simple agreement in 
which the applicant swears to the ownership of certain 
property and admits his willingness to execute a mort- 
gage and bond in the sum of his excess equity payable to 
the City of Boston. When this affidavit has been signed, 
the mortgage and bond are then prepared and executed. 

The section acts as a medium through which all 
complaints relating to unsanitary living conditions of 
welfare recipients pass to the Health Department. The 
Health Department notifies this section when the 
particular nuisance complained of has been abated, and 
this section notifies the social worker in charge of the 
complaint.

WAYFARERS’ LODGE 


The largest number of lodgings in any month of the 
year was 4,456 in March, and the smallest number 
was 3,997 in August. The total number of lodgings 
during the year was 50,835, as against 45,348 for the

Highty years ago, the City of Boston, Department of 
Public Welfare, converted an old school building at 
30 Hawkins street into a Wayfarers’ Lodge and adjacent 
to it they built the City Woodyard, to be used in con- 
junction with the Lodge. Today, the Wayfarers’ Lodge, 
a completely renovated three-story brick building, 
serves as the shelter for homeless, unemployed men in 
Boston. As part of a continuing program of action 
during the last year many changes and improvements 
have been made in the Wayfarers’ Lodge. 

The year 1948 saw a history-making innovation in 
the Wayfarers’ Lodge in that a nonsectarian chapel was 
provided for the use of the men being sheltered at the 
Lodge. Many meetings of the Wayfarers’ Lodge Com- 
mittee were held prior to the actual installation of this 
chapel, and their orders were followed very closely and 
rigidly. The room on the first floor, previously used as 
a dining room, was completely renovated. The set 
tubs were removed, new tiling was put in, and the floor 
was resurfaced with inlaid asphalt tile. The walls 
were painted, the ceilings refinished. Through the 
generosity of his Honor James M. Curley, an altar 
was donated and installed. Lights appropriate to a 
chapel were provided by interested lay people, and a 
beautiful altar railing was constructed. The supply 
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room was transformed into a sacristy for use by the 
chaplains, both Catholic and Protestant. An organ 
generously donated by the Chairman of the Board was 
suitably placed in the chapel. <A beautiful statue was 
donated by a member of the Board, and his Honor 
donated a memorial chalice and crucifix for use during 
the services. 

Religious services are conducted at the Lodge every 
Sunday. The Protestant service is conducted by 
Rev. W. Arthur Rice of the Highland Congregational 
Church, Roxbury. The Catholic services are con- 
ducted by Rev. Richard Callahan, O.F.M., of the 
St. Anthony Shrine, Arch street, Boston. Total attend- 
ance at religious services at the Wayfarers’ Lodge for 
the year was 4,656. Rosary beads donated by the 
Holy Trinity Church have been distributed by the 
hundreds to Catholic men attending services, and pocket 
Gospel Books donated by the Massachusetts Bible 
Society have been distributed to the Protestant men 
attending services. 

In addition to religious services for the men, Alco- 
holics Anonymous conduct weekly meetings in the 
Lodge, both as a preventative measure and as a method 
of rehabilitation. Total attendance of men at Alcoholics 
Anonymous meetings at the Wayfarers’ Lodge for the 
year were 3,964. Total number of speakers at the 
Alcoholics Anonymous meetings at the Wayfarers’ 
Lodge for the year was 130. The efforts of Alcoholics 
Anonymous are now being supplemented by the Matt 
Talbot Legion, formed by Rev. Richard Callahan, 
O.F.M., Catholic chaplain at the Lodge. 


A new writing room has been made by utilizing the 
small room between the lobby and the chapel. Two 
writing desks and chairs and a complete supply of ink, 
pens, paper, and envelopes have been furnished. Suit- 
able pictures and two fluorescent lights complete the 
very effective appointments in the writing room. Letters 
to be mailed are left in the office to be stamped. Many 
men have used the writing room, and it is a very prac- 
tical addition to the facilities at the Lodge. 

An electric water cooler has been installed on the 
first floor for general use. Previously, cold drinking 
water had not been available at the Lodge during the 
summer months. 
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The lobby walls were repainted, as were the walls in 
the offices on the first floor. The office previously used 
by the Wayfarers’ Lodge Committee was refitted for 
use by the social worker at the Wayfarers’ Lodge, and 
the room previously used by the social worker was 
refitted for use by the Assignment Section of the Wel- 
fare Department. | 

During the last quarter every bed in the Lodge has 
been repainted. Circulating fans have been installed 
in all the dormitories. Use of additional double-decker 
beds is being considered to remedy the situation 
wherein men are turned away from the Lodge solely 
because of lack of beds. No smoking is permitted 
above the first floor of the building, and the rule re- 
quiring the use of showers is strictly enforced. 

Facilities for shaving and hair trimming are being 
installed, in order that the personal appearance of 
these men seeking work may be improved. In addition, 
facilities for light laundry, including irons and boards 
for pressing purposes, are being installed. 

Every effort was made to maintain the property at a 
high level of cleanliness to the end that the morale of the 
men using the Lodge might be lifted and the utmost 
use made of the facilities available. 

In the basement is a meeting room capable of seating 
125 men, which is used also as a dining room for Sunday 
breakfast. Also in the basement are found the laundry, 
the showers, the D.D.T. spray room, and the fumigated 
locker room for the clothing and personal effects of 
men using the Lodge. The second and third floors are 
the dormitory floors of the building. In addition to 
148 beds available each night for homeless, unemployed 
men, there are also 10 additional beds reserved for the 
men who maintain the building. 

The procedure for securing lodging is very simple. The 
gates to the Woodyard are opened at 4.30 P.m., and men 
form a line in the Woodyard itself. They enter the 
lobby and register and get a check for their clothing and 
bed as well as a ticket for breakfast drawn on a nearby 
restaurant. The men then go to the basement floor and 
take a shower and D.D.T. spray; their clothes are 
secured in the fumigated locker room; the men are 
provided with a clean nightshirt and then retire to the 
beds assigned to them. 
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Four watchmen and a night superintendent make 
regular rounds throughout the entire night for the 
protection of the men using the Lodge. In addition, a 
modern sprinkling system within the building itself 
assures maximum protection. The building is regularly 
inspected by inspectors from the Building Department, 
Health Department, and State Department of Public 
Welfare. The entire building is cleaned every day, and 
in addition three beds a day are thoroughly cleaned and 
repainted. One man is detailed to do nothing but wash 
the windows in the building and make certain that the 
window plants receive the proper care. The Lodge is 
opened on a 24-hour basis. Extensive use is made of 
the delousing facilities at the Lodge by the Boston City 
Hospital, and this service is on a 24-hour basis. There 
is no fee for this service. 

Men, in order to be admitted, must be sober. No 
newspapers are allowed in the dormitories, and smoking 
in the dormitories is strictly prohibited. Toilet facilities 
are available on each floor of the Lodge and also in the 
Woodyard itself. Laundry facilities are available to the 
men, as are also facilities for shaving. 

Under statutory law, men may be asked to work in 
the Woodyard for shelter afforded to them, if physically 
able, but, since the Woodyard is in itself an active 
business, a group of men are regularly employed therein 
and are provided with meals, shelter, and a nominal sum 
of money in addition. The profits from the sale of wood 
in the Woodyard are used to defray part of the expense 
of maintaining the Lodge and also for providing funds 
for special needs such as eyeglasses, tools, transportation 
to a job, clothes for the men, and for the few simple 
recreational requirements of the Lodge, such as checkers, 
dominoes, and papers. 

As might well be expected, homeless, unemployed men 
and transients are attracted to the largest cities, and in 
Boston men congregate from all sections of the country 
and are eventually directed to the Wayfarers’ Lodge for 
shelter and food. Referrals of men from private agencies 
are mounting steadily, and referrals of men from hos- 
pitals to the Wayfarers’ Lodge are increasing at an 
alarming rate. 

Each day men are screened by the social worker in 
order that men in need of surgical or medical attention 
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may be sent to hospitals or nursing homes. Arrange- 
ments are made daily to properly clothe men in order 
that their health may be safeguarded and their oppor- 
tunities of securing employment be increased. 

The vital cooperation of the Wayfarers’ Lodge Com- 
mittee and their enthusiastic interest insures even more 
widespread improvements for the year 1949. Plans 
already have been made for more improvements in the 
building with the purpose of making the Wayfarers’ 
Lodge in Boston a model for buildings of its kind 
throughout the country.

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TEMPORARY HoME 


The first evicted family came to the Temporary 
Home in March, 1946, and gradually continued to come 
until late fall, when they began to increase in numbers 
so that we had 30 families through that year. Previ- 
ously to this the only families were transients sent by 
the Traveler’s Aid to remain for one or two days, or 
unwed mothers sent from hospitals until plans could be 
made for them. Because of the rapid increase of 
families and the serious problem concerning them it 
was necessary to reorganize the Temporary Home into 
a full-time social service center. The present superin- 
tendent was appointed a social worker and has been 
working under the supervision of Mrs. Ethyl Clancy a 
General Relief supervisor, since April 1, 1947. Up to 
this point it had been the function of the Temporary 
Home to provide shelter only to the various clients who 
came here. This was not enough, since these disturbed, 
unhappy people needed counseling and help as well as 
physical maintenance. 

1947. We rehabilitated 227 families, most of them 
evictions, 27 of them from out of state as transients. 
The majority were greater Boston families who were 
living in with each other and had marital problems. We 
admitted 400°transient unattached women who were 
in need of help to find homes, employment, or to be 
persuaded to return to their respective families — 1,325 
admissions. 

1948. Increasing numbers of evictions and less and 
less homes to put them in. We admitted 1,400 people 
— 239 families, with a total of 593 small children. 
Homes were found for these people — enough to keep 
them together although not up to the worker’s standards. 
We also rehabilitated 447 unattached women, and 
numbers increased toward the end of 1948, because 
many of these women had only been employed as war- 
time help and are more or less unemployable. We found 
employment for them and provided them with aid to 
pay for rooms until they could maintain themselves. 

Throughout the year we have had many visitors from 
various agencies and schools who tell us they have heard 
so much about what is being done that they are in- 
terested to see how we function. Christmas week, and 
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days before, the children were offered all types of 
entertainment from interested groups who took the 
Temporary Home as their special project for Christmas 
cheer. Thanksgiving and Christmas dinners, entirely 
home cooked, were enjoyed by 100 to 125 guests with 
gifts for all. The Charlestown Navy Yard brought the 
entire group for the day, furnished beautiful gifts and a 
turkey dinner to 40 children. The All Nurses Veteran’s 
Post came to the Temporary Home Christmas week and 
furnished a complete evening of entertainment and 
beautiful gifts. A café owner from the South End sent 
the entire group to the circus with all expenses paid and 
furnished them with candy, toys, and ice cream. All 
children in the Temporary Home who are here when 
school opens will be clothed adequately to attend regu- 
larly. Every effort is made to encourage and help these 
people to take their place in the community as soon as 
possible and preserve their self respect.

Total relief expenditures for Aid to Dependent 
Children, Old Age Assistance, and General Relief during 
the year 1948 and the cost of the operation of the 
Temporary Home and Wayfarers’ Lodge for the year 
1948 amounted to $18,352,297.10, as compared with the 
relief cost during the year 1947 of $15,618,050.28. 
Total cases assisted during the year 1948 were 32,772, as 
compared with 29,434 cases assisted in 1947. 
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ADMINISTRATIVE Costs 


Administrative costs during the year 1948 amounted 
to $1,653,652.33, as compared with administrative costs 
of $1,492,504.08 in 1947. Administrative costs for 1948 
were 8.2 cents per dollar of total expenditures. 


REIMBURSEMENTS 


During the year 1948 the department received from 
the Federal Government through the Commonwealth, 
federal grants totaling $6,253,143.25. In addition, the 
department collected in reimbursements from the Com- 
monwealth, cities and towns, and other sources a total of 
$6,750,591.76. Of this amount $275,124.80 was from 
the Meals Tax, and $106,487.07 in re1mbursements from 
recipients of assistance. 


Net Cost of the Department 


The net direct cost of the department to the 
taxpayers of the City of Boston during the year 
1948 was $7,002,214.42, as compared with total 
expenditures of $20,005,949.43. 

Net direct relief costs were $5,918,618.04, com= 
pared with total direct relief costs of $18,352,297.10. 

Net administrative costs were $1,083,596.38, as 
compared with total administrative costs of 
$1 ,653,652.33.

Trust FuNDS 


The total amount of the trust funds administered by 
this department as a corporation, including accumu- 
lated income, is now $831,614.78. There are 18 trust 
funds, all of which are administered according to the 
wishes of the donors as interpreted from time to time 
by the Board with the advice of the Law Department. 

Applicants for trust pensions must have a legal resi- 
dence here, must be at least fifty years of age, and must 
be old residents of Boston. 

The number of beneficiaries now aided from the 
Pemberton, the Boylston Relief, the David Sears 
Charity, the Moses Hunt, the Thayer, the Rachel T. 
Stevens, the Stoughton, Goodnow, and Jeffries Funds 
is 59. During the year seven died, eight were trans- 
ferred to Old Age Assistance, and eleven were discon- 
tinued for other reasons. Twenty-seven new names 
have been added. 

A total amount of $14,546.23 was distributed to these 
pensioners during the year. 

During the year there has been paid $1,952.87 from 
the income of the Boylston Education Fund, and there 
are now ten children who are beneficiaries of this fund. 

This department has also made grants of money from 
the income of the Lucy Bullman Charity, amounting in 
the aggregate to $6,349.23. 

The interest accruing from the Mason Fund was 
divided among six chaplains, Hebrew, Protestant, and 
Catholic, at the House of Industry at Deer Island.

Boston Ciry HospiraL 


This department determines legal settlements of per- 
sons admitted to the Boston City Hospital. 

The department collects from the Commonwealth 
and cities and towns the amount due on account of 
persons settled elsewhere than in the City of Boston, 
with the exception of persons admitted to the South 
Department. Collections in these cases are made by 
the City Collector. All receipts on account of such 
care at the Boston City Hospital are turned over by 
this department to the trustees of the Boston City 
Hospital. However, the salaries paid to the staff who

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TRUST FUNDS IN THE HANDS OF THE 
OVERSEERS OF THE PUBLIC WELFARE 


Pemberton Fund.— This fund comprises bequests and 
gifts made to the City of Boston from 1760 to the 
present time from “A. B.,”’ Daniel Oliver, Margaret 
Blackader, Alice Quick, Anne Wheelwright, Mary Ire- 
land, Benjamin Pemberton, Martha Stevens, Mrs. H. 
Driscoll, William Breed, Samuel Eliot, John Coffin Jones, 
Mary Belknap, ‘‘A Citizen of Boston,’’ Anonymous, 
Miss Dr. Harriot K. Hunt, George Higginson, Walter 
E. Hawes, William B. Spooner, Rebecca A. Goddard, 
Matilda Goddard, and Richard C. Humphreys. The 
most important, however, of the bequests was from 
Benjamin Pemberton, Esq., whose will was proved 
June 25, 1782, and for that reason his name has been 
given to the fund. The income of this fund is to be 
expended, at the discretion of the overseers, in semi- 
annual payments to the poor of the city. 

Boylston Relief and Education Funds.— These funds 
were from a bequest of John Boylston, who died in 
London, England. His will was proved June 12, 1795. 
One portion of the bequests is ordered to be paid to ‘‘ poor 
and decayed householders of the town of Boston, not 
under fifty years of age, persons of good character, and 
reduced by the acts of Providence, not by indolence, 
extravagance, or other vice.”’ The other portion to be 
applied to the ‘‘nurture and instruction of poor orphan 
and deserted children of the town of Boston until four- 
teen years of age.”’ 

Mason Fund.— A bequest from Jonathan Mason, by 
will dated July 15, 1798, interest to be paid annually ‘‘to 
the standing chaplain of the almshouse and workhouse, 
or by whatever other name called,” interest to be added 
until one is appointed. The interest is now distributed 
annually towards the salaries of the chaplains of the 
House of Industry at Deer Island. 

Dexter Fund.— A bequest from Samuel Dexter, by 
will dated May 7, 1811, ‘‘for supplying with firewood 
or coal such poor persons, objects of charity, as are not 
supported in the almshouse, though sometimes relieved 
by the Overseers of the Poor.” 

Jeffries Fund.— A bequest by David Jeffries, former 
Town Treasurer. Will dated January, 1786: ‘‘Income

to be applied to the purchase of tea, coffee, chocolate 
and sugar for the refreshment of those persons, who in 
the providence of God, are, or shall be, reduced and 
obliged to take shelter in the almshouse, after having 
lived reputably; the Overseers of the Poor to be judges 
as to the persons, but always giving the preference to 
the pious poor.” 

In 1908 the Supreme Court decreed that in addition 
to the above provisions of the will the income of this 
fund could be used by the Overseers of the Poor in their 
discretion for the benefit of Boston poor outside of the 
almshouse. 

Lucy Bullman Charity Consists of an estate on 
Cambridge and Joy streets, in this city, which came into 
the possession of the City of Boston in accordance with 
the will of Lucy Bullman, proved at Probate Court, 
Suffolk County, January 9, 1832, in which it is provided 
that, upon the death of certain persons therein named, 
said estate is given to the City of Boston upon the con- 
dition that the estate should never be sold, but the 
income used for the benefit of the poor. By a vote of 
the City Council, approved by the Mayor January 4, 
1873, this estate was placed in charge of the Overseers 
of the Poor. | 

The David Sears Charity is a fund contributed by the 
late Hon. David Sears for the relief of the poor, the 
income only to be expended “‘in aid and for the support 
of citizens or families who may have seen better days, 
and for charity in all its forms in such a manner as may 
best tend to alleviate the sufferings of human life and 
render the condition of the poor more comfortable.” 

Pierce Fuel Fund.—The legacy of Caleb Pierce to 
the city of Charlestown, accepted by the City Council 
of that city May, 1861: ‘‘Income to be expended in 
the purchase of fuel to be distributed to those indigent 
widows whose husbands, before their decease, had 
resided in Charlestown at least one year, and the said 
widows still continuing to reside in Charlestown at the 
time of receiving said bounty.” 

Holton Protestant Poor Fund.—A bequest by James 
Holton to the inhabitants of the town of Brighton: 
‘“‘Income to be annually expended forever in purchasing 
and distributing provisions among poor and indigent 
Protestant families in said town of Brighton on Thanks- 
giving or other holidays, or just previous to such holi- 
days, to the end that such poor Protestant families 
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may have the means, in some degree, of enjoying such 
holidays in common with their fellow-citizens; and I 
especially direct that in such periodical distributions 
unmarried Protestant females who are poor and needy 
shall receive a liberal share of provisions, and also other 
articles of comfort, such as such distributors shall deem 
to be the most conducive to the comfort and happiness 
of that lone class of citizens.” 

Holton Protestant Pauper Fund.—A bequest by James 
Holton to the inhabitants of the town of Brighton: 
“Income to be annually expended, in whole or in part, 
as necessity of circumstances may require, by the 
selectmen of said town, in providing good and plentiful 
meals on Thanksgiving Day, or other holidays, to the 
Protestant paupers of said Brighton. If the whole of 
said income shall not be required to be so expended, 
then the surplus shall be added to the principal, and if 
such principal shall ever become thus augmented to 
three thousand dollars or more, then the surplus interest 
or income, over what shall be necessary for furnishing 
said festive meals on said holidays, may be expended by 
said selectmen for the comfort of the Protestant paupers 
of said Brighton in such a manner as said selectmen 
shall judge best and most conducive to the comfort and 
happiness of such paupers.”’ 

Stoughton Poor Fund—A bequest of Lieut.-Gov. 
William Stoughton, who died July 7, 1701. By his will 
he gave £50 to the relief of the poor of Dorchester, to 
be improved by the care of the selectmen, the income 
to be distributed to the most needy inhabitants. 

Goodnow Fund.—A bequest of Elisha Goodnow (to 
be paid over upon the decease of his wife) to the City of 
Boston and its assigns, ‘“‘to be invested and the income 
applied forever to and for the relief, assistance and sup- 
port of the poor, sick and infirm in said city, not sup- 
ported by the said city in its almshouse, in such manner 
as the said city, or the government or officers thereof, 
may deem most judicious, but without reference to the 
religious faith or belief of those who may apply for or 
need the assistance of this fund.’ Five thousand 
dollars, received April 29, 1885. 

Rachel T. Stevens Fund—aA bequest of Rachel T. 
Stevens, the net income to be paid (after the death of 
a person named in the will) “for the support and main- 
tenance of poor, worthy, Protestant single women of 
Boston, who have arrived at the age of 50 years (not 
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including widows), paying to each of such women during 
her life the sum of one hundred dollars in semiannual 
payments. Upon the marriage of any beneficiary under 
this will no further payment of money is to be made 
to her, nor is any further payment of income to be made 
to any beneficiary who becomes unworthy of help under 
this trust.” 

Moses Hunt Fund for the Destitute—A legacy from 
the late Moses Hunt: ‘‘The income to be devoted to 
the relief and welfare of Protestant destitute residents 
of that part of said Boston which was Charlestown.” 

Nathaniel Frederic Thayer Fund.—A_ bequest of 
Caroline C. Thayer (who died about 1891), to be paid 
over to the city after the death of two sisters, the last 
of whom died in September, 1899. The fund was 
received in May, 1900. ‘‘Income to be annually 
appropriated for the benefit and use of Protestant 
widows and single women, without distinction of color, 
preference always to be given to those who have seen 
better days.” 

In August, 1900, a small sum was received under the 
will of Susan T. Balch, which was added to this fund in 
accordance with the wish of the donor. 

Thorndike Fund.—Extract from will of George L. 
Thorndike, proved June 11, 1901: ‘‘I give, devise and 
bequeath to the City of Boston ten thousand dollars 
($10,000) in trust forever; the income from the same is 
to purchase coal to be distributed to deserving widowed 
women of East Boston.’’ By a vote of the City Council, 
approved by the Mayor December 19, 1907, the income 
of the fund is paid to this Board. 

Rowe Fund.—Legacy from the estate of Ransom 
Rowe. No express grant in the will beyond the mere 
gift of $1,000. Mr. Rowe’s attorney has stated that 
some years ago, when Mr. Rowe was a very young man, 
he and a friend of his were furnished with accommoda- 
tions at the Lodge, which he always remembered. It 
was with the idea that he was assisting others who 
might be in similar circumstances that this gift was 
made.

Dear Mr. Mayor: 

I respectfully submit the following report relating 
to the activities of the Public Works Department 
for the year ending December 31, 1948. 

During the current year, there was available in the 
Highway Division for street and sidewalk construction 
purposes approximately $3,820,000. 

Sixty-seven street construction contracts were 
awarded, which included 218 streets in various parts 
of the city. Forty-one of these streets were accepted 
by the Board of Street Commissioners and ordered 
constructed, and 134 existing streets were included 
for reconstruction, and sidewalks were built on 43 
streets. 

In 1947 the department adopted a plan of laying a 
seal coat surface on existing roadways to prolong their 
life, and this method has proved to be very satisfactory. 
During the present year, 366,000 square yards of 
roadway surfaces throughout the city were treated in 
this manner. 

- The final section of Columbus avenue, from North- 
ampton street to Arlington street, has been completed, 
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with a center divisional island, and with narrow side- 
walks, thus providing more roadway area for this 
important expressway leading from Park square in 
downtown Boston to Egleston square in Jamaica Plain. 


Washington street, from Stuart street to Cornhill, 
was resurfaced over week ends, to avoid the serious 
interference with heavy traffic which exists on week 
ends. Among the other main arteries which carry 
heavy traffic and which were rebuilt are the following: 


Beacon street, from Park street to Charles street, and from 
Raleigh street to Brookline avenue; this latter section being 
in the Kenmore square area. 

Charles street, from Beacon street to Boylston street. 

Roxbury street, from Shawmut avenue to Columbus 
avenue. 

Dorchester avenue, from West Broadway to the bridge 
over Fort Point Channel; a noteworthy part of this work 
was the elimination of the bottleneck which existed at this 
point and which has been a source of difficulty for many 
years. The situation was corrected by making a widening 
at Dorchester avenue and Macallen street, which now per- 
mits outbound traffic to enter Dorchester avenue with ease 
and without congestion. 

North Beacon street, from Cambridge street to the 
Watertown line. 

River street, from Hyde Park avenue, at Cleary square, 
to the Dedham line. ° 

Huntington avenue, from Dartmouth street to Massa- 
chusetts avenue. The reconstruction of Huntington avenue, 
from Ruggles street to Longwood avenue, was also com- 
pleted, and the work included widening the Metropolitan 
Transit Authority platform area at Teachers College for 
the convenience of persons boarding or leaving streetcars 
at that point. 

Preliminary to the extension of Somerset street, foo 
Howard street to Cambridge street, a contract was awarded 
for demolishing the buildings on the site of the proposed 
improvement. Our program for next year will include the 
reconstruction of Somerset street, including this recently 
ordered extension. 

Another improvement lst will be undertaken next 
year is the construction of a widening on the easterly side 
of Dorchester avenue, from West Broadway to West Fourth 
street. The buildings now on the site are being removed. 
This will aid further the movement of vehicular traffic on 
Dorchester avenue. 


Awaiting construction at this time are 25 streets 
for which orders have been received from the Board 
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of Street Commissioners. These streets will be included 
in the program for 1949, together with such other 
streets as will be subsequently laid out by that Board. 

During the year 1949, we propose to reconstruct the 
roadways in Brighton avenue, from Commonwealth 
avenue to Cambridge street, and in Blue Hill avenue, 
in Dorchester, from Seaver street to Columbia road. 
This latter work will complete the rebuilding of Blue 
Hill avenue, which was started some years ago and, 
when completed, a double-barreled roadway will be 
provided in Blue Hill avenue, from Washington street, 
at Grove Hall, to Mattapan square. | 

The introduction of the trackless trolley system 
by the Metropolitan Transit Authority in Roxbury 
and Dorchester will allow for the reconstruction of 
streets in these sections upon which the streetcar 
lines are now operated. The program for the coming 
year includes the reconstruction of Dudley street, 
Warren street, Humboldt avenue, and Blue Hill avenue, 
in Roxbury; and Talbot avenue, Washington street, 
Geneva avenue, Columbia road, Boston street, Hancock 
street, Bowdoin street, ‘and Dorchester avenue, in 
Dorchester. Many of these streets are urgently in 
need of . attention. 

This department has started on the work of re- 
placing gas lamps with electric lamps, where service 
for such lamps is available. Nine hundred and thirty- 
two lamps have already been converted in the districts 
now served by gas street lighting, as follows: 


Dorchester... .. 326 West Roxbury... .302 
Roxbury....... 100 Brighton patties: 197 
Jamaica Plain...... 7 


This work of changing over from gas to electric 
lamps will be continued during the coming year, in 
accordance with surveys now being conducted by the 
department and the Boston Edison Company. 

During the year 1948, the Public Works Depart- 
ment did considerable maintenance work on bridges 
throughout the city which are under its jurisdiction. 
Complete rebuilding will be necessary on some of the 
city bridges. Plans have been prepared for the re- 
building of the Meridian Street Bridge, over the Chelsea 
River, between East Boston and Chelsea, at an esti- 
mated cost of $2,200,000. 
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Plans are now in the process of being prepared for 
rebuilding the Warren Bridge, over the Charles River, 
adjoining the North Station. The estimated cost of 
this work is $3,000,000. 

Many of the city bridges need attention. Extensive 
jobs must be done on some of these structures, and on 
others general repairs will be required to the surfaces 
and to the steel work, including painting. 

Broadway Bridge, over Fort Point Channel, should 
be rebuilt, as well as the Blakemore Street Bridge and 
the Walworth Street Bridge, both in West Roxbury, 
over the New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad, 
and we hope to be able to include this work in our 
program for the coming year. 

While the receipts from the operation of the ferry- 
boats are getting less and less each year, there is still 
a necessity for keeping the boats and the plant in 
operating condition. This year the ferryboat ‘‘Charles 
C. Donoghue” required major repairs. The boat was 
dry-docked, and the hull was cleaned, repaired, and 
painted, and when that work was completed a contract 
was awarded for repairing the propelling machinery 
and the superstructure of the boat. 

The other two boats now in service, namely, the 
‘‘Ralph J. Palumbo” and the ‘‘ Daniel A. McCormack,” 
will require considerable attention during the coming 
year, and it will also be necessary to make repairs to 
the ferry-drops, piers, etc. Provision will be made in 
our budget estimates to do this work in the coming year. 

At the Sumner Tunnel a very necessary job was 
done during the year—the replacement of old and 
defective cables. Extensive ‘repairs were made to the 
tunnel roadway where settlements had occurred. 

The program of work which must be done in the. 
tunnel in 1949 includes the installation of a new water 
supply for fire protection purposes. 

From present indications, it appears that the rev- 
enue of the Water Division of this department will 
be close to $1,000,000 in excess of the expenditures. 
The Water Division has not reduced its efforts to bring 
in all possible revenue from the sale of water. 

Although the shortage of pipe and meters curtailed 
to a certain extent the amount of work done by the 
Water Division during the current year, much of its 
activities were devoted to providing water service for 
the various housing projects throughout the city. 
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During this year, the Sewer Division of the depart- 
ment constructed 3 miles of pipe surface drains and 
117 catch basins, in advance of street construction. 
More than 22 miles of sanitary sewers and surface 
drains were built for the purpose of providing drainage 
for new buildings. New building development now 
under way will require drainage facilities which will 
be constructed next year, and there will be a large 
amount of sewer work to be done in streets prior to 
their construction. A program of work to be done by 
the Sewer Division next year calls for an expenditure 
of $800,000. 

Plans for the sewage treatment plant to be erected 
in the vicinity of the Calf Pasture Pumping Station, 
in Dorchester, are practically completed. This modern 
method of sewage disposal is vitally necessary to elimi- 
nate the disagreeable and unsanitary conditions existing, 
caused by the discharge of raw sewage into the waters 
of Boston Harbor. 

Proposals have been received for the so-called Muddy 
River improvement by which a covered channel will 
be constructed and the open flow of water eliminated. 
This work is necessary as part of the plan for the con- 
struction of much needed traffic facilities in the vicinity 
of Brookline avenue, Boylston street, and Park Drive. 

On the first of last January, the contract system for 
the collection and removal of garbage and ashes was 
extended to include the Roxbury district. With the 
coming of the new year, it is proposed to abolish the 
day labor collections in the North and West Ends, 
and to have the work done hereafter in these sections 
by contract. The employees who will be affected by 
the change in method will be assigned to other duties, 
particularly street cleaning. 

In the spring of the current year a concentrated 
street cleaning drive was conducted by the department 
to correct the conditions which existed following the 
severe winter. The cost of the supplementary labor 
and equipment hired for the purpose was $80,000, and 
the results accomplished indicated that the money was 
well spent. In addition, 200 temporary laborers were 
obtained from the Civil Service list to assist the city 
forces in the work of street cleaning. 

The so-called ‘‘Dempster Dumpsters,’ large refuse 
containers, which, when filled, become part of a mobile 
unit and are hauled to a disposal station, have proved 
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very valuable in the market district and in the South 
End section, where unsanitary conditions existed before 
their installation. 

Buildings and other parts of the general plant of the 
department have been improved during the year. Par- 
ticularly worthy of mention is the completion of a 
garage at the Water Division yard on Albany street. 
Some very essential repairs were made to the refuse 
receiving stations which have hard usage because of 
the heavy trucks which deliver their loads at these 
points. 

For some time, the various city departments having 
jurisdiction over pushcart peddlers who assemble in the 
market district for selling fruits and vegetables on 
Saturday nights, have been endeavoring to ease the 
situation which exists in the market district. Arrange- 
ments were made for extending into the lower end of 
Blackstone street the area which these peddlers may 
occupy, and so as to provide proper illumination the 
Boston Edison Company, upon order from this depart- 
ment, has installed three 1,000 candle power lamps. 
This arrangement has worked out in a very satisfactory 
manner. : 

There has been inaugurated in this department a 
requirement that all motor vehicles be inspected at 
periodic intervals. .This requirement is adhered to 
strictly, with the result that repairs and adjustments 
are made when required, and the equipment is kept in 
first-class operating condition. In this way, repairs to 
the equipment are kept at a minimum, and unless a 
major job must be done, it is seldom that trucks and 
other equipment are out of service for any long period 
because of repairs which become necessary. 

The department has continued to modernize its 
equipment. Among the larger items procured during 
the year with the funds available in the motor vehicle 
loan were the following:

On the 15th of June this department disposed of, 
at public auction, an area of land situated on Milton 
and River streets in the Town of Dedham, comprising 
a little more than 113 acres. This land was acquired 
by the City of Boston when Hyde Park was annexed, 
it being a part of the Hyde Park water supply. It 
was never used for any municipal purpose since it was 
acquired by the City of Boston, and with the approval 
of your Honor and the subsequent approval of the City 
Council, arrangements were made for its sale. 


Pursuant to Executive Order dated July 6, 1948, 
the Workmen’s Compensation Service of the Public 
Works Department was expanded to carry out the 
provisions of the law relating to injured employees 
of the City of Boston or the County of Suffolk. Dr. 
George H. Schwartz was appointed medical director 
in full charge of this newly created service. The staff 
which was set up includes, besides the medical director, 
a compensation agent, a nurse, an investigator, and 
clerical assistants. The duties of the medical director 
include: 


1. Examination of all injured employees who come with- 
in the scope of the Workmen’s Compensation Law, with 
immediate arrangements for placing the injured employee 
on the compensation payroll. 

2. Examination of all new employees (permanent and 
temporary) of the City of Boston and County of Suffolk. 
X-ray examination of all new employees is also required. 
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3. Appearance before the Industrial Accident Board in 
all disputed claims. 

4. Reference of injured employees to consultants who 
are specialists in their field. 

5. Examination of all employees returning to work 
after being on the compensation rolls. 

6. After thorough investigation by the Workmen’s 
Compensation Agent, the Medical Director and the Com- 
pensation Agent decide if compensation is to be paid and 
medical bills assumed. 


This law now places all employees of the City of 

Boston and County of Suffolk, regardless of the nature 
of their work — except uniformed members of the 
Police and Fire Departments — under the scope of 
the Workmen’s Compensation Law. Heretofore, this 
law applied only to laborers, workmen, and mechanics, 
which totaled about 3,500 employees. Under the new 
setup, there are about 18,000 employees who are entitled 
to the benefits of this act. 
- Offices, including a fully-equipped dispensary, have 
been established on the seventh floor of City Hall 
Annex, and a physician and a nurse are there on duty 
from 9 a.M. to 5 P.M. daily, to treat emergency cases, 
as well as to treat and examine injured or sick employees. 
It is frequently found that men injured during the 
course of their employment are unable to continue 
at their previous occupation. In order to rehabilitate 
them, this service has received excellent cooperation 
from the heads of the various departments in placing 
these individuals in positions where they can be re- 
habilitated as soon as possible. Since January 1 of 
1948, approximately 1,100 accidents were reported 
to this office. An average of 40 cases are on the com- 
pensation rolls weekly. Approximately 35 new em- 
ployees in all departments, whether for permanent or 
temporary work, are examined each week. With the 
facilities in the dispensary for baking and surgical 
care, there is ample evidence that there will be a material 
saving to the city in the treatment and care administered 
to injured employees.

In an order from the Department of Public Utilities, 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts, schedules of tolls 
and charges for the use of the Sumner Traffic Tunnel, 
between Boston Proper and East Boston, were ap- 


proved, covering the year 1948. 


The city has been operating only one ferry, the so- 
called ‘“‘South Ferry,” since early in 1933, with the 
Boston terminus at Eastern avenue and the last 


Boston terminus at Lewis street. 


The more important works undertaken during the 


past year in the Bridge and Ferry Division, were clean- 
ing and painting Albany Street Bridge; furnishing and 
installing new high pressure air compressor at Charles- 
town Bridge; resurfacing Cummins Highway Bridge; 
steel repairs to Massachusetts Avenue Bridge, over 
Boston and Albany Railroad; cleaning and painting 
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Old Harbor Village Footbridge; redecking Reservation 
Road Bridge; repairs to pile bents and roadway of 
Warren Bridge; repairs to roadway of Warren Bridge; 
furnishing and installing traffic signal flashers and 
reflectors on various bridges; cleaning and painting 
hull of ferryboat ‘‘Charles C. Donoghue”; general 
repairs to ferryboat ‘‘Charles C. Donoghue”’; machinery 
repairs on North Drop, South Ferry (East Boston 
side); machinery repairs on South Drop, South Ferry 
(East Boston side); resurfacing the snow dump wharf, 
North Ferry; strengthening southerly pier of gallows 
frame foundation, South Ferry, Boston side; repairs 
to control and telephone cables, Sumner Tunnel; water- 
proofing two exterior walls of the East Boston Vent 
Building, Sumner Tunnel; repairing pavement, Sumner 
Tunnel; cleaning exhaust duct and exhaust fan room 
at the Sumner Tunnel; repairing Ward Street Receiv- 
ing Station, Sanitary Division. 


BRIDGE SERVICE. 


Cleaning and Painting the Albany Street Bridge, over 
the Boston & Albany Railroad. 


A contract was, entered into with Charles A. Reynolds 
for cleaning and painting the steelwork above the floor 
line, including the railings. Work was commenced in 
October, 1948, and was completed in December, 1948, 
at a cost of $2,286. 


Furnishing and Installing a New High Pressure Air 
Compressor at the Charlestown Bridge. 


It became necessary to replace the old compressor 
which had been in service since 1900. 

A contract was entered into with the Gustave Preston 
Company for furnishing and installing a late type com- 
pressor. Work was commenced in October, 1948, and 
was completed in November, 1948, at a cost of $2,435. 


Resurfacing Cummins Highway Bridge, over the New 
York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad. 


This bridge is owned and maintained by the railroad 
company, the city being responsible for the underdeck 
and wearing surface. The railroad made necessary 
steel repairs and renewed the wooden stringers. <A 
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contract was entered into with the Martin J. Kelly 
Company, Inc., for removing and renewing the side- 
walks and underdeck and placing a sheet asphalt wear- 
ing surface in the roadway. The work was started in 
August, 1948, and completed in December, 1948, at a 
cost of $8,101.46. 


Repairing Fender Piers at Chelsea Bridge North. 


Due to damage to the center and Chelsea piers by 
boats over the past few years it became necessary to 
make repairs. A contract was entered into with W. H. 
Ellis & Son Company in 1947, and work started in 
March, 1948, and was completed July, 1948, at a cost 
of $28,810.03. 


Steel Repairs to the Massachusetts Avenue Bridge, over 
the Boston & Albany Railroad. 


The steelwork of the bridge was so badly deteriorated 
that it became necessary to make extensive repairs to 
the floor beams, stringers, stiffeners, etc., as well as 
putting a new cover plate on the bottom flanges of all 
girders. A contract was entered into with Frederick 
W. Byron for this work. Work commenced in Septem- 
ber, 1948, and is expected to be completed early in 1949. 
No payments were made on this work in 1948. 


Cleaning and Painting the Old Harbor Footbridge. 


A contract was entered into with Nicholas Bello for 
cleaning and painting the steelwork, concrete ramps, 
and railings. Work commenced in October, 1948, and 
was completed in November, 1948, at a cost of $1,485. 


Redecking Reservation Road Bridge, over the New York, 
New Haven & Hartford Railroad. 


This bridge is owned and maintained by the railroad 
company, the city being responsible for the underplank 
and wearing surface. Because the railroad company 
found it necessary to make extensive steel repairs and 
to replace the wooden stringers, the city entered into 
a contract with Rev-Lyn Contracting Company for 
removing and replacing the planking and wearing sur- 
face. Work was commenced in June, 1948, and was 
completed in August, 1948, at cost of $11,147 gti able 
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old 3-inch tongue and groove plank and wood block 
wearing surface was replaced with 4-inch tongue and 
groove plank and sheet asphalt wearing surface. 


Warren Bridge, over the Charles River. 


In order to maintain traffic on this bridge it has 
become necessary to have a continuance of small repairs 
and patching practically at all times. A contract was 
entered into with Fred G. Wallace Company, Ince., 
for repairs to pile bents and roadway. Work was com- 
menced in June, 1948, and was completed in September, 
1948, at a cost of $30,166.40. Another contract was 
entered into with M. Rufo Company for repairs to 
roadway of Warren Bridge. Work was commenced in 
October, 1948, and was completed in December, 1948, 
at a cost of $9, 836.52. 


Furnishing New Tail Truck at Warren Bridge. 


A contract was entered into for furnishing a spare 
tail truck at Warren Bridge with the Martin J. Kelly 
Company, Inc. Work commenced in January, 1948, 
and the truck was delivered in Apr 1948, at a cost 
of $4,700. 


Reine High Ouibs on the Chelsea Bridge South and 
Malden Bridges. 


A contract was entered into with the John F. Shea 
Company, Inc., for replacing the present wooden high 
curbs with precast reinforced concrete curbs in 1947. 
Work started in November, 1947, and was completed 
in March, 1948, at a cost of $3,755.92. 


Furnishing and Installing Traffic Signal Flashers and 
Reflectors on Various Bridges. 


In the hope of reducing the number of accidents 
occurring at bridges with roadway: obstructions, the 
city entered into a contract with the Eagle Signal Cor- 
poration for furnishing and placing. electric flashers on 
stands or standard poles and standard reflectors at all 
bridges where the obstructions existed. Work was 
commenced in October, 1948, and? will be completed 
early in 1949. The estimated cost is ne ee 939. 
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Renewing High Curbs on Various Bridges. 


A contract was entered into with the John F. Shea 
Company, Inc., for replacing the present wooden high 
curbs with precast reinforced concrete curbs in 1947. 
Work was commenced in November, 1947, and was 
completed in May, 1948, at a cost of $6,827.72. 


Resurfacing Various Bridges. 


A contract was entered into with the John F. Shea 
Company, Inc., for repairs to and resurfacing of various 
bridges in 1947. Work commenced in September, 1947, 
and was completed in June, 1948, at a cost of $27,522.85. 


Building Spar Floats for Various Bridges. 


A contract was entered into-with the Rev-Lyn Con- 
tracting Company for building eight spar floats for 
various bridges. Work was commenced in November, 
1947, and was completed on March 1, 1948, at a cost 
of $7,144. 


Building the Old Colony Avenue Starrway. 


A contract was entered into with the West End Iron 
Works in 1947 for a new steel stairway from Columbia 
road down to Old Colony avenue. Work was com- 
menced in July, 1947, and was completed in July, 1948, 
at a cost of $9,524.40. 


Maintenance Force. 


The Maintenance Force patched and replaced deck 
sheathing, headers, and sidewalk planking on various 
bridges; repaired platforms, refastened treads, cleaned 
and painted drawhouses; made repairs to drawhouses 
and controller houses; added to and deducted from 
counterweights; repaired steps; removed snow and ice 
from bridges and sanded same; repaired piers; painted 
fences and gates; did general carpenter work and paint- 
ing; made mechanical repairs, etc. ; repaired wood-block 
paving; repaired and rebuilt gates on various bridges; 
repaired floats; built. and repaired sand boxes, rebuilt 
eoalbins at various bridges; repaired boats; set glass at 


various drawhouses; made miscellaneous small repairs 
at various bridges, etc. 
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The Maintenance Force cleaned the bridge sidewalks 
and steps in the intown area of snow and refuse during 
the year. 

Electrical and machinery maintenance was taken 
care of by the electrician and machinists. 


Miscellaneous. 


Another duty of the division during the winter 
months was the supervising and inspecting of snow 
loading and removal in common with other divisions 
of the department. This work was done under contract. 

In the course of the year part of the activities of 
the office force was taken up in work for other divisions 
of the department. These efforts, spread over the 
entire year, did not require a considerable amount of 
time, the work being mostly of an advisory and in- 
vestigating nature.

Machinery Repairs, South Ferry, East Boston Side. 


Due to mechanical failure of the bearings supporting 
the worn gears of the ferry drop machinery it became 
necessary to overhaul and repair both of the motor 
winch assemblies at the East Boston side. A contract 
was entered into with the C. & R. Construction Com- 
pany for machinery repairs on North Drop, South Ferry, 
East Boston side, at a cost of $3,475. 

A similar contract was entered into with the C. & R. 
Construction Company for machinery repairs on South 
Drop, South Ferry, East Boston side, at a cost of $3,850. 
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Cleaning and Painting Hull of Ferryboat 
‘Charles C. Donoghue.” 


A contract was entered into with the Bethlehem 
Steel Company for drydocking, cleaning, and painting 
the hull of the ferryboat ‘‘Charles C. Donoghue,”’ 
including repairs to rivets, stern bearings, rudders, 
etc., as directed. Work was completed on June 23, 1948, 
at a cost of $8,529.50. 


General Repairs to Ferryboat ‘‘Charles C. Donoghue.” 


A contract was entered into with the Quincy Dry 
Dock and Yacht Corporation for general repairs to 
the superstructure and machinery of the ferryboat 
“Charles C. Donoghue.” Work was completed on 
August 30, 1948, at a cost of $42,875.75. 


Strengthening Southerly Pier of Gallows Frame 
Foundation, South Ferry, Boston Side. 


Due to the disintegration of the concrete around the 
pile tops of the southerly pier, it was necessary to make 
extensive repairs. A contract was entered into with 
the James B. Rendle Company, to drive a wooden 
cofferdam around the pile foundation, break out the 
disintegrated concrete and place new concrete inside 
the cofferdam from the ground to elevation plus 2.00. 
Work was commenced on November 22, 1948, and will 
be completed early in 1949. No payment has been 
made during 1948. 


Painting Steel Floor System of the South Ferry Bridges, 
East Boston Side. 


A contract to clean and paint below the floor line 
was entered into October, 1947, and was completed on 
January 9, 1949, by the National Painting Company, 
at a cost of $1,470.50. 


Depariment Force. 


During the year machinists, carpenters, painters, 
riggers and other mechanics, who are included in the 
personnel of the Ferry Service, made all repairs possible 
to the plant to the extent of equipment at their disposal. 
This work consisted, mainly of minor repairs to the 
machinery on the boats, repairs to ferry-bridge machin- 
ery, ferry-bridge roadways and headhouse repairs in 
general. 
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TUNNEL SERVICE. 
Repairing the Pavement of the Sumner Tunnel. 


A contract was entered into with the Hancock Con- 
struction Company for repairing depressions, etc., in 
the roadway of the tunnel. Work was commenced 
on December 6, 1948, and was completed on December 
21, 1948, at a cost of $8,442.50. 


Waterproofing Two Exterior Walls of the Hast Boston 
Ventilating Building at the Sumner Tunnel. 


Due to constant weeping through the northerly and 
easterly walls of the Ventilating Building it was neces- 
sary to enter into a contract with A. Belanger & Sons, 
Inc., to attempt to remedy this condition by pointing 
where necessary and covering the brick work with a 
waterproofing compound. Work commenced on Sep- 
tember 7, 1948, and was completed on September 15, 
1948, at a cost of $2,471. 


Repairs to the Control and Telephone Cables at the 
Sumner Tunnel. 


A contract was entered into with the D. A. Robbins 
Electric Company for removing the present and pulling 
in new telephone and control cables, including cleaning 
and painting the splicing and pulling chambers, covers, 
etc. The cables were furnished by the city. Work 
commenced in June and was completed on November 
1, 1948, at a cost of $17,148. 


Clearing Exhaust Duct and Exhaust Fan Rooms at 
Sumner Tunnel. 


A contract was entered into with Patrick Ross 
Company for cleaning the exhaust duct and exhaust 
rooms at the Sumner Tunnel. Work commenced on 
November 5, 1948, and was completed on November 
29, 1948, at a cost of $3,066.

7. Motors, Fans, and Dampers. 


All of the 28 fan motors have been overhauled, cleaned, and 
adjusted. 

New contacts have been installed on motor controllers as required 
and relays adjusted for proper operation. 

All damper motors were cleaned and are operating efficiently. 


8. Relays, Transformers, Circuit Breakers, Etc. 


All relays were adjusted and tested for best operation. Oil in 
transformers was tested for acidity and new oil was added as required. 


9, Toll Equipment. 


All key boxes were inspected and overhauled and repairs were 
made as required. . 

Routine insulation tests of cables were made and pressure tests 
on treadles indicate that the treadles are in good condition. 

The toll registers are under constant supervision and are operating 


properly. 
10. Carbon Monoxide Equipment. 


The four Micro-Max recorders are under periodic inspection and 
are in good operating condition. 

All carbon monoxide analyzers have been overhauled and ad- 
justed as required. 


11. Pumps. 


New foot valves were installed in the harbor pump room and 
various changes to piping and valves were made to improve the 
operation of this equipment. Similar changes were made in the two 
portal pump rooms. All motors were overhauled and painted. 


12. Storage Batteries. 
The storage batteries located in the ventilation buildings and 
used for emergency lighting are under constant supervision and 
maintenance and are in excellent working condition. 
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13. Traffic Signals. 


During the past year, damaged traffic signals were repaired or 
replaced. Broken glass and new fresnel lenses were installed as 
required. Replacement of relays and contacts in traffic signal relay 
cabinets were made as required. 


14. Motor Generators. 


The four D. C. motor generator sets are in excellent operating 
condition. These machines are under a regular maintenance 
schedule, whereby any repairs to brushes, commutators and con- 
trols are taken care of by the maintenance group. 


15. Telephone System. 


All relays, cords and jacks on the main switchboard, located in 
the Boston Ventilation Building, have been adjusted, repaired, and 
replaced as required. All handsets and instruments throughout 
the tunnel are in good operating condition. 


16. Tunnel General. 


During the past year, the tunnel purchased one Willys-Overland 
jeep, complete with enclosed cab and snowplow. 

Repairs were made to several sections of sidewalks, at the Boston 
Ventilation Building, Administration Building, and on other loca- 
tions on the plazas and at toll booths. 

Specifications were written and a contract was awarded for the 
repairs to the outer walls of the East Boston Ventilation Building. 
This work consisted of pointing, caulking, and waterproofing the 
north and east walls of this building. 

A new set of storage batteries (60 cells) was installed in the East 
Boston Ventilation Building to replace the original batteries that 
were installed in 1934. 

Specifications were written, advertised, and a contract was awarded 
to replace 4,300 feet of 259-conductor control cable and 6,200 feet 
of telephone cable. This work was performed and completed be- 
tween the hours of 12.30 a.m. and 5 a.m., with no interference to 
vehicular traffic. 

A 600-pair communication cable was installed in the tunnel by 
the New England Telephone Company for its own private use. 
The length of this cable is about 6,200 feet. 

Nine hundred and eighty-seven square yards of granite block 
paving were relaid during the year. 


MIscELLANEOUS WORK. 


Resurfacing the Snow Dump Wharf at North 
Ferry, Boston. 


A contract was entered into with the Rev-Lyn Con- 
tracting Company for removing the old 2-inch spruce 
wearing surface and replacing with new. Work was 
commenced on October 4, 1948, and completed on Novy- 
ember 12, 1948, at a cost of $4,444. 


Meridian Street Bridge. 
Plans and specifications for a proposed new $2,000,000 
Meridian Street Bridge have been practically completed 
at an estimated cost of $82,600 under a contract with 
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the Charles Maguire Associates. This division has col- 
laborated with this concern in this work and checked 
the plans and specifications during their preparation. 


Warren Bridge. 


Plans and specifications for a proposed $2,500,000 
Warren Bridge are now being prepared under a contract 
with the Crandall Engineering Company at an estimated 
cost of $94,500. This division is working in conjunction 
with this concern in the preparation of the plans and 
specifications. 


Snow Removal. 


This division was placed in charge of snow areas 
No. 6, South End, and No. 12, Roslindale and West 
Roxbury. Snow was removed under a contract with 
the C. & R. Construction Company for area No. 12 
at a cost of $14,993.09. Snow was removed in area No. 6 
under a contract with the Ward General Contracting 
Company at a cost of $22,008.12. 


MISCELLANEOUS Works FoR OTHER DIvIsiIons. 
SANITARY DIvISsIOoN. 


Repairs to Ward Street Receiving Station. 


Plans and specifications were prepared for this work 
by this division for the Sanitary Division. A contract 
was entered into with Joseph Botti & Son at an esti- 
mated cost of $4,970. Inspection and payments were 
made by the Sanitary Division.

Assistant Engineer in the Bridge and Ferry Division of this 
department, died after a brief illness. 

Born in Boston in 1881, Mr. Thanisch attended the Boston 
public schools and graduated from Harvard University in 1904, 
in the class of former President Franklin D. Roosevelt. He 
entered the employ of the city in 1907 as a draftsman in the 
Transit Department. In 1909 he was transferred to the Sewer 
Division as an assistant engineer, and in 1914 entered the 
Bridge Service in the same capacity and continued in the 
Bridge Service until his untimely death. He served as Acting 
Division Engineer on many different occasions for approximately 
16 years prior to his death. 
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Mr. Thanisch was a man of great ability; thoroughly con- 
versant with the engineering problems of this division and 
was often consulted by other departments on matters affecting 
them. 

In the passing of Mr. Thanisch the city lost a faithful and 
earnest aide and those who knew and worked with him mourn 
the loss of a gentleman and a friend.

The amount of money taken in through the Permit 
Office was $34,473.75; of this amount $31,150.75 was 
deposited with the City Collector and $3,323 was billed 
to the Public Service Corporations. There are now on 
file 2,315 bonds for the use of streets and sidewalks 
protecting the City of Boston against claims for damages, 
etc., through the use of permits. 


The regular forces of the Paving Service were em- 
ployed as usual in the maintenance of all public streets, 
resurfacing and patching macadam pavement, patching 
permanent pavements, such as asphalt, granite block, 
and maintaining gravel, brick and artificial stone 
sidewalks. During the snow removal season, they were 
employed in plowing and removing snow. 


Contracts were awarded for the construction and 
reconstruction of 140 streets during the year and 100 
were completed. Work was also completed on 34 
streets that were unfinished from 1947.

Increases and Decreases—The expenditures for the 
year 1948 show a 6.2 per cent increase over those of 1947, 
the difference being $288,185.54. 


In the Waste Collection and Disposal Service, the 
Roxbury District was placed under contract, so that 
compared with 1947, Item I-A, above, is charged. 
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with an increased cost of $148,535.26. This was offset 
by a decrease in the day labor account of $141,857.37, 
or a net increase of $6,677.89. 
The transfer of these men to the Street-Cleaning 
Service increased that element of cost by $216,911.61.

Attention is directed to the increase in salaries and 
wages of employees on June 30, 1948. This consisted 
of $300 per year for the salaried employees and $3 a 
week for the labor classification, amounting in all to 
approximately $100,000 for the half year. These in- 
creases are included in the above summary. 

Work Accomplished.—During the year 1948, the fol- 
lowing-listed work, besides the routine work of the 
Sanitary Division, was accomplished: 

1. The Roxbury district, in which the work had heretofore 
been done by day labor, was for the first time placed under 
contract, beginning January 1. 

2. Due to the long and hard winter, there was an extraor- 
dinary amount of special clean-up work done in the spring, 
and men and trucks were hired for this purpose in the amount 
of approximately $80,000. 

3. The scales at Mile road were removed from this loca- 
tion, and were relocated at the Albany Street Receiving Station. 

4. At the Albany Street Blacksmith Shop, a storage garage 
was established. 

5. The surface of the ramp at the Fort Hill Wharf Re- 
ceiving Station was replaced. 

6. At the Victory Road Station, the ramp was paved 
with bituminous material. 

7. The Sanitary Division Storehouse was extended, adding 
about 25 per cent to the floor area. 

8. <A section of the division wall between the Sanitary and 
Paving and Garage yards was removed, thus making greater 
accessibility between these locations. 

9. Additional Dempster-Dumpster equipment was located 
in the market district, resulting in improved conditions inci- 
dental to the pushcart problem in that area. In the South 
End district, Dempster-Dumpster operations were continued 
with marked success. 
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10. Three 1,000-candle power lights were installed in the 
lower end of Blackstone street to facilitate the extension of 
the pushcarts into this area. 

11. In order to keep the streets clean, after the laying up 
of the motor sweepers for the winter, 200 temporary laborers 
were employed for street-cleaning work. 

12. Periodical inspections of motor vehicles were held, thus 
making it possible to make timely repairs and adjustments to 
the equipment. 

13. Additional equipment, under the Motor Vehicle Loan, 
was received as follows: 

20 two-ton dump trucks. 
15 one and one-half-ton dump trucks. 
10 Dempster-Dumpster bodies. 

1 patrol sweeper.

OF THE SEWER DIVISION.

To the Commissioner of Public Works. 
DEAR SIR: 

I submit herewith statement of the activities and 
expenditures of the Sewer Division for the year ending 
December 31, 1948. 

During the fiscal year 1948, there were built by con- 
tractors and day labor 7.33 miles of common sewers 
and surface drains throughout the city. After deducting 
0.09 miles of sewers and surface drains, rebuilt or aban- 
doned, the net increase for 1948 is 7.24 miles, which, 
added to the existing 1,233.90 miles of common sewers 
and surface drains and 30.93 miles of intercepting 
sewers, makes a grand total of 1,272.07 miles of all 
sewers belonging to the City of Boston, and under the 
care of the Sewer Division on January 1, 1949. 

There were 229 catch basins built or rebuilt and 25 
abandoned or removed during the year, making a net 
gain of 204 catch basins and a grand total of 23,040 
catch basins under the care of the Sewer Division on 
January 1, 1949. 

Entrance fees to the amount of $3,536.98 have been 
deposited with the City Collector for collection from 
estates upon which no sewer assessments were ever 
paid, in accordance with Ordinances of 1925, chapter 
27, section 10. 

Seven hundred thirty-three permits have been issued, 
viz., 267 to district foremen and contractors and 466 
to drainlayers for repairing or laying new house drains. 
Inspectors from this office have personally inspected 
the work done under these drainlayers’ permits. 

Two thousand eight hundred sixty-seven complaints 
have been investigated, and inspectors are instructed 
to report in writing in each case. 

One thousand four hundred forty-five catch basin 
complaints were received. 
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Reported in writing on 2,300 municipal liens to the 
City Collector, in accordance with chapter 60, section 
25, of the General Laws. Reported orally on about 
2,500 requests for information on municipal liens. 

Notices have been mailed to abutters in conformity 
with the Ordinances of 1925, chapter 27, section 8, 
apprising them of the construction of new sewers or 
repairs to old sewers. 

During the year 1948, 2,970 catch basins were cleaned 
by day labor and 2,941 catch basins were cleaned by 
contract.

Boston, January 2, 1949. 


To the Commissioner of Public Works. 
DEAR SiR: 

I respectfully submit the following report of the 
activities of the Water Division, operations and expend- 
itures for the fiscal year ending December 31, 1948. 

The shortage of critical materials having been lessened, 
and new meters made available, the work of laying and 
relaying water mains and the replacement of obsolete 
meters, etc., was resumed. 

A total of 24,134 linear feet of pipe were either laid 
or relaid, varying in sizes from 3-inch to 16-inch, in- 
clusive, as follows:

DISTRIBUTION BRANCH. 

Due to the increased volume of work caused by appli- 
cations for service pipes, etc., the department has en- 
gaged the services of contractors during the year. 

‘The regular work of this branch, consisting of installa- 
tion of new services and fire pipes, repairing of leaks, 
caring for complaints, shutting off and letting on water, 
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freeing of stoppages in pipes, etc., was performed in 
such a manner and at such periods as to cause minimum 
delay and inconvenience to applicants for water, water 
takers and the general public. 

The machine shop and plumbing shop were forced to 
handle all the drilling and connecting of services in 
addition to the regular work carried on in these shops, 
such as the machining and assembling of gates, valves 
and hydrants, and the department assisted the other 
branches of the Public Works Department in performing 
special jobs. 


BUSINESS OFFICE. 


In order to enforce the payment of outstanding water 
bills, customers in arrears are notified that the flow of 
water will be reduced, but yet enough water is left on 
the premises to provide a minimum for health and 
sanitary requirements. As a result, the Water Division 
ended the year 1948 with a surplus of $825,639.15, this 
surplus being due mainly to the collection of bills due 
and payable.

Masonry walls were repaired at the Bowditch and 
Margaret Fuller Schools. 

Tree surgery and removal of dangerous trees were 
performed throughout the entire school plant in addi- 
tion to planting and lawn work at The Teachers Col- 
lege, Edward Everett, Solomon Lewenberg, Lafayette, 
Charles H. Taylor, Benedict Fenwick and Horace Mann 
Schools. 

A contract was let for the demolition of the old Eliza- 
beth Peabody School in the West End preparatory to 
laying out the site for a play area. Before the work had 
progressed very far, it was found that the walls on the 
adjoining properties were in unsafe condition and would 
be a hazard if the demolition were completed before the 
dangerous condition was remedied. The work on the 
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school property was suspended pending action by the 
Building Department in enforcing the abutters to take 
necessary action. 

Work is now under way in the preparation of prelimi- 
nary planning for the tentative 1949 program, estimated 
at $95,000 exclusive of $30,000 for small repair orders. 

In addition, there is the possibility that the School 
Committee will have available and appropriate funds 
estimated at $184,000 under Land and Buildings for 
athletic fields at the Dorchester High School for Boys, 
Public Latin, High School of Commerce, and Roxbury 
Memorial High. If this full program should become 
effective, the Department is faced with the prospect and 
need of increasing the personnel of the Civil Engineering 
Division, and restoring to its pre-war complement which 
was double that employed at the present time. 


INSPECTION DIVISION. 


During the year this division supervised extensive 
repairs to school buildings. 

Based on a definite program, pupils’ furniture, 
teachers’ furniture and other types of furniture was 
repaired and refinished. This work is governed by a 
standard specification. With the funds available all 
furniture is in a clean and usable condition. 

The department has continued its painting schedule 
by the scientific use of spectrum colors in their various 
combinations and shade blendings, based on building 
orientation.

The Board of Street Commissioners presents the 
following report of the Street Laying-Out Department 
for the year ending December 31, 1948. 

Streets having a total length of 3.066 miles were 
made public ways. 

Under authority of the Acts of the Legislature for 
the levying of assessments on account of benefits 
derived from the laying out and construction of high- 
ways, there has been assessed on real estate, especially 
benefited, the sum of $158,957.48. For benefits derived 
from sewerage works construction, assessments to the 
amount of $22,695.89 have been made. 

In accordance with the provisions of chapter 60, 
section 23, of the General Laws, the Assessment Divi- 
sion of this department is required to submit reports 
on street and sewer betterments. The number of 
municipal liens upon which reports were made during 
the year was 2,307. 

Damages in the amount of $6,607.40 were awarded 
for grade damages. ~

REPORT OF THE ENGINEERING DIVISION FOR 1948. 


During the year the Engineering Division has operated 
with a minimum number of experienced draftsmen and 
competent engineers, of all grades, which constitutes 
our permanent staff. 

An effort was made to augment this staff by enlisting 
the services of engineering students in the various in- 
stitutions. We hoped that some of these students would 
accept our offer of temporary employment during their 
Summer vacations, but the wages we were permitted 
to offer, compared with salaries paid by private corpora- 
tions, failed to attract any of the young men listed at 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology, Harvard or 
Tufts Colleges. However, we did secure the services 
of some high school students and other young men who 
served in the capacity of rodmen and draftsmen on a 
temporary basis. 

The regular work performed by the division, during 
the year 1948, included the making of surveys and the 
preparing of plans for betterment and sewer assessments, 
and showing all necessary details for the laying out and 
acceptance of thirty private ways covering approxi- 
mately three miles; the widening of six public streets 
and the discontinuance of two public streets. Surveys 
and other field work has been done in preparation for 
laying out Range road, Barna road, Galty road, Regan 
road, Mercier avenue, Worley street, Starr Lane, Sunny 
Bank road, Brock street, and Beechcroft street. 

The discontinuance of a portion of Zeigler street was 
made for the purpose of traffic relief at the Dudley 
Street Station of the MTA. Details for this discon- 
tinuance were completed after several conferences be- 
tween officials of the Metropolitan Transit Authority, 
the Law Department, and our Chief Engineer. As a 
result of these discussions the MTA agreed to pay the 
city the sum of $20,000. The department, however, 
will not be credited with this amount although all the 
preliminary work and the preparation of the plans was 
accomplished by this division. 

Surveys and plans were made for the taking of ease- 
ments for sewerage purposes, covering a distance of 
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one and one quarter miles, and for the taking of private 
lands for use by other municipal departments. 

Plans for the extension of Somerset street, between 
Howard street and Cambridge street, and for the widen- 
ing of Dorchester avenue, between Broadway and West 
Fourth street, South Boston, were made for the purpose 
of relieving traffic congestion; plans were also prepared 
for the widening of the following streets for the relief 
of traffic congestion: Gallivan Boulevard, at Washington 
street, Dorchester; and Belgrade avenue, between South 
street and Roberts street, West Roxbury. 

The Boston Edison Company, the New England 
Telephone & Telegraph Company, and the Boston Con- 
solidated Gas Company submitted plans to this division 
for approval of underground locations covering approxi- 
mately seven miles. 

In our blueprint and rectigraph room, 4,561 blue- 
prints and 24,923 photo copies of original documents 
and plans were completed during the current year 
in addition to 1,080 blue and ozalid prints for several 
other departments. 

The operation of our rectigraph machine, during the 
past few years, has proved of great value, not only to 
our department but to other city departments. It is 
estimated that this work, if performed by a commercial 
organization, would have cost the city in the vicinity 
of $12,000. 


SERVICES FOR OTHER City DEPARTMENTS. 

Unfortunately for the Street Laying-Out Department 
the type and amount of work, which we perform for 
twenty other city departments, seldom receives its 
proper recognition. 

It might not be amiss to review, briefly, some of the 
work performed by this division for other city depart- 
ments during the year. 


For the Park Department. 

Extensive surveys and detailed plans to be used in 
connection with the establishment of a United States 
Veterans’ Administration Hospital. 

Survey and plan of an area in the Fens for a Veterans’ 
Memorial shaft. 

Survey and plan of area bounding on the Veterans 
of Foreign Wars Parkway, for purposes of sale. 
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Survey and plan of an area in Chestnut Hill park, 
on Commonwealth avenue. 

Survey and plan of land on Faneuil street to be 
acquired by the Park Department. 


For the George Robert White Fund. 
Surveys and plans of thirteen acres in Franklin 
Park to be used as a site for the schoolboy stadium. 
Survey and plan of land at Nos. 174 and 176 Adams 
street, Dorchester. 
Survey and plan of the Gibson School site. 


For the Fire Department. - 

Contours, survey, and plan of land on Washington 
street, West Roxbury, to be used as a site for new 
engine house. 

Survey and plan of old fire station site, corner of 
Mt. Vernon street and River street, Boston Proper. 
During the course of construction we were consulted 
on the foundation work and party wall lines. 

Survey and plan of land on Massachusetts avenue 
and Island street, Roxbury. Levels were taken on this 
site to be used by the architect. 


For the Traffic Department. 

Plan for the subdivision of the land known as the 
“Pest House” lot on Southampton and Atkinson, 
streets for the purpose of an interdepartmental transfer. 
Buildings were located and levels taken to be used by 
the architect for the construction of new Traffic De- 
partment building. 


For Library Trustees. 
Survey and plan of land on Adams street, Delmont 
street, and Oakton avenue, Dorchester, to be taken 
for the construction of a branch library building. 


For Real Estate Commission. 

Survey and plan of land on Franklin street, Boston 
Proper, for the enlargement of an off-street parking 
space. 

Additional plans of three parking sites, previously 
taken, showing all interior angles and contours to be 
used by the architect in the construction of new build- 
ings on these sites. 
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For School Committee. 


Surveys and plans of Grove Street land, West Rox- 
bury; Rosemont and Tileston streets site, Hyde Park; 
Cashman School site, East Boston; Lawrence School 
site, South Boston; and the Elizabeth Peabody School 
site, Boston Proper district. 


For Law Department. 


Large plan of the South Bay area, between Congress and 
Southampton streets, to be used at legislative hearings. 

Eighty-one land court citations submitted to the 
office for the investigation of plans attached to petitions 
filed with the Land Court. 


For Institutions Department. 
Extension levels taken of Long Island to be used by 
architect in construction of new hospital. 
Several hundred blueprints of proposed changes 
in various hospital buildings; also more than three 
hundred photo copies of contract specifications, 


For City Planning Board. 


All of their blueprinting and ozalid print and ny 
copy work. 


For Office of Weights and Measures. 


Survey a measured mile—spotting each i eine 
of a mile on the safety island in Columbus avenue for 
the purpose of checking taxicab meter and other traffic 
conditions. 


For Public Utilities Corporations. 


Investigation and approval of underground conduit 
location and steam pipe locations in relation to inter- 
ference with existing or proposed catch-basins, covering 
35,194 linear feet. 


For Public Works Department. 


Stake out and mark the grades for new catch-basins. 
Stake out prints for new catch-basins. 

Stake out prints for construction of new streets and 
provide sketches for highway engineers. 

Stake out sewer easements for purpose of new sewer- 
age construction. 

Survey and plan af land on State Highway, Hyde 
Park, which the department intends to offer for sale. 
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For Architects and Private Surveyors. 


New grades established on streets bounding new 
structure of the John Hancock Mutual Life Insurance 
Company and the New England Telephone & Telegraph 
Company. 

Street lines and grades marked on 85 different loca- 
tions for architects and private owners. 

Private surveyors, who have been employed to make 
a survey of property located on a public street, must 
come to this office for data concerning the location of 
street lines. This information is recorded in our field 
notebooks filed in our vault. 

Almost daily applications for this information is made 
to the engineers in charge of the city district in which 
the street is located. More often than not the applicant 
comes in just as the engineer and his party are preparing 
to go out in the field. 

Over the years it has been our practice to cooperate 
with the private surveyors but the practice has become 
particularly burdensome. 

The method of preserving the side line locations of 
public streets which consists of offsets and ties to per- 
manent structure was established years ago. Many of 
the buildings which were considered permanent when 
the offsets were taken, have been removed. The removal 
of these buildings makes it more difficult to establish the 
street line on the ground. 

Arrangements have been made with the Public Works 
Commissioner to include in the contracts for the con- 
struction of new streets, an item covering the placing of 
stone bounds at predetermined points on one of the 
street lines. This method of preserving street lines will 
furnish physical evidence of their location and will save 
time which would be consumed by our district engineer 
in looking up the field book record. 


NEw STREET Book. 


By order of the City Council we were directed to pre- 
pare a new edition of the street book—known as “‘ Boston 
Streets.” 

The revision and compilation of the book consumed 
the time of two men over several months. 

This book contains the names of public and private 
streets, avenues, courts, places, and alleys. The wards 
and precincts in which these streets are located are 
also indicated. Some of these streets are located in 
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more than one ward and in several precincts all of which 
are separately noted. The book also contains the names 
and location of police divisions, fire stations, school- 
houses, hotels, apartment houses, institutions, hospitals, 
and squares, with their respective wards and precincts. 
Names of squares named in honor of world war veterans 
are also included. 


‘SUFFOLK County REGISTRY OF DEEDs. 

Transfers of property are constantly taking place. 
To keep the names of owners of record up-to-date, it is 
necessary that deeds to property, within the scope of 
projected improvements, be copied in advance of any 
work being done in the field. To complete the plans and 
to levy betterment assessments against the proper per- 
son or persons, this examination of titles is necessary. 

By law we are required to file blueprints of our official 
plans with the Suffolk County Registry of Deeds. We 
also file plans with the Land Court if a parcel of land 
within the area of the improvement has been registered. 
The names of the owners of these registered parcels must 
be accurate up to within ten days of the filing. 

During the year we have examined 2,230 titles, and 
copied from records in the Registry of Deeds fifteen 
plans showing very early development covering the area 
involved in the projected improvement. 


LAND REGISTRATION IN THE LAND CouRT. 


Where the City of Boston is an interested party, 
petitions by private owners for the registration of land 
in the Land Court are examined by this department for 
the purpose of protecting the city’s interest. Citations 
referring to these petitions are sent to us by the Law 
Department, and our men go to the Land Court to 
examine the plans. After the examination, the Law 
Department is notified of our approval or disapproval. 
If we disapprove, objections to the petitions are entered, 
and the petitions are held until the necessary changes 
are made on the plans. Seventy-nine cases were ex- 
amined. 


DAMAGE AWARDS. 

When injury has been caused to the real estate of 
any person by the construction, maintenance, operation, 
etc., of a public improvement, and he is entitled to 
compensation for such injury, the damages are estimated 
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by this department. During the year thirty-eight 
claims of this nature were examined and the amount 
of damages estimated. 


CATCH-BASINS. 


Many times a property owner or owners feel that 
additional catch-basins are needed in the vicinity of 
their homes. Such petitions are referred to us, and 
action by the Sewer Division depends on our recom- 
mendations. ‘Twenty requests were received from the 
Sewer Division, and eighteen new catch-basin locations 
were approved. 


Buvue Hitt AVENUE OVERPASS. 


This division has prepared plans for the relief of 
traffic at the intersection of Blue Hill avenue and 
Morton street, Dorchester. 


Our plan shows a separation of grades by means 
of an overpass in Blue Hill avenue. All traffic, including 
trolley cars, moving north and south on Blue Hill 
avenue would use the overpass, allowing the traffic 
on Morton street and on Blue Hill avenue to move 
without serious interruption. 


The width of Blue Hill avenue and the locations 
of underground services will permit the construction 
of the overpass without disturbing the underground 
service or taking any land. 


His Honor, Mayor Curley, realizing that this traffic 
problem required attention, held a conference at which 
heads of the city’s Street, Traffic, and Public Works: 
Departments, Massachusetts Public Works Department 
officials, and representatives of the Metropolitan Transit 
Authority were present. 


By general consent of those present it was agreed that 
the overpass, with some provisions for left-hand turns, 
was most desirable. 


But during the discussion, it was suggested that 
the city’s Public Works Department intended to repave 
Blue Hill avenue, between the American Legion Highway 
and Babson street, in this connection it was proposed 
that state aid might be provided under chapter 90 
and that the cost of the overpass could be included. 
This proposal dampened the enthusiasm for the more 
pressing need of an overpass as a single project. 
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The repairing of Blue Hill avenue may be desirable, 
but the construction of the overpass should be started 
before repairing is undertaken. 

State Highway maps issued by the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Works indicate Morton street 
as part of various state highways, including routes 
1-28 and 138. 

With due consideration for the state plans of new 
highways, which may or may not materialize, we 
believe that the construction of the Blue Hill Avenue 
‘Overpass should be undertaken solely as a State Highway 
Project, without city participation. 

Chapter 90 has been operating for many years, but 
the city has never been accorded its proper consideration 
nor has it received its share of the funds made available 
by the terms of this act. 

With this in mind we believe that the repairing of 
Blue Hill avenue, as well as other city highways to be 
designated by the Public Works Commissioner of the 
city, might reasonably be included in the project to be 
done under chapter 90. 


STREETS IN PRIVATE DEVELOPMENTS. 


The development of private lands, to be sold as house 
lots or residential sites requires the laying out of streets 
within the tract under development. 

By an Act of the Legislature, plans of all proposed 
‘streets to be dedicated to public use, in any area which 
is to be subdivided into lots, must be submitted to us 
for approval. 

We are directly interested in the widths, directions, 
grades and the exact location of the proposed street 
in relation to established points on record in our office. 
An amendment to the legislative act now gives us 
authority to require the construction .of the street in 
accordance with the lines and grades shown on the plan 
submitted to this office. 

Final action by the Board of Street Commissioners is 
taken after our engineers have approved the construction 
work. 

It may be well to state that the Board’s approval of 
streets in the developments has no relation to their 
action in laying out and accepting private ways as 
public streets. 
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STANDARD APPARATUS FOR TESTING TAPES. 


Chapter 97 of the General Laws states that all appara- 
tus, for linear measurements, used by land surveyors, 
shall be tested and proved annually and also provides: 
for the payment of fees for testing, and proof of accuracy 
of the apparatus. 

In 1898, the Board of Street Commissioners estab- 
lished a standard by providing two steel bars, one 
51 feet long, the other 102 feet long. These bars were 
placed in a wooden housing along the cemetery wall on 
the northwesterly side of the City Hall. After the 
bars were in place they were calibrated by engineers: 
from the Federal Bureau of Standards. 

The present condition of the standard is deplorable 
and useless. The covers of the housing have rotted, 
leaving no protection from sun and rain. 

The bars are now covered with rust and it would 
seem advisable to provide a new standard which should 
be placed in a permanent housing and upon a solid 
foundation. 


Boston Datum PLANE. 


The present datum plane to which comparative levels 
are referred by the Engineering Department of the city 
is commonly known as the ‘‘Boston Base.’ This base 
coincided almost exactly in the year 1830, with mean 
low water at the Charlestown Navy Yard. 

Boston city base is defined as a datum plane 15 feet 
above the average height of the sill of the Charlestown 
dry dock. Prior to the 1878 levels, the Boston datum 
had always been supposed to be mean low water, and 
had been so marked on the plans made by the city. 

In 1878, Boston base was found to be about 0.64 feet 
below mean water as determined by the United States 
Coast Survey at some time just prior to 1878. In 
1903, after a lapse of 72 years, this same datum plane, 
as defined by numerous bench marks on solid ground 
according to the best available determinations, was 
found to be 0.79 feet below mean low water. In more 
recent investigations the United States Coast Survey 
has determined that the Boston datum plane is 0.81 
feet below mean low water. 

This difference in elevation is taken by some persons 
to mean that the land in Boston and vicinity is sinking 
at the rate of about 1 foot per 100 years. 
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That mean sea level is believed to be a better datum 
of comparison than mean low water or mean high water 
is indicated by observations of the United States Coast 
and Geodetic Survey. This survey has determined 
that the datum plane of mean sea level is 5.65 feet 
above the ‘‘ Boston Base.” 

A graph showing relative elevations and a written 
description of record high tides will be found on the 
following pages. 


GEOGRAPHICAL CHANGES IN BOosTON. 


Boston was incorporated as a town on September 7, 
1630; as a city on February 28, 1822. 

Suffolk County was incorporated May 10, 1648; 
Norfolk County was set off from Suffolk County June 20, 
1783. 

In the very early days Boston covered an area of 
approximately 1.27 square miles; today the area has 
been increased by annexations to 47.8 square miles. 

The major annexations are as follows: 


South Boston, formerly known as “ Dorchester Point,” 
was annexed to Boston March 6, 1804. 

Washington Village, formerly a part of Dorchester, 
was annexed May 21, 1855. 

Roxbury was annexed January 6, 1868. 

Dorchester was annexed January 3, 1870. 

Charlestown was annexed January 5, 1874. 

Brighton was annexed January 5, 1874. 

West Roxbury was annexed January 5, 1874. 

Hyde Park was annexed January 1, 1912. 


The geographical center of the city is located at the 
junction of Westminster avenue and Walnut avenue 
in the Roxbury district.

Dear Mr. Mayor,—In accordance with the Revised 
Ordinances, the Boston Traffic Commission herewith 
submits its annual report for the year 1948. 

During the past three inaugurals your Honor has 
stressed the fact that the two greatest problems facing 
the city are housing and traffic. The solution of the 
traffic problem has not been completed for the reason 
that it cannot be done without the expenditure of huge 
amounts of money, which, in turn, will mean increased 
taxation. However, during the past year the Traffic 
Department has accomplished much in the way of 
alleviating the city’s over-all traffic problem. It should 
be noted for purposes of this report that the so-called 
inner cordon of Boston, roughly bound on the south by 
Kneeland and Stuart streets, on the east by Fort Point 
Channel, Boston Harbor, north by Charles River, and 
west by Charles street, is an area of one Square mile. 
Into this area each day, according to our traffic counts, 
come better than 150,000 passenger cars and 33,000 
trucks. 

The problem of moving such a large mass of auto- 
mobiles and trucks in and out of a comparatively small 
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area is one that would tax the imagination of an expert. 
The traffic through the Sumner Tunnel during the past 
year has been the heaviest since it was built. 

In brief and without oversimplification, in a lesser 
degree, perhaps, this same problem can be multiplied, 
regarding public safety and convenience, throughout the 
other 43 square miles of our city. The basis of all our 
law, all our deliberations is public safety and con- 
venience, and up to the present this must be achieved 
through making better use of existing facilities all the 
while the construction of new facilities is so desperately 
needed. 

Our functional coping with this problem develops 
from three sources: 


1. Our own engineering initiative. 

2. Education and survey service. 

3. Coordination of allied activities within the city 
departments. 


The Traffic Department, during the last year, has 
undergone a thorough revision. It is believed that 
under the new program a more efficient department will 
result. The following are some of the accomplishments 
that have been achieved by this department during the 
past year by and within the following departmental 
setups, namely: 


1. Trarric Division. 


As previously mentioned in this report, the Boston — 
Traffic Commission is a deliberative body concerned — 
with public safety and convenience. During 1948 the 
Boston Traffic Commission created the following — 
isolated ‘‘stop”’ streets: | 


Commonwealth avenue, main roadway, Brighton: 
At Griggs Street crossover. 
West street, Hyde Park: 
At Austin street. 
Seaver street, Roxbury: 
At Humboldt avenue. 
Washington Street North, Boston Proper: 
At Thacher street. 
At Traverse street. 
Boylston street, Boston Proper: 
At Church street. 
Commonwealth avenue, Brighton: 
At Chiswick road. 
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Cummins Highway, West Roxbury: 
At Brown avenue. 

East Cottage street, Dorchester: 
At Clifton street. 

L street, South Boston: 
At East Highth street. 

Marlborough street, Boston Proper: 
At Hereford street. 

Centre street, West Roxbury: 
At Greaton road. 

Lincoln street, Brighton: 
At Franklin street. 

Mt. Vernon street, Boston Proper: 
At Brimmer street. 


The tremendous amount of survey work involved in 
the creation of each of these streets may be the better 
realized that, for the most part, the above “stop” 
streets were put into effect to supplement the work of 
newly installed signal lights. Other “stop”’ streets 
were created where clear view entrance into an inter- 
section is blocked by some obstruction at any corner of 
the intersection. ‘‘Stop” signs when observed have a 
high degree of efficiency in preventing serious collisions. 


In this same category it may be mentioned that the 
Boston Traffic Commission after many studies and long 
research created 38 one-way streets. 


National authorities in the matter have often cited 
the City of Boston for our use of one-way streets 
to simplify traffic conflicts at complex intersections, 
thereby reducing accidents and delays. 

They point particularly to the one-way system 
installed by the Boston Traffic Commission on the 
Charlestown Bridge and Warren Avenue Bridge. Con- 
gestion here was relieved so much that a contemplated 
traffic circle at a cost of approximately $250,000 was 
deemed not necessary. 

Each of the 38 one-way streets made by the Boston 
Traffic Commission in 1948 had specific warrants that 
will accomplish safety and convenience to motorists. 

Thus it can be seen that each year amendments are 
made to previously existing rules, new rules are written 
and old rules are stricken out. Such a legislative mass 
requires a booklet that is assuming considerable 
proportions. 

Not since 1941 has such a booklet been published by 
the Boston Traffic Commission but the effort of the 
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department during 1948 on the compilation of Rules 
and Regulations will culminate shortly in the edition 
of a new volume. Proofs of this volume seem to 
indicate, based on the appraisal of experts in the employ 
of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, that the new 
addition will be one of the finest ever published by any 
city or town in the Commonwealth. 

The functional purpose of traffic signs is to guide, to 
warn, or to regulate. During 1948 the Boston Traffic 
Commission erected 1,372 permanent traffic signs as a 
basis for law enforcement, as a preventive to hazardous 
operation of vehicles, and as a convenience for the 
direction of travelers. A summary of these various 
type sign installations follows:

All traffic signs are in the process of being in 
conformity with code specifications established by 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. Approximately 
12,000 such permanent signs are now maintained in 
public streets. In addition to these, 3,500 portable 
type signs are maintained at the Boston Traffic Com- 
mission shop. Chief among the emergency conditions 
warranting the placing out of these signs are: 


Parades. Coasting. 
Street Closings. Sickness. 
Sports Events. 


The exercise of engineering ingenuity results in varied 
activities requiring a motor vehicle fleet comprising 
trucks and passenger cars for the accomplishment of 
these activities. There are seventeen vehicles in the 
Boston Traffic Commission fleet, numbering nine trucks, 
four jeeps, three passenger cars, and one trailer-com- 
pressor. With the exception of a 1934 Buick sedan and 
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two 1940 Ford trucks, the oldest vehicle in the fleet is 
of 1948 manufacture. Five Ford trucks were bought 
during 1948 and four Willys jeeps to make the fleet an 
efficient and economical unit. 

The traffic shop is located in Roxbury on Atkinson 
street in a building that has been condemned by fire 
and health authorities of the city. The offices are 
maintained in the Traffic Tunnel Administration Build- 
ing under the supervision of the Public Works Depart- 
ment and the Parking Meter Division is located at 
174 North street in the City of Boston Printing Plant. 
This division and separate housing of the various 
departments is very undesirable and weakens the effi- 
ciency of the organization. Therefore, during 1948 the 
engineering staff of the Boston Traffic Commission 
presented to architects and consultants their design of 
a plant that would house all units of the department 
to be located on the site of the present antiquated shop. 
Expectations are that the unsatisfactory conditions 
resultant from the patched-up housing of the organiza- 
tion will be eliminated by entrance into the modern and 
scientifically equipped plant in the latter part of 1949. 

Finally, the display of engineering initiative as evi- 
denced in the foregoing account demands extensive field 
survey, investigation, and research. To ascertain the 
engineering facts required to make competent judgment 
regarding the use of the previously mentioned devices 
the investigating force of the Boston Traffic Commission 
during the year 1948 engaged in and compiled the 
following:

Early in the spring of 1947, 19 recommendations for 
the immediate relief of traffic in the city were developed 
by the Boston Traffic Commission and were proposed to 
your Honor. During the year 8 of these were com- 
pleted. It is in this instance that the coordination of 
allied activities within the city departments by the 
Boston Traffic Commission is best exemplified. Com- 
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pletions for the immediate improvement of traffic condi- 
tions in the city made in 1948 follow: 


Dorchester Avenue, Macallen Street, and West Broadway. 


The property at the corner of Dorchester avenue and 
Maeallen street was taken by the city, the corner 
widened and confusion and congestion greatly relieved. 
The roadway has been widened by the demolition of a 
substandard building located at the corner and the 
curb cut back for the entire width of the land, occupied 
by the building. 

Before the widening, during the peak hours of 4 p. m. 
to 6 p. m., each day approximately 2,200 vehicles made 
the right turn. Only one lane was available for this 
volume. The additional lane created carries approxi- 
mately 1,100 vehicles per hour between 4 p. m. and 
6 p. m. and cuts the time in half previously required to 
pass through the intersection, with a continuous right 
arrow signal light in operation. Work continues on the 
second part of this recommendation which will even- 
tually see Dorchester avenue inbound widened from 
West Seventh street to West Broadway. 


Huntington Avenue and Longwood Avenue. 


This recommendation was made to provide safety for 
the thousands who come by streetcar, daily, to over 26 
institutions located in the vicinity, including two of the 
city’s largest high schools, colleges, and medical 
institutions. 

These MTA passengers were forced to step directly 
from the streetcar into fast moving streams of traffic. 
The sidewalks were cut back and the space so gained 
was added to the streetcar reservation, presenting a 
widened loading platform upon completion. 

Prohibitive costs prevented the extension of this 
work along Huntington avenue, from Opera place to 
Tremont street, at Hanlon square. But at several 
points along this run loading platforms have been built 
up to somewhat relieve the problem. 


Columbus Avenue, from Arlington Street to Northampton 
Street. 

The roadway of Columbus avenue has been widened 
by cutting 5 feet off either sidewalk and a divisional 
island built in the center of the roadway. The com- 
pletion of this project has created an artery from 


ee 
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Arlington street to Roxbury Crossing that has attracted 
large volumes from other busy arteries because of the 
additional opportunities now afforded for safe driving 
under free wheel movements. 


Boylston Street, Between Arlington Street and Clarendon 
Street. 


All that is lacking for fulfillment. of this project is the 
actual spade work. Since this might start at any 
moment it is being accepted for purposes of this report 
as a fact accomplished. Upon completion the result 
will be the elimination of another partial bottleneck, 
since that portion of Boylston street on the other side 
of Clarendon street widens out considerably. 

Upon recapitulation therefore, before two years have 
elapsed 11 of these recommendations have been fully 
completed and others are in the process of completion 
for the improvement of the traffic situation. Not 
possible through the efforts of the Boston Traffic Com- 
mission alone because completion of the projects 
is beyond its scope, the allied activity of the Law 
Department, the Public Works Department, and the 
Street Commissioners’ office has eliminated these bottle- 
necks. Through the Boston Traffic Commission in 
cooperation with state experts, it is believed that federal 
funds will be secured for the relief of the most serious 
bottleneck, which is Sullivan square. However, again 
we are faced with legal difficulties which must be ironed 
out. Your Honor is also well aware of the plans that 
the Traffic Department has drawn up for the relief of 
the Blue Hill avenue, at Morton street, problem, the 
contemplated treatment of the Charles street area 
when the Boston Common garage is erected and also 
the treatment at Huntington and South Huntington 
avenues which has become a serious bottleneck, due 
to the fact that the state never brought Route 9 into 
the city in a proper fashion so that the traffic could be 
handled. Serious bottlenecks are expected to develop 
as a result of the high level bridge in Chelsea which 
will land in City square, and McClellan Highway, 
which will land in Day square. However, these two 
projects are being worked out by the experts of this 
department together with State and City Planning 
Boards. 

At a time when the Transit Department was first 
beginning work on the extension of the MTA Rapid 
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Transit System to East Boston, it was felt desirable 
by the engineers of the Boston Traffic Commission that 
primary planning should reserve areas in connection 
with this project for the exploitation and development 
of fringe parking. When the first consultation with 
engineers of the Transit Department was held it was 
learned that no provision had been made to park cars 
at the ends of this system but rather that, on the very 
sites deemed to be most practical for such parking, plans 
called for the erection of a mammoth shop. Engineers 
of the Transit Department were immediately convinced 
of the desirability of fringe parking areas when they 
studied results of an extensive survey conducted by the 
Boston Traffic Commission revealing the success of 
the plan at another MTA Rapid Transit Station located 
at Columbia Station under the operation of the 
Simmons Parking Company. Consequently, upon com- 
pletion of the rapid transit extension a fringe parking 
area will be located at Orient Heights with a capacity 
of 800 vehicles and another near Day square with a 
capacity in excess of 1,500 cars. The recommendation 
was originally made to your Honor in answer to your 
request for increased income devices to relieve the home 
owner of the burden of heavy taxation. A committee 
comprising 17 of the city’s outstanding engineering, 
transportation, and financial leaders was brought 
together by your Honor. You explained to this com- 
mittee that there were 12 choice sites adjacent to 
MTA Rapid Transit Terminals that might possibly be 
acquired for the further development of this idea which 
could increase MTA revenue as much as $500,000 
per year. Boston would profit in direct ratio to the 
amount that the MTA deficit would be decreased. 
Since Boston pays 64 per cent of this deficit every 
dollar decreased in the deficit would benefit Boston up 
to 64 cents. 

Five consultations were held with this committee 
which resulted in the development and opening for 
public use during the year 1948, fringe parking areas at 
the following locations: 


Everett Terminal — 100-car capacity. 
Sullivan square, at Alford street — 50-car capacity. 
Butler Street Station — 500-car capacity. 


Search and investigation for new sites and recom- 
mendations for increasing the capacity of existing sites 
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continue. When this program is completed it is con- 
servatively estimated that 5,000 vehicles will be taken 
from our streets. Daily after 2 o’clock p. m. Boston 
is confronted with an accumulation of approximately 
20,000 vehicles. With 5,000 cars left outside this area, 
since these motorists will have the comfort and con- 
venience of Rapid Transit transportation, the traffic 
problem will be reduced 25 per cent. 

The coordination of allied activities within the various 
city departments by the Boston Traffic Commission 
is further expressed in the building of the three types 
of traffic islands. An analysis of the work performed 
in the building of these traffic devices to afford more 
fluent and safer transportation follows: 


Channelizing. Center Divisional. Pedestrian Havens 
Edward Everett square. Columbus avenue, Dorchester avenue and 
from Egleston Gallivan Boulevard 
square to Jackson (two islarids) 
square. 


Centre and South streets. 


Charles and Boylston 
Gallivan Boulevard, streets. 

Oak square (Brighton). from Neponset 

Circle to Granite 

avenue. 

Gallivan Boulevard 
and Washington 
street. 

Old Colony avenue, 

from Columbia road 

to Mt. Vernonstreet. 
Hanlon square 


Columbus avenue, 
from Arlington 
street to North- 
ampton street. 


During the year 1948 approximately 1,200,000 motor 
vehicles were registered in the Commonwealth of 
Masachusetts, which represents a 5 per cent increase 
over the 1947 total registration. All indications at the 
present time, with millions of new cars rolling off the 
assembly lines, are that registrations in 1949 will exceed 
any known volume. Already the Boston Traffic Com- 
mission is engaged in making better use of existing 
facilities to cope with this insurmountable problem. 
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2. Trarric MrEterR DIVISION. 


In the exercise of our own engineering initiative in 
the year 1947 the Boston Traffic Commission requested 
authorization to purchase 5,000 parking meters. Instal- 
lation of these meters began in April, 1948, and on June 1, 
1948, the first 3,000 meters went into operation offi- 
cially, principally in the outlying areas, with some on 
downtown streets. In the month of November, 1948, 
400 more meters were placed in operation in the Ken- 
more Square area and in December, 1948, 1,600 were 
placed in operation in downtown streets, principally 
located east of Tremont street to the water front and 
from Hanover street to Stuart street. The 5,000 meters 
installed are of the following types: 


Mi-Co Manual. Dual Automatic. 
3,999 1,001 


On all sides the reception of these meters has been 
extremely favorable. Editorial comments have been 
most generous in the praise accorded the installation of 
the meters, in the light of traffic improvements brought 
about in making parking spaces available to a greater 
number of motorists daily. Other improvements noted 
are the additional respect paid by parkers to corner 
restrictions, hydrant restrictions, bus stops, and taxi 
stands and the elimination of all-day parkers from the 
streets where the meters are installed. 

With the advent of the meters it was necessary to 
build an entirely new division within the Boston Traffic 
Commission, to be known as the Parking Meter Divi- 
sion, which has as its major responsibility the collection, 
counting, and banking of all moneys deposited in the 
meters and the maintenance and repair of all meters 
installed in the streets. The offices of this division are 
located in the City of Boston Printing Plant Building 
at 174 North street. 


3. Trarric Ligut DIvIsIon. 


Another expression of our engineering initiative is 
represented in the installation of 29 sets of signal lights 
during the year 1948 by the Boston Traffic Commission. 
This number of installations in a single year exceeds 
the cumulative total of the past 12 years and brings 
the number of traffic signals maintained by the Boston 
Traffic Commission to 201.

The new signal controllers are of the most modern 
design, with special pedestrian push-button features 
which eliminate unnecessary delays caused by exclu- 
sive pedestrian periods occurring regularly, regardless 
of demand, in every cycle of the lights as in many of 
our older signals. This exclusive pedestrian period can 
now occur only upon actuation of a push button or, in 
other words, only when a demand exists for pedestrian 
use. All new signal installations will be equipped with 
this feature, and it is our hope to gradually replace our 
older signal controllers with this new type. 

Other activities engaged in by our signal maintenance 
force during 1948, with a resulting benefit to the Police 
Department, include the moving from unused locations 
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to new locations of two police officers’ spotlight poles. 
The new locations are given below: 


Commonwealth avenue and Gaffney street (near Braves Field). 
Tremont street, at Mission Church, Roxbury. 


Ninety-one spotlights are being maintained by this 
department for the illumination and safety of traffic 
officers during late afternoon and evening hours. 


4. Saretry EpucatTion DIvISsION. 


The unremitting effort of the Boston Traffic Com- 
mission to reduce death and injury caused by motor 
vehicle accidents led naturally to the creation of another 
division, to be known as the Safety Education Division. 
Within this division a speaker’s bureau and visual edu- 
cation program has been developed. Since October, 
1948, a speaker representing this bureau has been 
invited to address ten different organizations, including 
high schools, service clubs, boards of trade, and plan- 
ning boards. Motion pictures with sound on film were 
shown at each of these meetings illustrating the safety 
talk presented. Motion pictures better than any other 
medium can portray and present valuable information 
and data of present-day applications of scientific safety 
progress. In this connection a still-photo program has 
been developed to capture permanently traffic situations 
and patterns that could hardly be reproduced in exacti- 
tude in any other manner. A further responsibility of 
the Safety Education Division is to analyze approxi- 
mately 3,000 accident reports received from the Boston, 
Police Department in the course of the year, and to 
present and publicize in a dramatic way, both through 
the press and over the air, facts obtained for the pre- 
vention of accidents. This division also engages in the 
service of setting up store window safety displays that 
vividly bring to each local community the accident 
experience encountered in that district. 

Final reports are not available at this time, but 
it is strongly believed from present indications that 
20 lives will have been saved in the City of Boston 
during 1948. Seventy-two persons were killed in 1947. 
Encouraging as this remarkable reduction may seem, 
still much work remains to be performed in carrying 
the message of safety to parents and adult groups 
because it has been noted that in 1948 two age group- 
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ings were particularly vulnerable to accidents that kill, 
namely, the child less than 5 years of age and the adult 
over 64 years of age. When viewed in the light of 
experience of 1934, when 143 people were killed by 
motor vehicles in Boston, the rate of 1948, which should 
not exceed 52 persons killed, becomes all the more 
remarkable. Again, experience teaches in the past 
that 80 per cent of the annual rate of automobile kill- 
ings happened to pedestrians. The experience of 1948 
has been that only 60 per cent of all persons killed were 
pedestrians. During the year 1948 on several occa- 
sions the National Safety Council has commended 
Boston for being one of the safest cities in the United 
States with a population of 500,000 or over. 

Education and survey service is not alone limited to 
the field of safety, but hearings and conferences with 
various municipal, state, and civic groups and organiza- 
tions are held both in the office and in the field. 
Representatives of the Boston Police Department, 
MTA, labor unions, trucking organizations, and other 
commercial establishments are met in the field, and 
thorough survey is made of the peculiar and pertinent 
problem which vexes these individual lines of activity. 
Example might be offered in the development of track- 
less trolleys in the Dorchester and Roxbury districts. 
The berthing of these vehicles at the curb in these sec- 
tions has offered a problem. To insure public safety 
and convenience of MTA patrons without prejudicing 
the interests of abutting business concerns requires 
considerable study and technical advice. 

Newspaper reporters, City Councilors, Chamber of 
Commerce executives, lawyers, insurance investigators, 
planning and engineering students or thesis-writing 
groups and civic-minded citizens are all met at the 
offices of the Boston Traffic Commission for discussion 
and survey of the particular interest held by each of 
these representations. 

Upon the invitation of the engineering and educa- 
tional cooperating areas of the following agencies, the 
engineers of the Boston Traffic Commission furnish 
much technical data valuable to these groups in mak- 
ing their determinations. Memberships, therefore are 
held in these agencies: 


Registry of Motor Vehicles (Education and Engineering).

5. INSTALLATION, MAINTENANCE AND REPAIR. 


In addition to the installation of the aforementioned 
signals it is interesting to note, concerning the mainte- 
nance of previously existing signals, that our signal 
maintenance force during 1948, effected the following 
summary:

In addition to the above a thorough inspection and 
cleaning was made of the terminal connections in the 
bases of all signal posts throughout the city and all 
terminal leads sprayed with insulating varnish to 
combat deterioration. 


Another expression of engineering initiative, the 
importance and value of a well-established roadway 
painting program, can hardly be overemphasized. The 
wide range of uses cannot be discussed in full here. 


Markings of crosswalks save many pedestrian lives. 
Medial conflicts are reduced to a minimum by the 
painting of center lines and lane lines convert seeming 
chaos into orderly flow. Recognizing the benefits that 
would be obtained for pedestrians and motorists alike, 
during the year 1948 the Boston Traffic Commission 
developed a roadway painting program that accom- 
plished almost 150 miles of roadway painting. Only 
once before in the history of the Boston Traffic Com- 
mission was this total mileage exceeded, during the 
period when unlimited WPA personnel, materials and 
equipment were available. For the most part, the 1948 
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total miles painted represents a tripling over average 
annual achievements. Immediately following is a unit 
summary:

For the purpose of explaining a revenue-producing 
feature of this painting program it might be well to 
describe a loading zone as defined in the traffic regula- _ 
tions. It is that portion of a roadway adjacent to a 
curb reserved for the exclusive use of vehicles during 
the loading or unloading of passengers or materials, 
indicated by yellow paint applied to the adjacent curb, 
marking the limits of the reserved area, as authorized by 
the Boston Traffic Commission. 

Each year an increase is noted in the number of 
loading zones issued and maintained by the Boston 
Traffic Commission. To facilitate and expedite the 
processing of these permits a renewal date was set for all 
permits on August 1, 1948. Henceforth, regardless of 
the date of issuance each permit must be renewed 
as of the above date. The continual increase proves 
that mercantile establishments are convinced that no 
other device has proven as effective in making available 
a way of ingress and egress to their doors for delivery 
and shipment of materials. 

A summary of loading zone painting follows:

In addition to the above loading zone permits for 
which a fee is paid, 228 permits are issued free of 
charge to charitable, hospital, and other nonprofit 
organizations. 
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Considerable revenue was derived from this activity. 

Due to the war years and the lack of essential mate- 
rials a considerable amount of work of this department 
could not be done. However, we have able men, we 
have plans and we feel that with the cooperation of 
other city departments we will be able to complete the 
necessary work which has been neglected for so many 
years.

DEAR SIR: 


In compliance with the requirements of the Revised 
Ordinances, I have the honor to submit the annual re- 
port of the Weights and Measures Department for the 
year 1948. . 

In this report I have incorporated an outline of the 
present organization, the laws under which it functions, 
and an explanation of the department’s activities and 
accomplishments. 


ORGANIZATION. | 

The department was established by ordinance in 
1890. The present force consists of the Sealer, a chief 
clerk, a chief deputy sealer, sixteen deputy sealers and 
a coalinspector. — 

The work performed is both mechanical and super- 
visional and requires the transportation of working 
standards of weights and measures. A fleet of ten 
trucks is in daily use. Daily reports of all work per- 
formed, with all fees collected, are submitted by the 
employees. 
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The headquarters of the department, consisting of an 
office and work room, in which are kept the primary 
standards issued by the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts, are located in Room 105, City Hall Annex, 
Boston. 


GENERAL DUTIES. 


The general duties of the Sealer and the deputies 
are set forth in the General Laws of Massachusetts, 
chapters 94, 98 and 101. Briefly, they state the require- 
ments regarding the sealing, adjusting, or condemning 
of all weighing or measuring devices that are in use for 
_ the buying or selling of goods, wares, or merchandise, 
for public weighing or for hire or reward. Sealers are 
also authorized to enforce the laws pertaining to the 
giving of false weight or measure; the laws relative to 
the licensing of hawkers, pedlers, and transient vendors; 
the examination of coal as to quality, and the weighing 
of coal offered for sale; the inspection of containers, the 
size, shape, and dimensions of which are established by 
law; the investigation of complaints and the prosecu- 
tion of violations found when the evidence warrants 
such action. 


ENFORCEMENT OF THE HAWKER AND PEDLER Law. 


The department is charged with the enforcement of 
all laws relative to the licensing of the above class 
of dealers. Licenses and permits are issued by the 
Health Commissioner of the City of Boston and the 
Director of Standards at Room 194, State House, 
Boston.

His keenness in penetrating the intricacies of the 
problems before us and analyzing their essentials 
and relating them to the powers and duties of the 
Board, as established by law, has contributed greatly 
to our "proceedings. He will be missed. 

In recognition of his services we direct that this 
minute be placed in our records and that a copy 
thereof, witnessed -by our signatures, be sent to 
Mrs. Jones. 


Mr. William Stanley Parker, who had served as an 
ex officio member of the Board since 1939 in his capacity 
as Chairman of the City Planning Board, ceased to be 
a member upon his resignation from the Planning 
Board. Mr. Parker had given generously of his time 
and ability to the work of the department and the 
Board is deeply appreciative of his contribution to the 
maintenance of high standards of planning and zoning 
in the community. . 

Mr. Thomas F. McDonough, having been appointed 
the architect member of the City Planning Board by 
his Honor the Mayor, and having subsequently been 
unanimously elected Chairman of that Board by its 
members, became a member of the Board of Zoning 
Adjustment in an ex officio capacity as Chairman of 
the City Planning Board.

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The method of procedure in connection with peti- 
tions for changes in the boundary lines of the zoning 
districts remains unchanged.

Since the enactment of the Zoning Law in 1924, a 
total of 307 petitions, 282 for changes in zone boundary 
lines and 25 for review of Board of Appeal decisions 
on height variances, have been filed. In but three 
instances have decisions of the Board been set aside. 
In these instances the question of procedure was at 
fault, while the constitutionality of the Board was 
definitely upheld.

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During this year a decision authorizing a change 
in the boundary line of a zoning district was made 
the subject of court appeal. This appeal was with- 
drawn by agreement between the Board of Zoning © 
Adjustment and the petitioner upon the passing of 
legislation pending at that time. This was the first 
court action brought against the Board since the year 
1939, and brings to a total of 13 the number of attempts 
to overrule a decision of the Board by parties who 
considered themselves aggrieved by the action taken. 
Of the 13 instances: | 


Two decisions of the Board were quashed. 

One decision of the Board was quashed in part. 
Nine petitions were dismissed. 

One petition was withdrawn. 


AMENDMENTS TO ZONING LAW. 


During the year three amendments to the Zoning 
Law were enacted by the Legislature in the form of 
chapters 165, 203, and 214 of the Acts of 1948. 

Chapter 203 provided for certain minor changes in 
the law relative to the storage of petroleum or other 
inflammable liquids in a general business district. 

Chapter 165 was enacted on petition of the Board 
of Zoning Adjustment, with the approval of his Honor 
the Mayor. It contained several amendments, the 
most important of which liberalized terms in the law 
so as to accommodate more multifamily or group 
housing type building and modified restrictive clauses 
on the parking of cars in residential districts. 

Chapter 214 amended the nonconforming amortiza- 
tion clause in the law so as to allow the continuance 
of a nonconforming use, which becomes nonconforming 
by a decision of the Board of Zoning Adjustment in 
changing an area from a less restrictive use to a more 
restrictive use, for a period of 37 years after such 
transfer is made. 


REZONING STUDY. 


At the end of the year, his Honor the Mayor directed 
that the executive heads of the City Planning Board, 
Housing Authority and Board of Zoning Adjustment 
meet to consider a program for housing redevelopment 
and a rezoning of the city, particularly from the point 
of view of making more area available for industrial 
development. 
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FINANCIAL STATEMENT. 

During the year the Board has expended for verbatim 
records, personal and professional services, advertising, 
blueprints, postage, and miscellaneous supplies the sum 
of $1,167.84. Since its establishment in 1924 the 
Board has received appropriations from the Reserve 
and Contingent Funds to the amount of $34,368.41. 
Of this there was a balance on hand December 31, 1948, 
of $1,056.01. 

For the first three years no filing fee was authorized 
in connection with the filing of petitions. In 1927 a 
$10 filing fee was imposed by legislative act and in 1931 
this was raised to $25 for each petition. As a result 
there has been deposited with the City Collector to 
date the sum of $2,375.

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MESSAGE OF THE MAYOR 
RECOMMENDING 


APPROPRIATIONS AND TAX ORDERS FOR 
: THE FINANCIAL YEAR 1949. 


OFFICE OF THE Mayor, 
Boston, February 7, 1949. 


To the City Council. 
GENTLEMEN: 

In compliance with section 3 of the Amended City 
Charter, I submit herewith my budget recommenda- 
tions in full segregated form for the fiscal year 1949. 

These recommendations cover three main appropria- 
tion divisions, namely, Cit’ Maintenance, County Main- 
tenance, and Revenue Departments and Accounts. 
The appropriations recommended for the first two 
divisions will be included in the: computation of the 
tax rate by the Board of Assessors, while the appropria- 
tions for the last division will be met from the income 
received by the several revenue divisions of the city. 

The allowances recommended herein should be suf- 
ficient to assure continued proper and efficient service 
by the several departments of the city without sup- 
plementation during the current year. 

However, there are certain appropriations which are 
variable and difficult to estimate. The appropriation 
for Snow Removal is, frankly, an arbitrary one. It is 
considerably lower than the requirements of last year 
because of the lack of snow, but is a fairly good average, 
based on the requirements of the past several years. 
The appropriation for Welfare is predicated on the 
assumption that economic conditions are improving, 
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and that the 10 per cent increase over last year’s ex- 
penditures will be sufficient. However, legislation is 
now pending which will authorize the city to borrow 
for Welfare expenditures in excess of the expenditures 
for the preceding year. 

My program for permanent public works and build- 
ing construction and remodeling is still in the forma- 
tive stage, and, upon completion, the necessary sup- 
plemental appropriations required as a prerequisite to 
borrowing under the provisions of the General Laws 
will be submitted at a later date. 

No provision has been made in these recommenda- 
tions for a general increase for city employees. I have 
received requests, and several groups of employees 
have petitioned the Legislature, to increase the salaries 
of city employees from $300 to $500 annually. To 
meet these demands would involve additional appropri- 
ations of several millions of dollars, which, under 
existing conditions, would have to be absorbed by the 
property owners of the city. 

The growth of city government and the increased 
responsibilities thrust upon it by legislation, in addition 
to the increased costs of maintaining the regular serv- 
ices of the city, has far outdistanced and exceeded 
the ability of the real estate taxes to produce sufficient 
revenue without becoming confiscatory. This condi- 
tion is not limited to Boston. It exists in every munic- 
ipality throughout the state; and, in fact, it may be 
said to be nation-wide. With the average tax rate of 
the state in 1948 reaching the figure of $45.53, with 
36 municipalities having tax rates in excess of $50 (one 
municipality having’a rate of $67), and with Commis- 
sioner Long currently announcing that $50 tax rates in 
1949 will be a common occurrence, there can be no 
question as to the seriousness of the current problem 
in this state. 

The Tax Commissioner has recently certified to the 
Board of Assessors his 1949 estimates of state assess- 
ments and state-distributed revenues to be used in the 
computation of the tax rate for the current year. The 
estimates show a $5,600,000 increase in assessments 
over 1948 and a $1,300,000 reduction in revenues for 
1949. The increase in assessments is due largely to the 
operating deficit incurred in 1948 by the M.T.A., 
whereas the reduction in revenue is attributable to the 
Educational Aid Bill adopted by the Legislature last 
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year. The net result of these changes is equivalent to 
a $4.60 increase in the 1949 tax rate. The increased 
appropriations provided in my budget recommenda- 
tions will, in the absence of any additional revenue, 
mean a further increase of $3.50 in the 1949 tax rate. 
At the present moment, therefore, a total increase of 
$8 in the tax rate of the city appears imminent. To 
avoid such a development the city must, of necessity, 
look to Beacon Hill for relief and assistance. 

Mayor William O’Dwyer of New York recently 
stated: ‘‘The State is the legal master of the City. Yet 
the burden of carrying on a multitude of functions 
essentially State in character is saddled on the City. 

‘‘Since the State imposes functions, and at the same 
time seriously limits the City’s capacity to deal with 
them fiscally, it has the inescapable duty to see to it 
that the City is provided with adequate funds to main- 
tain them. , 

‘“The time has come for a drastic change in the re- 
lationship of the City with the State, with regard to 
fiscal matters. There must be a thorough re-examina- 
tion of the subject and a realistic readjustment. The 
undignified procedure of City officials going ‘with hat 
‘in hand’ every year to the State Legislature in Albany, 
begging for funds must be ended. A long-range pro- 
gram, ample to permit the City to plan for the future 
and carry on currently its vital functions without 
uncertainty must be agreed upon.”’ 

In order to assure the financial stability of local 
government in this Commonwealth, it 1s incumbent on 
the Legislature to make available without delay addi- 
tional revenues for the maintenance and operation of 
Massachusetts cities and towns.

The grand total of the recommendations for the 
year 1949 is $81,850,009.74. This represents an in- 
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crease of $5,735,256.29 over the total of similar budget 
recommendations for the year 1948. The total of the 
requests submitted by all departments of the city and 
county was $16,082,479.86 in excess of the total ap- 
propriations for 1948. This grand total has been 
reduced by the sum of $10,347,223.57. 
The following detailed explanations are offered in 
connection with the three groups in question. 


Ciry MAINTENANCE. 


The amounts recommended for City Maintenance 
total $72,519,980.70.. This total represents a reduction 
of $9,972,698.75 in the estimates as originally sub- 
mitted by department heads, and is $5,084,995.06 
greater than the total of appropriation recommenda- 
tions submitted in 1948. 

The following tabulation indicates by budget groups 
the difference between the appropriations of last year 
and the allowances of the current year.

PERSONAL SERVICE. 


The appropriations recommended for Personal Service, 
in almost every instance, show an increase over similar 
appropriations for last year. This increase is due in 
large measure to the necessity of providing for a full 
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year the general increase granted by me on July first of 
last year. Some of the other factors are: requirements 
necessary for step-rate increases; full year provision 
for the 40-hour 5-day week; additional increase to 
employees in the Sanatorium Division who come directly 
in contact with contagious diseases; new salary schedules 
for internes who formerly donated their services; salary 
adjustments for the officers in the Fire and Police 
Departments; increase in overtime requirements due 
to the 40-hour 5-day week; and provisions for payments 
to police officers who work on holidays. 


CONTRACTUAL SERVICES. 


The increase in Contractual Services is due mainly 
to the addition of a new refuse collection district and 
an increase in the disposal contract of the Sanitary 
Division of the Public Works Department; repairs to 
Fort Hill Wharf which cannot be postponed; increased 
cost of street lighting and servicing; remodeling of the 
Welfare Building on Hawkins street; repairs to the 
Central Library roof and improving the lighting system 
in the various library branches and miscellaneous re- 
pairs; increased cost of board of children and Boston- 
settled cases in state and other sanatoria. 


EQUIPMENT. 


For the past two years the appropriations for equip- 
ment have been rather small because of the Equipment 
Loans. From now on, however, it will be necessary to 
provide in the annual budgets a sufficient appropriation 
for ordinary equipment replacements. The increase in 
this group is due mainly to the provision for fire appa- 
ratus and trucks in the Public Works Department. 
Some of the increase is also dtie to replacing miscel- 
laneous equipment in the various departments and the 
increased demand for sheets, pillow cases, bedding and 
miscellaneous equipment in the Hospital and Institu- 
tions Departments. 


SUPPLIES. 


~ Due to the levelling off of the cost of food and reduc- 
tion in fuel cost, a slight reduction has been possible 
in this group even though some increases in other supply 
items have been recommended. ~ Men ae 
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MATERIALS. 


The increase in this group is due mainly to the 
necessity for an increased appropriation for toweling 
for use by the Park Department, replacements of radio 
units in police cruising cars, and a larger appropriation 
for underground cable in the Fire Alarm Division of the 
Fire Department. 


SPECIAL ITEMS. 


This group covers Welfare payments, pension pay- 
ments to employees not members of the contributory 
system, and payments for Workmen’s Compensation. 
In addition to providing approximately 10 per cent 
increase for Welfare requirements, there is a substantial 
imcrease in the pension item of the Police Department, 
and minor increases in the Pension and Workmen’s 
Compensation items throughout the city departments. 


SPECIAL APPROPRIATIONS. 


The reduction in the Snow Removal appropriation 
is explained above. The other items included are the 
regular recurring Special Appropriations and, in addi- 
tion, an increase in the appropriations for major repairs 
in the Hospital Department and Sanatorium Division; 
the Park Department; for construction of sidewalks 
and street signs. No appropriations have been in- 
cluded for the so-called down payment as a prerequisite 
to borrowing as explained above. :

Ordered, That to meet the current expenses payable during the financial 
year beginning with the first day of January, 1949, for performing the 
duties and exercising the powers devolved by statute or ordinance, or by 
vote of the City Council during the year, upon the City of Boston, or 
County of Suffolk, or the departments or officers thereof, the respective 
sums of money specified in the tables and schedules hereinafter set out 
be, and the same are, hereby appropriated for the several departments 
and for the objects and purposes hereinafter stated. 

Ordered, That the appropriation for Water Service, current expenses, 
and the payment to the state, under the provisions of chapter 488 of the 
Acts of 1895, and acts in addition or amendment thereto, and for the 
interest and debt requirements or for loans issued for water purposes, 
be met by the income of said works and any excess over income from 
taxes; that the appropriation for Printing Department be met by the 
department income and any excess over income from taxes; and the appro- 
priation for the City Record be met by the income of said publication and 
any excess over income from taxes; that the appropriation for Pension 
Fund of the State-Boston Retirement System be met by any credits 
authorized by law and any excess by taxes; that the appropriation for 
the Sumner Traffic Tunnel be met by the income from tolls and any 
excess over income from taxes, in. accordance with the provisions of sec- 
tion 11, chapter 297, of the Acts of 1929, as amended by chapter 74 of 
the Acts of 1935; that the other appropriations hereinafter specified be 
met out of the money remaining in the treasury at the close of business 
on December 31, 1948, exclusive of the money raised by loan or needed 
to carry out the requirements of any statute, gift, trust or special appro- 
priation; by the income of the financial year beginning January 1, 1949; 
by taxes on the polls and estates in the City of Boston; and by the 
proceeds of any duly authorized loans. 

Ordered, That all sums of money which form no part of the income 
of the city, but shall be paid for services rendered or work done by any 
department or division for any other department or division, or for any 
person or corporation other than the City of Boston, be paid into the 
general treasury, and that all contributions made to any appropriation 
be expended for the objects and purposes directed by the several 
contributors thereof. 

Ordered, That all taxes raised to meet the appropriations of the city,

Ordered, That to meet the current expenses payable during the financial 
year beginning with the first day of January, 1949, for performing the 
duties and exercising the powers devolved by statute or ordinance, or by 
vote of the City Council during the year, upon the City of Boston, or 
County of Suffolk, or the departments or officers thereof, the respective 
sums of money specified in the tables and schedules hereinafter set out 
be, and the same are, hereby appropriated for the several departments 
and for the objects and purposes hereinafter stated. 

Ordered, That the appropriation for Water Service, current expenses, 
and the payment to the state, under the provisions of chapter 488 of the 
Acts of 1895, and acts in addition or amendment thereto, and for the 
interest and debt requirements or for loans issued for water purposes, 
be met by the income of said works and any excess over income from 
taxes; that the appropriation for Printing Department be met by the © 
department income and any excess over income from taxes; and the appro- 
priation for the City Record be met by the income of said publication and 
any excess over income from taxes; that the appropriation for Pension 
Fund of the State-Boston Retirement System be met by any credits 

authorized by law and any excess by taxes; that the appropriation for 
the Sumner Traffic Tunnel be met by the income from tolls and any 
excess over income from taxes, in accordance with the provisions of sec- 
tion 11, chapter 297, of the Acts of 1929, as amended by chapter 74 of 
the Acts of 1935; that the other appropriations hereinafter specified be 
met out of the money remaining in the treasury at the close of business 
on December 31, 1948, exclusive of the money raised by loan or needed 
to carry out the requirements of any statute, gift, trust or special appro- 
priation; by the income of the financial year beginning January 1, 1949; 
by taxes on the polls and estates in the City of Boston; and by the 
proceeds of any duly authorized loans. 

Ordered, That all sums of money which form no part of the income 
of the city, but shall be paid for services rendered or work done by any 
department or division for any other department or division, or for any 
person or corporation other than the City of Boston, be paid into the 
general treasury, and that all contributions made to any appropriation 
be expended for the objects and purposes directed by the several 
contributors thereof. 

Ordered, That all taxes raised to meet the appropriations of the city, 
‘and all taxes assessed for meeting the city’s proportion of the state tax 
for the year 1949, or for any other taxes or assessments payable to the 
Commonwealth, shall be due and payable in the case of real estate taxes 
on July first, 1949, and, in the case of personal property taxes, in two equal 
installments, on July first and on October first, 1949. Interest shall be 
charged at the rate of four per cent per annum and computed from 
October first, 1949, on all real estate and personal property taxes remain- 
ing unpaid after November first, 1949, and assessed and payable in the 
year 1949 before said November first, 1949, until such taxes are paid. 
“All interest which shall have become due on taxes shall be added to and 
be part of such taxes. 

Ordered, That except as the appropriation for any purpose or item shall 
be increased by additional appropriations or transfers lawfully made, 
no money shall be expended by any department for any of the purposes 
or items designated in the tables and schedules hereinafter set out in 
excess of the amount set down as appropriated for such specific purpose

CONCERNING FEES FOR CERTAIN LICENSES 
AND PERMITS. 


In the Year Nineteen Hundred and Forty-nine. 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 


SECTION 1. Section 22 of chapter 41 of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1947, as amended by chapters 2 and 3 
of the second series of the Ordinances of 1947, is hereby 
further amended by striking out, in the second line, 
the words ‘“‘chapter 173 of the Acts of 1939” and insert- 
ing in place thereof the words:— chapter 222 of the 
' Acts of 1949. 


SEcT. 2. Said section 22, as so amended, is hereby 
further amended by striking out clauses 20 and 25. 


SECT. 3. Said section 22, as so amended, is hereby 
further amended by inserting after clause 5 the following 
new clause :— 

DA. The fees for a license under section 119 of 
chapter 94 of the General Laws to carry on the busi- 
ness of slaughtering meat cattle, horses, mules, sheep 
or swine shall be a primary fee of one hundred dollars, 
payable at the time of the issuance of the license, and 
the following additional fees, payable at the close of 
the last business day of each month during the term 
of the license :— five cents for every calf, swine, sheep 
or goat slaughtered under the license during such 
month, and fifteen cents for every other animal so 
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slaughtered; provided, however, that no additional 
fee shall be required for any animal slaughtered under 
federal inspection. |

It is a very real privilege to take one’s place, 
however modest, in the line of distinguished Bos- 
tonians who have spoken from this platform in the 
annual observances during the ninescore years since 
James Lovell, the patriot professor at Boston Latin 
School, gave the first Boston Oration back in 1771. 
I invoke his memory because the continuity amidst 
change, which is one of the prides of our city, 1s per- 
haps symbolized .by the presence on the platform 
this morning of two Catholic priests, Father 
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Donoghue, who offered the Invocation, and I, both 
sons of the newer nationalities which love Boston, 
yet graduates of the same Latin School which pro- 


duced the Puritan schoolteacher who first delivered — 


the Boston Oration so many generations ago. It is 
no mean city the traditions of which are equally dear 
to the sons and daughters of so many divergent 
backgrounds, who share a common local patriotism 
despite their widely different Old World origins. 

In 1783 the citizens of Boston, represented in this 
historic hall, voted certain instructions to those who 
thereafter would deliver this oration. The speakers 
were asked “to consider the principles which lead 
to this great national event (the establishment of our 
democracy), as well as the important effects, whether 
general or domestic, which have already, and will 
forever continue to flow from this auspicious epoch.” 

The list of topics already discussed in fulfillment 
of this mandate reveals that many sources of our 
national inspiration have been traced and the con- 
tributions flowing from them evaluated. I should 
like to reflect with you this morning on what I con- 
sider the ultimate fountainhead of the postulates of 
our democracy. I mean the teachings of Jesus 
Christ, His Gospel illuminated by His own sublime 
example. I am confident that the generation of 
James Lovell, despite the very great differences 
between my theology and his, would concur very 
cordially in the thoughts which I shall express here 
this morning. I think that his generation of Chris- 
tian Americans would be appalled by any repudia- 
tion on the part of the American community of the 
debt of our democracy to the Christian Gospel. It 
was his generation which first caused a prayer from 
the Scripture to be chosen as the motto of our city: 
“As God was with our fathers, so may He be 
with us!” 

The God whom the 17th- and 18th-century Bos- 
tonians invoked was the God of Jesus Christ, and if 
their prayer meant anything it meant what I pro- 
pose to say to you here this morning: Because God 
was with their fathers, because they and their fathers 
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strove to be with God, those who founded our 
Republic did not build in vain. Their work was 
blessed and it bore abundant fruit, fruits of faith 
and freedom. Unless God is with their children and 
their children’s children, unless He is with us, unless 
we are with Him, we shall forfeit the inheritance we 
have from our founding fathers and shall annul the 
achievement that is theirs. Unless God is with us 
as He was with our fathers, no power on earth will 
enable us to preserve what the powers of heaven 
itself were needed to accomplish here. 

The men who wrote the basic law of Massachu- 
setts were typical of all those whose thought became 
in so great measure the mentality of the American 
Republic. If we would recall how Christian that 
mentality was, we need only examine the thinking 
of the men of Massachusetts as that thinking is 
reflected in their traditional laws. 

Our fathers in this Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts knew that the divine attributes of liberty 
and authority, analogously present among men, could 
only be reconciled in our topsy-turvy world if God 
Himself would somehow work among us unto their 
reconciliation. Our fathers did not believe that it is 
enough for God to be in His heaven in order that all 
be well with the world. They knew that heaven 
and earth must work together if the earth is ever to 
achieve something, at least, of the order which pre- 
vails in heaven, and if the sons of men are finally 
to win the freedom of the sons of God. 

The men who made this Commonwealth realized 
that in God’s holy providence all society, religious 
and civil alike, and all legal traditions, both of 
authority and of liberty, exist for the perfection 
of human personality. They would have understood 
the magnificent implications of the doctrine which 
our late Holy Father, Pope Pius XI, so wonderfully 
summarized: ‘It, is according to the dictates of 
reason that ultimately all things should be ordained 
to man as a person, that through his mediation they 
may find their way back to the Creator. In this 
wise we can apply to man, to the human person, 
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the words of the Apostle: ‘all things are yours, 
whether it be Paul or Apollo, or Cephas, or the world, 
or life, or death, or things present, or things to come; 
for all are yours; and you are Christ’s; and Christ 
is God’s’” (Encyclical Divini Redemptoris). 

Our legal tradition so respects human personality 
that even before a child is born our state protects 
his human rights, his right to life, his right to be 
born, even, in accordance with the famous decision 
of a century ago, his right to inherit; indeed, the 
rights of the unborn child are sacred to our state 
under a double title; they are the rights of a human, 
and of a human incapable of pleading his own right, 
and therefore with a greater claim, not a lesser, on 
the protection of the state as our fathers understood 
it. The law’s insistence on the right of a child. to be 
born has demanded, in our medical and moral tradi- 
tion, certain acts of heroism which many in our day 
profess to find superhuman; but our forefathers con- 
sidered heroism to be a duty when there is question 
of the inviolable rights of human personality. 

The child is not born immediately into civil 
society. Logically, at least, he enters that society, 
as our forefathers understood it, through the medium 
of his parents, or, more precisely, through his family. 
In the Massachusetts tradition of law the family is 
the elementary social unit; for our forefathers democ- 
racy meant a plurality of families, cooperating by 
consent, for the collective protection and promotion 
of those God-given. natural rights which the family 
by itself might be powerless to secure for the indi- 
vidual person. But democracy meant, even more, 
sovereignty of the family in its own essential work of 
the rearing of children. 

The development of the child’s faculties, the for- 
mation and refinement of his character, his initiation 
to the requirements and the discipline of existence 
in society — all these are the work of the family, 
and no agency can supplant the parent, our fathers 
considered, in these works. The consequent amount 
of legislation in our state protecting the right of the 
parent over the child is impressively large. Our 
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forefathers followed Blackstone in his suggestion that 
the positive precepts of the law should correspond 
accurately to a natural necessity decreed by that 
divine Providence which has provided for the 
welfare of children, as never could the state, by 
implanting in the breast of the normal parent an 
insuperable affection, more imperious than any written 
law, and which not even the wickedness, ingratitude, 
and rebellion of children can totally suppress or 
extinguish. 

And so, Massachusetts always has recognized that 
the normal family is, in its own way, sovereign; only 
the abnormal inadequacy of a particular family places 
its members within the competency of our courts. 
Even then, whenever possible, it is the tradition of 
our state to do all that artifice can do to supply the 
defects of nature by providing the homeless child 
with the nearest possible approach to a family life 
and training. Our state was the first in the Union 
to provide legislation which abolished, as far as pos- 
sible, public institutional and “wholesale” bringing 
up of children. Our state preferred the plan: of foster 
homes where foster parents could in some degree 
supply for natural parents in the training of the 
human person within a human family. 

The noble concept in our law of the central posi- 
tion and the sanctity of the family is further and 
emphatically reflected in our marriage legislation. 
Decry as we may the spread of divorce in our Com- 
monwealth, decry as we must the fraudulent efforts 
so frequently made to secure divorces under the law, 
the men who made our Massachusetts judicial tradi- 
tion are not responsible for these unhappy conditions. 

Our forefathers recognized the ends and the pur- 
poses of matrimony; they considered it the creative 
cause of the social unit, the family. Mr. Justice 
De Courcey, of the Supreme Judicial Court of Massa- 
chusetts, interpreted the tradition of our forefathers 
concerning the special dignity of the marriage con- 
tract in these rational and exalted words: “‘By the 
law of this Commonwealth marriage is regarded as 
more than a civil contract. After cohabitation, at 
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least, it ripens into a status which affects the parties 
thereto, their posterity and the whole com- 
munity . . . it is a change which, for important 
reasons, the law recognizes and it inaugurates condi- 
tions and relations which the law takes under its 
protection.”’ 

In an earlier case, authoritatively described by 
Mr. Justice De Courcey as a basic case in Massa- 
chusetts jurisprudence, Mr. Justice Bigelow used no 
uncertain language. He said: ‘‘The law, in the exer- 
cise of a wise and sound policy, seeks to render the 
contract of marriage, when once executed, as far as 
possible indissoluble. The great object of marriage 
in a civilized and Christian community, 1s to secure 
the existence and permanance of the family relation, 
and to insure the legitimacy of offspring. It would 
tend to defeat this object if error or disappointment 
with personal qualities or character were allowed to 
be the basis of proceedings on which to found a dis- 
solution of the marriage tie.’ How far we have 
wandered from this sane and salutary concept, led 
or followed by our courts, he who runs can read from 
our daily press! 

For the strength of the state, for the sake of the 
child, and in order to guard his personal right to a 
home, our forefathers legislated in such wise as to 
protect the family as the school where personality 
comes to perfection. Inevitably, however, there 
comes that day when his parents must delegate to 
others, usually outside the home, the specialized 
work of providing the child with the knowledge 
to which our law recognizes his strict right. In our 
Commonwealth this further and specialized work of 
education is done in schools, public and private, 
which are universally esteemed. 

Our fathers in the Bay State possessed an extraor- 
dinary appreciation of the manner in which the power 
of education to perfect personality makes education 
the right of every person. In our State Constitu- 
tion they wrote, in homely words and historic, their 
shrewd reasoning: ‘‘Wisdom and knowledge, as well 
as virtue, diffused generally among the body of 
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people, being necessary for the preservation of their 

rights and liberties . . . it shall be the duty of 
legislatures and magistrates, in all future periods 
of this Commonwealth, to cherish the interests of 
literature and the sciences, and all seminaries of 
them . . . to encourage private societies and 
public institutions, rewards and immunities, for the 
promotion of agriculture, arts, sciences and a natural 
history of the country; to countenance and inculcate 
the principles of humanity and general benevolence, 
public and private charity, industry and frugality, 
honesty and punctuality in their dealings, sincerity, 
good humor — and all social affections and generous 
sentiments, among the people.”’ 

Archaic phrases, these, and redolent of a more 
placid age, but God save this Commonwealth when 
it pursues educational objectives contrary to this 
constitutional directive and the ideals, human and 
Christian, which inspired it. Despite all the con- 
siderations of public welfare which dictated the phras- 
ing of this article in our Constitution, note with what 
care our fathers, by insistence on the possibility and 
the rights of private schools, protected the prior 
rights of the family, of the parent over the child, and 
of the individual person. 

The graduate from our schools finds himself pro- 
tected on every hand by the legislation which our 
forefathers wrote to guarantee his right to choose his 
own work, to contract at will for payment, to acquire 
property and otherwise to enjoy the fruits of his toil. 
If these personal rights be struck down or arbitrarily 
interfered with there is a substantial impairment of 
liberty in its long-established constitutional sense. 

Something of that sense, as our forefathers under- 
stood it, is expounded by Mr. Justice McReynolds in 
a classic decision interpreting, among other things, 
the Constitutional understanding of personal liberty. 
He said: “Without doubt, it denotes not merely free- 
dom from bodily restraint, but also the right to 
engage in any of the common occupations of life, to 
acquire useful knowledge, to marry, establish a home 
and bring up children, to worship God according to 
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the dictates of his own conscience, and, generally, 
to enjoy those privileges long recognized at common 
law as essential to the orderly pursuit of happiness 
by free men.’ 

This is a decision in the letter and spirit of the 
legislative tradition, of this Commonwealth. Behind 
that tradition is the testimony of human reason in its 
highest moments and the racial remembrance, at 
least, of the revelation which God made to Israel of 
old through the prophets, and which He perfected in 
the teachings of Jesus Christ. No one can read these 
cases and fail to recognize that the men who wrote 
our law were the products of a tradition of religious 
faith, a tradition whose genealogy goes back through 
the great Scholastics to the Fathers of the Church, 
to the Mount of the Beatitudes, and to the heights of 
Sinai. The law of this Commonwealth, as our fore- 
fathers wrote it and as our courts have transmitted 
it, is Christian in its inspiration and in its letter. 

The United States Supreme Court, speaking by 
Mr. Justice Brewer, once permitted itself to declare 
in remarkably direct terms the religious, indeed, the 
organized Christian character of the American tradi- 
tion. The Court said: “If we pass beyond these 
matters to a view of American life as expressed by 
its laws, its business, its customs, and its society, we 
find everywhere a clear recognition of the same truth. 
Among other matters note the following: The form 
of oath universally prevailing, concluding with an 
appeal to the Almighty; the custom of opening ses- 
sions. of all deliberative bodies with prayer; the 
prefatory words of all wills, ‘in the name of God, 
Amen’; the laws respecting the observance of the 
Sabbath, with a general cessation of secular business, 
and the closing of courts, legislatures, and other 
similar public assemblies on that day; the churches 
and church organizations which abound in every city, 
town and hamlet, the multitude of charitable organi- 
zations existing everywhere under Christian aus- 
pices . . . these and many other matters which 
might be noticed add a volume of unofficial declara- 
tions to the mass of formal utterances that this is a 
Christian nation.” 
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So far the words of the Court; nor is their import 
obscure. Without prejudice to the strict religious 
tolerance that obtains for all faiths, without dis- 
paragement of the notable influence on our national 
life of the devout members of other faiths, this nation 
is in its law and its life a Christian nation; the tradi- 
tional habits of mind and attitudes of our people, as 
well as their institutions and laws, are those which 
have been developed under the dominance of the 
Christian faith, embryonic in the promises made to 
Israel, born together with the Church on Pentecost 
2,000 years ago, and coming to maturity with a 
strength so vital that it communicated itself to the 
cultures of those peoples who once made Europe 
ereat and America possible. 

Nowhere is the Christian Hane? of our nation 
better typified than here in Massachusetts. The men 
who most contributed to the early building of our 
state subscribed to a. theology which the ancient 
faith was bound to eschew as heretical; they preached 
certain moral conventions which their own sons and 
daughters have felt free to relax as _ excessively 
austere. But lament as one may their dogma and 
fret as one may at their restraints, for this may their 
names never die; the men who wrote our law feared 
God, and they were resolved never to fear any man. 

They feared God with a holy and a wholesome 
fear, and, because they did, they wrote into the 
Preamble of the Constitution of this State devout 
words of homage to their Creator, a recognition of 
their dependence on Him, and a prayer for His direc- 
tion in the mighty task of building here their Com- 
monwealth. They feared God, and so they did not 
talk glibly of a freedom to worship God, a freedom 
which they had no intention of exercising or imple- 
menting. Rather, they wrote in the second article 
of their Constitution words of right and duty: “It 
is the right as well as the duty of all men in 
society publicly and at stated seasons to worship the 
Supreme Being, the great Creator and Preserver of 
the universe. . . .” These men feared God! 

But they were resolved to be in no necessity of 
ever fearing man, and so they wrote into the 30th 
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article of the State Constitution their high resolve 
that this was to be a government of laws, not of men 
— of objective, constitutional statutes, not subjec- 
tive, arbitrary impulses, however high-minded, how- 
ever immediately beneficial. They resolved that the 
moods and passions of the people must never be 
permitted to overthrow the institutions which repre- 
sent their own deliberate development and _ their 
own deepest convictions. Our written laws, basic 
among them our Constitution as interpreted by the 
judiciary, constitute at once the fruit of our deepest 
convictions and the safeguard of their survival. And 
these objective, constitutional controls our forefathers 
committed to the courts. On no point should a 
people who cherish their freedom be more vigilant 
than on the character, the background, the opinions 
of the judges appointed to their courts! 


It was an act of almost superhuman prudence 
so to place in the hands of judges the security of our 
liberties. Elsewhere, even in constitutional govern- 
ments, the judicial power is invariably subordinate 
to the legislative. Even in England, as Chief Justice 
Taney once remarked, the courts are bound to 
enforce the acts of Parliament, even should they 
believe them to conflict with Magna Charta or the 
Petition of Rights. But our forefathers built more 
wisely; they acknowledged in the executive and legis- 
lative branches of government only those powers 
specifically delegated to them in the Constitution. 
Many of these men had long since ceased, for rea- 
sons of sad history, to catch the overtones of divine 
authority in the pronouncements of the Roman 
Pontiff; but all of them, I think, would have endorsed 
with full understanding the declaration broadcast 
during the war from the Vatican, a declaration 
directed primarily, of course, against the dictator- 
ships of the moment, but setting forth a principle 
inconsistent with all arbitrary and totalitarian gov- 
ernment. “The Pope,” said this broadcast, ‘indicts 
attempts to subordinate juridical and legislative 
activities to the requirements of particular groups, 
classes or movements, as these must be subordinated 
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only to the establishment of justice and to the service 
Of society as a whole. . . . The Pope condemns 
those who dare to place the fortunes of whole nations. 
in the hands of one man alone, a man who as such 
is the prey of passions, errors and dreams. 
It is essential that a pre-established set of laws be 
placed above the governor and _ the governed alike, 
iar outside the reach of arbitrary action.” 

Our forefathers providently empowered their 
courts to test, in accordance with well-settled and 
familiar principles of law and equity, every demand 
for further power, for political action, for departure 
from tradition made by any executive, however wise 
or however popular, or by any legislature, however 
capable or however representative. Through their 
courts, as our forefathers constituted them, the 
American people themselves hope to protect them- 
Selves against themselves. Our courts represent, as. 
one critic has said, the settled habits of thought and 
action of our people. An executive might easily be 
influenced powerfully by the disillusionment or the 
dreams of the moment; he might be deluded by 
the siren song of the elusive future and forget the 
warning voice of the sane past. A Congress might 
be stampeded by a madcap outcry, and even a. 
majority might be found to demand crude and cruel 
legislation. 

And so our forefathers looked to the courts to. 
decide whether a popular and passing whim has 
resulted in political action which contradicts the con- 
stitutional guarantees of personal liberty and political 
security. If so, even the majority must withdraw 
its demand, or give its apparent wish the time for 
patient meditation and cautious procedure required 
in order to revise the Constitution. But to override 
the Constitution, to despise the tradition, this would 
be revolution, and our forefathers, though they might 
and did revolt against men, permitted no revolution 
against the law. For them no political dream could 
be so dazzling, no social need so urgent, no executive 
so capable, no majority so overwhelming, that our 
forefathers would permit any or all of these to put 
aside the codified tradition of the Constitution and 
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its authentic interpretation. That is what the men 
of Massachusetts meant when they planned a gov- 
ernment of laws, not of men. 

These prudent provisions were typical expressions 
of the shrewd conservatism of New England men, a 
conservatism sometimes gently mocked, sometimes 
bitterly derided, but a conservatism for which this 
nation has more than once had cause to bless New 
England. Thanks to it our forefathers accumulated 
in the corner of the world committed to their care a 
cultural and political heritage well worth conserving, 
so well worth it that all subsequent peoples who came 
here, however otherwise they may have differed from 
the original colonists, speedily acquired, as with the 
air they breathed, the typical conservatism of this 
Commonwealth. It is not a static, reactionary mould 
of mind; it is a dynamic conservatism, the result of 
enlightened convictions, a conservatism bent on los- 
ing nothing of the good which the past has preserved 
for us, and resolved to add to that good in trans- 
mitting it to those who, please God, may build a 
better future. | 

The conservatism of our forefathers was not 
designed to enslave us in the name of the past, but 
was calculated to save us from enslavement in the 
name of the future. It recognized that hard-won 
liberties can be speedily lost under the seduction of 
easily promised future freedoms, that the God-given 
heritage of. the past and the sacred liberties of the 
present can be sacrificed in the name of a future 
which may never be, which perhaps were better not. 

The conservatism of our forefathers is particularly 
saving in time of crisis; it reminds us that there will 
be, when the tumult and the shouting dies, no new 
heaven and no new earth. It reminds us that the 
citizens of the brave new world to be will still be 
men, not gods. It reminds us that any future world 
can only be built out of whatever good survives from 
the old. It warns us never to hold lightly the good 
which our forefathers built so patiently here in this 
Commonwealth; never to gamble with the liberties 
which are the heart and soul of that good; never to 
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permit the religious faith to grow cold which taught. 
us those liberties; never to forget the blessings on this 
Commonwealth by which Almighty God has con- 
firmed the wisdom of those who, building it, honored 
Him and His chief creature, the human person. 

Yet even in our land are sometimes heard the 
voices of new prophets who spread a teaching forget- 
ful of our fathers’ God and of their reverence for the 
dignity of the human person. These new teachers 
write their laws without reference to God and, 
ignorant of His Scripture with its warning that we 
put not our trust in princes, they propose, sooner or 
later, a government of men, not laws. They talk 
little of the family, less of the sovereignty of parents, 
and not at all of the dignity of personality. They 
speak rather of race, of tribe, of class-consciousness, 
of nationalism. They hold in contempt or violently 
assail the earthly beginnings of the Kingdom of God, 
and they boast of their readiness to build, without 
the help of Heaven, a self-sufficient City of Man. 
They preach a gospel alien to ours. The judges 
whom they patronize and whom they appoint to 
our courts, even the highest, increasingly disregard 
the traditions of our people. They repudiate the 
religious revelation which is the heart of our tradi- ~ 
tion of faith, and they reject the legal concept of 
objective natural law which was the heart of our 
tradition of freedom. ‘The phrases which meant so 
much to our founding fathers that they enshrined 
them in the basic documents of our national life — 
phrases which spoke of natural law and of God’s 
authority — ‘“‘the laws of nature and of nature’s 
God” — these phrases have no meaning whatsoever 
for many of those who now write or construe the laws 
of our land on all matters of every kind, even affect- 
ing our lives, our fortunes, and our sacred honorgiygs 

People tell us blandly: “‘Our Supreme Court 
longer a ‘natural law’ court.’’ Or concerninguce 
legislation governing education, marriagé 
partially moral matters, they assert: “Our 
is strictly secular. Its citizens may singl1 
God and the moral law, but the State : 
cerned with sacred matters nor with religious vs 
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All this may be — but, at least on this day of 
national commemoration, let us recognize that it was 
not always so. The men who occupy our courts may 
not believe in natural law — but the greater men 
who founded our courts did so believe; that is why 
our courts exist. Our democracy may have become 
amoral and unreligious in days of confusion and of 
indifference — but in the days of its original inspira- 
tion and initial strength it talked of the endowments 
man has from his Creator and of his consequent 
accountability to God; that As how our Republic 
came to be founded. 

It may be that you do not always discern the 
blessing of God on the faith of our fathers. But if 
you doubt the wrath of God on those who thus pro- 
pose to forget that faith and to desert its social corol- 
laries, then I invite you to advert once more to the 
military, economic, and political preoccupations which 
you left behind you at the doors of this hall and to 
which too soon you must return. 

No defense of Christianity and of the values 
which it taught our forefathers could be more effec- 
tive than the present straits to which these new 
prophets, contemptuous of the faith, have reduced 
the world. Should contemplation of the disasters 
which infidelity to God and to the law has released 
upon us dishearten you in your effort to cleave to 
the ancient traditions of our people, know that as 
God was with our fathers, so will He be with us. 
Take heart from the memory of how our forefathers 
made possible the fulfillment, on these New England 
shores, of the prophetic word of the Psalmist: Blessed 
are the people whose God is their Lord. Learn from 
the history of this Commonwealth, and never forget 
it, the lesson that the Catholics of Poland taught 
Catherine IT of Russia: “We love liberty and there- 
e love religion even more; we are free because 
ave religion. We shall not deny our religion lest 
tway be deprived of our liberty.” It is a 
fhe times! | 
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ORDINANCES OF 1949, CHAPTER 6. 


CONCERNING SALARIES OF OFFICERS 
AND BOARDS. 


In the Year Nineteen Hundred and Forty-nine. 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 


Section five of chapter three of the Revised Ordinances 
of 1947, as amended, is hereby further amended by 
striking out the whole of said section and inserting in 
place thereof the following: 


SECTION 5. The following-named officers shall, while 
in the service of the city, receive the following salaries 
yearly, and proportionally for any portion of the year, 
which shall, unless otherwise provided by ordinance, be 
in full for all services which such officers are authorized 
or required by statute or ordinance to perform, and 
shall be subject to the deduction of any and all sums 
due to the city from such officers. They shall receive 
as such salaries: 

The mayor, twenty thousand dollars. 

The members of the city council — the president, 
thirty-five hundred dollars, and each of the other mem- 
bers, three thousand dollars. | 

The assessors—the chairman, eight thousand 
dollars; each of the four principal assessors, sixty-five 
hundred dollars; each of the five deputy assessors, 
six thousand dollars; each first assistant assessor, 
fifteen hundred dollars for street work and preparation 
therefor, and fifteen hundred dollars for services on 
dooming board and work on abatements and investi- 
gations. we 
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The budget commissioner, seventy-five hundred 
dollars. 

The building commissioner, nine thousand dollars. 

The city auditor — auditor, eighty-four hundred 
dollars; secretary of sinking funds commissioners, 
seven hundred dollars; county auditor, nine hundred 
dollars. Total, ten thousand dollars. 

The city clerk, eight thousand dollars, and the 
assistant city clerk, not more than six thousand dollars. 

The city collector, eighty-five hundred dollars. 

The city registrar, sixty-five hundred dollars.

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ORDINANCES OF 1949, CHAPTER 7. 


CONCERNING AUTOMATIC AMUSEMENT 
DEVICES. 


In the Year Nineteen Hundred and Forty-nine. 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 


SECTION 1. Section 101A of chapter 40 of the 
Revised Ordinances of 1947, as inserted by chapter 
1, and amended by chapter 2, of the Ordinances of 
1948, is hereby repealed. 

Sect. 2. Section |22 of chapter 41 of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1947, as most recently amended by 
chapter 4 of the Ordinances of 1949, is hereby further 
amended by inserting after clause 8 the following 
new clause: — 


8a. The annual fee for a license under section 
177A of chapter 140 of the General Laws for any 
automatic amusement device licensed thereunder, 
or for any renewal thereof, shall be thirty dollars. 
The fee for any such license (or renewal) issued 
after January thirty-first in any year shall be pro- 
rated on the basis of the number of months in which 
the license is to be in force compared with twelve 
months. The fee for every amendment of any such 
license (or renewal) by changing the premises speci- 
fied shall be two dollars.

SECTION 1. Section 2630 of Chapter 479 of the Acts 
of nineteen hundred and thirty-eight is hereby amended 
by inserting in the table under paragraph (a), between 
the fourth and fifth lines, the words ‘‘ Rerolled rail steel 
reinforcing bars’’ and the numeral ‘‘20,000’’, so as to 
read as follows: 

(a) The following allowable unit stresses shall not 
be exceeded in reinforcing steel.

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THE CITY SEAL 


As it appeared prior to 1827 


The City Seal was adopted by ‘‘An Ordinance to 
Establish the City Seal,” passed January 2, 1823, which 
provides ‘‘That the design hereto annexed, as sketched 
by John R. Penniman, giving a view of the City, be the 
device of the City Seal; that the motto be as follows, 
to wit: ‘Sicut patribus sit Deus nobis’; and that the 
inscription be as follows: — ‘Bostonia condita, A.D. 
1630. Civitatis regimine donata, A.D. 1822.’” The 
motto is taken from 1 Kings, viii, 57: ‘‘God be with 
us as He was with our fathers.” 

The seal as it first appeared is shown above. 

The seal as it was afterwards changed, and has ever 
since continued to be used, was first shown on page 221 
of the volume of laws and ordinances, commonly known 
as the “First Revision,’ published in 1827, and is 
established as the City Seal at the present time by 
Revised Ordinances of 1914, Chapter 1, Section 5, 
which provides that ‘‘The seal of the City shall be 
circular in form; shall bear a view of the City; the 
motto ‘Stcur Patrisus Sir Devs Nosis,’ and the 
inscription, ‘Bosronra Conpita, A.D. 1630. CiviTaTis 
ReaimMinE Donata A.D. 1822,’ as herewith shown.’ 

The seal as changed in 1827 is shown on the opposite 


page.

ORIGIN AND GROWTH OF BOSTON. 


Tur Royal Patent incorporating the Governor and 
Company of Massachusetts Bay in New England passed 
the seals March * 4, 1628-29. At a General Court, or 
Meeting of the Company, on August * 29 of that year it 
was voted ‘‘that the Government and patent should be 
settled in New England.” To that end Governor Win- 
throp led the Puritan Exodus in 1630. Soon after his 
arrival at Salem on June * 12, 1630, he proceeded with a 
large following to Charlestown, where a plantation had 
been established the summer before. The Assistants 
held three Courts at Charlestown in the interval, August 
* 93 to September * 28, inclusive. At their meeting 
on September * 7, they ‘ordered that Trimountaine 
shall be called Boston; Mattapan, Dorchester; and the 
towne upon Charles River, Waterton.”’ Thus Shawmut 
of the Indians was named Boston, probably out of grati- 
tude to the Merchants of Boston in Lincolnshire, who 
had subscribed generously to the stock of the Company. 

In the latter part of August, Governor Winthrop 
with the patent chose Boston as his abiding place. 
The first ‘‘Court” held in Boston was a ‘‘ General Court”’ 
on October * 19, ‘‘for establishing of the government.’’ 
On October * 3, 1632, Boston was formally declared 
to be ‘“‘the fittest place for publique meetings of any 
place in the Bay.” 

Boston was the first town in Massachusetts to become 
a city. It was incorporated February 23, 1822, by 
St. 1821, c. 110, adopted by the voters March 4, 1822. 
This act was revised by St. 1854, c. 448; amended by 
St. 1885, c. 266 and again by St. 1909, c. 486. 

The neck of land called Boston, still called Boston 
Proper, contained perhaps 700 acres of land, judging 
from the 783 acres shown by the official survey of 1794. 
(In the interval 1630-37, Boston acquired jurisdiction 
over most of the territory now included in Chelsea, 
Winthrop, Revere, East Boston, Brookline, Quincy, 
Braintree, Randolph and Holbrook, besides certain 
islands in the harbor.) From 16387 till May 13, 1640, 
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when ‘‘Mount Woollaston” was set off as Braintree, 
Boston exercised jurisdiction over a territory of at least 
40,000 acres. Within its present limits there are 30,598 
acres, including flats and water. 

Since 1640, grants of land have been made to Boston 
by the General Court as follows: (1) October * 16, 1660, 
1,000 acres ‘‘for the use of a free schoole, layd out in 
the wildernesse or North of the Merimake River” (in 
Haverhill), in 1664. (2) June * 27, 1735, in abatement 
of Province Tax, three townships, each six miles square, 
or 69,120 acres in all. These townships later became 
the Towns of Charlemont, Colrain, and Pittsfield. 
Boston sold its interest in them on June * 30, 1787, for 
£3,660. (8) June 26, 1794, a township of land in 
Maine (23,040 acres) ‘‘to build a public hospital.”’ This 
tract was sold by the City April 6, 1833, for $4,200. 

Muddy River was set off as the Town of Brookline 
on November * 13, 1705, and Rumney Marsh was set 
off as the Town of Chelsea January * 8, 1739. 

The principal annexations of territory included within 
the present limits of the City of Boston have been made 
as follows: 

(1) Noddle’s Island, by order of Court of Assistants, March 
* 9 1636-37. (2) South Boston set off from Dorchester March 
6, 1804, by St. 1803, c. 111. (3) Washington Village set off 
from Dorchester May 21, 1855, by St. 1855, c. 468. (4) Rox- 
bury January 6, 1868, by St. 1867, c. 359, accepted September 
9, 1867. Roxbury received its name by order of the Court of 
Assistants October * 8, 1630. It was incorporated as a city 
March 12, 1846, by St. 1846, c. 95, accepted March 25, 1846. 
(5) Dorchester January 3, 1870, by St. 1869, c. 349, accepted 
June 22, 1869. It received its name September * 7, 1630, by 
order of the Court of Assistants. (6) Brighton January 5, 1874, 
by St. 1873, c. 303, accepted October 7, 1873. Set off from 
Cambridge as the Town of Brighton February 24, 1807, by St. 
1806, c. 65. (7) Charlestown January 5, 1874, by St.-1873).¢ 
286, accepted October 7, 1873. Settled July * 4 1629. It was 
incorporated a City February 22, 1847, by St. 1847, c. 29, 
accepted March 10, 1847. (8) West Roxbury January 5, 1874, 
by St. 1873, c. 314, accepted October 7, 1873. It was set off 
from Roxbury and incorporated a Town May 24, 1851, by St. 
1851, c. 250. (9) Hyde Park January 1, 1912, by pte Ot lec 
469, and 583, accepted November 7, 1911. Incorporated a

INTRODUCTION. 


As a public document THe Mounicrpau REGISTER is 
as old as the City of Boston itself, the first volume 
having been published in 1821, a year before the govern- 
ment of Boston changed from Town to City. Up to 
1840 the title of the volume was: The Rules and Orders 
of the Common Council. From 1821 to 1829 the docu- 
ment contained merely a register of the City Council 
and a list of the officers. 

In 1829 the City Charter was published as a part of 
the volume, and in 1830 the Acts relating to Boston, 
also the ordinances, were added. In 1832 the size of 
the volume was increased by the addition of an index 
to the contents. The volume published in 1822 con- 
tained fifteen pages and for the year 1840 there were 
eighty-eight pages, including three pages of index. 

The title Tae Municrpan REGISTER was adopted in 
1841 when the publication became more ambitious, 
incorporating in its pages the Rules and Orders of the 
Common Council, joint rules, ordinances of the City, 
statutes of the Commonwealth relating to the City, a 
list of the public schools, the City Government of 1841, 
the committees and departments (consisting at that 
time of the treasury, law, police, health, public land 
and buildings, lamps and bridges, fire, and public 
charitable institutions), and a list of the ward officers. 

From 1842 to 1864 it also contained a list of the 
members of preceding City Governments, a necrological 
record of those members, the latest ordinances and the 
special statutes relating to the City. In 1851 a list of 
the annual orators was added, and in 1853 a map of 
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the City and the Rules of the Board of Aldermen. In 
1876, statistics of registration and voting were included, 
carried from 1879 to 1924 in tabulated form. 

From 1889 to 1896, inclusive, THe MuUNICIPAL 
REGISTER also contained a compilation of the Charter 
with the revision of 1854 and the amendments of 1885 
and thereafter. The Amended Charter of 1909 (15 
pages) was added in 1910, and the various changes 
since that year have been indicated by footnotes. 

In 1924 the important amendments to the Charter 
enacted in that year (10 pages) were included. 

The 1925 volume contained, as the latest addition, 
descriptions of the ward boundaries as fixed for the 22 
new wards (formerly 26) in December, 1924. 

Since 1925, the Register has been gradually reduced 
to its present size; primarily, because of the issuance 
of the Boston Year Book, a more ambitious publication, 
in 1925 and 1926, and secondly for the purpose of 
economy.

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CITY CHARTER OF 1909 (ACTS OF 1909, 
CHAPTER 486) WITH AMENDMENTS TO 
JULY 1, 1947, INCORPORATED. 


THe Mayor anp City Counciu. 


Secrion 1.* (The terms of office of the mayor and the members of both 
branches of the present city council of the city of Boston and of the street 
commissioner whose term would expire on the first Monday of January, 
nineteen hundred and ten, are hereby extended to ten o’clock a. m. on the first 
Monday of February, nineteen hundred and ten, and at that time the said 
city council and both branches thereof and the positions of city messenger, 
clerk of the common council, clerk of committees, assistant clerk of committees, 
and their subordinates shall be abolished. The officials whose terms of office 
are hereby extended shall, for the extended term, receive a compensation equal 
to one-twelfth of the annual salaries now paid to them respectively.) The 
mayor and city council elected in accordance with the provisions of this 
act, and their successors, shall thereafter have all the powers and privileges 
conferred, and be subject to all the duties and obligations imposed by law 
upon the city council or the board of aldermen, acting as such or as county 
commissioners or in any capacity, except as herein otherwise provided. 
Wherever in this act the phrase “mayor and city council” appears, it 
shall be understood as meaning the mayor and city council acting on and 
after the first Monday of February, nineteen hundred and ten, under the 
provisions of this and the three following sections. The city council may, 
subject to the approval of the mayor, from time to time establish such 
offices, other than that of city clerk, as it may deem necessary for the con- 
duct of its affairs and at such salaries as it may determine, and abolish 
such officers or alter such salaries; and without such approval may fill the 
offices thus established and remove the incumbents at pleasure. 

Smcrion 1. (Chap. 479, Acts of 1924.) The terms of office of the 
mayor of the city of Boston, of members of the city council and school 
committee of said city which would expire under existing law on the first 
Monday of February, nineteen hundred and twenty-six, and of members 
of the city council and school committee of said city which would expire 
under existing law on the first Monday of February, nineteen hundred and 
twenty-seven, shall terminate at ten o’clock in the forenoon on the first 
Monday of January, nineteen hundred and twenty-six.

The salary of any official whose term 
of office is terminated as aforesaid shall cease at the time of such termi- 
nation and the salary of any official whose term of office is extended as: 
aforesaid shall continue at the same rate as theretofore so long as he con- 
tinues to serve during the period of such extension. 


Szcr. 2.* The mayor from time to time may make to the city council 
in the form of an ordinance or loan order filed with the city clerk such 
recommendations other than for school purposes as he may deem to be 
for the welfare of the city. The city council shall consider each ordinance 
or loan order presented by the mayor and shall either adopt or reject 
the same within sixty days after the date when it is filed as aforesaid. 
If the said ordinance or loan order is not rejected within said sixty days 
it shall be in force as if adopted by the city council unless previously 
withdrawn by the mayor. Nothing herein shall prevent the mayor from 
again presenting an ordinance or loan order which has been rejected or 
withdrawn. The city council may originate an ordinance or loan order 
and may reduce or reject any item in any loan and, subject to the approval 
of the mayor, may amend an ordinance. All sales of land other than 
school lands, all appropriations for the purchase of land other than for 
school purposes, and all loans voted by the city council shall require a 
vote of two thirds of all the members of the city council; and shall be passed 
only after two separate readings and by two separate votes, the second 
of said readings and votes to be had not less than fourteen days after the 
first, except that in the case of loan orders for temporary loans in antici- 
pation of taxes the second of said readings and votes may be had not less 
than twenty-four hours after the first. No amendment increasing the 
amount of land to be sold or the amount to be paid for the purchase of 
land, or the amount of loans, or altering the disposition of purchase money 
or of the proceeds of loans shall be made at the time of the second reading 
and vote. If a petition signed by six members of the council requesting 
that action be taken forthwith upon a loan order presented by the mayor 
is filed in the office of the city clerk not earlier than fourteen days after its 
presentation, action shall be taken by the yeas and nays on the question 
of the adoption of such loan order at the next meeting of the council, or, 
if one vote has already been taken thereon, at the next meeting after 
the expiration of the required interval after such vote; provided, that such 
action thereon has not sooner been taken or such loan order has not been 
withdrawn by the mayor. 


Secr. 3.{ All appropriations, other than for school purposes, to be 
met from taxes, revenue or any source other than loans, shall originate 
with the mayor, who, not later than the first Monday in February of each 
year, shall submit to the city council the annual budget of the current 
expenses of the city and county for the current fiscal year, and may 
submit thereafter such supplementary appropriation orders as he may 
deem necessary. The city council may reduce or reject any item, but, 
‘except upon the recommendation of the mayor, shall not increase any 
item in, nor the total of, a budget, nor add any item thereto, nor shall 
it originate a budget. Not later than the first Monday in April the city

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council shall take definite action on the annual budget by adopting, 
reducing or rejecting it, and in the event of their failure so to do the 
items and the appropriation orders in the budget as recommended by the 
mayor shall be in effect as if formally adopted by the city council and 
approved by the mayor. It shall be the duty of the city and county 
officials, when requested by the mayor, to submit forthwith in such 
detail as he may require estimates for the next fiscal year of the expendi- 
tures of the department or office under their charge, which estimates 
shall be transmitted to the city council. 

Secr. 3A.* In the period after the expiration of any fiscal year, and 
before the regular appropriations have been made by the city council and 
the school committee, city and county officers who are authorized to 
make expenditures, and the school committee, may incur liabilities in 
carrying on the work of the several departments and offices entrusted to 
them, and payments therefor shall be made from the treasury from any 
available funds therein and charged against the next annual appropria- 
tion, or special appropriation, if any is made; provided, that the liabilities 
incurred during such interval for regular employees do not exceed in any 
one month the average monthly expenditure of the last three months of 
the preceding fiscal year, and that the total liabilities incurred during 
said interval do not exceed in any one month the sums spent for similar 
purposes during any one month of the preceding fiscal year; and provided, 
further, that said officers who are authorized to make expenditures may 
expend in any one month for any new officer or board lawfully created 
an amount not exceeding one twelfth of the estimated cost for the current 
fiscal year; ‘and provided, further, that until a regular or special appropri- 
ation has been made for snow removal, expenditures may be made for that 
purpose to an amount not exceeding the average of the annual expendi- 
tures for snow removal in the five preceding fiscal years. Notwithstanding 
the foregoing limitations: upon the authority of city officers to incur 
liabilities during said interval, such officers may incur liabilities to such 
extent as may be necessary for the purpose of compensating first assistant 
assessors for their regular duties. 

Sect. 3B.* After an appropriation of money has been duly made by 
the city of Boston for any specific purpose, or for the needs and expendi- 
tures of any city department or county office, no transfer of any part of 
the money thus appropriated shall be made except in accordance with 
and after the written recommendation of the mayor to the city council, 
approved by a yea and nay vote of two thirds of all the members of the 
city council; provided, that the city auditor, with the approval in each 
instance of the mayor, may make transfers, other than for personal service, 
from any item to any other item within the appropriations for a depart- 
ment, division of a department or county office. After December twentieth 
in each year the city auditor may, with the approval of the mayor, apply 
any income and taxes not disposed of and make transfers from any appro- 
priation to any other appropriation for the purpose only of closing the 
accounts of the fiscal year. 

Srcr. 4. Every appropriation, ordinance, order, resolution and vote of 
the city council, except votes relating to its own internal affairs, shall be 
presented to the mayor, who shallfmake or cause to be made a written

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record of the time and place of presentation, and it shall be in force if he 
approves the same within fifteen days after it shall have been presented to 
him, or if the same is not returned by him with his objections thereto in 
writing within said period of fifteen days. If within said period said 
appropriation, ordinance, order, resolution, or vote is returned by the 
mayor to the city council by filing the same with the city clerk with his 
objections thereto the same shall be void. If the same involves the expend- 
iture of money, the mayor may approve some of the items in whole or in 
part and disapprove other of the items in whole or in part; and such items 
or parts of items as he approves shall be in force, and such items or parts 
of items as he disapproves shall be void. 

Srcr. 4A. * The mayor may designate one clerical assistant for whose 
acts he shall be responsible to sign his name in approval of all vouchers of 
less than five hundred dollars each. 

Secr. 5.t Except as otherwise provided in this act the organization, 
powers and duties of the executive departments of the city shall remain as 
constituted at the time when this section takes effect; but the mayor and 
city council at any time may by ordinance reorganize, consolidate or 
abolish, in whole or in part, departments whether created on or before or 
subsequent to the first Monday of February in the year nineteen hundred 
and ten, including the transit department; transfer the duties, powers and 
appropriations of one department to another in whole or in part; and 
establish new departments; and may increase, reduce, establish or abolish 
salaries of heads of departments, or members of boards. Such an ordinance 
may provide that all of the employees of any department or division 
thereof thereby abolished who are subject to civil service shall be re- 
appointed to similar positions with similar status in any new department 
or division thereof thereby established or in any other department or 
division thereof, without civil service examination or registration and 
that such employees shall, upon reappointment as may be provided in 
such ordinance, retain all rights to retirement with pension that shall 
have accrued or would thereafter accrue to them, and that their services 
shall be deemed to have been continuous, to the same extent as if such 
abolition had not taken place. Nothing in this act shall authorize the 
abolition or the taking away of any of the powers or duties as established 
by law of the school committee, the board of commissioners of school 
buildings, the department of school buildings, the election department 
or any department in charge of an official or officials appointed by the 
governor. 

Srcr. 6. No contract for lighting the public streets, parks, or alleys, or 
for the collection, removal, or disposal of refuse, extending over a period of 
more than one year from the date thereof, shall be valid without 
the approval of the mayor and the city council after a public hearing, 
held by the city council, of which at least seven days’ notice shall have been 
given in the City Record. 

Srcr. 7. The city council at any time may request from the mayor 

specific information on any municipal matter within its jurisdiction, and 
" may request his presence to answer written questions relating thereto at a 
meeting to be held not earlier than one week from the date of the receipt of

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said questions, in which case the mayor shall personally, or through a head 
of a department or a member of a board, attend such meeting and publicly 
answer all such questions. The person so attending shall not be obliged 
to answer questions relating to any other matter. The mayor at any time 
may attend and address the city council in person or through the head of a 
department, or a member of a board, upon such subject as he may desire. 

Sect. 8. Neither the city council, nor any member or committee, officer, 
or employee thereof shall, except as otherwise provided in this act, directly 
or indirectly on behalf of the city or of the county of Suffolk take part in 
the employment of labor, the making of contracts, the purchase of materials, 
supplies or real estate; nor in the construction, alteration, or repair of any 
public works, buildings, or other property; nor in the care, custody, and 
management of the same; nor in the conduct of the executive or administra- 
tive business of the city or county; nor in the appointment or removal of 
any municipal or county employee; nor in the expenditure of public 
money except such as may be necessary for the contingent and incidental 
expenses of the city council. The provisions of this section shall not affect 
the powers or duties of the city council as the successor of the present 
board of aldermen relative to state or military aid and soldiers’ relief. 

It shall be unlawful for the mayor or for a member of the city council 
or for any officer or employee of the city or of the county of Suffolk or for 
a member of the finance commission directly or indirectly to make a 
contract with the city or with the county of Suffolk, or to receive any 
commission, discount, bonus, gift, contribution or reward from or any 
share in the profits of any person or corporation making or performing 
such contract, unless such mayor, member of the city council, officer, or 
employee or member of the finance commission immediately upon learn- 
ing of the existence of such contract or that such contract is proposed, shall 
notify in writing the mayor, city council, and finance commission of such 
contract and of the nature of his interest in such contract and shall abstain 
from doing any official act on behalf of the city in reference thereto. In 
case of such interest on the part of an officer whose duty it is to make such 
contract on behalf of the city the contract may be made by any other 
officer of the city duly authorized thereto by the mayor, or if the mayor 
has such interest by the city clerk: provided, however, that when a con- 
tractor with the city or county is a corporation or voluntary association, 
the ownership of less than five per cent of the stock or shares actually 
issued shall not be considered as being an interest in the contract within 
the meaning of this act, and such ownership shall not affect the validity 
of the contract, unless the owner of such stock or shares is also an officer 
or agent of the corporation or association, or solicits or takes part in the 
making of the contract. : 

A violation of any provision of this section shall render the contract 
in respect to which such violation occurs voidable at the option of the 
city or county. Any person violating the provisions of this section shall 
be punished by a fine of not more than one thousand dollars, or by impris- 
onment for not more than one year, or both. Chapter five hundred and 
twenty-two of the acts of the year nineteen hundred and eight is hereby 
repealed. 

THe ExecuTivE DEPARTMENT. 

Scr. 9. All heads of departments and members of municipal boards, 
including the board of street commissioners, as their present terms of 
office expire (but excluding the school committee and those officials by 
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law appointed by the governor), shall be appointed by the mayor without 
confirmation by the city council. They shall be recognized experts in 
such work as may devolve upon the incumbents of said offices, or persons 
specially fitted by education, training or experience to perform the same, 
and (except the election commissioners, who shall remain subject to the 
provisions of existing laws) shall be appointed without regard to party 
affiliation or to residence at the time of appointment except as hereinafter 
provided. 

Secr. 10 and Sxcr. 11, concerning approval by the civil service commis- 
sion of appointments by the mayor, repealed by chapter 167, Acts of 1930. 

Secr. 12. A vacancy in any office to which the provisions of section 
nine of this act apply, shall be filled by the mayor under the provisions of 
said section and pending a permanent appointment he shall designate 
some other head of a department or member of a board to discharge the 
duties of the office temporarily. 

Sor. 13. Members of boards shall be appointed for the terms estab- 
lished by law or by ordinance. Heads of departments shall be appointed 
for terms of four years beginning with the first day of May of the year in 
which they are appointed and shall continue thereafter to hold office 
during the pleasure of the mayor. 

Srcr. 14. The mayor may remove any head of a department or mem- 
ber of a board (other than the election commissioners, who shall remain 
subject to the provisions of existing laws) by filing a written statement 
with the city clerk setting forth in detail the specific reasons for such 
removal, a copy of which shall be delivered or mailed to the person thus 
removed, who may make a reply in writing, which, if he desires, may be 
filed with the city clerk; but such reply shall not affect the action taken 
unless the mayor so determines. The provisions of this section shall not 
apply to the school committee or to any official by law appointed by the 
governor. 

Srecr. 15. The positions of assistants and secretary authorized by 
section twenty of chapter four hundred and forty-nine of the acts of the 
year eighteen hundred and ninety-five except those in the election depart- 
ment are hereby abolished, and except as aforesaid the said section is 
hereby repealed. 

The civil service laws shall not apply to the appointment of the mayor's 
secretaries, nor of the stenographers, clerks, telephone operators and 
messengers connected with his office, and the mayor may remove such ap- 
pointees without a hearing and without making a statement of the cause 
for their removal. 

Srcr. 16. No official of said city, except in case of extreme emergency 
involving the health or safety of the people or their property, shall expend 
intentionally in any fiscal year any sum in excess of the appropriations 
duly made in accordance with law, nor involve the city in any contract 
for the future payment of money in excess of such appropriation, except as 
provided in section six of this act. Any official who shall violate the 
provisions of this section shall be punished by imprisonment for not more 
than one year, or by a fine of not more than one thousand dollars, or both. 


Tue FINANCE CoMMISSION. 


Scr. 17. Within sixty days after the passage of this act the governor 
with the advice and consent of the council shall appoint a finance com- 
mission to consist of five persons, inhabitants of and qualified voters in the 
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city of Boston, who shall have been such for at least three years prior to 
the date of their appointment, one for the term of five years, one for 
four years, one for three years, one for two years, and one for one year, 
and thereafter as the terms of office expire in each year one member for 
a term of five years. Vacancies in the commission shall be filled for the 
unexpired term by the governor with the advice and consent of the council. 
The members of said commission may be removed by the governor with 
the advice and consent of the council for such cause as he shall deem suffi- 
cient. The chairman shall be designated by the governor. His annual 
salary shall be five thousand dollars, which shall be paid in monthly install- 
ments by the city of Boston. The other members shall serve without pay. 

Sect. 18. It shall be the duty of the finance commission from time to 
time to investigate any and all matters relating to appropriations, loans, 
expenditures, accounts, and methods of administration affecting the 
city of Boston or the county of Suffolk, or any department thereof, that 
may appear to the commission to require investigation, and to report 
thereon from time to time to the mayor, the city council, the governor, or 
the general court. ‘The commission shall make an annual report in January 
of each year to the general court. 

Sect. 19. Whenever any pay roll, bill, or other claim against the city 
is presented to the mayor, city auditor, or the city treasurer, he shall, if 
the same seems to him to be of doubtful validity, excessive in amount, or 
otherwise contrary to the city’s interest, refer it to the finance commission, 
which shall immediately investigate the facts and report thereon; and 
pending said report payment shall be withheld. 

Secr. 20.* The said commission is authorized to employ such experts, 
counsel, and other assistants, and to incur such other expenses as it may 
deem necessary, and the same shall be paid by said city upon requisition 
by the commission, not exceeding in the aggregate in any year the sum 
of forty-five thousand dollars, or such additional sums as may be appro- 
priated for the purpose by the city council and approved by the mayor. 
A sum sufficient to cover the salary of the chairman of the commission and 
the further sum of at least forty-five thousand dollars to meet the expenses 
as aforesaid each year shall be appropriated by said city. The commission 
shall have the same right to incur expenses in anticipation of its appro- 
priation as if it were a regular department of said city. 

Srcr. 21. For the purpose of enabling the said commission to perform 
the duties and carry out the objects herein contemplated, and to enable the 
mayor, the city council, the governor or the general court to receive the 
reports and findings of said commission as a basis for such laws, ordinances, 
or administrative orders as may be deemed meet, the commission shall have 
all the powers and duties enumerated in chapter five hundred and sixty-two 
of the acts of the year nineteen hundred and eight and therein conferred 
upon the commission designated in said act; but counsel for any witness at 
any public hearing may ask him any pertinent question and may offer 
pertinent evidence through other witnesses subject to cross-examination 
by the commission and its counsel. 

Tue City CLERK. 

Sect. 22.1 The present city clerk shall hold office for the term for 

which he has been elected, and thereafter until his successor is chosen

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and qualified. In the year nineteen hundred and eleven, and every third 
year thereafter, a city clerk shall be elected by a majority of the members 
of the city council, to hold office until the first Monday in February in the 
third year following his election, and thereafter until his successor has been 
duly chosen and qualified unless sooner removed by due process of law. 
The city clerk shall act as clerk of the city council established by this act. 


Tue Ciry AUDITOR. 

Srcr. 23. All accounts rendered to or kept in the departments of the 
city of Boston or county of Suffolk shall be subject to the inspection and 
revision of the city auditor, and shall be rendered and kept in such form 
as he shall prescribe. The auditor may require any person presenting 
for settlement an account or claim against the city or county to make oath 
before him in such form as he may prescribe as to the accuracy of such 
account or claim. The wilful making of a false oath shall be perjury 
and punishable as such. The auditor may disallow and refuse to pay, in 
whole or in part, any claim on the ground that it is fraudulent or unlawful 
and in that case he shall file a written statement of his reasons for the 
refusal. 

Szcr. 24. Whenever, in response to an advertisement by any officer 
or board of the city or county, a bid for a contract to do work or furnish 
materials is sent or delivered to said officer or board, a duplicate of the 
same shall be furnished by the bidder to the auditor, to be kept by him 
and not opened until after the original bids are opened. After the original 
bids are opened, the auditor shall open and examine the bids submitted to 
him, and shall compare the same with the original bids. In case any of 
the bids submitted to the auditor differ from the corresponding original 
bids, those submitted to the auditor shall be treated as the original bids. 
The contract shall not be awarded until after both sets of bids are opened. 

Srcr. 25. The auditor shall furnish monthly to each head of depart- 
ment a statement of the unexpended balance of the appropriation for that 
department, and he shall furnish to the mayor and city council a state- 
ment of the unexpended balances of all the departments. He shall furnish 
quarterly to the city council an itemized statement showing the amount 
of money expended by the mayor and the city council for contingent 
expenses, | 
MISCELLANEOUS PROVISIONS. 

Srcr. 26.* All loans issued by the city after the passage of this act 
shall be made payable in annual installments in the manner authorized by 
section thirteen of chapter twenty-seven of the Revised Laws as amended 
by section one of chapter three hundred and forty-one of the acts of the 
year nineteen hundred and eight. No sinking fund shall be established 
for said loan. All bonds shall be offered for sale in such a manner that the 
premiums, if any are received, shall be applied in accordance with the 
provisions of chapter three hundred and seventy-nine of the acts of the

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year nineteen hundred and ten. No city or county money shall be de- 
posited in any bank or trust company of which any member of the board 
of sinking fund commissioners of said city is an officer, director, or agent. 
Nothing herein shall apply to transit bonds of the city of Boston issued 
under the provisions of the several acts authorizing the construction of 
tunnels and subways in said city by the Boston Transit Commission, and 
said bonds may be issued as heretofore and secured by sinking fund. 

Sect. 27.* Every officer and board in charge of a department of the 
city of Boston or county of Suffolk shall, on or before the sixth day of 
January, in the year nineteen hundred and thirty-nine and on or before 
the sixth day of January in each year thereafter, prepare and furnish to 
the city auditor a list of the officials and employees under said officer or 
board and paid by the city or county on the first day of such January; 
and every such officer and board shall, on or before the sixth day of June, 
in each of the years nineteen hundred and thirty-eight to nineteen hun- 
dred and forty-three, inclusive, prepare and furnish to the city auditor a 
list of such officials and employees paid by the city or county on the first 
day of such June. Such lists shall give the names, residence by street 
and ward, designation, compensation, and date of election or appoint- 
ment of each of said officials and employees and the date when each first _ 
entered the employ of the city or county. It shall be the duty of the 
city auditor to verify said lists by the pay rolls and to keep a copy of said 
lists open for public inspection, and to prepare and publish in the City 
Record, in the year nineteen hundred and thirty-nine and annually there- 
after, 2 comparative table containing the number of such officials and 
employees holding office or employed in each such department or board 
and paid by the city or county on the first day of January in each of the 
ten years next preceding such publication; and, in addition, in each of 
the years nineteen hundred and thirty-eight to nineteen hundred and 
forty-three, inclusive, he shall prepare and publish‘in the City Record, a 
comparative table showing the number of such officials and employees 
holding office or employed in each such department or board and paid 
by the city or county on the first day of June in each of the ten years 
next preceding such publication. Each such comparative table of the 
number of such officials and employees paid by the city or county on the 
first day of January, in any year, shall be so published not later than 
during the first week in the month of March next following; and each 
such comparative table of the number of such officials and employees: 
paid by the city or county on the first day of June, in each of the years 
nineteen hundred and thirty-eight to nineteen hundred and forty-three, 
inclusive, shall be so published not later than during the first week in the 
month of August next following. 

Secr. 28, The jurisdiction now exercised by the board of aldermen 
concerning the naming of streets, the planting and removal of trees in the

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public ways, the issue of permits or licenses for coasting, the storage of 
gasoline, oil, and other inflammable substances or explosive compounds 
and the use of the public ways for any permanent or temporary obstruction 
or projection in, under, or over the same, including the location of conduits, 
poles, and posts for telephone, telegraph, street railway, or illuminating 
purposes, is hereby vested in the board of street commissioners, to be 
exercised by said board with the approval in writing of the mayor; and 
the mayor and city council shall have authority to fix by ordinance the 
terms by way of cash payment, rent, or otherwise, upon which permits or 
licenses for the storage of gasoline or oil, or other inflammable substances 
or explosive compounds, and the construction or use of coal holes, vaults, 
bay windows, and marquises, in, under, or over the public ways shall be 
issued. 

Srcr. 29.* Within ninety days after the passage of this act and there- 
after there shall be published at least once a week and distributed and sold 
under the direction of the mayor and on terms to be fixed by the city 
council and approved by the mayor a paper to be known as the City 
Record. All advertising with reference to the sale of property for nonpay- 
ment of taxes shall appear exclusively in the City Record. All other adver- 
tising, whether required by law or not, with reference to the purchase of 
taking of land, contracts for work, materials or supplies, and the sale or 
bonds, shall appear in said paper, and in such newspaper or newspapers as 
the mayor, in his discretion, may order; a list of all contracts of one 
thousand dollars or more, as awarded, with the names of bidders, and the 
amount of the bids; appointments by the mayor; and changes in the 
number and compensation of employees in each department, shall be 
published in the City Record. Failure to publish in such newspaper or 
newspapers as the mayor may order shall not invalidate any purchase, 
contract or sale made or action taken by the city. The proceedings of the 
city council and school committee together with all communications from 
the mayor, shall be published in the City Record; provided, that the 
substance of debates by and among the members of the city council shall 
not be so published or published elsewhere at the expense of the city. 

Secor. 30.t Every officer or board in charge of a department in said 
city and every officer, board or official of the county of Suffolk having 
power to incur obligations on behalf of said county in cases where said 
obligations are to be paid for wholly from the treasury of said city, when 
authorized to erect a new building or to make structural changes in an 
existing building, shall make contracts therefor, not exceeding five, each 
contract to be subject to the approval of the mayor; and when about to do 
any work or to make any purchase, the estimated cost of which alone, or in 
conjunction with other similar work or purchase which might properly be 
included in the same contract, amounts to or exceeds one thousand dollars, 
shall, unless the mayor gives written. authority to do otherwise, invite 
proposals therefor by advertisements in the City Record. Such advertise- 
ey

The Art Department, established in 1898, is in charge of five commis- 
sioners, appointed by the Mayor. Each year one of the following-named 
bodies, namely, the Trustees of the Museum of Fine Arts, the Trustees 
of the Boston Public Library, the Trustees of the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology, the Boston Art Club, and the Boston Society of Architects, 
submits a list of three persons to the Mayor; and the Mayor appoints 
one person as Art Commissioner from the list so submitted, to serve for 
five years. Whenever the term of a member of the Board expires, the 
Mayor appoints his successor from a list selected by the body which made 
the original selection, as aforesaid. 

No work of art can become the property of the City of Boston without 
the approval of the Art Department, which may also be requested by the 
Mayor or the City Council to pass upon the design of any municipal 
building, bridge, approach, lamp, ornamental gate or fence, or other 
structure to be erected upon land belonging to the City. No work of art, 
the property of the City of Boston, shall be removed except by order of the 
Art Commissioners and with the approval of the Mayor. Moreover, all 
contracts or orders for the execution of any painting, monument, statue, 
bust, bas-relief, or other sculpture for the City shall be made by said 
Board, acting by a majority of its members, subject to the approval of the 
Mayor. By Chap. 87, Special Acts of 1919, all works of art owned by the 
City were placed in the custody and care of the Art Commissioners.

The Board consists of twelve members, the Chairman of the City Plan- 
ning Board, ex officio, and eleven members, appointed by the Mayor in the 
following manner; one member from two candidates to be nominated by 
each of the following organizations: Associated Industries of Massa- 
chusetts, Boston Central Labor Union, Boston Chamber of Commerce, 
Boston Real Estate Board, Massachusetts Real Estate Association 
Boston Society of Architects and the Boston Society of Landscape Archi- 
tects, Boston Society of Civil Engineers, Master Builders’ Association, 
Team Owners’ Association, United Improvement Association, and one 
member to be selected by the Mayor. All appointive members shall be 
residents of or engaged in business in Boston. The term of office is five 
years, 

The members of the Board serve without compensation. Any petition 
for changing the zoning map must be accompanied by a fee of twenty- 
five dollars before being considered by the Board. 

Either upon petition or otherwise, the Board may, by a decision of not, 
less than four-fifths of its members, rendered after a public hearing follow- 
ing advertisement and due notice to the owners of all property deemed by 
the Board to be affected, change the boundaries of districts by changing 
the zoning map on file at the state secretary’s office, to meet altered needs 
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of a locality, to avoid undue concentration of population, to provide ade-. 
quate light and air, to lessen congestion in streets, to secure safety from fire, 

panic and other dangers, to facilitate the adequate provision of transporta- 

tion, water, sewerage, and other public requirements and to promote the 

health, safety, convenience and welfare of the inhabitants of the City of 

Boston. 

No decision of the Board of Appeal permitting the erection or altera- 
tion of a building to an extreme height greater than that otherwise author- 
ized under the provisions of the zoning law for the lot or building in ques- 
tion is effective until and unless confirmed by the decision of not less than 
two thirds of the members of the Board of Zoning Adjustment. 

If a change in the boundaries of districts is favorably decided upon or if 
a decision of the Board of Appeal is confirmed, any person aggrieved or 
any municipal officer or Board, may within fifteen days after the entry 
of such decision, appeal to the Superior Court sitting in equity, for the 
County of Suffolk.

The Boston Retirement System was established on February 1, 1923, 
under the provisions of Chapter 521 of the Acts of 1922, which was 
accepted by the Mayor and City Council in August, 1922. 

An additional retirement system for city and county employees was 
provided by Chapter 658 of the Acts of 1945. This act was accepted by 
the City Council June 3, 1946, and approved by the Mayor June 5, 1946. 
The new system, designated as the State-Boston Retirement System, 
went into effect October 1, 1946.

The Act establishing the commission became effective April 30, 1929, 
after approval by the Governor and acceptance by the Mayor and City 
Council. The commissioner is appointed by the Mayor, to serve four 
years and until the qualification of his successor, receives compensation 
established by the Mayor and City Council, and may be removed by the 
Mayor. The associate commissioners receive no compensation. 


The commissioners may employ, subject to the approval of the Mayor 
and to chapter thirty-one of the General Laws, engineers, experts, assist- 
ants and other officers and employees. The commission has exclusive 
authority to adopt, amend, alter and repeal rules and regulations relative 
to vehicular street traffic, and to the movement, stopping or standing of 
vehicles on, and their exclusion from, all or any streets, ways, highways, 
roads and parkways, under the control of the city. The commission has 
the power to erect, make and maintain, or cause to be erected, made and 
maintained, traffic signs, signals, markings and other devices for the 
control of such traffic in the city and for informing and warning the public 
as to the rules and regulations adopted by the commission.

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The latest revision of the Traffic Regulations contains 489 one-way 
streets and 629 no-parking streets. The Commission maintains 214 
traffic signals, including two (2) interconnected systems in downtown 
Boston, 16,000 traffic signs, and 91 traffic officers’ spotlights. One hundred 
and ninety-four (194) miles of white lines painted in the roadway, in- 
cluding crosswalks, center lines, lane, lines and stop lines, are maintained 
by the Commission. Nine hundred and twenty-one loading zones, re- 
quiring 24,156 feet of painted curb, are maintained. Fees amounting 
to $12,078.20 are collected for the establishment and maintenance of 
these loading zones. The Commission also maintains 5,000 parking 
meters which, during the first full year of operation, have collected 


$485,000.

The Budget Department was established by ordinance in 1917 as a 
result of the report and recommendations by the Budget Commission of 
1915, and was placed in charge of a Budget Commissioner. General 
supervision over all matters relating, or incidental, to the appropriations 
and budgets of all municipal departments, with the exception of depart- 
ments not directly under the control of the Mayor, was placed in the 
jurisdiction of the Budget Commissioner. 

Under direction of the Mayor, the Budget Commissioner prepares in 
segregated form the annual and all supplementary budgets to be sub- 
mitted by the Mayor to the City Council, and also prepares the forms of 
estimate sheets to be used by each officer, board, commission, and depart- 
ment, and each division of a department, for which the city appropriates 
money. He also reports to the Mayor on all subsequent revisions of the 
items in the budget. 

In compliance with the provisions of Chapter 400 of the Acts of 1930, 
Compensation and Classification Plans for the Officers and Employees of 
Suffolk County were adopted by the City Council on April 18, 1931, and 
approved by the Mayor on April 15, 1931. By virtue of that statute and 
those plans, the Budget Commissioner is empowered to pass upon al] 
promotions, transfers, new appointments, and the compensation of the 
personnel of Suffolk County included in these plans, thus establishing the 
Budget Commissioner, in effect, as the personnel director of Suffolk 
County. The records required to comply with the provisions of these 
plans are compiled by, and maintained in, the Budget Department. 
These records include, among others, an official roster of each officer and 
employee in the service of Suffolk County, their classification title, rate 
of pay, a record of each change of their status, and such other relevant 
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information as the Budget Commissioner deems advisable for the main- 
tenance of a proper record of the personnel of Suffolk County. 

In addition to the records of the County personnel, there is also com- 
piled and maintained in the Budget Department a similar record of the 
personnel of the City of Boston.

The duty of the Building Commissioner, under the provisions of 
Chapter 479 of the Acts of 1938, as amended (the Building Code), is to 
inspect all buildings and structures in the City of Boston except bridges, 
quays or wharves, buildings owned and occupied by the United States 
or the Commonwealth, railroad stations and structures used primarily for 
railway purposes, voting booths, tanks of certain specified capacities, 
tunnels constructed and maintained by the public authority, tents cover- 
ing an area of less than one hundred square feet, fences less than six feet 
in height, signs or billboards upon the ground and signs less than one 
square foot in area, and flagpoles less than twenty feet in length. 

The Code authorizes the Commissioner to issue permits to erect, 
enlarge, alter, substantially repair, move, demolish or change the occu- 
pancy of any building or structure; or to install, alter, or substantially 
repair plumbing, gas fitting, fire extinguishing apparatus and elevators; 
or to install steam boilers, furnaces, heaters or other heat producing 
apparatus the installation of which is regulated by the Code; or to install 
engines or dynamos. ; 

The Zoning Act also is administered by the Building Commissioner. 
Under the provisions of this Act the city is divided into use districts, 
defined as Residential, Business, Industrial and Unrestricted. With 
minor exceptions, no building shall be erected or altered, nor shall any 
building or premises be used, for any purpose other than the use per- 
mitted in the district in which such building or premises is located. 
(Chapter 488, Acts of 1924, as amended — the Zoning Act.) 
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The Commissioner also licenses gas fitters, both master and journeyman ; 
registers master and journeyman plumbers; establishes the qualifica- 
tions of welders and licenses operators of elevators. 

In addition, Chapter 143 of the General Laws, in so far as applicable 
to Boston, is administered by the Building Commissioner under delegated 
authority from the State Commissioner of Public Safety. 

The primary purpose of the public safety regulations promulgated 
under this chapter is to establish a minimum code of safety for the entire 
state. Cities and towns may make further exactions in accordance with 
local building ordinances and not inconsistent with law, but in no case may 
the provisions of state law be avoided or minimized. 

The law falls with particular force on all places of assembly — 
restaurants, taverns, dance halls, meeting halls and all places of similar 
occupancy in which fifty or more persons may be accommodated. Lodg- 
ing houses and apartment houses in which there are eight or more rooms 
above the second floor, or in which ten or more persons are accommodated 
above the second floor come also within the provisions of this Act. All 
such buildings must be certified by the Building Commissicner as to com- 
pliance with these particular regulations in addition to the Boston Code 


requirements.

The Board consists of five members appointed by the Mayor in the 
following manner: One member from two candidates, one to be nominated 
by the Boston Real Estate Exchange and one by the Massachusetts Real 
Estate Exchange; one member from two candidates, one nominated by 
the Boston Society of Architects and one by the Boston Society of Civil 
Engineers; one member from three candidates, one to be nominated by

Chapter 41 of the General Laws, Sections 70, 71 and 72, provides tha 
every city and every town in the state having a population of more than 
10,000 shall, and towns having a population of less than 10,000 may, 
create a planning board which shall make careful studies of the resources, 
possibilities and needs of the town, particularly with respect to conditions 
injurious to the public health or otherwise in and about rented dwellings, 
and make plans for the development of the municipality, with special 
reference to proper housing of its inhabitants. 
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In January, 1914, an ordinance was passed by the Boston City Council 
establishing “‘The City Planning Board” consisting of five members, one 
of whom shall be a woman, for a term of five years, all to serve without 
compensation. 


In April, 1940, an amendment to the above ordinance was passed by 
the City Council enlarging ‘‘The City Planning Board” from five to nine 
members, to include at least one engineer, one architect and one land- 
scape architect or city planner and a woman. The members of the Board 
shall serve for terms of five years, without compensation.

One Election Commissioner is appointed by the Mayor each year, term 
beginning April 1. The two leading political parties must be equally 
represented on the Board and the Chairman is designated annually by the 
Mayor. 

The Board of Registrars of Voters was appointed in May, 1874, and 
was succeeded July 1, 1895, by the Board of Election Commissioners. 

This department exercises all the powers and duties formerly conferred 
upon the Board of Registrars of Voters (including the preparation of the 
jury list), except the power and duty of giving notice of elections and 
fixing the days and hours for holding the same. 

The Board also exercises all the powers and duties formerly conferred 
upon the City Clerk and other officers by chapter 504 of the Acts of 1894. 
The voting precincts in the 22 wards number 362. 


POLICE LISTING BOARD. 


Chapter 287 of the Acts of 1938 provides: ‘‘In Boston there shall be a 
listing board composed of the police commissioner of the city and the board 
of election commissioners. In case of disagreement between the members 
of the listing board, the chief justice of the municipal court of the city of 
Boston, or, in case of his disability, the senior justice of said court who is 
not disabled, shall, for the purpose of settling such disagreement, be a 
member of said listing board and shall preside and cast the deciding vote 
in case of a tie.”

The Boston Fire Department was organized in 1837. It is in charge 
of 1 Commissioner, 1 Executive Secretary, 1 Chief of Department, 17 
Deputy Chiefs, 51 District Chiefs, 3 Chaplains, 1 Superintendent of Fire 
Alarm, 1 Superintendent of Maintenance, 1 Medical Examiner, 1 Engineer 
of Motor Vehicles, 96 Captains, 246 Lieutenants, 1,765 Engineers, Ap- 
paratus Operators, Masters, Aides, Hosemen, Laddermen, 39 Clerks, 
27 Fire Alarm Operators, and 119 Mechanics, Painters, Linemen, Re- 
pairers, Electricians, Workmen, and other employees. 

Total officers, engineers, privates and employees (including Electrica] 
Inspection Division), 2,407, of whom 3 are serving in the armed forces of 
the United States. 

There are 54 fire stations, a fire alarm branch with 71 employees, oper- 
ating 1,828 signal boxes, and repair shops with 119 employees. Annual 
reports have been published since 1838. 

Yearly salaries of deputy chiefs, $5,690; district chiefs, $5,140; captains, 
$4,300; lieutenants, $3,800; apparatus operators, $3,400; first-year pri- 
vates, $2,800, with annual increase of $200 and $300, until the maximum of 
$3,300, is reached. 

In 1919 the Wire Department became the Wire Division of the Fire 
Department. On May 2, 1944, it became the Electrical Inspection 
Division. It was established in 1894 for the purpose of supervising and 
inspecting all electrical wires, cables and conductors, and substituting 
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underground for overhead transmission. The Electrical Inspection 
Division is in charge of 1 Superintendent, 1 Chief Clerk, 8 Clerks, 1 Chief 
Inspector, 25 Inspectors, 1 Chauffeur. A total of 37 employees (included 
in above 2,407). 


Boston FIREMEN’s RELIEF FUND.

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The first Board of Health in Boston was established in 1799, under the 
special statute of February 13, 1799. It was abolished by the first 
City Charter and from 1822 to 1873 its functions were exercised through 
the City Council. The last Board of Health was established by an ordi- 
nance of December 2, 1872. It published annual reports, beginning 
with 1873. By Chap. 1, Ord. 1914, 2d Series, the department was placed 
in charge of one executive, the Health Commissioner, who appoints the 
deputy commissioners. Chap. 1, Ord. 1915, provided that the quarantine 
service should pass from the control of the Health Department when the 
property was leased to the United States, in effect June 1, 1915. 

On March 31, 1927, an ordinance was enacted abolishing the Boston 
Sanatorium Department and placing the Tuberculosis Hospital at Matta- 
pan under the jurisdiction of the Trustees of the Boston City Hospital; 
all other powers and duties, as well as the Out-Patient Department, were 
transferred to the Health Commissioner by Chap. 1 of the Ordinances 
of 1927, as amended February 16, 1931.

The department has charge of the Long Island Hospital, the Child 
Welfare and the Registration Divisions. 
The Long Island Hospital furnishes full support to poor persons having 
a legal settlement in Boston, also hospital care and treatment for those 
afflicted with chronic illness. January 1, 1949, there were 1,095 in the 
care of the institution, of whom 474 were in the hospital. The department 
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controls about 215 acres and buildings on Long Island, valued at about 
$7,331,212, The M. V. “James Michael Curley” is maintained for 
transportation service. 


The Child Welfare Division, 1110 City Hall Annex, has charge of de- 
pendent children and those committed through the Court as neglected. 
They are placed under careful supervision in foster homes within the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts. January 1, 1949, the division had 
1,264 children in its care, was using 15 different institutions for medical 
care or special training, and 564 foster homes.

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The Trustees of the Public Library of the City of Boston, five in number, 
are appointed by the Mayor, one each year, for a term of five years. 
They were incorporated in 1878, and authorized to receive and hold real 
and personal estate to an amount not exceeding $1,000,000. This amount 
was changed to $10,000,000 in 1919 and to $20,000,000 in 1931. ‘The first 
Trustees were appointed under an ordinance of October 14, 1852. 


The old library building on Boylston street was opened to the public 
in September, 1858, and closed finally in January, 1895. The Central 
Library Building in Copley square, costing $2,756,384, was first opened 
on March 11, 1895. 

The Library is maintained by an annual appropriation made to the 
Trustees by the City Government. 


The annual reports, the first of which appeared in 1852, have been 
continued without interruption. 


THE LIBRARY SYSTEM. 


The library system consists of the Central Library in Copley square, 
the Kirstein Business Branch in the Edward Kirstein Memoria] Library 
Building at 20 City Hall avenue, the School Issue Department at 400 
Shawmut avenue and twenty-nine Branch Libraries. In addition, through 
an agreement with Harvard University, the Baker Library of the Harvard 
Graduate School of Business Administration is a branch of the Boston 
Public Library. By similar arrangement, the Boston Medical Library at 
8 Fenway serves as a medical branch.

GENERAL ADMINISTRATIVE OFFICES, 


The general administrative work of the Library is centered in the 
Director’s Office. It is responsible for the general administration of the 
entire library system as a whole. It cares further for all activities that 
are not handled directly by the Circulation Division, the Reference 
Division, or the Division of Business Operations. 

There is also supervised from the Director’s Office the work of such 
subsidiary offices as the Personnel Office, the Information Office, the 
Records, Files, and Statistics Office, and the general publishing activities 
of the Library. 


THE CIRCULATION DIVISION, 


The greater part of the circulation of books to borrowers is centered in 
the Branch Libraries. The purely library activities of the Branch 
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Libraries are therefore considered as a unit which is designated as the 
Circulation Division. Within this division there are closed departments 
and public departments. The main grouping of the public departments 
is that of the Branch Libraries, and the Open Shelf Department in the 
Central Library. In direct relationship with the work of the Branch 
Libraries is the Work with Adults and the Work with Children and Young 
People.

SPECIAL ACTIVITIES. 


In addition to the regular activities of the various departments, the 
Library carries on programs of free lectures and concerts which are given 
in its lecture hall several times each week from October through April each 
year. Exhibits in the Treasure Room, and in the Chavannes, Sargent 
and Wiggin Galleries in the Central Library Building afford opportunities 
for emphasizing the Library’s valuable resources. Storytelling in the 
Young People’s Room and in many branch libraries by trained storytellers 
is a part of the Library’s program of work with children. Two publi- 
cations are distributed free throughout the system: Books Current, issued 
four times a year, and B. P. L. News, issued ten times a year. For The 
Boston Public Library Quarterly, issued in January, April, July, and 
October, there is a subscription fee of $2.00 a year, 50 cents a single copy.

The printing plant was established March, 1897, for the express purpose 
of executing the printing required by all city and county departments. 
It was originally operated partly from an appropriation and partly from 
revenue. Since 1910,it has been entirely self-supporting and no appro- 
priation of any kind has been made. The entire expense of maintenance 
including pay roll, has been met from revenue. 

The plant is located at. the corner of North and Richmond streets in a 
city-owned building for the exclusive use of the department. It is organ- 
ized and equipped especially for the city’s printing requirements and 
consists of modern type-setting machinery, presses and accessories. The 
building and plant is appraised at approximately $600,000.

The Overseers of the Poor in the Town of Boston, a corporation estab- 
lished in 1772 by act of the Legislature, were succeeded in 1864 by the 
corporation called ‘‘Overseers of the Poor in the City of Boston,” con- 
sisting of twelve residents of Boston, four of whom are appointed annually 
to serve for the term of three years from the first day of May. The 
Board issues annual reports. In 1921 the name was changed to Over- 
seers of the Public Welfare 

The Overseers of the Public Welfare are also incorporated as a Board 
of Trustees of John Boylston’s and other charitable funds. The total 
amount of the 18 permanent charity funds in the custody of the Over- 
seers on December 31, 1948, was $831,614.78, the annual income from 
which ($27,143.48 in 1948) is distributed in accordance with the terms of 
the donations. 

In charge of the Overseers are the Wayfarers’ Lodge on Hawkins street, 
opened in 1878, which gives free lodging to homeless men who are out of 
employment, and the Temporary Home on Chardon street for temporarily 
destitute women and children, opened in 1870.

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The Public Works Department was established in 1911, consisting of 
the Street, Water and Engineering Departments combined under a single: 
executive head, the Commissioner of Public Works, who was authorized 
to create such divisions of the department as he may find necessary. 
The department is composed of the Bridge and Ferry, Highway, Sewer, 
Sanitary, and Water Divisions, each in charge of a Division Engineer. 

The Commissioner of Public Works must be a civil engineer of recog- 
nized standing in his profession. He is in charge of the following activ- 
ities: Construction and maintenance of all streets, sidewalks and sewers;. 
granting of permits to open, occupy, obstruct and use portions of the streets: 
and sidewalks; street lighting, both gas and electric; installation, main- 
tenance and operation of all fixtures and appliances held by the City for 
its water supply; cleaning, oiling, and flushing of streets, as well as snow 
removal from streets; collection and removal of ashes, garbage and refuse}. 
installation and maintenance of street signs, and assignment of street. 
numbers for houses, stores, etc. ; construction, maintenance and operation of 
City-owned bridges used as highways; and maintenance and operation of 
the Sumner Vehicular Tunnel and of the ferries connecting the City 
Proper and East Boston. 

By an executive order of his Honor the Mayor, dated July 6, 1948,

The Division Engineer has charge of the collection and removal of ashes, 
garbage and refuse, and the cleaning, oiling and flushing of streets. 


Total expenditure for the year 1948 was $4,652,926.43 for collection and 
disposal of the City’s waste materials and the cleaning, oiling and flushing 
of streets. 

REMOVAL OF STORE REFUSE. 

While the department is not required to remove refuse from shops, 
stores, and other business establishments, it is permitted by City Ordinance 
to make such removals upon payment by the producers of the charge 
prescribed by the Commissioner of Public Works. A charge of 20 cents 
a barrel or bundle (not larger than a flour barrel) has been established 
and no removals are made by City forces except upon the presentation of 
tickets obtainable at 507 City Hall Annex, or from authorized agents. 

In districts where refuse collections are made under yearly contracts, 
the contractors are not permitted to charge for this service a higher rate 
than 20 cents a barrel, as prescribed by the Commissioner of Public Works. 
In these districts the producers pay the contractors direct for the service 
rendered.

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Assessments upon estates benefited by new sewers are not levied by the 
Public Works Department, but by the Board of Street Commissioners 
who also award damages for land-takings made for sewer construction: 
The assessment upon the several estates for a new sewer is limited to $4 per 
linear foot, and it is a lien upon the property. An Act of the Legislature 
prohibits the assessment in similar cases of the cost of surface drains. 

In the calendar year 1947, there were built by contractors and day 
labor 7.24 miles of sanitary sewers and surface drains, and 204 catch-basins, 
making on January 1, 1948, a total of 1,272.07 miles of common.and inter- 
cepting sewers and 23,040 catch-basins in charge of the Sewer Division. 

The Boston Main Drainage System, comprising 24.12 miles of inter- 
cepting sewers, with a pumping station at Old Harbor Point, and storage 
reservoirs and outlet into the harbor at Moon Island, in operation since 
1884, takes care of the sewage from City Proper, South Boston, and parts 
of Roxbury, West Roxbury and Dorchester. 

The common sewer. system has two electrically-operated automatic 
pumping stations. The station at Union Park and Albany streets was 
built in 1915 to relieve floodings in the South End district of Boston, by 
pumping and discharging the surplus storm water flow into the South Bay. 

The station at Summer street, opposite E street, was built in 1913, and 
takes care of the sewage from the Commonwealth Pier district, and the 
Army and Navy Bases. 

Charlestown and East Boston sewage discharges into the main North 
Metropolitan System of the State, which discharges into the harbor waters 
just south of Deer Island. 

Sewage from all of Brighton, a portion of the Back Bay and a small 
part of Roxbury, discharges into the South Metropolitan System, is lifted 
by pumping at the Ward Street Pumping Station, then flows through 
the main sewer, which also drains by gravity portions of West Roxbury 
and Dorchester and all of Hyde Park, finally outletting into Quincy Bay 
at Nut Island.

Under the control of the Division Engineer are the care and maintenance 
of all pipes and other fixtures and appliances for the purpose of the City’s 
water supply, and all water assessments and other charges necessary for the - 
maintenance of the Division. 

The total length of supply and distributing water main on December 31, 
1948, was 1,006.091 miles; number of fire hydrants, 12,321, including 505 
high pressure, 387 private; number of meters now in service, 102,594, 

The first water document published by the City of Boston appeared 
in 1825. In addition to the annual reports of the Cochituate supply, 
from 1850, and of the Mystic supply, from 1866, there are numerous special 
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reports. By Chapter 449, Acts of 1895, the Boston Water Board, the 
Water Income Department and the Water Registrar were abolished and 
the Water Department created, a single commissioner being entrusted 
with all the powers previously exercised by the Boston Water Board and 
the Boston Water Registrar. 

A State commission, the Metropolitan Water Board, took possession, in 
1898, of all that part of the Boston water system lying westward of Chestnut 
Hill Reservoir, also the pumping station there, with adjacent lands. The 
sum paid to the City was $12,531,000. Payments to the State by the 
City for its supply of water have been regularly made since 1898. Total 
available quantity of water in the six storage reservoirs of the Metro- 
politan system on January 1, 1949, 435,593,000,000 gallons, of which 
about 88.6 per cent was in the Quabbin Reservoir, about 65 miles west 
of Boston, an artificial lake, 25,216 acres in surface and area and added 
to the system in 1948. There are also thirteen distribution reservoirs 
with capacity of 2,718,036,000 gallons, six pumping stations being con- 
nected with these, in which stations 31,661,000,000 gallons of water were 
pumped during the year 1948. In the existing Metropolitan Water Dis- 
trict are nine cities besides Boston, and eleven towns, and west side of 
Winchester. Boston takes about 67.6 per cent of the entire water supply 
of the District. 

The daily average amount of water used in Boston in 1948 was 
117,480,000 gallons, or 153 gallons per capita. 


HIGH PRESSURE FIRE SERVICE. 

By the provisions of Chapter 312, Acts of 1911, the Commissioner of 
Public Works was authorized to install an efficient system of high pressure 
fire service for the business center of the City. The work completed, 
including the old salt-water fireboat line installed in 1898, comprises 
18.71 miles of pipe with 505 hydrants. Total expenditure for installation 
of system to December 31, 1948, was $2,599,379.45. Two pumping 
stations are now in use.

The Board of Real Estate Commissioners was established in accordance 
with Chapter 434 of the Acts of 1943. It consists of five members, three 
of whom are appointed by the Mayor, and the fourth and fifth are the 
City Treasurer and the Chairman of the City Planning Board who serve 
ex officio. The Chairman is designated by the Mayor and is the only 
member who receives a salary. 

The Chairman, subject to the regulations of the board with respect to 
his procedure, shall have the care, custody, management, and control of 
all property acquired by the City by foreclosure of tax titles, or acquired 
under Section 80 of Chapter 60 of the General Laws, whether acquired 
before or after the effective date of Chapter 434 of the Acts of 1943. 

The Chairman, subject to the unanimous approval of the Committee on 
Foreclosed Real Estate, or by a vote, approved by the Mayor, of a majority 
of the board, may let, lease, or sell real estate under his control, or any 
portion thereof, subject to the regulations as set forth in Section 4 of 
Chapter 434.

The Board of Commissioners of Sinking Funds for the payment or 
redemption of the City debt consists of six members, two of whom are 
appointed annually by the Mayor for a term of three years from May 1. 
The Board has published annual reports since 1871. ‘The amended City 
Charter, Section 26, prohibits the further establishing of sinking funds, 
but an exception was afterwards made by the Legislature regarding loans 
for Rapid Transit purposes.

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This department, established in 1897, is in charge of a board of five 
trustees, whose duty it is to collect, compile, and publish such statistics 
relating to the City of Boston, and such statistics of other cities for purposes 
of comparison, as they may deem of public importance; also to compile 
and furnish such other statistical information as may be required by the 
Mayor or City Council. 

As defined by the board of trustees, the routine work includes informa- 
tion service on historical, geographical, political, and population facts 
about Boston and the personnel and accomplishments of present and past 
municipal administrations; modern foreign language translations; exchange 
of public documents with municipal, state, federal, and foreign govern- 
ments; and a newspaper clipping service of all the Boston papers. 

The Statistics Department has published annually since 1898 the 
Boston Municipal Register. Special publications have ranged from the 
handbook of Boston Statistics to the Boston Year Book of 511 pages. 

The City Record, “Official Chronicle of Boston Municipal Affairs,’” 
is published weekly by the board of trustees, under the direction of the 
Mayor, in accordance with legislative act and city ordinance. The Editor 
and Associate Editor are appointed by the Mayor. 

In his capacity as Business Agent of the City Record, the Secretary of 
the Board of Trustees of the Statistics Department has charge of alk 
business details of the City Record.

The Board of Street Commissioners consists of three members, one of 
whom is elected by them to be Chairman. One member is appointed by 
the Mayor each year to serve for three years from the first Monday in 
January. The Board has jurisdiction over the laying-out, widening, relo- 
cation and discontinuance of highways; the taking of real property for 
municipal purposes; the levying of assessments for betterments resulting 
from the construction of streets or sewers; the plotting of undeveloped 
areas for streets and the opening of private ways; the granting of licenses 
for the storage or sale of merchandise in public streets; the making of 
specific repairs in public streets; the naming of public streets; the issuance 
of licenses for the keeping, storage, manufacture and sale of gasoline, oil, 
and other inflammable substances or explosive compounds; and the use 
of public ways for any permanent or temporary obstruction or projection 
in, under, or over the same, including the location of conduits, poles and 
posts for telephone, telegraph, street railway or illuminating purposes; 
signs, marquees, bay windows, coal-holes and vaults. Incidental to its 
powers to take lands and construct streets, it has authority to award 
compensation to land owners for damages resulting from such taking and 
construction. In certain instances its awards and its grants of licenses 
or permits must bear the approval of the Mayor. 

In 1895 the duties of the Board of Survey were transferred to the Board 
of Street Commissioners. In 1907 the Board of Street Commissioners 
was charged with the licensing of street stands for the storage or sale of 
merchandise. In 1909, by Section 28 of the City Charter (Acts of 1909, 
Chapter 486 and amendments thereto) the jurisdiction previously exer- 
cised by the Board of Aldermen concerning the naming of streets, the issue 
of permits or licenses for coasting, the storage of gasoline, oil and other in- 
flammable substances or explosive compounds and the use of public ways 
for any permanent or temporary obstruction or projection in, under, or over 
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the same, including the location of conduits, poles and posts for telephone, 
telegraph, street railway or illuminating purposes, was vested in the 
Board of Street Commissioners, to be exercised with the approval in 
writing by the Mayor, and the Mayor and City Council were given 
authority to fix by ordinance the terms by way of cash payment, rent, 
or otherwise, upon which permits or licenses for the storage of gasoline or 
oil or inflammable substances or explosive compounds and the construction 
or use of coal-holes, vaults, bay windows, signs and marquees, in, under, 
or over the public ways shall be issued. The fees for licenses or permits 
to sell or store inflammables or explosives are collected by the Board of 
Street Commissioners upon their original issuance of such licenses. There- 
after, an annual renewal fee for such licenses, which is one half of the original 
fee, is collected by the Fire Department. The fees for licenses or permits 
to maintain obstructions or projections in, under, or over the streets are 
collected by the Board of Street Commissioners. 


In 1913 the Board of Street Commissioners was granted authority to 
issue permits for the erection of garages. 


By virtue of Section 1 of Chapter 33 of the Revised Ordinances of 1925, 
the Board of Street Commissioners is charged with the care and main- 
tenance of all land and buildings belonging to the city and not used for 
specific purposes. 


In 1927, by authority of, and in conformity with, Section 8 of Chapter 85 
of the General Laws (1921), the Board of Street Commissioners adopted 
‘Rules and Regulations Relating to Projections in,.on or over Public 
Highways,” amending and revising all its pre-existing rules and regula- 
tions concerning such projections. The penalty for violation of these 
Regulations is a fine not exceeding five dollars for each day that the viola- 
tion continues, after five days’ notice given by the Board of Street Com- 
missioners to the violator. 


In 1930 (by Chapter 399 of the Acts of 1930) the jurisdiction of the 
Board of Street Commissioners as to the storage and sale of gasoline, oil 
and other inflammables or explosives was amplified and its jurisdiction 
extended to include the licensing and regulation of open-air parking spaces. 


In 1908 the Board of Street Commissioners was charged with the regu- 
lation of pedestrian and vehicular traffic. In 1929 (by Chapter 263 of the 
Acts of 1929) jurisdiction over the regulation of traffic was transferred 
from the Board of Street Commissioners to the Boston Traffic Commission. 


In 1929, also, the Board of Street Commissioners was granted authority 
(by Chapter 187 of the Acts of 1929) to license the holding of religious 
meetings, political meetings or rallies in public ways. That Act was, 
however, repealed by Chapter 173 of the Acts of 1981. 


Under Chapter 148, Section 56, of the General Laws (Tercentenary 
Edition), the Board of Street Commissioners grants licenses for open-air 
parking spaces.

The Department of Veterans Services was established as a department 
of the City of Boston by Ord. 1946, Chapter 9 (Revised Ordinance 1947, 
Chapter 37) and is under the charge of a director, who is also soldiers’ 
relief commissioner, and who is appointed by the Mayor and confirmed 
by the City Council. This department performs the functions formerly 
performed by the Soldiers’ Relief Department which it replaces. The 
Director exercises all powers and duties for the distribution of State and 
City benefits to veterans and their eligible dependents in the City of 
Boston, such as were formerly vested in the Mayor and Board of Alder- 
men. Under his direction assistance is rendered to veterans and their 
dependents of the Civil War, Indian War, Spanish-American War, Philip- 
pine Insurrection, China Relief Expedition, Mexican War, World War 
No. 1 and World War No. 2. 

An office is maintained on Boston Comine to provide information, 
advice and assistance to veterans of all wars to enable them to procure 
the benefits to which they are entitled relative to employment, vocational 
and educational opportunities, hospitalization, medical care, pensions 
and other veterans’ benefits.

The duties of the department are set forth in the General Laws, Chap- 
ters 94, 98 and 101, with amendments and additions thereto. 
The Sealer is required to give public notice annually by advertisement 
to all persons having places of business in the city and using weighing 
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and measuring devices for the purpose of buying or selling of goods, wares 
or merchandise, to bring them into this office to be tested and sealed. 
After giving the said notice, he shall visit the places of business not com- 
plying and shall test, adjust, seal or condemn in accordance with the 
results of tests made, the weighing and measuring devices of said persons, 
In addition the department is charged with the enforcement of all laws 
relative to the licensing of hawkers, peddlers and transient vendors, the 
giving of false or insufficient weight or measure, the reweighing of coal, 
the examination of coal for quality and the inspection of certain con- 
tainers as to size, shape and dimensions. The department must in- 
vestigate all complaints registered with the department and, when the 
evidence warrants, shall prosecute violations of the law.

BUREAU OF CHILD ACCOUNTING.

The Bureau of Child Accounting comprises the following-named depart- 
ments: Educational Investigation and Measurement, Vocational Guidance, 
and Attendance (including Certificating Office); and the following divisions: 
Division of Employment; Division of Juvenile Adjustment; Division of 
Statistics and Publicity. 


SUPERVISORS OF ATTENDANCE. 
[Stat. 1931, Chap. 394, Sect. 146.] 

These officers are appointed by the School Committee, and under their 
direction enforce the laws relating to absentees from school. There are 
33 supervisors of attendance besides the head supervisor and they may be 
seen at 94. M. and 3 P. M., on the days that the schools are in session at 
the school designated by the head supervisor. 


SCHOOL PHYSICIANS AND SCHOOL NURSES. 

Regular medical inspection of the schools was maintained from 1894 to 
1915, under the supervision of the Health Department: Beginning 
September 1, 1915, the School Committee took charge of this service. 
a ce

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For all schools and districts there is 1 Director of School Hygiene in charge 
of 4 supervising school physicians, 1 medical inspector, 1 school physician 
assigned to the certificating office, 1 ophthalmologist, 1 otologist, 50 school 
physicians, 1 supervisor of nutrition, 17 school medical aids, and 1 sanitary 
engineer. 

Chapter 357, Acts of 1907, provided for the appointment by the School 
Committee of 1 supervising female nurse and as many district female 
nurses as are deemed necessary. For the 80 junior high and elementary 
school districts there is 1 supervising nurse in charge of 4 assistant supervis- 
ing nurses, 1 nurse assigned to the certificating office, 1 nurse assigned to 
the ophthalmologist, and 58 school nurses (including high school), and 1 
nurse assigned to the otologist and audiometer tests. 


PHYSICAL EDUCATION. 

In 1907, the School Committee was authorized to provide for the 
extension of physical education and recreation of pupils, including proper 
apparatus and facilities in the buildings, yards and playgrounds under their 
control. 


The School Committee appropriates, out of the tax levy, for this branch 
of education such amount as it deems necessary. The Committee has 
also the right to appropriate the unexpended balance of the previous year, 
plus the estimated income for the current year. The appropriation for 
1948 is $442,112.60. The cost of Military Science is not charged against 
the appropriation for Physical Education. 


The Department of Physical Education comprises 1 director, 4 
assistant directors, 15 instructors of military science, 1 permanent sub- 
stitute, military science, 2 armorers, 39 women and 9 men instructors of 
physical education, 15 {teacher coaches of athletics, 62 assistant teacher 
coaches, 101 play teachers. 


INDUSTRIAL SCHOOLS PARTLY MAINTAINED BY STATE. 

By Chapter 471, Acts of 1911, and Chapter 106, Acts of 1912, the State 
especially encourages the establishing of Independent Industrial Schools, 
allowing financial aid for their maintenance proportionate to the amount 
raised by local taxation and expended for all public schools. Under this 
arrangement the School Committee is reimbursed by the State to the 
extent of one half the net maintenance cost of such industrial schools 
established in Boston thus far with the approval of the Massachusetts 
Department of Education. By Chapter 805, Acts of 1913, Continuation 
Schools, for employed children between fourteen and sixteen years of age, 
were included under the same plan of State aid. The schools thus main- 
tained are the Boston Trade High School (for Boys), day and evening 
classes, Trade High School for Girls, Compulsory Continuation School, 
Brandeis Vocational High School (day and evening classes), High School 
of Practical Arts, also co-operative courses in Brighton, Charlestown, 
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Dorchester High School for Boys, East Boston, Hyde Park, Roxbury 
Memorial High School for Boys and South Boston High, and practical arts 
courses in the evening elementary schools. 

For the agricultural course in the Jamaica Plain High School, the School 
Committee is reimbursed to the extent of two thirds of the cost of 
instruction. 

INDUSTRIAL ARTS. 

There are eight co-operative courses in high schools, as follows: Brighton 
(automobile mechanics), Charlestown (electricity), Dorchester (wood- 
work), East Boston (machine shop practice), Hyde Park (machine shop 
practice), Jamaica Plain (agriculture), Roxbury Memorial High School 
for Boys (printing), and South Boston (sheet metal). 

Mechanic arts courses in shopwork are given in the following high 
schools: Dorchester High School (Boys), East Boston High School, 
Hyde Park High School, Roslindale High School, Roxbury Memorial 
High School (Boys), and South Boston High School. 

There are 159 shops in elementary and junior high schools, in which 
the following-named subjects are taught: Automobile mechanics, drafting, 
electricity, interior decoration, machine shop practice, printing, sheet 
metal, woodwork, and diversified shop subjects. 

Modeling is taught by a special teacher whose time is divided among 
several elementary and junior high schools. Cardboard construction 
and bookbinding in the fourth [and fifth grades, although taught by 
classroom teachers, are supervised by the department. 

Gardening is conducted by the department as an after-school and summer 
activity; home gardening in 56, and school gardening in 16 elementary 
and junior high districts and on a five-acre plot of City of Boston property 
in Woburn. 

HOUSEHOLD SCIENCE AND ARTS. 


In the Household Science and Arts Department there are 184 teachers,* 
an assistant director, and a director. 

There are thirteen high schools offering courses in Household Science 
and Arts: Brandeis Vocational, Brighton, Charlestown, Dorchester, 
East Boston, Girls’ High, High School of Practical Arts, Hyde Park, 
Jamaica Plain,t Jeremiah E. Burke, Roslindale High, Roxbury Memorial, 
and South Boston. 

In the high schools of Boston there are 22 appointed teachers of Dress- 
making; 2 appointed teachers of Millinery; 17 appointed teachers of 
Household Science (Foods and Household Management). Three of 
the appointed teachers of Household Science have part-time programs 
of Dressmaking. There are 30 standard sewing rooms, 15 cooking rooms, 
and 9 home practice suites.

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In the junior high and elementary schools there are 78 teachers of 
Sewing, 17 temporary teachers of Sewing, and 1 part-time temporary 
teacher of,Sewing; 46 teachers of Cookery, 1 temporary teacher of Cookery 
and 1 part-time teacher of Cookery. | 

In addition to the above teachers there is 1 teacher assigned from the 
M. Gertrude Godvin School to an elementary sewing program, and i 
teacher from the Trade High School for Girls to a program of high schoo] 
dressmaking. 

There are 56 rooms equipped for instruction in cooking, 18 of these 
cooking rooms have adjoining suites, and 99 classrooms are equipped 
for the teaching of sewing. 


EVENING HIGH, ELEMENTARY AND TRADE HIGH SCHOOLS. 

There are eight evening high schools: Brighton, Central (English High 
Schoolhouse), Charlestown, Dorchester, East Boston, Roslindale, Rox- 
bury (Boston Clerical Schoolhouse), and South Boston. These schools, 
the sessions of which are held on Tuesday and Thursday evenings, from 
7 to 10 o’clock, are conducted in the several high schoolhouses of the 
districts named. All but the Central High are commercial schools. 

There are eleven evening elementary schools in session on Tuesday 
and Thursday evenings. 

There are two evening trade high schools: Boston Trade High School 
(Evening Classes); and the Brandeis Vocational High School (Evening 
Classes), located in the Brandeis Vocational High Schoolhouse, with 
three branches located in the Brighton High, Hyde Park High, and South 
Boston High Schoolhouses. These schools are conducted on Tuesday 
and Thursday evenings, from 7 to 10 o’clock. 


DAY SCHOOL FOR IMMIGRANTS. 

There are four schools for immigrants where instruction in the English 

language is provided, classes being conducted daily (except Saturday) 
for two hours in the forenoon and the same in the afternoon. 


CONTINUATION SCHOOL. 
Classes for boys are held in the Brandeis Vocational High School, 
25 Warrenton street; classes for girls, at 10 Common street. 
All children 14 to 16 years of age employed under an employment 
permit are required by law to attend the school four hours per week. 


USE OF SCHOOLHOUSES FOR EDUCATIONAL, SOCIAL AND CIVIC PURPOSES. 

In 1912, the School Committee was authorized by statute to allow the 
use of buildings under their control by associations and individuals (other 
than school pupils) for educational, recreative, social, civic, philanthropic 
and similar purposes at times when the schools were not in session. Under 
this arrangement there are now fourteen School Centers, each having a 
manager and largely attended on two evenings and one afternoon a week. 
More than 125 school buildings are also used by Non-School Center groups, 
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The School Committee may annually appropriate for this purpose such 
amount as it deems necessary. The appropriation for 1949 is $163,334.18. 
Besides the renting of school halls for club meetings, entertainments, etc., 
basements and other accommodations in schoolhouses are used by the 
Election Department as polling places, lighting and custodian service 
being paid for by the Election Department. 


PENSION AND RETIREMENT FUND FOR TEACHERS. 

The School Committee, by a majority vote of all its members, may 
retire with a pension any member of the teaching or supervising staff of 
the public day schools who has reached the age of sixty years, also 
such other members as are incapacitated for further efficient service. If 
the teacher retired has been em loyed in the public day schools for a 
period of thirty years or more, ten years of which have been in the Boston 
public day schools, the pension paid amounts to $200 plus one-half of the 
annual salary received at time of retirement, but in no case is it less than 
$800, nor more than $1,100 annually. If the period of service is less than 
thirty years, the pension is proportionally less, but in no case is the pension 
less than $680. The School Committee is authorized to provide for these 
pensions by appropriating annually such amount as it deems necessary, 
which together with the unexpended balance of the previous year, the 
amount of reimbursement from the Commonwealth, and the appropria- 
tion of accrued interest in the Permanent School Pension Fund, will pay 
pensions for the year. These pensions are paid to teachers who were 
retired before the establishment of the Boston Retirement System or who 
have not become members of such system. The Permanent School 
Pension Fund amounted to $1,368,453.87 on January 1, 1949, and 348 
retired teachers were receiving pensions therefrom. 

The Boston Teachers’ Retirement Fund Association, started in 1900, 
is paying $120 per year to 762 annuitants, the total amount of its fund 
on September 30, 1949, being $2,417,051.21 (Total Investment) or 
$2,444,693.00 (Market Value of Investments). At that date 2,657 
teachers were each contributing $18 per year to this fund.

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At the City Election held November 5, 1929, on the referendum — 
‘Shall chapter 351, of the Acts of 1929, entitled ‘An Act to establish a 
board of commissioners of school buildings and a department of school 
buildings in the city of Boston’ be accepted?” there were 110,453 votes 
in favor, 57,276 against, and 50,632 blanks. 

By the provisions of the Act, the board “shall consist of three citizens 
of Boston who otherwise are neither officials nor employees of said city, 
one of whom shall be appointed by the mayor . . . without approval 
by the civil service commissioners, one by the school committee, and one 
shall be chosen by the two so appointed, or shall be appointed by the 
governor if the appointees of the mayor and school committee fail to 
choose a commissioner as aforesaid within thirty days after a second 
of such appointees has been appointed.” 

According to section 2 of the Act, the Department of School Buildings 
is established, to be under the charge of a superintendent of construction 
who shall be elected by the board of commissioners, to serve at the pleasure 
of the board. 


Upon the election of a superintendent of construction, the board of 
schoolhouse commissioners of the schoolhouse department and said 
department shall be abolished.

The City is divided into seventeen Police Divisions, in each of which is 
a station house, the quarters of a captain and a force of men. 

The Bureau of Criminal Investigation, a central detective agency of the 
Department, located in Headquarters building, and consisting of several 
subdivisions, is operated on a large scale and in an efficient manner. 
Members of this Bureau investigate felonies committed within the juris- 
diction of the City of Boston. In addition to its divisions for investiga- 
tion of reports of automobiles stolen, lost and stolen property, and homi- 
cides, squads are assigned to cover the following phases of police work 
and investigation: Banking, express thieves, general investigation, 
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hotels, narcotics, pawnbrokers, including junk-shop keepers and dealers in 
second-hand articles, pickpockets, radical and shopping crimes. A night 
motor patrol squad performs duty throughout the city, to prevent, so far 
as possible, the commission of crime and, if acts of violence or other serious 
crimes have been committed, to arrest and prosecute the offenders. 
Criminal identification, fingerprints and photographs, missing persons, 
warrants and summonses are handled by this Bureau. The Bureau also 
handles cases of fugitives from justice and conducts hundreds of investi- 
gations during the course of a year for various police departments through- 
out the United States and foreign countries. Further, it cooperates 
in every way possible with outside police departments in the investigation 
of crime and prosecution of criminals. Supervision of the daily line-up 
of all prisoners arrested for serious offenses is conducted by this Bureau. 


The criminal identification division of this Department has continued 
to prove of great value and stands in favorable comparison with identi- 
fication units of the most advanced departments. 

Advancements and changes are constantly being made to maintain 
efficiency of various divisions of the Bureau of Criminal Investigation. 
To bring about this efficiency of service, equipment of the Bureau is con- 
tinually being augmented by addition of modern identification apparatus. 

Files of the Bureau of Criminal Investigation contain records of assign- 
ments made in the Bureau and all records of arrests made throughout the 
Department. 

On file, also, are reports of all felonies committed within the city and all 
reports of investigation of these felonies. 

The Bureau of Operations supervises the development and maintenance 
of the system of operations of the Department, including police broad- 
casting station ‘‘WQIP,” located at Police Headquarters, and police 
broadcasting station ‘‘WRAS,” located on the roof of the new Court- 
house Building, Pemberton square; the latter station being operated by 
remote control from the Bureau of Operations at Police Headquarters. 

These broadcasting stations insure speedy response to a call for police 
assistance and render possible speedy dissemination of information and 
quick concentration of necessary police power at a point where needed. 

The Boston Police Department is completely equipped with modern 
two-way radio. There are 111 police cars, 4 police boats, and 27 combina- 
tion patrol wagons and ambulances, fully equipped with two-way radio 
telephone. Police automobiles with two-way radio are moving through 
all parts of the city day and night. Any part of the city may be reached 
by a police radio car in a very few moments after receipt of a radio message 
from either of the broadcasting stations. 

The radio has been a very important factor in the prompt apprehension 
of law violators as well as increasing the number of arrests. In many 
instances, the offenders have been taken into custody while in the act of 


committing crime. 
The Traffic Division is located in the Police Building, 229 Milk street. 
Its commanding officer is responsible for proper regulation of traffic condi- 
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tions and for safety of the public using the highways from 8 A. M. to 
12 o’clock midnight, within the intown and Back Bay sections of the city . 

The Property Clerk’s Office is charged with the care of all police buildings, 
lost, stolen and abandoned property, money or other property alleged to 
have been illegally obtained, and all articles and property taken from 
persons arrested for any cause. In its custody are also placed all seized 
liquor and gaming implements which come into possession of the Depart- 
ment. 

All orders for supplies, building maintenance, repair work, plumbing, 
steamfitting, etc., uniforms and equipment are issued by this office. 

The Commissioner appoints a Harbor Master and assistants from the 
police force. The following motor launches are used in this service: the 
“Michael H. Crowley,” a 60-foot craft; the ‘William H. Pierce” and the 
“William H. McShane,” both 38-foot crafts; the “Argus,” a 28-foot craft; 
a 22-foot motor speed boat, named the ‘‘Dispatch;’”’ and a Chris-Craft 
16-foot speed boat named the ‘Warren C. Perkins.” 

The Police Department is responsible for the annual listing of all resi- 
dents within the city 20 years of age or over. 

On December 1, 1949, the police force numbered 2,502, consisting of 1 
superintendent, 3 deputy superintendents, 29 captains, 65 lieutenants, 
188 sergeants, 2,203 patrolmen, 13 policewomen. 

There are 20 men assigned to the signal service, whose director has 


charge of 566 signal boxes.

The Finance Commission is constituted under the Amended Charter of 
1909. It consists of five commissioners appointed by the Governor and 
confirmed by the Executive Council, the term of each being five years. 
The Chairman of the Commission is named by the Governor. The members 
of the Commission, other than the chairman, serve without pay. 

It is the duty of the Commission to investigate, at its discretion, all 
matters relating to appropriations, loans, expenditures, accounts and 
methods of administration affecting the City of Boston or the County 
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of Suffolk, or any of their departments, and to report upon its investi- 
gations from time to time to the Mayor, the City Council, the Governor 
or the General Court. 

The Commission is required to make an annual report, in January, to 
the General Court. It is also the duty of the Commission to report to 
the Mayor, the City Auditor or the City Treasurer as to the validity or 
proper amount of any doubtful pay roll, bill or claim referred to it by them.

The Licensing Board for the City of Boston was established by Statutes 
of 1906, Chapter 291. It consists of three members appointed by the 
Governor, with the advice and consent of the Council. They must be 
citizens of Boston who have resided in Boston for at least two years pre- 
ceding the date of their appointment. The two principal political parties 
must be represented on the Board and the term of the members is fixed 
at six years after the first appointment, which was for six, four, and two 
years. The Board was created to exercise all the powers and perform all 
the duties conferred upon the Board of Police of the City of Boston rela- 
tive to intoxicating liquors (now called alcoholic beverages), innholders, 
common victuallers, billiard and pool tables, sippio tables, bowling alleys, 
intelligence offices, picnic groves, and skating rinks. By Chapter 169 
of the Acts of 1936 skating rinks are now licensed by the Licensing Division 
of the Mayor’s office. 

The fee fixed by Section 202 of Chapter 140 of the General Laws is 
not less than $2 for each class of license, with the exception of licenses 
for common victuallers and innholders. The fees for common victualler 
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and innholder licenses were fixed by Section 2, Chapter 140, of the General 
Laws, at not more than $5 for each license. By statutory authority the 
City Council has fixed the fee of $10 for common victuallers and $25 
for innholders without alcoholic beverages; with alcoholic beverages, 
innholder’s fee is $5. 

By Statutes of 1909, Chap. 423, the Board was given the right to issue 
licenses to ‘‘Sunday dealers in ice cream, or confectionery, or soda water 
or fruit,’”’ the fee for such licenses not to exceed $6. 

The City Council has fixed the fee of $10 for common victuallers, 
$6 for Sunday dealers in ice cream, or confectionery, or soda water or 
fruit, and a fee of $3 for retail vendors of soft drinks. 

By Statutes of 1918, Chap. 259, the Board was granted the right to 
issue licenses to lodging houses. No fee was to be charged. By Statutes 
of 1921, Chap. 59, a fee of not more than $2 was allowed, if established 
by the City Council. The Council established the fee at $2 in 1922. 

By Statutes of 1922, Chap. 392, the Board was given the right to license 
‘retail vendors of soft drinks.’’ The fee for such license was not to 
exceed $1. By statutory authority the City Council has fixed the fee of 
$3 for such license. 

By Statutes of 1922, Chap. 485, the ‘‘ firearm” law was amended, giving 
the licensing of vendors of firearms to this Board. The law relates to 
the renting, selling or leasing of firearms, and the word firearms includes 
a pistol, revolver or other weapon from which a shot or bullet can be 
discharged, and of which the length of barrel not including any revolving, 
detachable or magazine breech does not exceed twelve inches, and a 
machine gun irrespective of the length of the barrel. It does not include 
antique firearms incapable of use, nor sales of firearms at wholesale. The 
fee for such license to be fixed by the Board not to exceed $5. 

By Statutes of 1926, Chap. 299, the Board was given the right to grant 
entertainment licenses in places where such entertainment was carried on 
in conjunction with sale for cash of food or drink six days of week but not 
on Sundays. No fee was to be charged to common victuallers and inn- 
holders carrying on such entertainment, but a fee of $5 could be charged to 
persons selling drinks who carried on an entertainment. Entertainments 
consist of dancing, music, cabaret, or amusements. 

By Chapter 284 of the Acts of 1933, the Board was given authority to 
grant victuallers’ licenses to clubs, societies, associations or other organiza- 
tions which dispense food and beverages on their premises, to their stock- 
holders or members and their guests and to none others. 

By Chapter 376 of the Acts of 1933, now Chapter 138 of the General 
Laws, the Board was given the authority to issue alcoholic beverage 
licenses to common victuallers, innholders, taverns, clubs and retail: 
package stores, and to suspend or revoke the same after a hearing. 

Norz: Chapter 120 of the Acts of 1933, which gave the Board authority 
to issue non-alcoholic beverage licenses containing not more than 3.2 per 
cent of alcohol, was repealed when the new alcoholic law (Chap. 376) was 
enacted. Any 3.2 licensee could carry on his business until May 1, 1934; 
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or could surrender his license and get a refund, or a credit on the fee paid 
for an alcoholic beverage license. 


By Chapter 183 of the Acts of 1946, the Board was given the authority 
to charge a fee, not exceeding one dollar, for the issuance of a duplicate of 
any license granted and issued by said Board. 


By Statute of 1949, Chapter 361, the Board was given the right to 
license mechanical amusement devices and regulate the operation thereof.

The Franklin Foundation is incorporated under Chapter 569 of the 
Acts of 1908, a board of twelve citizens being named therein who control 
the Franklin Fund and having the standing of a City department with 
the object of maintaining the Franklin Technical Institute as an inde- 
pendent technical institute for adults. 


The Franklin Fund is the proceeds of a bequest of one thousand pounds 
to “‘the Inhabitants of the Town of Boston in Massachusetts’? made by 
Benjamin Franklin, in a codicil to his will dated June 23, 1789. The 
codicil provided that the fund “if accepted by the inhabitants of the 
Town of Boston” be managed ‘‘under the direction of the Selectmen, 
united with the Minister of the oldest Episcopalian, Congregational, and 
Presbyterian Churches in that Town,’’ who were to make loans on certain 
conditions to ‘“‘young married artificers under the age of twenty-five 
years.” 
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Dr. Franklin, who died April 17, 1790, calculated that, in one hundred 
years, the thousand pounds would grow to £131,000, ‘‘of which,” he says, 
“T would have the managers then lay out at their discretion £100,000 
in Public Works which may be judged of most general utility to the 
Inhabitants. The remaining £31,000, I would have continued to be let 
out on interest for another hundred years. At the end of this second 
term, if no unfortunate accident has prevented the operation, the sum 
will be £4,061,000, of which I leave £1,061,000 to the Town of Boston, 
and £3,000,000 to the disposition of the Government of the State, not 
presuming to carry my views farther.”” The Town accepted the donation 
at a Town Meeting held June 1, 1790. 

A futile suit brought by the Franklin heirs in 1891 prevented the division 
of the fund at the expiration of one hundred years ; but on January 17, 
1894, by direction of the three ministers and the Board of Aldermen of 
the City, which board claimed to be the successors of the “Selectmen,”’ 
$329,300.48 (42° of the fund) was paid to the City Treasurer, for “the 
purchase of land and the erection thereon of the Franklin Technical In- 
stitute and for the equipment of the same.” Owing to a series of com- 
plications the money remained in the custody of the Treasurer. Mayor 
Collins, in 1902, caused a petition of the City to be filed in the Supreme 
Court, praying for instructions as to the authority of the persons then 
acting as Managers of the fund. The Court rendered an opinion Novem- 
ber 25, 1903 (184 Mass. 373, page 43), to the effect that the three ministers 
were Managers of the fund under Franklin’s will, but that the Aldermen 
did not succeed the “Selectmen” as Managers and had no powers with 
reference to it. The Court, under its general power to care for public 
charitable funds, appointed, on March 16, 1904, a Board of Managers to 
take the place of the “Selectmen,” and provided in the decree of the 
Court, that the Mayor of Boston should be one, ez officio. 

On December 2, 1905, the City Treasurer received from Mr, Andrew 
Carnegie $408,396.48, said sum being equal to the amount of the Franklin 
Fund in August, 1904, which Mr. Carnegie agreed to duplicate. Only 
the annual income from this fund is used. 

On November 17, 1927, $100,000 was received by the Foundation from 
the estate of the late James J. Storrow, the income to be used for main- 
tenance of Franklin Technical Institute. 

On January 31, 1907, the amount of the ‘‘accumulated”’ fund available 
for expenditure by the Managers was $438,741.89, and in that year the 
Franklin Technical Institute Building was erected at the corner of Apple- 
ton and Berkeley Streets. In 1908 the Franklin Fund Managers became 
the Franklin Foundation by special act of the legislature. It was opened 
in September, 1908, as a Technical Institute to train young men and 
women for positions of supervision in industry. In 1941 the name was 
legally changed to Franklin Technical Institute. It is maintained partly 
by tuition fees ($810,823.44 for the school year 1948-1949), and income 
from the above mentioned Funds (2. e., the Andrew Carnegie Donation 
and the Storrow bequest). The building contains 11 classrooms, 5 
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draughting rooms, and 16 shops and laboratories. 1,307 adult students 
received instruction at evening sessions and 5438 in day courses during 
the school year 1948-1949. There is also an auditorium with a seating 
capacity of 927. The building, with equipment, cost $436,970.59. The 
site, containing about 16,000 square feet, was purchased in 1906 for 
$100,000, a 20-year loan being issued to cover same. 

The Franklin Fund (Second Part) will become available in 1991.

The late George Robert White, who died in Boston, January 27, 1922, 
left the residue of his estate to the City of Boston to be held as a per- 
manent charitable trust fund, ‘‘the net income only to be used for creating 
works of public utility and beauty, for the use and enjoyment of the 
inhabitants of the City of Boston.” 

The control and management of the fund is in the hands of a board of 
five trustees, consisting of the Mayor as Chairman, the President of the 
City Council, the City Auditor, the President of the Boston Chamber of 
Commerce and the President of the Bar Association of the City of Boston. 

At a meeting of the Trustees held on Tuesday, April 5, 1938, it was 
unanimously voted that the services of a paid Manager be engaged. In 
accordance with this vote the custody, care, control and management of 
all real estate constituting a part of the George Robert White Fund is 
now in the hands of a Manager; all legal matters are attended to by the 
Corporation Counsel; all financial disbursements and investments are 
in the hands of the City Treasurer; all collections and receipts are handled 
by the City Collector; and the examination of all bills and demands 
rendered against the Fund, together with the approval of all expenditures 

-and the auditing of all accounts, rests with the City Auditor. 

Health Units have been provided at Baldwin Place and North Margin 
Street in the North End, at Paris and Emmons Streets, East Boston, at 
Dorchester and West Fourth Streets, South Boston, at Blue Hill Avenue — 
and Savin Street, Roxbury, at High and Elm Streets, Charlestown, at 
Blossom and Parkman Streets, West End, and at Whittier and Hampshire 
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Streets, Roxbury, in the hope of being able, by proper instruction, to 
better the living and health conditions of the communities in the congested 
districts. 

A Prado has been established at Hanover and Unity Streets in the 
North End, to provide an open air space for the residents of the North 
End. In 1935, the Trustees voted to change the name of the Prado to 
Paul Revere Mall. 

In the spring of 1936 the Trustees voted to establish a wading pool 
and locker building in the yard in the rear of the Whittier Street Health 
Unit, Roxbury. The wading pool and locker building have since been in 
full operation for the use and enjoyment of the inhabitants of the City. 

In the summer of 1936 the Trustees voted to have thirteen memorial 
bronze tablets fabricated and placed in the walls of the Paul Revere Mall 
in the North End. The inscriptions to be placed on these tablets in- 
volved considerable research work and as a consequence these tablets 
were not completed until the summer of 1940. This was done as an im- 
provement to the Mall. 

On January 27, 1940, the Trustees voted to purchase an equestrian 
statue of Paul Revere — made by Cyrus E. Dallin, sculptor — to be 
placed in the Paul Revere Mall in the North End, as an addition and 
further improvement in accordance with provision of the will. 

On September 22, 1940, the Trustees dedicated the thirteen bronze 
tablets and the statue of Paul Revere at the Paul Revere Mall in the 
North End. 

In the summer of 1941 the Trustees voted to establish a number of 
play spaces, fully equipped, in various sections of the City from the 
Income of the Fund, for the use and enjoyment of children under 12 years 
of age. It was voted to establish the first four play spaces at the following. 


locations: 
Pitts and Hale Streets, in the West End. 


London and Decatur Streets, in East Boston. 
Troy and Rochester Streets, in the South End. 
King and Roxbury Streets, in Roxbury. 

This chain of play spaces consists of the most modern architecture: 
Wading pools, play-yard equipment, concrete seats, concrete sandboxes, 
etc., and is a great asset to the City. 

Starting in the spring of 1946 and ending in the fall of 1949 the Trustees 
of the Fund voted to establish the following projects from the Income of 
the Fund: 

Health Unit at Central avenue and Elm street, Hyde Park. 

Health Unit at Blue Hill avenue and Harvard street, Dorchester. 

Swimming Pool, Diving Pool and Locker Building, Doherty 
Heights, Charlestown. 

Playground, Bunker Hill street, Charlestown. 

Schoolboy Stadium in Franklin Park. 

War Memorial Center in the Fens. 

Swimming Pool, Diving Pool and Locker Building, Commercial 
street, North End Park.

The Boston Housing Authority, established in accordance with the 
Housing Authority Law of the Commonwealth, consists of five members, 
who may be compensated at the rate of $25 per day for the Chairman, 
and $20 per day for a member other than the Chairman. As the terms 
of the members expire, successors are appointed by the same appointive 
power for terms of five years. 

The Authority is charged with investigation to determine the un- 


sanitary and sub-standard housing conditions existing within its juris- 
diction which cannot readily be remedied by private enterprise, and the 
clearance, replanning and reconstruction of such areas in accordance 
with the terms of Chapter 574 of the Acts of 1946. With the approval 
of the State Housing Board and the Mayor, it is empowered to enter 
into agreement with any agency of Government for assistance, financial 
or otherwise, to remedy such sub-standard conditions. 

Eight Federally Aided Developments consisting of 5,975 units in the 
City are now operated by the Authority. All of them with the exception 
of the Development in the Bay View section of South Boston, are operated 
for the housing of low-income families, preference being given to veterans 
and servicemen. The Development in the Bay View section which was 
constructed by the Authority was subsequently sold to the Federal Gov- 
ernment to house war workers. It is operated by the Authority, under 
lease from the Federal Government, and tenancy is now restricted to 
veterans and servicemen with families. Old Harbor Village, South Boston, 
the only Development built by the Federal Government, is now leased to 
the Authority to house low-income tenants. A Development of 508 units 
in the East Brookline Street section of the South End is presently under 
construction. Approval has been given under the Housing Act of 1949 
to construct 4,000 dwellings in 1950 and 1951. 

Acting under the provisions of Chapters 372 and 568 of the Acts of 
1946 as amended, the City of Boston, acting by and through the Authority, 

provided distressed veterans and servicemen with 763 temporary dwelling 
units. 

The Federal Government made available to the Authority military 
structures which were converted to dwelling accommodations. The 
transportation of these structures to the sites selected for them in the 
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City of Boston, as well as their actual reconversion, was done by the 
Federal Government. The City provided the sites and utilities in the 
adjacent streets. These accommodations were distributed throughout 
the city, being located at Columbia Village, South Boston, Franklin 
Field, Dorchester, and Alsen Village, Dorchester, and are managed by 
the Authority in behalf of the City of Boston. 

Also acting under the provisions of Chapters 372 and 568 of the Acts of 
1946 as amended by Chapter 479 of the Acts of 1947, the Authority has 
provided 845 permanent one and two-family homes, as well as 109 multiple 
dwellings for veterans of World War II. Pursuant to this, the Authority 
has acquired either by eminent domain or purchase many attractive sites 
throughout the City, and is constructing 358 additional units, with 395 
planned. When completed, they may be rented to veterans at reasonable 
rents provided that no later than one year after the termination of the 
emergency period, unless a postponement to a later date has been approved 
by the State Housing Board, such dwelling units shall be offered for 
sale at their fair market value and disposed of as rapidly as is consistent 
with sound business judgment. 

The one and two family dwellings so constructed may be sold to veterans 
of World War II prior to the termination of the present emergency with 
the approval of the State Housing Board. 

The City of Boston has appropriated $20,000,000 for the purpose of 
earrying out this program. 

The basic Massachusetts Housing Authority Law was amended in 
1948 by Chapter 200. This legislation provides for State aid to local 
authorities in building homes for families of low income by means of 
State guarantee of the principal and interest on local housing authority 
notes or bonds issued for this purpose and annual subsidy by the State 
not to exceed 23 per cent of total development costs, for 40 years. 
Forty-eight million dollars have been earmarked for the City of Boston 
under this program which it is estimated will provide some 3,800 apart- 
ments. Veterans of World War II, and other veterans with families of 
low income, receive preference in this program in that order. | 

Under this legislation, 1,044 multiple dwelling units have been built 
and occupied. There are 258 units under construction and 2,505 in the 


planning stage.

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The Commission was established by Special Act of the Legislature, 
for the care, custody and control of the Suffolk County Court House, 
and is required to appoint a Custodian and such other officers as it may 
deem necessary for the proper operation of the building, and to determine 
their term or terms of service. 

The Commission succeeded to the authority given to the Sheriff of 
Suffolk County over the Suffolk County Court House, in Chapter 525 
of the Acts of 1922, and took over the management and control of the 
Court House upon its completion during 1939, by the Special Commis- 
sion created under Chapter 474 of the Acts of 1935 for providing additional 
accommodations and facilities for the Suffolk County Court House. 

A thirty per cent contribution by the Commonwealth to the annual 
costs and charges of maintenance and operation of the Court House began 
in the calendar year 1939 when the additional Court House enlargements 
and improvements, made under authority of Chapter 474 of the Acts of 
1935, were ‘‘substantially completed”? and in “‘actual use,’’ and the re- 
maining seventy per cent is paid by the City of Boston. While the 
Commonwealth now pays thirty per cent of the operating costs of the 
Court House, it has taken no part in its operations, other than the exercise 
of its authority in the make-up of the Commission in charge.

Chapter 489 of the Acts of 1906, establishing a court to be known as 
the Boston Juvenile Court for the ‘‘Care, Custody and Discipline of 
Juvenile Offenders,” provides for the transfer to said court of the juris- 
dictions, authority and powers hitherto vested in the Municipal Court of 
Boston, under Chapter 334 of the Acts of 1903. The Act took effect 
September 1, 1906. 

The jurisdiction of the Court has been increased from time to time so 
that, at the present time, the Court has concurrent jurisdiction with the 
Boston Municipal Court over adults who commit the offences of Con- 
tributing to the Delinquency of Children under the age of 17 and against 
parents for neglect of minor children, and against parents for failing to 
have children attend school.

ORGANIZATION AND OPERATION OF THE BOSTON BOARD OF RECREATION.

Brimmer’s term of office till the election of his successor, Thomas A. Davis, the Chairman 
of the Board of Aldermen, William Parker, performed the duties of Mayor. 

In the interim between the death of Mayor Davis, on November 22, 1845, and the 
election on December 11, 1845, of his successor, Josiah Quincy, Jr., Benson Leavitt, Chair- 
man of the Board of Aldermen, acted as Mayor. 

There were three ballotings for the election of Mayor for 1854, between December 12, 
1853, and January 9, 1854. In the meantime the duties of Mayor were performed by 
Benjamin L. Allen, Chairman of the Board of Aldermen. 

In 1873 Mayor Pierce resigned his office on November 29, on his election to the Congress 
of the United States. During the remainder of the municipal year Leonard R. Cutter, 
Chairman of the Board of Aldermen, served ez officio as Acting Mayor. 

Mayor Collins died on September 14, 1905. Daniel A. Whelton, Chairman of the 
Board of Aldermen, acted as Mayor for the remainder of the municipal year, viz., 
September 15, 1905, to January 1, 1906. 

Mayor Tobin, having been elected Governor, resigned January 4,1945. By Chapter 4 
of the Acts of 1945, the President of the City Council was given all the powers of the 
Mayor and served from January 25, 1945, for the remainder of the year. 

Under the provisions of Chapter 580 of the Acts of 1947, City Clerk John B. Hynes 
served, under the title of Temporary Mayor, with full powers as Mayor, for the period 
from June 26 to November 28, 1947, during the absence of Mayor Curley.

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ORDINANCES OF 1949, CHAPTER 9. 


CONCERNING CERTAIN BILLS AND DEMANDS 
AGAINST THE CITY OF BOSTON AND 
THE COUNTY OF SUFFOLK. 


In the Year Nineteen Hundred and Forty-Nine. 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 


SecTION 1. Chapter 3 of the Revised Ordinances 
of 1947 is hereby amended by striking out section 19 
and inserting in place thereof the following section: 
Section 19. Every person selling any goods to, doing 
any work for, or rendering any services to, the city 
of Boston or the county of Suffolk, shall submit his 
bill or demand for the same to the city auditor in 
such form as said auditor may require. The board 
or officer contracting for such work, goods or services 
shall certify to the city auditor, at such time and in 
such form as said auditor may require, that such work 
has been done, goods delivered, or services rendered, 
as the case may be, and that payment therefor, in a 
specified amount, should be made. ‘This section shall 
not apply to the payment of the salary or wages of 
any officer or employee. 


Sect. 2. Chapter 6 of the Revised Ordinances 
of 1947 is hereby amended by striking out section 4 
and inserting in place thereof the following section: 
Section 4. The auditor shall examine every bill and 
demand rendered against the city of Boston or the 
county of Suffolk and shall ascertain whether the 
following facts exist: (a) that such bill or demand 
has been incurred by some person duly authorized; 
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(6) that funds appropriated for the purpose are on 
hand in a sufficient amount for the payment of such 
bill or demand; (c) that the clerical computations 
involved in such bill or demand are correct; and (d) that 
the certificate prescribed by section nineteen of chapter 
three of these ordinances has been furnished. If the 
auditor finds that all of said facts exist, he shall make 
an appropriate notation on the bill or demand and 
forthwith forward the same to the city treasurer for 
payment, and, as soon thereafter as conveniently may 
be, shall draw a draft upon the city treasurer for the 
payment of such bill or demand. If the auditor finds 
that any of such facts does not exist, he shall return 
the bill or demand with his objections to the person 
submitting the same. 


Sect. 8. This ordinance shall take effect on 
January 1, 1950.

ConcERNING AUTOMATIC AMUSEMENT DEVICES. 


Chapter forty of the Revised Ordinances of 1947 is 
hereby amended by inserting after section one hundred 
and one the following: | 


AuTromMatic AMUSEMENT DEVICES. 


Section 101A. (1) On and after May 1, 1948, no 
person managing or controlling any restaurant, cafe, 
tavern or other eating or drinking establishment or 
any inn, hotel, club or public lodging house or any 
store, terminal, public hall, bowling alley, place of 
amusement or other place to which members of the 
public may resort, shall keep or offer for operation 
therein or allow to be kept or offered for operation 
therein any automatic amusement device, unless and 
until such automatic amusement device has been 
licensed by such licensing authority as the mayor shall 
from time to time appoint. Such authority may, upon 
written application and upon such reasonable terms 
and conditions as the mayor may prescribe, grant a 
license for any or all automatic amusement devices 
and may, after written notice to the licensee, suspend 
or, after hearing, revoke the same. The licensing 
authority shall act upon every application for a license 
under this section within fifteen days after the filing 
of such application, shall not deny any application 
except for good cause, and upon the denial of any 
application shall forthwith endorse thereon the reason 
for such denial. No license shall be granted under this 
section for’any automatic amusement device unless 
such device is of a type approved by the director of 
standards and necessaries of life under section two hun- 
dred eighty-three of chapter ninety-four of the General 
Laws. No license shall be granted under this section 
for any automatic amusement device to be kept or 
offered for operation upon premises within a radius of 
three hundred feet of a church or a school except after

a public hearing of which notice shall be given by the 
licensing authority, at the expense of the applicant, to 
the minister, priest, rabbi or other person in charge of 
the church, or the headmaster, principal or other person 
in charge of the school, by registered mail sent at least 
five days (Saturdays, Sundays and holidays excluded) | 
before the hearing. 

(2) The term ‘‘automatic amusement device” as 
used in this section shall be construed as meaning any 
mechanism whereby, upon the deposit therein of a coin 
or token, any apparatus is released or set in motion or 
put in a position where it may be set in motion for the 
purpose of furnishing music or other entertainment 
or for the purpose of playing any game involving, in 
whole or in part, the skill of the player, including, but 
not exclusively, such devices as are commonly known 
as juke boxes, music boxes, phonographs, pinball 
machines (including free play pinball machines), marble 
games, diggers, grab machines, baseball or football 
game machines, bowlers, roll-down machines, target 
machines and horse racing machines. 3 

(3) Licenses granted under this section, unless 
sooner revoked, shall expire on December thirty-first 
of each year. Every such license shall specify the 
street and number of the premises where the automatic 
amusement device is to be kept or offered for operation 
or give some particular description of such premises, 
shall name the person managing or controlling such 
premises, shall state the type of the automatic amuse- 
ment device to which it relates, and shall protect any 
automatic amusement device of the same type which 
as a substitute or replacement for the automatic amuse- 
ment device licensed may, during the term of the 
license, be kept or offered for operation on the premises 
specified while managed or controlled by the person 
named; but such license shall under no circumstances 
protect an automatic amusement device of a type other 
than the type stated in such license; and such license 
shall not protect the automatic amusement device if in 
any place other than the premises from time to time 
specified in such license or if.such premises be managed 
or controlled by any person other than the person from 
time to time named in such license. No such license 
shall specify more than one premises at one time. 
Upon written application, the licensing authority may 
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from time to time amend any license granted under this 
section by changing the premises specified or by chang- 
ing the person named as managing or controlling the 
premises or by changing both; provided, however, that 
no premises within a radius of three hundred feet of a 
ehurch or a school shall be specified by amendment 
except after a public hearing of which notice shall have 
been given as hereinbefore provided. 

(4) The annual fee for a license under this section 
for any automatic amusement device other than a 
pinball miachine (including a free play pinball machine), 
or for any renewal thereof, shall be twelve dollars. 
The annual fee for such a license for a pinball machine 
(including a free play pinball machine), or for any 
renewal thereof, shall be thirty dollars. The fee for 
any license issued after January thirty-first in any year 
shall be prorated on the basis of the number of months 
in which the license is to be in force compared with 
twelve months. The fee for every change of premises 
and the fee for every change of person shall be two 
dollars. 

(5) Automatic amusement devices licensed under 
this section shall be so installed on the premises described 
in the license as to be in open view at all times while in 
operation, and shall at all times be available for inspec- 
tion by the mayor and the police commissioner of the 
city of Boston or their authorized agents. 

(6) No person keeping or offering for operation or 
allowing to be kept or offered for operation any auto- 
matic amusement device licensed under this section 
shall permit a minor to operate the same; nor shall he 
use or permit the same to be used for the purpose of 
gambling. 

(7) Any violation of any provision of this section 
or of chapter one hundred and thirty-six of the General 
Laws by any person managing or controlling any 
premises where an automatic amusement device licensed 
under this section is kept or offered for operation shall 
be cause for the revocation of all licenses for automatic 
amusement devices kept or offered for operation on 
such premises. . 

(8) The mayor may make rules regulating the use 
and operation of automatic amusement devices licensed 
under this section and may require, from time to time, 
the furnishing of reports concerning the ownership of 
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such devices or any interest therein, and any other 
information which he may deem pertinent concerning 
such devices and their use and operation. 

(9) If any of the provisions of this section shall be 
invalid, such invalidity shall not affect other provisions 
which can be given effect without the invalid provisions, 
and to this end the provisions of this section are hereby 
declared to be severable.

‘CONCERNING CERTAIN BILLS AND DEMANDS 
AGAINST THE City oF BosToON AND THE 
CouUNTY OF SUFFOLK. 


SEcTION 1. Chapter 3 of the Revised Ordinances 
of 1947 is hereby amended by striking out section 19 
and inserting in place thereof the following section: 
Section 19. Every person selling any goods to, doing 
any work for, or rendering any services to, the city 
of Boston or the county of Suffolk, shall submit his 
bill or demand for the same to the city auditor in 
such form as said auditor may require. The board 
or officer contracting for such work, goods or services 
shall certify to the city auditor, at such time and in 
such form as said auditor may require, that such work 
has been done, goods delivered, or services rendered, 
as the case may be, and that payment therefor, in a 
specified amount, should be made. This section shall 
not apply to the payment of the salary or wages of 
any officer or employee. 

SecT. 2. Chapter 6 of the Revised Ordinances 
of 1947 is hereby amended by striking out section 4 
and inserting in place thereof the following section: 
Section 4. The auditor shall examine every bill and 
demand rendered against the city of Boston or the 
county of Suffolk and shall ascertain whether the 
following facts exist: (a) that such bill or demand 
has been incurred by some person duly authorized; 
(6) that funds appropriated for the purpose are on 
hand in a sufficient amount for the payment of such 
bill or demand; (c) that the clerical computations 
involved in such bill or demand are correct; and (d) that 
the certificate prescribed by section nineteen of chapter 
three of these ordinances has been furnished. If the 
auditor finds that all of said facts exist, he shall make 
an appropriate notation on the bill or demand and 
forthwith forward the same to the city treasurer for 
payment, and, as soon thereafter as conveniently may 
be, shall draw a draft upon the city treasurer for the 
payment of such bill or demand. If the auditor finds 
that any of such facts does not exist, he shall return 
the bill or demand with his objections to the person 
submitting the same. 

Sect. 3. This ordinance shall take effect on 
January 1, 1950.
